MESSAGE. 


Fellow-Citizens  of  the  Senate  and 

the  House  of  Representatives: 

In  entering  upon  the  duties  to  which  I  have  been  called  at 
this  interesting  period  of  our  history,  I  am  impressed  with 
the  consciousness  of  mj  inability  to  meet  the  expectations  of 
those  who  have  so  generously  honored  me  with  the  trust ; 
and  I  should  be  destitute  of  feeling  were  I  not  deeply  affected 
by  the  confidence  reposed  in  me  by  my  fellow-citizens. 

NATIONAL  AFFAIRS. 

The  situation  of  public  affairs  is  in  every  aspect  important. 
Two  years  have  elapsed  since  our  country  emerged  from  a 
civil  war  such  as  the  world  had  never  witnessed ;  a  war 
had  been  waged  to  maintain  the  supremacy  of  the  federal 
Constitution  and  the  integrity  of  the  National  Union.  Over 
the  calamities  of  that  unhappy  conflict  which  desolated  so 
large  a  portion  of  our  country  and  carried  sorrow  into  so 
many  households,  we  long  shall  mourn;  but  as  citizens  of  a 
common  country  we  should  strive  to  extinguish  the  vindictive 
resentments  it  engendered. 

The  right  of  a  State  voluntarily  to  withdraw  from  the 
Union  has  been  abandoned  by  those  who  attempted  to  carry 
it  into  effect.  Four  years  of  sanguinary  warfare  brought  this 
result  to  the  country ;  and  yet  the  great  object  of  that  war 
has  thus  far  been  defeated.     The   Union  is  not  restored. 


Ten  States  are,  by  the  action  of  Congress,  denied  all  partici- 
pation in  the  National  Government,  the  laws  of  which  they 
are  required  to  obey.  Measures  such  as  these  tend  to  empire, 
not  to  union.  If  persisted  in  they  must  inevitably  destroy 
the  federative  character  of  our  government,  and  transform 
the  Republic  into  a  despotism.  The  course  of  legislation 
pursued  by  Congress  towards  the  ten  States  of  the  South,  is, 
in  my  judgment,  wholly  unwarranted  by  our  fundamental 
law,  and  as  fatal  to  the  Union  and  the  Constitution  as  the 
principle  of  secession  which  has  been  suppressed. 

From  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  there  have  been  con- 
flicting opinions  and  principles  in  regard  to  the  powers  which 
have  been  delegated  to  the  Federal  Government  and  those 
which  have  been  reserved  to  the  States.  In  the  opinion  of 
one  portion  of  our  countrymen  the  concentration  and  exer- 
cise of  more  power  than  was  granted,  is  essential  to  give 
strength  and  efficacy  to  the  central  Government.  Another 
portion  insist  that  the  authority  conferred  was  ample — that 
indeed  its  tendency  is  constantly  aggressive  and  increasing, 
encroaching  upon  the  reserved  rights  of  the  States  and  upon 
the  rights  of  the  people,  and  that  if  not  carefully  held  in 
check,  all  the  important  powers  of  the  government  will  be 
ultimately  absorbed  in  one  great  central  empire.  And 
around  these  conflicting  opinions  political  organizations  grew 
up  at  an  early  day  in  our  hist&ry. 

Until  a  recent  period,  the  good  sense,  virtue  and  patriotism 
of  our  people  so  modified  and  tempered  the  excess  of  party 
spirit,  that  the  public  tranquillity  has  been  preserved  and  the 
government  and  laws  universally  respected.  But  the  passions 
of  men  at  last  gained  sway.  The  restraints  of  the  Constitu- 
tion chafed  upon  those  who  were  striving  only  for  political 
power.  One  extreme  begat  another,  until  a  large  portion  of 
the  people  of  the  slave-holding  States  madly  took  up  arms  to 
maintain  the  asserted  right  of  secession.  Few  will  question 
the  sincerity  of  most  of  those  who  voluntarily  took  part  in 
this  armed  resistance.  The  sufferings,  hardships  and  sacri- 
fices they  endured,  too  clearly  attest  it. 


Overpowered  by  the  armies  of  the  Republic,  they  surrendered, 
acknowledged  their  allegiance  to  the  Government  which  they 
had  opposed,  and  accepted  the  legal  consequences  of  their 
acts.  Their  immense  armies  quietly  dispersed  to  their  homes 
under  the  terms  of  the  surrender,  and  resumed  their  peaceful 
avocations. 

To  bring  order  out  of  chaos — to  restore  to  their  legitimate 
functions  the  State  authorities,  and  to  re-establish  their  broken 
relations  with  the  Federal  Government,  became  at  once  a 
work  of  necessity.  As  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  armies, 
President  Lincoln  addressed  himself  to  that  work.  Under 
his  plan,  matured  by  President  Johnson,  the  States  were  re- 
organized. In  obedience  to  its  requirements,  their  Constitu- 
tions and  laws  were  changed,  and  by  the  act  of  the  people  of 
each  of  those  States,  slavery  was  forever  abolished.  By  this 
process  the  re-establishment  of  the  Union  was  essentially  con- 
summated. Little  more  was  thenceforward  required  for  the 
country  to  move  onward  in  a  harmonious  #and  prosperous 
career,  than  the  admission  of  Senators  and  Representatives 
from  those  States  to  seats  in  Congress. 

Unfortunately  the  tendency  to  centralization  had  received 
new  impetus  during  the  war,  consequent  on  the  exercise  of 
extraordinary  powers  by  the  Government,  and  this  developed 
a  new  and  extreme  partizan  spirit.  It  demanded  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  late  insurrectionary  States  from  any  constitutional 
rights  within  the  Union.  Assuming  that  the  war  in  its  prac- 
tical results  was  a  failure,  that  the  Union  is  really  divided, 
that  the  inhabitants  of  the  ten  States  which  combined  urder 
the  so-called  confederacy,  are  alien  enemies,  and  with  the 
exception  of  the  blacks,  are  to  be  treated  as  a  conquered  and 
subjugated  people,  Congress  has  arbitrarily  excluded  the 
Senators  and  Representatives  of  these  States  from  the  halls  of 
legislation,  and  refused  even  to  examine  their  credentials. 
By  this  means,  Congress  has  taken  possession  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  under  the  dictation  of  a  committee,  whose  sessions 
have  been  held  in  secret,  has  set  aside  some  of  the  most 
important  and  salutary  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and 
evenmenanced  with  its  power  the  independent  action  of  the 
judiciary. 
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The  legislation  of  the  Thirty-Ninth  Congress  was,  to  a 
large  extent,  a  series  of  usurpations  and  infractions  of  the 
Constitution,  commencing  with  propositions  to  enforce 
amendments  of  that  instrument,  in  the  inception  of  which 
nearly  one-third  of  the  States  ^  and  fully  one-third  of  the 
people,  had  no  voice,  and  eventuating  in  placing  that  people 
in  a  time  of  profound  peace,  under  military  domination. 

The  bill  to  establish  military  governments  over  the  ten 
Southern  States,  and  which  assumes  to  annul  the  State  and 
municipal  governments  and  the  legal  tribunals  of  that  portion 
of  our  country,  has  justly  alarmed  the  apprehensions  of  con- 
siderate and  reflecting  citizens.  It  is  in  effect  establishing 
martial  law  over  those  States.  But  whence  does  Congress 
derive  the  power  to  subject  any  portion  of  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States  to  martial  law  ?  Martial  law  is  not  military 
law.  It  embraces  the  citizen  as  well  as  the  soldier.  It  is 
the  substitution  of  the  will  of  the  commanding  officer  in  an 
enemy's  country  in  time  of  war  for  the  municipal  law  which 
previously  prevailed.  It  is  a  creature  of  necessity,  and 
exists  only  where  no  municipal  law  is  in  force,  or  where  the 
success  of  military  operations  renders  its  suspension  for  the 
time  being  necessary.  The  deliberate  enactment  of  martial 
law  by  a  legislature  is  a  solecism.  For  a  legislature  has 
time  and  opportunity  to  enact  municipal  laws  to  be  admin- 
istered by  civil  tribunals  in  conformity  to  the  Constitution  or 
organic  law.  Congress  has  no  power  not  granted  to  it  by  the 
Constitution,  and  martial  law  is  something  wholly  without 
the  Constitution,  existing  only  by  the  absence  of  law.  It  has 
no  more  power  under  tlie  Constitution  to  establish  military 
governments  in  the  Southern  States  than  to  institute  an 
order  of  nobility  in  New  England. 

Within  the  last  month  it  has  been  authoritatively  declared 
by  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England,  in  a  notable  case,  that 
the  power  to  establish  martial  law  has  never  belonged  to  the 
British  Crown,  under  any  circumstances,  and  whether  in  the 
colonies  or  at  home  ;  and  that  "it  never  should  be  forgotten 
that  whatever  might  be  the  charge  of  which  a  man  might  be 


accused,  though  he  might  be  a  rebel  and  the  worst  traitor 
that  was  ever  brought  to  the  block,  yet,  until  he  was  con- 
victed and  until  his  life  was  taken,  he  was  still  a  British  sub- 
ject, entitled  when  tried  to  those  safeguards  which  were  of 
the  essence  of  justioe." 

It  is  strange  indeed  that  this  power,  so  extraordinary  that 
no  British  Sovereign  ever  dared  to  claim  it  as  a  prerogative 
of  his  crown,  can  be  supposed  to  reside  in  the  constitution  of 
a  republic,  established  by  a  people  who  revolted  against  Great 
Britain  that  they  might  better  secure  their  liberties  by  the 
safeguards  of  a  written  constitution  with  limited  and  well 
denned  powers. 

But  the  evil  consequences  of  this  legislation  do  not  stop 
with  the  establishment  of  martial  law.  Congress  has  assumed 
that  power  only  for  the  purpose  of  more  thoroughly  accom- 
plishing the  subversion  of  State  authority.  By  the  military 
arm  it  has  not  only  stricken  down  all  local  civil  government 
in  those  States,  but,  by  its  aid,  it  determines  who  shall,  and 
who  shall  not,  participate  in  forming  the  governments  that 
may  be  allowed  to  them  for  the  regulation  of  their  local  con- 
cerns, It  assumes  the  power  to  disfranchise  the  white  inhabi- 
tants of  those  States  and  to  enfranchise  the  black — thus  con- 
demning without  conviction  or  trial  a  large  portion  of  their 
intelligent  population,  and  placing  the  political  power  in  the 
hands  of  those  who  have  never  participated  in  the  affairs  of 
government,  and  a  large  majority  of  whom  cannot  read  the 
ballots  they  are  authorized  to  cast.  This  is  not  reconstruc- 
tion. It  is  not  a  measure  of  peace,  but  a  measure  of  war. 
Local  self-government  is  the  very  corner-stone  of  our  Repub- 
lican fabric.  All  stable  governments  recognize  its  power  as  a 
mere  principle  of  governmental  policy.  For  a  Republic  to 
discard  it,  is  suicidal. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  when  these  extraordinary 
powers  were  assumed  by  Congress,  our  armies  had  be£n  with- 
drawn and  disbanded.  Peace  had  been  proclaimed.  Con- 
gress itself  had  acknowledged  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion 
by  a  public  act.  All  departments  of  government,  State  and 
National,  were  peacefully  and  without  obstruction  exercising 
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their  functions  in  those  States.  The  people  were  adapting 
themselves  with  unanimity  and  good  feeling,  and  with  remark- 
able order,  to  the  changed  social  condition  which  followed  the 
abolition  of  slavery  and  the  disbandment  of  their  armies. 

If  Congress  can  thus  legislate  for  those  States  it  is  not  dif- 
ficult to  foresee,  in  the  not  distant  future,  like  interference  in 
other  States.  If  these  powers,  thus  exercised,  have  been 
rightfully  exercised,  then  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut 
and  the  ancient  right  of  the  people,  so  often  asserted  when 
a  colony  of  Great  Britain,  to  "  regulate  their  internal  affairs 
in  their  own  way,"  are  henceforth  subject  to  the  will  or  ca- 
price of  a  Congressional  majority. 

The  Constitution  requires  that  the  President  shall  take 
care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed  ;  but  Congress  has 
seen  fit  to  change  the  prescribed  time  of  its  meeting,  so  as  to 
secure  a  continuous  session  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  laws 
by  its  own  decrees,  and  to  hold  the  constitutional  authority 
of  the  Executive  subject  to  its  will.  For  this  change,  un- 
called for  and  unexpected,  the  country  was  unprepared.  In 
consequence  of  this,  Connecticut  was  unrepresented  in  the 
popular  branch  during  the  late  session,  convened  at  an  extra- 
ordinary time,  during  which  laws  of  momentous  interest 
were  hurriedly  passed  in  the  absence  of  the  Representatives  of 
seventeen  of  the  thirty-seven  States  of  the  Union.  So  broken 
and  depleted  was  this  fragmentary  Congress  that  it  did  not 
venture  to  appoint  the  regular  standing  committees,  though 
adopting  without  hesitation,  laws  of  vital  consequence  to  a 
large  section  of  our  common  country,  and  in  conflict  with 
the  settled  policy  of  our  Republican  system. 

In  this  connection  I  may  with  propriety  allude  to  the  course 
of  the  Senate  in  arrogating  the  power  to  select,  as  well  as  to 
confirm,  and  in  dictating  to  the  President  in  regard  to  his  ap- 
pointments. While  the  President  is  responsible  for  the  faith- 
ful execution  of  the  laws,  the  Senate,  which  is  irresponsible, 
by  an  abuse  of  power,  refuses  to  allow  him  to  select  agents  in 
whom  he  has  confidence,  but  insists  that  he  shall  only  appoint 
those  who  are  opposed  to  him,  his  measures,  and  the  policy 
which  he  believes  to  be  for  the  interest  of  the  country.     Es- 
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timable  men  of  admitted  ability  and  integrity,  many  of  them 
having  served  with  fidelity  through  the  war,  have  been  thus 
rejected  for  no  other  reason  than  that  they  had  received  the 
confidence  of  the  President. 

It  was  in  pursuance  of  this  purpose  to  absorb  within  its 
grasp  the  functions  which  legitimately  appertain  to  the  other 
branches  of  the  Government,  that  it  was  proposed  to  take  the 
pardoning  power  from  the  Executive  where  the  Constitution 
has  placed  it,  and,  by  an  ex  post  facto  proceeding,  confer  it  in 
certain  contingencies  upon  Congress.  When  the  insurgent 
armies  surrendered,  their  soldiers  became  amenable  to  the 
then  existing  laws.  It  certainly  could  not  have  been  sup- 
pled that  they  were  to  be  prosecuted  under  new  and 
different  laws  which  were  thereafter  to  be  enacted.  Yet  it  is 
a  lamentable  fact  that  Congress  during  the  past  two  years  has 
employed  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  its  time  in  devising 
new  laws  for  the  punishment  of  past  offences — a  proceeding 
bad  in  policy. and  repugnant  to  the  great  principles  on  which 
free  governments  are  founded,  and  to  the  common  sentiment 
of  an  enlightened  age. 

I  have  thus  particularly  brought  to  your  attention  these 
acts  of  the  Federal  Congress,  because,  in  my  judgment,  their 
tendency  is  to  revolutionize  the  character  of  our  government ; 
and,  therefore,  they  vitally  concern  the  people  of  Connecticut. 
That  the  inhabitants  of  the  proscribed  States  will  peacefully 
submit  to  the  rule  that  has  been  provided  for  them,  no  one 
can  doubt.  Their  helplessness  to  do  otherwise,  if  nothing 
else,  assures  this.  That  a  Union  of  co-equal  States  under 
the  Constitution  may  result  from  their  submission,  is  my 
most  fervent  hope.  But  questions  of  serious  import  to  us 
will  still  remain.  Will  the  precedent  thus  set  by  Congress 
be  forgotten  ?  Will  the  Constitution  which  is  impotent  to 
restrain  the  fury  of  a  majority  to-day,  become  the  sacred 
shield  it  once  was  for  the  minority  to-morrow  ?  Will  the 
sword  that  is  so  easily  drawn  to  establish  a  Constitution  now, 
be  allowed  to  rest  in  its  sheath  if  needed  to  overthrow  a  Con- 
stitution hereafter  ?  It  has  been  the  honest  boast  and  just 
glory  of  the  soldier  that  he  has  saved  to  our  people  their  old 
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flag  without  a  star  displaced  or  a  stripe  broken — but  useless 
lias  been  the  sacrifice,  if  the  people  no  longer  retain  their  faith 
in  constitutional  government.  If  the  charter  of  our  liberties 
has  been  lost,  nothing  has  been  won. 

More  than  ever  at  the  present  time  should  any  infraction 
of  the  Constitution  be  regarded  as  a  public  calamity.  By 
the  vast  increase  of  our  public  indebtedness  every  question 
which  concerns  the  government  credit  comes  home  to  every 
person  in  the  land.  By  that  credit  all  values  are  measured. 
It  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  our  wealth,  our  industry — of 
society  itself.  No  calamities  of  the  past  can  exceed  those 
which  will  befall  us  if  the  public  credit  should  give  way. 
But  how  is  it  to  be  preserved  if  the  supreme  law  of  the  land 
is  itself  repudiated  ?  In  what  market  of  the  world  is 
that  government  trusted  which  is  swayed  by  revolutionary 
factions,  intent  only  upon  the  gratification  of  ambition  or  the 
indulgence  of  partisan  resentment  ?  Had  the  efforts  of  Con- 
gress been  properly  directed,  the  industry  and  trade  of  the 
whole  country  would  long  since  have  felt  the  grateful  influ- 
ence, and  the  public  credit  been  strengthened. 

It  has  long  been  the  pride  of  the  people  of  Connecticut  that 
within  their  borders  the  first  experiment  was  made  to  govern 
man  by  a  written  Constitution.  It  is  not  strange  that  they 
.have  been  quick  to  observe  those  signs  which  betoken  danger 
to  their  chosen  Government.  They  are  a  law-abiding  and 
freedom-loving  people ;  but,  so  long  as  their  own  history  is 
remembered,  they  cannot  forget  that  force,  oppression,  mili- 
tary authority,  are  not  the  proper  instruments  to  bind  a  Na- 
tion together — that  no  Government  can  endure  that  has  not 
its  foundations  laid  in  the  affections  of  the  people. 

Trusting  in  the  intelligence  of  the  American  people,  let  us 
indulge  the  hope  that,  from  our  experience  of  danger,  we  may 
learn  to  secure  our  future  safety, — and  that  when  calmer 
times  succeed,  {he  true  principles  of  our  republican  system 
may  be  re-established  by  means  of  a  legally  constituted  Con- 
vention, and  that  the  foundations  of  the  Union  shall  be  re-laid 
upon  the  enduring  principles  of  civil  liberty  and  the  equal 
rights  of  the  States,  with  the  limited  powers  of  the  Federal 
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Government  and  the  indissolubility  of  the  Union  so  clearly 
defined  that  our  continuance  as  a  people — one  and  indivisi- 
ble— may  be  perpetual. 

The  paramount  importance  which  the  events  of  the  past 
few  years  has  given  to  subjects  affecting  the  federal  relations 
of  our  State,  is  my  justification  for  dwelling  thus  at  length 
upon  them  at  the  present  time.  To  those  matters  which  are 
especially  committed  to  our  local  legislation,  I  now  beg  leave 
to  call  your  attention. 

FINANCIAL   CONDITION. 

From  the  detailed  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Comptroller, 
which  will  be  laid  before  you,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  financial 
condition  of  the  State,  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31st,  1867,  is  quite  satisfactory.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year  the  funded  debt  of  the  State  amounted  to  ten 
millions  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  (110,400,000,)  with 
a  Sinking  Fund  of  one  million  two  hundred  and  eleven  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  thirty-five 
cents,  (§1,211,767.35.)  The  debt  of  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  which  was  due  a  year  ago  from  the  State  to  the  Sink- 
ing Fund,  has  been  provided  for  by  the  purchase  of  State 
bonds  to  that  amount,  which  have  been  placed  to  the  credit  o£ 
the  Fund.  A  further  purchase  of  State  bonds  has  been  made 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  thousand  six 
hundred  dollars,  which  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
and,  as  they  are  no  longer  needed  for  the  purposes  contem- 
plated by  the  law  authorizing  their  issue,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  Treasurer  and  Comptroller  be  directed  to  cancel  and 
destroy  the  same. 

The  Sinking  Fund  has  been  increased  during  the  last  year 
seventy-four  thousand  dollars,  which  amount  has  been  invest- 
ed in  State  bonds,  making  the  whole  amount  of  the  Fund,  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  one  million  two  hundred  and 
eighty-four  thousand  three  hundred  and  seven  dollars  and 
thirty-five  cents,  ($1,284,307.35.)  The  funded  debt  has  been 
reduced  the  past  year  five  hundred  and  seventy-one  thousand 
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six  hundred  dollars,  leaving  the  total  amount,  at  the  present 
time,  nine  millions  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousand 
four  hundred  dollars,  ($9,828,400.)  If  against  this  we  place 
the  amount  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  the  market  value  of  the 
Bank  stock  owned  by  the  State,  ($383,500,)  together  with 
the  cash  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  (amounting 
to  $499,115.09.)  it  will  leave  the  total  liabilities  of  the  State, 
over  and  above  its  assets,  seven  millions  six  hundred  and 
sixty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars 
and  fifty-six  cents,  ($7,661,477.56.) 

The  State  tax  of  three  and  a  half  mills  on  the  dollar,  real- 
ized the  last  year  a  revenue  of  one  million  fifteen  thousand 
forty-five  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents,  ($1,015,045,98.) 
while  the  receipts  from  other  sources  amounted  to  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four  thousand  twenty-nine  dollars  and  fifteen 
cents,  ($ 894,029.15.)  Of  the  total  amount  of  expenditures, 
reaching  one  million  eight  hundred  and  six  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three  dollars  and  eight  cents,  ($1,806,993.08,) 
six  hundred  and  three  thousand  sixty-nine  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  ($603,069.50,)  was  paid  in  interest  on  State  bonds,  and 
six  hundred  and  forty-five  thousand  six  hundred  dollars, 
($645,600,)  in  the  purchase  of  State  bonds. 

The  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1867, 
Jo  the  credit  of  the  civil  list,  was  four  hundred  thousand  four 
hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  and  ten  cents,  ($400,483.10,) 
against  two  hundred  and  ninety-four  thousand  four  hundred 
and  one  dollars  and  five  certs,  ($294,401.05,)  in  1866;  while 
the  balance  on  the  general  list,  standing  to  the  credit  of  all 
accounts,  was  four  hundred  and  ninety-nine  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  nine  cents,  ($499,115.09,) 
against  three  hundred  and  fifty-three  thousand  six  hundred 
and  forty-four  dollars,  and  thirty-nine  cents,  ($353,644.39,) 
at  the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  taxable  property 
of  the  State  during  the  past  year,  the  grand  list  of  1866  ex- 
ceeding that  of  the  previous  year  by  thirteen  millions  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-four 
dollars,  ($13,926,664.)     The  grand  list  of  1865  was,  in  round 
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numbers,  two  hundred  and  seventy-six  millions  of  dollars, 
and,  with  this  increased  valuation,  amounted  in  1866  to  some- 
thing over  two  hundred  and  ninety  millions,  including  the 
taxable  polls. 

In  view  of  the  large  amount  of  our  public  debt,  I  am  con- 
strained to  urge  upon  your  consideration  the  importance  of 
observing  the  most  rigid  economy  in  each  and  every  branch 
of  the  public  expenditure,  that  the  credit  of  the  State  may 
be  preserved,  the  burdens  of  taxation  lightened,  the  interest 
of  the  laboring  classes  subserved,  and  the  time  hastened  when 
Connecticut  shall  once  more  be  placed  in  the  proud  position, 
which  it  has  so  long  been  her  historic  boast  to  occupy,  of  a 
State  free  from  debt. 

THE   SCHOOL   FUND. 

The  amount  of  the  capital  of  the  School  Fund,  according 
to  the  last  biennial  examination,  made  in  September,  1866, 
was  two  millions  forty-three  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-five  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents  ($2,043,835.47). 
A  considerable  portion  of  the  fund  heretofore  loaned  in  the 
States  of  Ohio,  New  York  and  Massachusetts,  has  been  col- 
lected and  reloaned  in  this  State,  under  the  discretionary 
power  given  the  Commissioner  by  the  last  General  Assembly, 
to  call  in  such  foreign  loans  for  reinvestment  at  hoine.  The 
whole  amount  of  the  principal  received  into  the  treasury 
during  the  year  and  reloaned  in  this  State,  was  one  hundred 
and  twenty-four  thousand  twenty-one  dollars  and  forty-two 
cents  ($124,021.42).  The  amount  paid,  on  the  orders  of  the 
Comptroller,  for  the  benefit  of  the  several  school  districts  in 
the  State,  and  for  salaries  and  expenses  during  the  year,  was 
one  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand  three  hundred  and 
seventy -five  dollars  and  sixty  three  cents  (8135,375.63),  with 
a  surplus  remaining  of  fifteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifteen  dollars,  subject  to  future  orders. 

The  whole  number  of  children  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
the  fund  by  the  last  returns,  was  one  hundred  and  twenty 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four,  and  a  per  capita 
dividend  was  declared  of  one  dollar  and  ten  cents  for  each 
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scholar  enumerated.  For  the  expenses  of  managing  the 
School  Fund,  and  its  present  condition  as  compared  with  pre- 
vious biennial  statements,  together  with  the  disposition  made 
of  the  Agricultural  College  fund,  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  the  Commissioner,  which  will  be  submitted  for  your 
inspection.  The  School  Fund  is  a  sacred  trust,  around  which 
every  conceivable  safeguard  should  be  thrown,  and  it  should 
be  so  managed  as  to  admit  of  no  possible  diminution  of  the 
principal,  whatever  may  be  the  annual  income  derived  there- 
from. 

WAR   CLAIMS. 

Upon  the  war  claims  of  the  State  which  were  outstanding 
a  year  ago,  amounting  to  seventy-five  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  five  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents  ($75,805.95)  there  has 
been  paid  by  the  General  Government  $6,750.20,  and  a  fur- 
ther sum  of  about  twenty  thousand  dollars  will,  in  the  opinion 
of  my  predecessor,  be  allowed  and  paid.  The  remainder  has 
been  rejected  under  rules  which  are  supposed  to  apply  to  all 
the  States  alike.  It  is  not  impossible  that  some  of  the  rules 
under  which  these  and  other  claims  have  been  rejected  may 
be  changed  or  relaxed,  in  which  case  a  further  sum  may  be 
obtained  at  some  future  day. 

BANKS. 

There  are  eight  Banks  only  remaining  in  the  State,  exclu- 
sive of  those  organized  under  the  National  Banking  Act, 
whose  aggregate  capital  on  the  1st  of  April  last  was  $1,970,- 
500,  with  a  circulation  amounting  to  only  $111,747.  The 
whole  number  of  National  Banks  is  eighty-two,  with  an  ag- 
gregate capital  of  $24,496,600,  making  the  total  amount  of 
banking  capital  in  the  State,  $26,467,100. 

The  condition  of  the  Savings  Banks  in  the  State,  fifty-three 
in  number,  shows  favorably  with  the  report  of  last  year,  the 
gain  in  deposits  amounting  to  $3,861,376.55.  The  whole 
amount  of  deposits  in  these  Banks  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1867,  was  $31,180,390.14,  while  the  market  value  of  their 
assets  amounted  to  $33,150,865.34. 
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RATE  OF  INTEREST. 


The  Legislatures  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  hav- 
ing recently  changed  the  laws  of  their  States  relating  to  in- 
terest, so  as  to  admit  of  a  higher  rate  than  six  per  cent., 
where  the  amount  is  specified  by  contract,  and  the  legal  rate 
of  interest  in  New  York  being  seven  per  cent.,  it  is  a  question 
proper  for  your  consideration  whether  our  laws  should  not  be 
so  modified  as  to  conform  to  our  monetary  surroundings,  and 
thereby  prevent  the  diversion  of  capital  from  the  State. 

RAILROADS. 

The  condition  and  management  of  the  railroads  in  the 
State,  appear  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  The  number  of 
passengers  carried  on  the  several  roads  during  the  year  is 
considerably  in  excess  of  that  given  in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioners for  the  year  previous,  while  there  has  been  a  cor- 
responding increase  in  the  net  earnings  of  the  roads.  The 
number  of  casualties  is  especially  small  as  compared  with  the 
number  of  passengers  carried,  and  most  if  not  all  the  roads, 
have  been  managed  with  a  much  greater  regard  to  the  secur- 
ity of  life  and  the  general  comfort  of  passengers  than  form- 
erly. The  commissioners  will  recommend  in  their  report 
some  slight  modifications  in  the  laws  relating  to  these  impor- 
tant thoroughfares  of  the  State,  which  will  undoubtedly  re- 
ceive your  proper  consideration. 

HUMANE  INSTITUTIONS. 

Our  Institutions  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering  and  unfortu- 
nate, continue  to  hold  a  warm  place  in  the  affections  of  our 
people.  They  are  ably  conducted,  and  have  pursued  their 
beneficent  work  during  the  past  year  with  gratifying  results. 
The  oldest  of  these,  the  American  Asylum,  for  the  education 
of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  at  Hartford,  has  just  completed  its 
fiftieth  year.  Seventeen  hundred  of  these  "  Children  of  Si- 
lence "  have  received  the  benefit  of  its  instructions,  of  which 
number  two  hundred  and  thirty  were  from  Connecticut,  and 
one  hundred  and  ninety-five  were  aided  by  the  State.    It  has 
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at  present  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  pupils^  forty-four  of 
whom  are  from  this  State. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  in  the  Retreat  for  the  In- 
sane, who  have  received  during  the  year  aid  from  the  State, 
is  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine.  Of  these,  one  hundred  and 
two  have  been  discharged,  leaving  the  number  on  the  1st  day 
of  April,  1867,  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven.  A  report,  show- 
ing the  condition  of  this  Institution,  and  furnishing  valuable 
facts  for  your  information,  will  be  laid  before  you. 

GENERAL   HOSPITAL   FOR  THE   INSANE. 

Acting  on  the  report  of  the  Commission  created  in  1865, 
the  last  General  Assembly  provided  for  the  establishment  of 
a  General  Hospital  for  the  Insane  of  the  State,  and  appointed 
a  Board  of  Trustees  with  authority  to  select  a  suitable  locar 
tion  for  such  an  institution.  This  duty  the  Trustees  have 
discharged,  and  Middletown  has  been  fixed  upon  as  the  place 
of  location.  An  appropriation  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars 
was  made  to  carry  into  execution  the  provisions  of  the  act, 
and  workmen  are  now  engaged  in  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
edifice  for  the  accommodation  of  two  hundred  patients.  An 
additional  appropriation  will  be  asked  for  the  efficient  prose- 
cution of  the  work,  and,  in  view  of  the  pressing  demand  for 
such  an  institution,  I  would  recommend  that  the  needed  ap- 
propriation be  made. 

REFORM  SCHOOL. 

From  personal  observation  I  am  satisfied  that  the  State  He- 
form  School  is  ,an  economical  and  well  managed  institution. 
The  report  of  the  Trustees  shows  it  to  be  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition, and  free  from  debt.  The  present  number  of  inmates 
is  two  hundred  and  sixty-four,  which  is  fully  equal  to  its 
capacity  of  accommodation.  The  fact  that  there  has  not  been 
a  death  among  the  pupils  during  the  past  year,  shows  that 
the  sanitary  management  of  the  school  is  in  the  highest  de- 
gree efficient.  This  institution  is  accomplishing  an  impor- 
tant work,  and  should  receive  all  needed  encouragement  and 
aid  from  the  State.     A  small  appropriation  will  be  required 
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for  repairs  and  improvements  in  the  buildings,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  the  same  be  granted. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appointed  three  Commissioners 
to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  an  Industrial 
Institution  for  young  vagrant  and  vicious  girls,  similar  in 
character  to  the  Meriden  school  for  boys.  This  Commission 
will  report  in  favor  of  establishing  such  an  institution,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  the  subject  will  receive  from  you  the  consider- 
ation due  to  its  very  great  importance. 

Reports  will  be  laid  before  you  showing  the  present  condition 
of  the  Connecticut  School  for  Imbeciles,  the  Soldiers'  Orphan 
Home,  Fitch's  Home  for  Soldiers,  and  tiie  State  Hospitals  at 
Hartford  and  New  Haven.  All  of  these  institutions  appear 
to  be  well  managed,  and  no  doubt  merit  a  continuation  of  the 
support  they  have  received  from  the  State. 

STATE    PRISON. 

In  the  discipline  and  management  of  the  State  Prison, 
there  continues  to  be  a  high  degree  of  efficiency.  The  whole 
number  of  convicts  in  confinement  on  the  31st  of  March, 
1867,  was  two  hundred  and  seven.  The  financial  condition 
of  the  Prison  is  most  satisfactory.  The  gross  amount  of  the 
earnings  of  the  prisoners  for  the  past  year  has  been  $23,324.- 
69,  and  the  total~expenses  $22,245.84,  showing  a  net  gain  of 
$1,078.85,  after  expending  some  five  hundred  dollars  in  re- 
pairs and  improvements  about  the  Prison. 

VITAL   STATISTICS. 

From  the  carefully  arranged  report  of  the  State  Librarian, 
it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  large  increase  of  births 
in  the  State  over  the  registration  of  the  previous  year  ;  and 
what  especially  indicates  a  healthy  growth  in  our  population, 
the  number  of  births  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  deaths.  The 
number  of  marriages  is  also  remarkable,  being  considerably 
greater  than  ever  reported  in  one  year  before.  The  year 
1866  appears  to  have  been  one  of  remarkable  general  health 
throughout  the  State.  The  information  embodied  in  these 
reports  of  the  Librarian  is  highly  valuable,  and  will  be  eagerly

sought  after  by  those  interested  in,  the  vital  statistics  of  the 
State. 

EDUCATION. 

The  subject  of  public  education,  important  at  all  times  to 
the  welfare  of  the  State,  is  continuing  to  receive  the  attention 
due  to  the  magnitude  of  its  interest.  The  Board  created  by 
the  law  of  1865  has  taken  the  general  supervision  of  the  pub- 
lic schools,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  cause  of  education  has 
been  favorably  advanced  under  its  management.  The  report 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  will  exhibit  in  detail  the  condi- 
tion of  these  important  State  institutions,  so  long  the  pride 
and  boast  of  our  people.  It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  add 
that  they  should  continue  to  receive  the  fostering  care  of  the 
Legislature. 

MILITIA. 

The  present  militia  law  of  the  State  appears  to  meet  the 
general  expectations  of  its  friends.  The  whole  number  of 
men  organized  into  companies  and  duly  armed  and  equipped 
under  the  law,  is  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-one, 
among  whom  a  highly  creditable  proficiency  has  been  attained 
in  drill  and  soldierly  deportment.  As  the  law  now  stands,  it 
authorizes  the  formation  of  sixty  infantry  companies.  The 
present  number  is  forty-one,  which  would  seem  to  be  fully 
adequate  to  the  requirements  of  the  State.  The  report  of  the 
Adjutant  General  will  show  the  organization  of  the  force  in 
detail,  and  present  the  facts  necessary  to  a  correct  understand- 
ing of  this  important  branch  of  the  public  service. 

MINORS   IN   FACTORIES. 

The  practice  prevalent  in  factories  of  employing  minors  in 
violation  of  law,  is  so  universally  admitted  to  be  injurious  to 
their  physical  and  mental  development,  that  I  submit  to  the 
wisdom  of  the  General  Assembly  whether  it  is  not  practicable 
to  provide  by  further  enactment  for  the  due  enforcement  of 
the  existing  statute  to  protect  children  of  tender  years  from 
such  oppressive  labor  as  deprives  them  of  the  advantages  of  a 
common  school  education. 
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THE  JUDICIARY. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  of  my  predecessor  that  provis- 
ion be  made  to  remedy  the  over-crowded  condition  of  the 
court  dockets  in  the  larger  counties.  In  the  counties  of  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  especially,  the  business  of  the  courts  is 
badly  in  arrears.  No  greater  benefit  can  be  conferred  upon 
the  people  of  the  State  generally,  than  to  afford  them  the 
means  of  a  speedy  and  consequently  less  expensive  ad- 
ministration of  justice  ;  and  while  I  am  too  distrustful  of  my 
own  judgment  on  the  subject  to  indicate  at  present  just  what 
is  necessary  to  remedy  the  evil,  I  shall  gladly  co-operate  in 
any  plan  of  legislation  which  may  upon  inquiry  be  found  ade- 
quate to  the  purpose. 

THE   HOURS   OF   LABOR. 

Upon  the  products  of  labor  depend  th$  material  prosperity 
and  happiness  of  the  people  ;  and  any  legislation  tending  to 
ameliorate  the  burdens  of  labor  can  but  promote  the  general 
welfare  of  the  commonwealth.  The  policy  of  the  State  to 
provide  by  statute  a  standard  for  a  legal  day's  labor,  where  no 
specific  contract  intervenes,  is  well  settled.  I  therefore  rec- 
ommend that  the  forty-ninth  section  of  Chapter  IV.,  of  the 
General  Statutes,  concerning  domestic  relations,  be  so  amend- 
ed as  to  make  eight  hours  of  labor  done  and  performed  in  any 
one  day  by  any  one  person  in  any  mechanical  or  manufacturing 
establishment,  a  lawful  day's  work,  unless  otherwise  agreed 
by  the  parties. 

WAGES   OF   LABOR. 

Under  the  present  law  of  foreign  attachment  in  this  State 
any  debt  due  for  personal  services,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars, 
is  exempted  from  attachment.  In  my  judgment  this  sum 
should  be  increased  ;  and  I  recommend  this  subject  to  your 
favorable  consideration. 

POLL   TAX. 

Recognizing  the  principle  that  taxes  should  be  assessed' 
upon  property  and  not  upon  persons,  I  recommend  that  so 
much  of  Chapter  I.  Title  64,  of  the  General  Statutes  entitled 
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"  An  Act  for  the  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes,"  as 
relates  to  the  assessment  of  the  poll  tax,  be  repealed. 

COERCION    OF   VOTERS. 

There  is  no  subject  which  should  demand  a  more  constant 
scrutiny,  or  have  greater  safeguards  and  protection  thrown 
around  it,  than  the  constitutional  right  of  the  citizen  to  the 
elective  franchise.  It  is  a  right  held  sacred  in  all  free  gov- 
ernments, as  upon  its  unrestrained  and  independent  exercise 
depend  the  stability  and  permanence  of  all  free  institutions. 
It  is  believed  that  a  most  reprehensible  practice  has  grown  up 
in  certain  portions  of  the  State,  whereby  the  undue  weight 
and  influence  of  employers,  or  threats  and  intimidation  from 
them,  perform,  in  effect,  the  office  of  a  bribe  upon  voters. 
This  is  an  evil  too  intolerant  in  its  spirit,  and  too  pernicious 
in  its  character  and  influence,  to  be  permitted  to  exist,  under 
any  pretext  or  color  of  authority  whatever,  in  a  free  repre- 
sentative government.  A  contract  for  labor  carries  with  it 
no  consideration,  pecuniary  or  otherwise,  impairing  the  right 
ol  an  elector  to  vote  according  to  the  strict  letter  of  his  oath, 
"  without  respect  to  persons,  or  favor  of  any  man."  There 
has  been  a  growing  complaint  against  this  practice  in  the  last 
few  years,  and  I  would  recommend  to  your  consideration  the 
passage  of  a  law  which  shall  effectually  reach  and  remedy  the 
evil,  and  thereby  protect  the  laboring  man  in  the  enjoyment 
of  this  paramount  right  of  the  citizen. 

CONCLUSION. 

Relying  upon  the  Infinite  Power  which  controls  the  destiny 
of  States  and  of  individuals,  for  wisdom  and  guidance,  let  us 
so  perform  our  duties  that  our  labors  shall  receive  the  appro- 
bation of  those  who  have  placed  in  our  keeping  the  honor 
and  welfare  of  the  State.

The  condition  of  the  Treasury  at  the  close  of  tile'"  fiscal 
year  is  highly  satisfactory. 

The  credit  of  the  State  is  unimpaired,  and  all  demands 
upon  it  have  been  promptly  met. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  funded  debt  amount- 
ed to  $10,400,000.00,  with  a  sinking  fund  of  $1,211,767.35. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  authorized  the  Treasurer 
to  purchase  $400,000  of  State  Bonds  to  pay  a  debt  due  from 
the  State  to  the  Sinking  Fund  for  that  amount.  These  bonds 
have  been  purchased  and  replaced  in  the  Sinking  Fund. 

The  Treasurer  has  also  purchased  of  the  bonds  of  the  State 
$171,600,  and  he  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Comp_ 
troller  and  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  cancel  and  destroy 
said  bonds. 

The  income  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  year  (including  a 
small  balance  not  heretofore  invested),  amounting  to  $74,000, 
has  also  been  invested  in  Conn.  State  Bonds.  The  position 
of  the  entire  debt  of  the  State  at  the  present  time,  is  as  fol- 
lows, viz.,

It  will  be  observed  that  the  debt  of  the  State  has  been  re- 
duced the  past  year  $571,600,  and  there  has  also  been  added 
to  the  sinking  fund-  $74,000,  being  the  income  of  the  same. 
It  is  not  difficult  to  see  that  by  reasonable  economy  in  the 
administration  of  its  affairs,  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when 
it  may  be  said  that  Connecticut  is  free  from  debt. 

Savings  Banks. 

The  revenue  derived  from  Savings  Banks,  and  other  insti- 
tutions, is  very  much  reduced,  in  consequence  of  those  insti- 
tutions having  largely  invested  their  capital  and  deposits  in 
Government  securities,  many  of  them  refusing  to  pay  taxes 
upon  the  same. 

The  case  against  one  of  those  institutions  having  been  car- 
ried to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  remains  still  unde- 
cided. 

Banks. 

The  law  requiring  the  Banks  in  this  State  to  pay  into  the 
State  Treasury  a  tax  upon  stock  owned  by  non-residents,  has 
to  a  great  extent  been  complied  with,  but  a  number  of  the 
banks  have  concluded  to  pay  no  regard  to  the  law,  and  refuse 
to  pay  the  non-resident  tax.  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to 
enforce  a  collection  of  the  same  of  one  of  the  institutions, 
and  the  suit  is  now  pending. 

The  large  amount  due  from  two  of  the  Banks  in  which 
the  State  is  a  large  stockholder,  which  has  been  withheld  by 
them  on  the  ground  that  the  State  is  not  entitled  to  its  pro- 
portion of  the  reserved  or  surplus  earnings  on  hand,  remains 
unpaid.  The  cases  are  still  in  court,  and  a  decision  has  not 
been  reached.  The  Treasurer  has  made  every  effort  in  his 
power  to  bring  the  matter  to  a  final  settlement.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  before  the  close  of  another  fiscal  year  the  question 
will  be  settled. 

Note. — The  Treasurer  has  also  since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  ending  March 
31,  1867,  purchased  $123,000  of  the  Bonds  of  the  State,  making  in  all  which 
have  been  retired  from  outside  circulation  since  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal 
year,  $768,600. 


State  Tax. 

The  State  Tax  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1867, 
of  3|  mills  on  the  dollar,  raised  a  revenue  of  $1,015,045.98. 
The  Grand  List  for  the  past  year  shows  an  increase  of  $13,- 
926,664  over  the  preceding  year,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  sup- 
pose that  each  succeeding  year  will  show  a  corresponding  or 
greater  increase,  thereby  rendering  it  certain  that  the  rate 
per  cent,  can  be  reduced  without  very  materially  diminishing 
the  resources  of  the  State. 

The  annexed  tables,  statements  and  accounts  exhibit  the 
details  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Joseph  R.  Hawley,  Governor,  and  to 
Hon.  Leman  W.  Cutler,  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut. 

The  undersigned  having  been  appointed  by  the  General 
Assembly,  at  its  last  session,  a  committee  to  audit  and  ex- 
amine the  accounts  of  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  March  31st,  A.  D.  1866,  and  for  any  time  pre- 
vious they  might  deem  necessary,  with  instructions  to  report 
the  result  of  their  examination  to  the  Governor  and  Comp- 
troller of  this  State,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October, 
A.  D.  1866,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  ac- 
counts of  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31st,  A.  D.  1866,  and  find  the  same  to  be  correct,  ex- 
cept as  to  certain  items  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  committee  have  also  given  such  attention  as  they  were 
able  to  bestow  during  the  time  limited,  to  certain  items  in 
said  Treasurer's  account  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March 
31st,  A.  D.  1865,  and  the  result  of  this  part  of  their  exami- 
nation will  appear  below. 

The  particular  items  to  which  the  committee  feel  it  their 
duty  to  call  your  attention,  are  as  follows  : 

On  the  10th  of  February,  1866,  we  find  the  State  charged 
with  19,100  for  Connecticut  State  Bonds,  to  that* amount  fur- 
nished by  the  Treasurer,  at  par,  for  the  Sinking  Fund.  As 
the  market  value  of  those  bonds  at  that  time  was  only  93  to 
93^  per  cent.,  we  think  the  above  charge  to  the  State  should 
have  been  at  least  $591.50  less  than  the  amount  actually 
charged. 
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Tracing  back  this  account  of  the  purchase  of  State  Bonds, 
we  find  by  vouchers  on  file  in  the  Treasurer's  office,  that  on 
the  13th  November,  1864,  he  purchased  of  C.  T.  Hillyer,  Esq., 
Connecticut  State  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $10,000  at  95  per 
cent.,  and  that  on  the  20th  of  the  same  month,  he  purchased 
of  the  same  party  other  bonds  of  this  State  to  the  same 
amount  and  at  the  same  rate.  Making  in  all  $20,000  of 
Connecticut  Bonds  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $19,000. 

We  find  upon  the  Treasurer's  books  no  account  of  the  pur- 
chase of  these  last  two  lots  of  bonds  above  mentioned,  and 
amounting  to  $20,000.  but  we  do  find  that  School  Fund  Or- 
ders number  620,  dated  January  17th,  1865,  and  number  622, 
dated  February  3d,  1865,  each  for  the  sum  of  $10,000,  were 
paid  with  these  bonds  at  par,  and  we  do  not  discover  any 
credit  to  the  School  Fund  or  the  State  of  the  5  per  cent. 
($1,000)  difference  between  the  cost  of  these  bonds  and  the 
par  value  at  which  they  were  turned  over  to  the  School  Fund. 

We  also  find  that  through  clerical  error,  the  State  has  been 
charged  twice  with  payment  of  Civil  List  Order  number  6121, 
dated  November  19th,  1865,  for  the  sum  of  $616.99,  and 
through  similar  error  the  State  is  charged  a  second  time  with 
payment,  August  21st,  1865,  of  an  item  of  interest  amount- 
ing to  $35.16. 

The  committee  therefore  find  that  there  is  due  to  the  State 
from  the  late  Treasurer,  Mr.  Coite,  the  following  sum,  viz  :

Fund  at  par, $;591  50 

On  account  of  said  purchases  from  C.  T.  Hillyer, 

Esq.,  for  School  Fund, 1,000  00 

On   account  of  said  Civil  List  Order,  No.  6121, 

charged  twice,    --- --     616  99 

On  account  of  said  interest  charged  twice,     -     -    -      35  16 

Total,     -    -    -    -     $2,243  63 

The  attention  of  the  committee  was  directed  somewhat  to 
the  rate  of  interest  paid  by  the  State  during  the  last  year  or 
two,  and  the  committee  find  that  on  several  large  loans 
effected  through  the  State  Bank  of  Hartford,  between  Decem- 
ber 22d,  1864,  and  June  29th,  1865,  the  State  paid  as  interest 


and  commissions  at  rates  ranging  from  9  to  12  per  cent,  per 
annum.     Some  of  these  loans  were  as  follows,  viz  : 

December  22d,  1864,  the  State  Bank  procured  the  discount 
by  Ketchum  Sous  &  Co.,  of  $300,000* of  the  State's  paper  at 
90  days,  and  also  8200,000  of  such  paper,  at  4  months,  at  the 
rate  of  9  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Ketchum  Sons  &  Co.  credited  the  State  Bank  with  $487,- 
022.23,  as  the  avails  of  said  discounts,  and  the  State  Bank 
credited  the  State  with  §486,522.23  only,  of  said  avails,  be- 
ing $500  less  than  the  amount  received. 

March  10th,  1865,  the  State  Bank  procured  the  discount  by 
the  Bank  of  Commerce,  of  New  York,  of  $200,000  of  the 
State's  paper,  at  90  days,  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum, 
and  received  from  the  Bank  of  Commerce  as  the  avails  of 
said  discount  $196,471.24,  of  which  last  mentioned  sum  the 
State  Bank  credited  the  State  with  only  $195,400.00,  being 
$1,071.24  less  than  the  avails  of  said  discount. 

April  11th,  1865,  the  State  Bank  got  $200,000  of  the  State's 
paper,  at  60  days,  discounted  by  Ketchum  Sons  &  Co.,  at  the 
rate  of  9  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  received  as  the  avails  of 
said  discount  $196,850,  of  which  $195,800  only  were  credited 
to  the  State,  being  $1,050  less  than  the  amount  received. 

June  29th,  1865,  the  State  Bank  got  Ketchum  Sons  &  Co. 
to  discount  $400,000  of  the  State's  paper,  at  60  days,  at  the 
rate  of  9  per  cent,  per  annum.  Amount  received  by  the  State 
Bank  as  the  avails  of  said  last  mentioned  discount  $393,700. 
Amount  credited  to  the  State  $392,700,  or  81,000  less  than 
the  receipts. 

Of  these  several  differences,  amounting  in  all  to  83,621.24, 
we  find  that  no  portion  was  retained  by  the  State  Bank,  but  the 
same  was  apparently  paid  to  the  person  or  persons  through 
whom  the  several  loans  were  negotiated. 

The  labors  of  the  committee  were  very  greatly  enhanced 
by  the  mode  of  keeping  accounts,  which  was  long  since 
adopted  and  has  ever  since  been  followed  in  the  Treasury 
Department.  This  mode  answered  probably  well  when  the 
business  of  that  Department  was  comparatively  trifling,  but 
the  committee  would  suggest,  that  in  view  of  the  large  pecu- 
niary transactions  of  that  department  at  the  present  day,  its 
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accounts  should  be  so  kept  that  the  exact  condition  of  the 
State's  finances  may  be  ascertained  without  the  great  expen- 
diture of  time  and  labor  now  necessary. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

We  are  happy  to  find  in  said  reply  a  satisfactory  explana- 
tion as  to  the  second  item  of  the  account,  charged  to  Mr. 
Coite,  in  our  report.  Having  failed  to  obtain  such  explana- 
tion prior  to  making  our  report,  we  had  credited  the  whole  of 
the  item  referred  to  in  said  reply,  as  "  Interest  at  Bank,"  to 
the  fund  to  which  said  item  purported  upon  the  books,  to  be- 
long. 

In  respect  to  the  other  items  in  our  report,  we  are  com- 
pelled to  say,  that  after  further  examination,  the  explanations 
of  Mr.  Coite  are  not  satisfactory,  and  until  more  satisfactory 
explanations  are  given,  we  must  consider  the  amount  of  these 
items  as  due  from  Mr.  Coite  to  the  State.

To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, now  in  Session  : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  the  Comptrol- 
ler of  Public  Accounts,  herewith  presents  to  the  General 
Assembly  his  annual  Report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  Public  Funds  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1867. 

GRAND  LIST. 

The  Grand  List  as  returned  to  the  Comptroller's  Office  the 
present  year,  presents  a  gratifying  increase  of  seventeen  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  beyond  that  of  the  past ;  which  was  swelled 
to  twenty  millions  of  dollars,  by  the  additions  of  the  Board  of 
Equalization.  This  is  well  so  far  as  it  goes  ;  but  is  by  no  means 
what  it  should  be.  When  all  property  shall  be  assessed  and 
set  in  the  List,  in  the  words  of  the  Statute,  "  at  its  actual 
valuation  "  by  the  Assessors  of  the  several  towns  ;  we'may 
look  for  a  much  larger  increase  of  the  Grand  List  of  the 
State. 

BOARD   OF  EQUALIZATION. 

The  Board  of  Equalization,  as  organized  by  the  last*Legis- 
lature,  met  at  the  Comptroller's  Office,  according  to  law,  on 
the  1st  Wednesday  of  April,  1867. 

They  found  in  their  examinations,  great  diversity  of  prac- 
tice, and  widely  varying  rules  of  valuation,  by  the   Town 


Assessors ;  ranging  from  less  than  one  half  of  the  actual 
value  of  property,  up,  (in  a  very  few  cases)  to  nearly  the  full 
valuation. 

The  "  10  per  cent  addition,''  provided  for  by  law,  was 
generally  added  and  returned  ;  while  in  some  towns,  it  was 
not  added  at  all ;  in  others  added  and  embodied  in  the  Grand 
List  of  the  town,  but  withheld  in  the  return  to  the  Comptrol- 
ler,— thus  withdrawing  from  the  State  taxation,  large  sums, 
as  high  in  one  case  as  ninety-five  thousand  dollars,  from  a 
single  town. 

Joint  stock,  and  Special  Chartered  Corporations,  were 
most  commonly  found  to  be  assessed  at  only  their  nominal 
capital,  while  their  stock  might  be  worth  from  par  to  four 
hundred  per  cent. 

The  Board  attempted  to  adjust  these  and  other  discrepan- 
cies, but  could  hardly  satisfy  themselves,  much  less  hope  to 
satisfy  those  directly  affected  by  their  action. 

The  assessed  property  was  brought  to  a  standard  of  seventy 
five  per  cent  of  "  actual  value."  This  was  deemed  the  best 
that  could  be  done  the  first  year.  Those  who  pay  taxes  on 
Money  at  Interest,  Bank  Stocks,  &c.  <fcc,  which  are  assessed 
at  their  full  value,  will  realize  the  importance  of  finding  a 
remedy  for  this  long  established  practice  of  under  valuation 
on  Real  Estate. 

Six  members  of  the  Board,  as  appointed  by  the  Legislature 
resigned  their  office.  These  vacancies  were  filled  agreeable 
to  law  by  the  Comptroller. 

Tn  consequence  of  a  misunderstanding  of  the  number  of 
the  District,  two  members  were  appointed  in  the  eighth  Sen- 
atorial District, — both  good  and  efficient  men,  both  acted  in 
good  faith,  and  both  appeared  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 
It  was  voted  to  accept  and  retain  the  services  of  both,  and  of 
course  they  were  paid. 

COMMITTER. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  digest,  and  Report  to  this 
Legislature  a  bill  for  a  Public  Act,  to  provide  for  a  nearer 
equality,  and  greater  uniformity  of  practice,  in  the  assessment 
of  taxes.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connec- 
ticut, holden  at  Hartford  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  May, 
A.  D.  1867. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  School  Fund  respectfully  reports  : 
That  since  his  entrance  upon  the  duties  of  the  office,  July 
2d,  1866,  the  principal  of  the  fund  has  not  been  diminished, 
and  the  interest  on  the  investments  due  previous  to  the  2d 
of  March  last  has  been  collected  with  but  trifling  exceptions. 
Since  the  last  biennial  statement  of  the  capital  of  the  Fund, 
$6,805. 57of  the  amount  loaned  and  contracted  in  the  State  of 
Ohio,  has  been  collected  and  reloaned  in  this  State,  leaving, 
now,  the  sum  of  $i4,567.97  in  that  State.  And  of  the 
amount  in  the  State  of  New  York,  $12,886.80  has  been 
collected  and  reloaned  here.  And  the  amount  of  Loans  in 
Massachusetts  has  been  diminished  $15,417.20. 

The  Commissioner  in  the  exercise  of  the  discretion  granted 
him  by  the  Resolution  of  the  last  General  Assembly  has  made 
it  his  policy  to  collect  or  reduce  the  Loans  out  of  the  State 
as  far  and  as  fast  as  consistent  with  safety  to  the  Fund,  espe- 
cially in  the  States  of  Massachusetts  and  Ohio,  where  the  legal 
rate  of  interest  is  no  higher  than  in  our  own  State.  A  suit 
has  been  commenced  by  the  Treasurer  (in  accordance  with 
Resolutions  of  the  last  Legislature)  against  the  Hartford 
National  Bank  for  the  amount  claimed  to  be  withheld  from 
the  School  Fund.  The  case  is  yet  undecided.  The  amount 
of  stock  held  by  the  School  Fund  in  that  Bank  of  $68,000, 
beside  the  proportion  of  surplus  accumulated,  claimed  to 
belong  to  the  Fund,  have  yielded  no  revenue  for  two  years 
past.     The  Commissioner  indulges  the  hope  that  the  laws' 


delay  will  not  much  longer  deprive  the  children  of  the  State 
of  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  that  portion  of  the  Fund. 
The  School  Fund  owns  Bank  Stock  in  fourteen  Banks  of  this 
State  of  the  par  value  of  $209,812.61,  and  State  Bonds  to  the 
amount  of  1119,000  ;  the  income  from  both  investments  have 
amounted  the  past  year  to  821,500.  The  amount  of  princi- 
pal received  into  the  Treasury  during  the  year  ending  March 
31st,  1867,  is  $124,021.42,  the  same  being  reloaned  in  this 
State.  And  the  whole  amount  of  Revenue  from  the  Fund  for 
the  same  time  was  $127,133.88.  The  amount  paid  on  Comp- 
troller's orders  to  the  several  School  Societies,  and  for  salaries 
and  expenses,  is  $135,375.63  and  there  was  remaining  in 
the  Treasury,  subject  to  future  orders,  $15,715.00. 

The  whole  number  of  children  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
Fund,  according  to  the  last  returns,  is  120,884.  A  dividend 
of  one  dollar  and  ten  cents  to  each  scholar  was  declared, 
amounting  to  $132,972.40.  From  the  last  and  present  years' 
enumeration  there  appears  an  increase  of  2104  scholars  be- 
tween the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen.  The  expense  of  manag- 
ing the  Fund  is  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  report  annexed  ;  a 
portion  of  that  amount,  however,  is  money  paid  out  for  rein- 
suring property  mortgaged  to  the  Fund,  when  the  debtor  fails 
to  renew  in  time,  and  is  repaid  to  the  Fund  by  the  debtors 
afterwards. 

The  Agicultural  College  Fund  heretofore  invested  in  State 
Bonds  has  yielded  an  income  of  $8,100,  during  the  year, 
which  has  been  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  Yale  College  and 
vouchers  received  therefor. 

The  capital  of  the  Fund  on  the  second  day  of  September, 
1866,  as  appears  by  the  Auditors'  report  annexed  hereto, 
amounted  to  $2,044,035.47. 

The  wild  and  unproductive  Lands  held  by  the  Fund  have 
been  appraised  less  than  heretofore,  affecting  the  aggregate 
amount  of  capital  to  some  extent. 

If  the  distribution  of  the  revenue  of  the  Fund  continues  to 
be  made  on  the  enumeration,  rather  than  on  the  attendance 
of  the  children,  the  Commissioner  suggests  to  the  Legislature 
the   propriety   of  more  stringent  laws,  or  the  more  efficient 


enforcement  of  existing  laws  relative  to  the  attendance  of  all 
children  enumerated,  on  the  public  schools  during  a  certain 
portion  of  the  year. 

The  tables  hereto  annexed  contain  more  minute  informa- 
tion concerning  the  matters  before  alluded  to,  viz  : 

1st.  A  schedule  of  the  capital  of  the  Fund,  Sept.  2d,  1866, 
certified  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

2d.  The  Treasurer's  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1867,  of  the  Revenue. 

3d.  The  Treasurer's  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  principal. 

4th.  A  statement  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  the 
rate  of  dividend  per  capita  for  a  series  of  years  including  the 
past  year. 

5th.  Statement  of  dividends  received  from  each  Bank  dur- 
ing the  year. 

6th.  Statement  of  the  number  of  children  between  the 
ages  of  four  and  sixteen  in  each  School  Society,  with  the 
increase  or  decrease  in  one  year.

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REPORT. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

The  Board  of  Education  hereby  respectfully  present  to  the  Legis- 
lature, their  Annual  Report,  as  required  by  law. 

In  the  exercise  of  "the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  ed- 
ucational interests  of  the  State,"  the  Board  have  not,  during  the  year, 
felt  called  on  to  introduce  any  important  changes.  They  have  deem- 
ed it  wiser  to  encourage  good  progress  under  former  methods,  than  to 
revolutionize,  in  any  degree,  the  system  of  the  past.  Under  that  sys- 
tem great  improvement  can  be  made,  and  has  been  visible  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  State  during  the  year.  Efforts  have  indeed  been  put 
forth  occasionally  by  men  of  mistaken  views,  to  turn  back  the  current 
of  opinion  on  the  important  subject  of  public  education,  and  to  com- 
mit the  people  to  very  unworthy  theories, — theories  which  were  aban- 
doned by  our  fathers  even  in  the  days  of  great  public  poverty.  These 
efforts  have  failed.  And  they  have  not  only  failed,  but  they  have,  on 
the  other  hand,  served  to  establish  just  and  enlightened  opinions,  by- 
calling  attention  to  the  great  design  of  the  State  in  giving  education 
to  all.  No  man  surely  ought  to  suppose  that  the  State  designs  to 
create  or  to  foster  distinctions  among  the  citizens,  by  a  system  of  pub- 
lic education  which  is  sustained  by  public  funds,  the  common  treasure 
of  all.  And  yet  it  is  obvious  that  that  would  be  the  effect,  whether  it 
was  the  design  or  not,  if  it  were  generally  understood  that  the  public 
schools  of  the  State  were  maintained  for  the  instruction  of  the  poor, 
and  were  not,  also,  intended  for  those  who  had  the  pecuniary  ability 
to  educate  their  children.  Such  a  theory  would  make  all  the  public 
schools  of  the  State  institutions  of  charity,  like  alms-houses  and  hos- 


pitals  for  the  insane  poor,  and  if  it  were  generally  recognized  as  the 
true  theory,  it  would  inevitably  bring  the  schools  into  contempt  with 
the  very  class  for  whom  they  were  designed,  and  they  would  abandon 
them  in  scorn.  Such  a  theory  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  spirit 
of  republican  institutions,  and  would  necessarily  yield  before  the  pre- 
valence of  true  democratic  principles.  A  democratic  community 
would  obviously  be  untrue  to  itself,  which  should  not  aim,  so  far  as  its 
public  acts  could  properly  have  a  bearing  on  such  a  result,  to  obliter- 
ate the  artificial  distinctions  of  society  by  bringing  all  the  citizens 
nearer  to  an  elevated  equality.  And  if  it  is  proper  to  maintain,  by 
the  public  treasure,  a  system  of  public  courts  of  justice,  for  the 
free  use  of  all  classes  of  citizens  in  the  State,  it  certainly  cannot  be 
wrong  to  have  a  similar  understanding  in  respect  to  the  public 
schools  which  are  supported  in  like  manner. 

Of  course  the  time  will  never  come  when  there  will  not  be  worthy 
objects  of  charity  among  those  who  are  seeking  an  education.  But  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  such  persons  will  never  be  banished  to  separate 
schools.  Let  the  public  schools  rather  hide  from  such,  if  possible,  the 
thought  of  their  own  poverty,  and  bring  them  up  without  loss  of  self 
respect  to  the  position  of  worthy  citizens. 

It  is  our  just  boast  now,  that  the  Connecticut  boy  of  limited  means, 
who  feels  impelled  by  a  consciousness  of  good  mental  endowments  or 
by  an  appetite  for  knowledge,  to  seek  the  advantages  of  the  highest 
education,  can  pass  through  all  the  grades  of  the  common  school,  the 
high  school,  the  school  of  science  and  the  college,  without  any  expense 
for  instruction.  Other  hindrances,  it  is  true,  besides  the  cost  of  tui- 
tion, prevent  most  of  the  youth  of  the  State  from  following  so  liberal 
a  course,  and  comparatively,  therefore,  only  a  small  number  pass  even 
into  the  higher  classes  of  the  graded  school. 

This  last  fact  suggests  another  though  kindred  topic,  by  showing 
the  reasonableness  of  offering  facilities  for  higher  education  in  our 
public  schools  to  those  who  desire  it.  For  with  all  the  encourage- 
ment which  may  be  given  to  those  who  would  make  themselves  pro 
ficients  in  learning,  it  will  nevertheless  remain  true,  that  the  great 
majority  oT  the  children  in  the  public  schools  will  only  acquire  the 
elements  of  knowledge.  And  the  greatest  portion  of  the  public  treas 
ure  which  is  applied  by  the  State  and  by  towns  and  districts  to  the 
support  of  schools,  will  be  used,  as  the  most  strenuous  opponents  of 
public  high  schools  would  have  it  used,  in  providing  elementary  in- 
struction. It  is  very  well  that  this  should  be  so ;  and  yet  it  might  be 
argued  on  the  ground  of  justice  as  well  as  a  wise  expediency,  that  the 


large  tax-payers,  who  are  compelled  to  contribute  so  much  for  the 
support  of  the  system,  should  find  in  the  system  some  adequate  pro- 
vision for  the  advanced  education  of  their  own  children  and  their 
companions. 

The  Board  of  Education  think  it  very  desirable  for  the  general 
welfare,  that,  by  the  consolidation  of  districts  and  the  establishment  of 
graded  schools,  this  provision  for  higher  education  be  made  in  all 
parts  of  the  State.  If,  as  the  result  of  it,  only  one  poor  boy  in  each 
town  should,  every  ten  years,  be  set  on  his  way  to  a  position  of  emi- 
nent honor  and  usefulness,  it  is  believed  that  this  alone  would  com- 
pensate abundantly  for  all  the  additional  expense. 

But  it  is  nevertheless  the  most  important  duty  of  the  State,  so  far 
as  education  is  concerned,  to  provide  for  the  universal  instruction  of 
its  children  in  the  elements  of  knowledge.  And  yet  this  elementary 
teaching  is,  in  too  many  instances,  slighted,  from  a  foolish  desire  to 
hurry  forward  to  more  advanced  studies.  But  no  progress  in  knowl- 
edge can  compensate  for  a  youth's  inability  to  read,  with  the  ease 
which  excludes  the  thought  of  its  being  a  labor,  whatever  English 
books  are  likely  to  come  into  his  hands.  Nor  can  there  be  any  bet- 
ter preparation  for  good  progress  in  subsequent  studies ;  and  the  read- 
ing of  books  is  to  be  the  chief  means  of  that  continued  process  of 
education  which  ends  only  with  life. 

Similar  in  importance  are  the  beginnings  of  arithmetical  knowledge, 
as  well  as  the  art  of  writing  legibly  and  rapidly. 

The  Board  have  continued  their  rule  of  the  previous  year  in  regard 
to  the  books  which  should  be  used  in  the  public  schools.  They  have 
advised  uniformity,  especially  in  districts  lying  within  the  limits  of  the 
same  town,  but  have  in  no  instance  exercised  the  power  of  requir- 
ing it. 

The  usual  blanks  for  school  registers  and  for  returns  to  be  made  by 
school  committees  have  been  distributed,  and  the  information  which 
has  been  collected  will  appear  in  the  accompanying  Report  of  the 
Secretary  ;  to  which  report  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  es- 
pecially invited. 

During  the  year  the  Board  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  elect- 
ing a  new  Secretary.  Not  long  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  July  last,  Professor  Gilman,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  Board, 
asked  for  a  release  from  his  official  duties.  He  yielded  however  to 
the  request  that  he  should  continue  in  office  till  his  successor  should 
be  appointed ;  which  was  done  near  the  close  of  the  year. 


The  Board  desire  to  testify  publicly  to  their  high  estimation  of  Pro- 
fessor Gilman's  services.  They  deem  it  fortunate  for  the  State  that 
a  gentleman  of  his  untiring  activity,  and  of  his  devoted  and  judi- 
cious views  on  public  education,  has  manifested,  and,  since  his  resig- 
nation, continues  to  manifest,  so  deep  and  practical  an  interest  in  our 
public  schools. 

The  present  Secretary,  Rev.  B.  G.  Northrop,  entered  on  the  duties 
of  his  office  on  the.  first  of  January.  It  is  fortunate  that  so  able  a 
successor  to  Professor  Gilman  could  be  found.  He  was  born  and  ed- 
ucated in  Connecticut,  and  was  for  eleven  years  unconsciously  in 
training  for  the  office  he  now  holds,  by  the  successful  discharge  of 
similar  duties  in  Massachusetts.  Strenuous  endeavors,  enforced  by 
large  pecuniary  offers,  were  made  to  induce  him  to  remain  where  he 
was,  and  the  effort  to  bring  him  to  his  present  office  would  in  all 
probability  have  failed,  had  not  the  urgent  need  of  his  native  State 
been  pressed  on  his  attention. 

As  Mr.  Northrop  is  personally  unknown  to  many  members  of  the 
Legislature,  it  is  not  improper  to  prepare  the  way  for  his  greater  in- 
fluence here,  by  showing  how  highly  he  was  esteemed  as  an  efficient 
educational  officer  in  the  State  where  he  has  been  so  long  laboring. 
The  following  is  from  the  Report  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation : — 

"Mr.  Northrop,  Agent  of  the  Board  for  the  last  eleven  years,  has 
been  elected  to  the  position  of  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  for 
the  State  of  Connecticut.  The  Commonwealth  will  lose  a  gentleman 
of  high  character  and  culture,  an  able,  experienced  and  faithful  friend 
of  education,  eminently  fitted  for  the  position  he  has  filled  here,  and 
is  to  fill  in  our  sister  State." 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  same  Board : — 

"Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  have  received  with  much 
regret,  the  resignation  of  Rev.  B.  G.  Northrop,  of  the  place  of  Agent 
of  the  Board,  which  he  has  filled  with  great  ability  and  acceptance 
for  the  term  of  eleven  years.  And  they  desire  hereby  to  express  to 
him  their  high  appreciation  of  the  fidelity  and  devotion  with  which  he 
has  performed  the  duties  of  the  place,  and  the  good  he  has  thereby 
accomplished  for  the  schools  of  Massachusetts  and  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation." 

From  among  many  similar  articles  the  following  only  is  added  from 
the  Connecticut  Courant.     It  is  understood  to  have  been  communi- 


cated  to  that  journal  by  a  gentleman  of  high  position,  who  was  long 
a  resident  in  Massachusetts,  but  is  now  a  citizen  of  this  State. 

"It  is  well  understood  in  Massachusetts,  that  Mr.  Northrop  has  few 
equals  in  his  own  particular  line  of  things.  To  fine  scholarship,  a 
most  amiable  spirit,  a  never-failing  urbanity  of  manners,  and  high 
Christian  character,  he  adds  large  enthusiasm,  practical  .experience, 
and  an  untiring  energy  and  activity  in  the  cause  of  education.  These 
qualities  plainly  indicated  him  as  the  man  for  the  place  to  which  he 
was  elected  in  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  some  ten  years 
since.  His  success  has  been  far  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions. With  consummate  good  sense  and  tact  and  courtesy,  he  con- 
ciliated prejudice,  removed  obstacles,  and  demonstrated  the  exceed- 
ing value  of  his  labors  by  their  immediate  and  broad  results.  He 
very  soon  gained  the  entire  confidence  and  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
teachers  and  friends  of  education  throughout  the  State,  and  made  his 
good  influence  felt  and  acknowledged  every  where,  in  the  correction 
of  errors,  the  introduction  of  the  best  method  of  instruction  and  dis- 
cipline, the  arrangements  of  the  school-room,  and  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  children,  and  their  pleasant  and 
rapid  progress  in  their  studies. 

The  writer  has  been  in  Massachusetts  recently,  and  heard  in  Bos- 
ton and  elsewhere  but  one  expression  of  profound  regret  in  view  of 
Mr.  Northrop's  departure  from  the  State.  As  soon  as  it  became 
known  that  he  was  considering  the  question  of  retiring  from  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Board,  very  important  posts  connected  with  education 
were  offered  to  him  in  different  directions,  with  lucrative  salaries. 
The  efforts  made  to  retain  him  in  the  Board,  where  his  relations  had 
never  been  more  pleasant,  or  his  labors  more  successful  than  during 
the  past  year,  were  of  such  a  character  that  we  suspect  it  must  have 
required  the  yearning  of  his  heart  toward  his  native  State,  and  the 
shades  of  his  Alma  Mater — Yale — to  decide  the  question  in  our 
favor. 

Mr.  Northrop  enters  upon  his  duties  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Connecticut  with  all  the  rich  fruits  of  a  lengthened  ex- 
perience, a  matured  wisdom,  a  quick  perception  of  what  is  necessary 
and  a  peculiar  tact  and  facility  in  the  execution  of  his  plans.  That 
he  will  speedily  secure  the  confidence  of  the  entire  community,  and 
accomplish  a  most  important  work  in  the  great  cause  of  popular  edu- 
cation in  Connecticut,  as  he  has  done  in  Massachusetts,  we  feel  well 
assured." 
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Our  own  citizens  will  no  doubt  soon  be  able,  from  their  own  obser- 
vation, to  endorse  the  judgments  expressed  in  these  citations  respect- 
ing Mr.  Northrop.  He  has  already  made  a  most  successful  beginning 
of  his  official  labors  in  the  various  towns  in  the  State,  which  he  has 
visited  by  the  invitation  of  school  officers,  and  in  the  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes which  he  has  held.  The  members  of  the  Legislature  who  rep- 
resent the  towns  in  which  these  conventions  of  teachers  have  been 
held,  can  testify  to  their  value,  and  their  success  in  instructing  and 
stimulating  those  for  whose  benefit  they  were  designed. 

The  Board  are  unanimous  in  considering  the  salary  of  the  Secre- 
tary, as  it  is  fixed  by  the  law  now  in  force,  quite  insufficient  for  the 
maintenance  of  his  family ;  and  in  urging  his  acceptance  of  his  office, 
they  engaged  to  press  this  subject  respectfully  on  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature. 

The  Normal  School  is  now  under  the  care  and  instruction  of  Col. 
Homer  B.  Sprague,  who  is  well  fitted  for  his  position  both  by  his  ed- 
ucation and  by  his  experience  as  a  teacher  and  a  school  officer. 
Various  causes  have  united  to  reduce  the  number  of  students  now 
under  his  supervision,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  examina- 
tion which  the  Board  deem  necessary  for  admission,  which  may  deter 
some  from  making  the  attempt  to  enter  the  school,  and  the  great  increase 
in  the  expense  involved  in  spending  two  years  in  New  Britain.  The  in- 
dications, however,  are  that  a  much  larger  class  will  seek  the  advantages 
of  this  excellent  institution  at  the  opening  of  the  next  term.  A  re- 
port on  the  condition  and  management  of  the  School  during  the  year, 
appears  in  the  appendix  to  this  report,  from  the  pen  of  Col.  Sprague. 

The  expenses  of  the  Normal  School,  as  reported  by  the  Hon. 
Elisha  Carpenter,  Auditor  of  the  Board,  were  six-thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents,  for  the  year  end- 
ing August  31st,  1866,  and  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  dollars  and  five  cents  from  Sept.  1st,  1866,  to  the  end  of  the 
winter  term,  April,  1867. 

The  law  of  the  State  directs  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  "shall 
collect,  in  his  office,  such  school-books,  apparatus,  maps  and  charts  as 
can  be  obtained  without  expense  to  the  State ;  receive  and  arrange, 
in  his  office,  the  reports  and  returns  of  the  school  committees,  and  re- 
ceive, preserve  or  distribute  the  State  documents  in  relation  to  the 
public  schools."  The  authorities  of  New  Haven  have  liberally  fur- 
Dished  the  Secretary  accommodations  in  the  City  Hall  in  that  city, 
and  a  collection  of  books  and  apparatus  has  been  commenced. 

The  Board  woujd  only  say  in  conclusion,  that  they  feel  encouraged 


by  the  signs  of  progress  in  public  education  which  appear  in  all  quar- 
ters of  the  State,  to  make  constant  efforts  to  discharge  faithfully,  the 
very  responsible  duties  with  which  they  have  been  charged  by  the 
State.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Connecticut : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
statute,  a  detailed  report  is  hereby  submitted  to  your  honor- 
able body,  and  through  you  to  the  Legislature,  respecting  the 
condition  and  progress  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Connecticut 
during  the  school  year  which  ended  August  31st,  1866,  to- 
gether with  such  other  statements  and  recommendations  as 
seem  to  call  for  your  consideration  and  for  that  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  at  the  present  time. 

Another  year  has  confirmed  the  wisdom  of  the  enactment 
of  1865,  by  which  the  control  of  the  schools  of  the  State  was 
confided  to  an  impartial  and  intelligent  Board,  directing  and 
guiding  the  affairs  of  the  Normal  School,  the  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes, the  operations  of  the  Secretary,  and  all  other  general 
influences  for  the  improvement  of  the  popular  educational 
establishments  of  the  State. 

Before  considering  other  topics,  allow  me  to  express  the 
regret  with  which  I  terminate  an  official  connection  with  the 
superintendence  of  our  common  school  system.  Unexpect- 
edly invited  to  assume  the  grave  responsibilities  of  Secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  a  well  known  emergency, 
I  was  glad  to  have  an  opportunity  to  aid  in  organizing  the 
work  then  just  intrusted  to  your  care ;  but  I  quickly  discov- 
ered that  the  liability  to  be  called  at  short  notice  to  any  town 
of  the  State,  was  not  compatible  with  other  engagements 
which  I  had  previously  made,  and  I  early  notified  you  of  my 
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inability  to  remain  long  in  the  service  of  the  State.  It  is  not 
necessary  for  me  to  repeat  the  circumstances  by  which  you 
were  led  to  the  choice  of  a  successor,  but  I  cannot  refrain 
from  congratulating  you,  and  all  the  people  of  the  State,  on 
the  decision  to  which  you  have  come.  You  have  brought 
back  to  Connecticut  one  of  her  sons,  who  has  been  for  eleven 
years  past  engaged  in  educational  labors  in  a  neighboring 
State,  and  wh#,  by  his  versatile  talents,  great  activity,  and 
excellent  judgment  in  respect  to  the  public  school  system  of 
New  England,  has  become  distinguished  among  the  educators 
of  the  country.  It  is  most  desirable  that  the  legislature 
should  now  so  provide  for  his  support  as  to  make  him  free  to 
devote  all  his  time  to  the  improvement  of  our  schools,  and 
to  make  him  firm  in  declining  all  invitations  to  go  elsewhere. 
The  number  of  men  fitted  by  experience  for  the  work  of  su- 
perintending a  system  of  common  schools,  is  not  large.  It 
would  be  a  misfortune  if  this  State  should  fail  to  retain  in  its 
service  one  who  unites  so  many  of  the  requisites  as  the  pres- 
ent incumbent  of  the  post. 

My  official  connection  with  your  honorable  body  terminated 
on  the  1st  of  January  last,  the  day  on  which  Mr.  Northrop 
signified  his  acceptance  of  the  post  of  Secretary,  but  since 
that  time  I  have  constantly  endeavored  to  co-operate  with 
him  and  with  you  in  the  work  of  the  office,  and  now  accord- 
ing to  your  united  requests,  I  have  the  opportunity  of  pre- 
senting the  annual  report. 

The  statements  about  to  be  made  will  be  arranged  under 
three  principal  divisions,  namely : 

I.  A  Statistical  Survey  of  the  Educational  System  of 
the  State,  for  the  year  ending  Aug.  31, 1866 ;  and 

II.  Discussions  and  Recommendations  pertaining  to  the 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  OF  THE  STATE. 

III.  The  Appendix,  containing  various  important  docu- 
ments, the  Annual  Returns  of  School  Visitors,  the 
Educational  Enactments  of  1866,  etc. 
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I.    STATISTICAL  SURVEY. 

I.    Summary  of  all  the  returns  which  have  been  collected. 

An  examination  of  the  returns  submitted  to  the  Secretary 
by  the  acting  school  visitors,  reveals  but  little  that  is  striking 
in  the  operations  of  the  school  system.  There  have  been  the 
usual  complaints  that  the  district  returns  have  not  been 
promptly  made  to  the  town  visitors,  and  it  seems  to  me  but 
right  that  the  penalties  of  the  law  should  be  henceforward 
enforced  in  all  such  cases  of  negligence  or  refusal  to  comply 
with  the  simple  and  easy  requirements  of  the  statute. 

In  estimating  the  significance  of  some  of  the  figures  here 
presented,  I  venture  to  recommend  that  reference  be  made  to 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  1866,  containing 
many  historical  and  general  observations  which  it  is  not  nec- 
essary to  repeat  at  this  time.  Copies  of  this  report  may  still 
be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 

The  reader  should  also  be  reminded  that  absolute  accuracy 
cannot  be  expected  in  these  reports.  So  far  as  the  calcula- 
tions and  comparisons  are  concerned*I  do  not  apprehend  that 
serious  errors  will  be  detected,  for  great  pains  have  been 
taken  to  avoid  mistakes  of  computation,  and  to  secure  correct 
transcription  and  typography.  Most  of  this  labor  has  devolv- 
ed upon  Rev.  J.  G.  Baird  of  New  Haven,  whose  patience  and 
accuracy  are  peculiarly  fitted  to  the  performance  of  such 
services. 

But  the  returns  received  from  163  town  visitors,  and  by 
them  from  1609  district  committees,  are  by  no  means  as  reli- 
able as  could  be  desired.  Most  of  the  school  officers  are 
conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  this  portion  of  their  duty,, 
and  as  there  is  no  temptation  to  falsify  the  reports,  we  may 
conclude  that  by  a  balance  of  errors  the  general  statements 
are  not  far  from  correct.  If  the  people  ol  any  town  believe 
that  they  are  unfairly  represented  to  the  State  in  this  report, 
they  must  bear  in  mind  that  their  own  chosen  officers  have 
been  the  reporters.  The  local  returns  have  been  adhered  to 
in  making  up  the  general  summary.     When  there  has  been 
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reason  to  suspect  inaccuracy,  a  letter  has  been  addressed  to 
the  proper  officer,  requesting  him  to  verify  his  original  state- 
ments, and  thus  it  is  believed  that  all  essential  mis-statements 
have  been  eliminated  prior  to  publication. 

The  following  table  is  prepared  according  to  the  plan  adop- 
ted many  years  ago,  for  showing  at  a  glance  the  condition  of 
common  schools :

In  considering  the  tables  which  follow,  I  would  earnestly 
recommend  to  the  school  visitor  of  every  town  to  draw  up  a

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comparative  statement  of  the  condition  of  his  town,  and  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  made  known  in  a  public  meeting,  or  by 
means  of  the  press,  to  all  who  are  interested  in  these  ques- 
tions. Very  few  persons  will  take  the  trouble  to  make  such 
comparisons,  even  if  the  figures  are  put  before  them  ;  but  if 
one  person  in  every  town  will  make  the  comparison,  hun- 
dreds will  be  interested  in  the  results.  I  give  an  illustration 
of  how  this  may  be  done  in  any  town,  from  the  tables  here 
published. 

Norwich,  by  the  census  of  1860,  was  the  third  town  of  the 
State  in  population  ;  by  the  school  census  of  1866  it  has  been 
surpassed  by  Bridgeport ;  in  wealth,  according  to  the  grand 
list  of  1865,  it  still  holds  the  third  rank. 

But  comparing  the  amount  of  its  wealth  with  the  number 
of  children  between  4  and  16  years  of  age,  we  find  that  there 
are  eleven  towns  which  have  more  money  per  child  than  Nor- 
wich. There  is  one  town  in  New  London  County  which  re- 
ports more  money  per  child  than  Norwich,  and  that  is  Ston- 
ington. 

Norwich,  however,  stands  second  in  the  State  in  the 
amount  of  money  expended  per  child  for  school  purposes, 
having  expended  during  the  year  1865-6  (exclusive  of  money 
spent  for  school-houses)  88.75  per  child  enumerated. 

The  public  schools  of  Norwich  (not  including  the  Norwich 
Free  Academy)  enrolled  only  70  per  cent,  of  the  children  of 
the  town,  ninety-four  towns  enrolling  a  larger  proportion ; 
and  of  those  which  were  enrolled,  eighty  per  cent.,  or  the 
average,  were  present  at  school  in  the  winter  of  1865-6. 
Twenty-three  towns  of  the  State  reported  a  larger  average 
attendance. 

2.    The  Number  of  Children  in  the  State. 

» 

The  annual  enumeration  of  the  children  of  the  State  made 
in  January,  1867,  shows  that  the  number  between  the  ages 
of  four  and  sixteen  years  of  age,  is  118,019.  There  is  a  de- 
crease during  the  year  of  761.  This  is  the  first  year  since 
1857  that  any  decrease  has  been  reported,  and  these  two 
years  are  the  only  years  of  decrease  since  1844.     Prior  to 
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1844,  in  twenty  years  the  number  of  children  decreased  in  the 
aggregate,  nearly  eight  hundred  ;  since  1844,  it  has  increased 
34,000.  The  following  figures  show  the  increase  during  the 
last  ten  years :

3.    Number  of  Children  attending  the  Public  Schools. 

The  returns  which  have  been  received  show  that  the  num- 
ber of  scholars  enrolled  in  our  public  schools  in  the  winter 
of  1865-6  was  78,206,  a  slight  increase  over  the  winter  pre- 
vious, and  in  summer  70,837,  a  slight  decrease.  If  we  de- 
duct from  the  number  enrolled  in  winter  the  number  of 
scholars  reported  as  over  16  years  of  age,  we  shall  find  that 
there  were  75,973  children  from  4  to  16  years  of  age,  en- 
rolled in  our  winter  schools,  or  in  other  words,  sixty-three 
per  cent,  of  the  children  of  the  State  were  members  of  pub- 
lic schools  during  some  portion  of  the  winter.  This  leaves 
somewhat  more  than  one-third  to  be  accounted  for  as  mem- 
bers of  private  schools,  as  too  young  to  go  to  school,  as  en- 
gaged in  other  occupations,  or  as  idle  and  neglected.  Large 
numbers  who  are  under  15  years  of  age  are  employed  in  fac- 
tories, in  direct  violation  of  the  law,  during  the  whole  year. 

The  following  table  will  be  found  instructive  as  showing  in 
which  towns  of  the  State  the  public  schools  draw  in  the 
largest  proportion  of  the  children.  One  town,  Hampton,  it 
will  be  noticed,  reports  a  larger  number  of  scholars  in  the 
public  schools  than  there  are  children  between  the  ages  of  4 
and  16  years.  A  similar  fact  was  seen  in  Killingworth  last 
year.     This  is  in  consequence  of  a  large  proportion  of  schol- 
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ars  over  16  years  of  age.  There  are  nine  towns  which  have 
90  per  cent,  (and  over)  of  the  number  enumerated  enrolled 
as  scholars  during  the  winter.  There  are  four  towns  which 
report  less  than  50  per  cent.  The  extremes  are  41  and  105 
per  cent.  In  a  majority  o*f  the  towns  seven-tenths,  or  more, 
of  the  children  go  to  the  public  schools.

By  a  comparison  of  the  table  which  follows  with  that  of  last 
year,  some  noteworthy  changes  will  be  observed.  In  1865, 
Greenwich  reported  only  45  per  cent,  of  the  enumerated 
children  as  attendants  on  public  schools ;  in  1866,  55  per 
cent.  Wallingford  in  1865  reported  53  per  cent.,  in  1866, 
72  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  Chaplin  has  fallen  from  the 
third  in  rank  to  the  eighty-ninth,  from  98  to  71  per  cent.  I 
do  not  know  how  to  account  for  all  these  marked  changes, 
but  if  they  are  not  due  to  inaccuracy  on  the  part  of  the  local 
school  officers,  from  whose  reports  the  figures  are  collected, 
they  indicate  great  difference  in  the  estimate  placed  on  the 
public  schools  in  two  successive  years.

4.    Average  Attendance  of  tha  Scholars  in  the  Public  Schools  during 

the  Winter. 

Having  considered  what  proportion  of  the  youth  in  the 
several  towns  are  members  of  public  schools,  we  now  proceed 
to  show  what  number  of  those  thus  enrolled  are  in  actual 
attendance  at  school.  Seventy-four  per  cent,  of  the  scholars 
in  the  State  are  reported  on  the  average  as  present  in  school 
during  the  year  1866,  a  slight  improvement  on  the  year  1865. 
We  have  no  returns  on  this  subject  prior  to  1862  ;  since  then 
the  figures  are  as  follows :

The  reported  average  attendance  varies  from  53  per  cent, 
in  Stafford  to  96  per  cent,  in  Chester  and   Ellington.     The 
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great  difference  between  two  nearly  adjacent  towns,  like  El- 
lington and  Stafford,  is  surprising. 

It  is  still  more  remarkable  that  Stafford,  which  in  1865 
reported  81  per  cent,  of  average  attendance,  should  in  1866 
report  but  53,  thus  descending  from  the  rank  of  the  first 
twenty  towns,  to  the  lowest  end  of  the  list.

There  is  another  aspect  in  which  the  attendance  upon  the 
schools  may  be  presented.  It  consists  in  a  combination  of 
the  two  tables  just  presented,  so  as  to  exhibit  what  proportion 
of  the  children  in  the  State,  as  counted  in  the  annual  January 
enumeration,were  present  on  the  average  in  the  public  schools 
during  the  winter  of  1865-6.  In  this  way  we  see  most 
clearly,  not  merely  how  far  the  public  school  is  recognized  as 
the  ordinary  means  of  instruction,  but  how  far  it  succeeds, 
day  by  day,  in  reaching  the  children  of  the  several  towns. 
Ninety-seven  towns,  it  will  be  seen,  have  on  the  average, 
half  of  the  children  within  their  limits,  in  actual  attendance 
at  school  during  the  winter.  Sixty-six  towns  fail  to  secure 
even  so  good  a  result  as  this.  The  town  reported  as  standing 
best  is  Scotland,  which  secures  an  average  attendance  of  eigh- 
ty-three children  in  every  hundred.  The  town  which  stands 
lowest  is  Sprague,  which  gives  instruction,  on  the  average,  to 
only  twenty-seven  children  in  every  hundred. 
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In  Stamford  the  following  rule  has  been  adopted  by  one  ot 
the  district  committees,  and  a  very  sensible  circular,  explain- 
ing its  object,  has  been  sent  to  every  parent. 

"  Rule. — Any  pupil  who  shall  be  absent  without  apx>roved  excuse,  during 
a  single  term,  for  more  than  ten  half  day  sessions,  shall  forfeit  his 
place  in  the  school,  and  shall  not  be  restored  except  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  District  Committee.  No  excuse  for  absence  will  be  received  unless 
it  be  in  writing,  and  allege  sickness  or  other  grave  cause  therefor." 

A  similar  effort  put  forth  in  every  town  of  the  State  would 
undoubtedly  be  productive  of  good.  Truancy  and  careless- 
ness are  evils  which  should  be  thoroughly  eradicated.

5.    The  Amount  of  Money  raised  by  Taxation. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction   that  I  point  to  the  fact  that 

during  the  year  1866,  the  sum  of  $411,663  was  raised  for  the 

support  of  schools  by  taxation  ;  nearly  894,000  coming  from 

town  taxation,  and  $318,000  from  district  taxation.     This  is 

an  increase  of  $119,317  above  the  amount  raised   the  year 

previous,  which  was    $292,346,  and  the  last  named  sum  was 

nearly  $65,000  in  advance  of  the  sum  which  was  raised  in 

1864.    An  increase  of  thirty-seven  per  cent,  in  a  single  year,  in 

the  amount  of  money  voted  by  the  people,  acting  chiefly  in 

school  districts,  for  the  support  of  common  schools  is  a  most 

hopeful  sign  of  progress.     The  amount  raised  by  taxation  for 
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every  child  enumerated,  was  13.46.     The  gradual  improve- 
ment in  this  respect  appears  from   the  following   historical 

table :

The  comparatively  small  amount  of  176,000  was  raised  by 
tuition — most  of  it  by  "the  odious  rate-bill"  system.  I  am 
persuaded  that  if  the  Legislature  would  repeal  that  portion 
of  the  statute  which  permits  this  obstacle  to  remain,  and 
would  require  all  money  to  be  raised  by  a  property  tax,  the 
change  would  be  hailed  with  delight. 

This  subject  is  so  interesting  to  all  who  are  studying  the 
workings  of  our  school  system,  that  several  tables  have  been 
prepared  for  its  illustration.  We  first  present  a  list  of  the 
towns,  arranged  according  to  the  amount  which  they  expen- 
ded during  the  year  on  public  schools,  (exclusive  of  the  in- 
come of  the  School  and  Town  Deposit  Fund,)  as  compared 
with  the  property  of  each  town  as  shown  by  Grand  List 
for  1865.  Chester,  it  appears,  was  "the  banner  town"  for 
the  year,  having  raised  twenty-six  times  as  much  as  North 
Canaan,which  stood  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  list.  One  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  towns  raised  one  dollar,  or  more,  on  every 
thousand  of  taxable  property ;  thirty-nine  raised  two  dollars, 
or  more,  and  sixteen  raised  three  dollars,  or  more.  Several 
of  the  towns  which  raised  the  largest  amount  were  paying 
for  new  school-houses  during  the  year,  which  caused  their 
taxation  to  be  unusually  high.  This  was  true  of  Chester  and 
Bran  ford.

6.  Teachers  and  their  pay. 
The  number  of  male  teachers,  employed  in  winter,  was 
624,  a  decrease  of  31.  The  number  in  summer  was  115,  an 
increase  of  2  over  the  number  of  the  year  before.  The  number 
of  female  teachers  in  winter  was  1518  ;  an  increase  of  70.  In 
summer,  1995  ;  an  increase  of  36.  This  accords  with  the 
experience  of  other  States,  and  shows  how  rapidly  women  are 
becoming  the  educators  of  the  lower  schools.  While  I  ac- 
knowledge their  superior  fitness  for  many  positions,  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  that  the  State  is  now  suffering  from  the  policy 
of  paying  such  low  salaries  to  male  teachers,  that  it  is  very 
difficult  to  retain  their  services. 
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The  following  figures  show  the  average  amount  of  teachers' 
wages  (board  included)  for  the  last  ten  years.  In  the  cities 
and  large  towns  the  average  is  much  higher.

I  feel  compelled  in  this  connection  to  urge  upon  the  local 
authorities  the  importance  of  remunerating  good  teachers 
sufficiently  to  make  them  willing  to  remain  at  their  posts. 
The  demand  for  teachers,  male  and  female,  all  over  the 
country,  is  now  so  great,  that  large  inducements  are  offered 
to  those  who  have  acquired  a  good  reputation,  if  they  will 
accept  positions  at  a  distance. 

The  whole  number  of  teachers  in  winter,  was  2142 ;  in  sum- 
mer 2110.  Of  these  it  is  reported  that  639  had  never  taught 
before ;  1185  had  taught  the  same  school  two  or  more  succes- 
sive terms ;  and  123  were  reported  as  graduates  (not  mere 
pupils)  of  a  Normal  School.  The  average  wages  of  both 
male  and  female  teachers  has  advanced  slightly  beyond  the 
amount  which  was  paid  last  year. 

7.  School  Houses. 
The  number  of  school-houses  erected  during  the  year,  was 
22.  The  amount  of  money  expended  on  new  buildings  was 
$73,212,  besides  $38,789  expended  on  repairs  and  alterations; 
making  an  outlay  for  the  year  of  $112,000,  on  school  build- 
ings. The  excessive  cost  of  building  materials  has  delayed 
various  plans  for  new  edifices.  The  school  visitors  give  the 
following  report  of  the  condition  of  the  school  buildings, 
which  by  law  are  placed  under  their  inspection :

9.    High  Schools  and  Academies, 

The  value  of  a  High  School  or  of  an  Academy,  controlled 
by  the  public,  as  a  means  of  elevating  the  public  schools  of 
an  elementary  grade,  and  as  a  means  of  promoting  the  edu- 
cation of  the  community,  does  not  seem  to  be  recognized  in 
Connecticut  as  fully  as  it  should  be.  We  have  a  few  public 
high  schools  which  are  a  great  honor  to  the  State,  and  of 
great  value  to  the  towns  in  which  they  are  located,  but  their 
influence  is  quite  restricted  compared  to  the  necessities  of  the 
Commonwealth.  A  large  number  of  towns  have  no  provi- 
sion whatever  for  instruction  in  branches  above  the  most  rudi- 
mentary, except  the  uncertain  and  fluctuating  select  schools 
which  are  sometimes  established. 

Without  discussing  this  state  of  affairs,  I  shall  in  this  con- 
nection merely  present  the  returns  which  have  been  received 
at  this  office,  in  reply  to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  provisions  which 
are  made  in  the  several  localities  for  promoting  higher  educa- 
tion. I  regret  that  the  returns  are  not  more  perfect ;  but 
probably  most  (though  not  all)  of  the  towns  which  have  sent 
no  report,  have  made  no  public  provision  for  instruction  above 
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the  primary  schools.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  cities,  Hartford, 
New  Haven,  Norwich,  New  London,  Middletown,  Waterbury, 
maintain  public  high  schools. 

In  Hartford  the  ancient  foundation  of  Governor  Hopkins 
is  combined  with  a  school  sustained  by  a  tax  on  the  town,  the 
united  institution  being  one  of  the  best  public  schools  in  the 
country.  The  State  may  be  proud  of  the  reputation  which 
this  excellent  free-school,  so  vigorous  after  more  than  two 
hundred  years  of  growth,  continues  to  maintain. 

In  New  Haven,  a  similar  foundation  of  Gov.  Hopkins  main- 
tains an  independent  existence.  It  is  a  classical  school  of  a 
very  high  order,  but  the  income  of  the  fund  is  so  limited  that 
tuition  is  charged  to  every  scholar,  at  the  rate  of  §45  per 
year.  A  proposal  to  unite  this  school  with  the  Public  High 
School,  was  declined  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Hopkins  fund,  in 
I860.  A  subsequent  effort  to  abolish  the  Public  High  School 
in  New  Haven,  was  voted  down  on  the  sixth  of  June,  1866, 
after  a  prolonged  discussion  and  an  appeal  to  the  popular 
vote. 

In  Norwich,  the  Free  Academy,  one  of  the  noblest  educa- 
tional endowments  of  the  State,  although  the  property  of  a 
private  corporation,  continues  to  be  a  free  public  school  of 
the  highest  order.  Within  the  year  an  addition  of  §30,000 
has  been  made  to  the  permanent  fund  of  this  institution,  by 
the  renewed  generosity  of  a  few  public-spirited  citizens.

10.  The  Normal  School. 
When  the  last  annual  report  was  presented,  the  Normal  School 
was  under  the  temporary  charge  of  Isaac  N.  Carleton,  M.  A., 
assisted  by  Mr.  J.  N.  Bartlett,  Miss  Craigin  and  Mr.  Bail. 
This  arrangement  continued  through  the  summer  term,  .until 
the  public  anniversary  in  July,  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year.  Mr.  Carleton  showed  himself  to  be  an  excellent  teach- 
er, and  he  retired  from  the  service  of  the  State,  to  establish 
a  private  school  near  Boston,  with  the  respect  and  confidence 
of  all  who  had  watched  his  management  of  the  Normal 
School. 

The  closing  examinations  of  the  year,  at  New  Britain,  were 
attended  by  the  Board  in  a  body,  and  the  usual  public  literary 
exercises  took  place  before  a  large  assembly  in  the  congrega- 
tional church  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Perrin  is  Pastor.  The 
Governor  of  the  State  presided,  and  on  the  recommendation 
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of  the  instructors,  and  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Board, 
bestowed  the  diploma  of  the  School  upon  twenty  persons, 
members  of  the  Senior  Class. 

Previous  to  this  time,  the  Board  of  Education,  by  a  unani- 
mous vote,  had  elected  Col.  Homer  B.  Sprague,  M.  A.,  to  be 
Principal  of  the  School,  and  at  the  close  of  the  anniversary 
exercises  he  was  formally  installed  in  his  new  office,  by  an 
address  from  his  Excellency,  Gov.  Hawley.  Col.  Sprague 
made  a  brief  reply. 

The  newly  chosen  Principal  was  graduated  at  Yale  College 
in  1852,  and  was  afterwards  a  very  successful  teacher  of  the 
Public  High  School  in  Worcester,  Mass.  He  was  subsequent- 
ly for  a  short  time,  Master  of  the  Webster  Public  School,  in 
New  Haven.  He  then  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law  in 
the  last  named  city ;  and  so  continued  to  be  engaged,  until 
the  call  for  volunteers  in  defence  of  the  Nation,  drew  him 
into  the  army.  From  the  office  of  Captain,  he  rose  to  that  of 
Lt.  Colonel  in  the  13th  Connecticut  Volunteers.  Before  his 
discharge  from  the  army,  he  was  for  a  while  Superintendent 
of  Schools  in  Augusta,  Georgia.  His  acknowledged  ability 
as  a  scholar,  teacher,  and  disciplinarian,  admirably  fits  him 
for  the  post  to  which  he  has  now  been  called.  Although  he 
found  the  school  very  much  disorganized  by  the  various  oc- 
currences of  the  last  few  years,  and  the  number  of  pupils  re- 
duced very  low,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  he  has 
already  inaugurated  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  the  Normal 
School — an  era  of  great  advantage  to  the  education  of  the 
State.  I  feel  confident  of  his  early  and  complete  success  in 
the  re-organization  of  this  Teachers'  Seminary,  on  a  plan 
which  will  thoroughly  commend  itself  to  the  confidence  of 
the  Legislature. 

Mr.  John  N.  Bartlett,  who  has  been  associated  in  the 
management  of  the  school  since  August  1864,  and  was  con- 
nected with  the  New  Britain  High  School  for  some  time  pre- 
vious, has  remained  at  his  post  during  the  past  year.  In 
addition  to  his  other  qualifications,  he  was  so  well  acquainted 
with  the  past  usages  of  the  school,  and  with  its  relations  to 
the  schools  of  New  Britain,  that  his  experience  has  been  of 
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great  value  in  the  recent  period  of  re-organization.  His 
resignation,  I  understand,  is  to  be  laid  before  the  Board  at 
the  same  time  with  this  report. 

Miss  C.  A.  Comstock,  late  of  the  Massachusetts  Normal 
School  at  Bridgewater,  has  been  employed  as  a  Teacher  since 
September  last.  The  high  expectations  which  were  enter- 
tained respecting  her  capabilities  have  been  fully  sustained. 

The  number  of  female  pupils  is  so  much  greater  than  the 
number  of  male  pupils,  that  there  will  be  some  obvious  ad- 
vantages in  supplying  the  place  of  Mr.  Bartlett  by  two  lady 
teachers. 

Mr.  Bail  has  continued  his  instructions  in  Drawing  during 
the  past  year,  and  it  is  proposed  to  do  more  in  the  future  than 
in  the  past,  for  training  the  young  teachers  of  the  Normal 
School  in  the  use  of  the  pencil ;  so  that  they  in  their  turn 
may  train  the  eyes  and  the  fingers  of  their  pupils  to  observe 
and  represent  the  forms  of  material  objects. 

By  direction  of  the  Board,  the  Principal  of  the  Normal 
School  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  were  led  to  re-arrange 
the  studies  of  the  institution,  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  new 
school  year.  Having  some  regard  to  the  past  usages,  changes 
were  made  to  some  extent  in  the  scheme  of  studies,  which  was 
soon  printed  in  a  formal  prospectus,  and  distributed  through 
the  State.  The  principal  features  of  the  school  are  now  as 
follows  : — 

1.  A  regular  course  of  study,  extending  through  three 
years,  and  leading  to  the  diploma  of  the  school. 

2.  A  review  in  the  first  year  of  this  course,  of  studies 
taught  in  the  ordinary  public  schools ;  so  that  scholars  who 
can  remain  only  one  year,  may  be  benefited  as  much  as  pos- 
sible. 

3.  A  definite  standard  of  admission,  tending  to  exclude 
those  who  are  not  competent  to  pursue  with  advantage  the 
studies  of  the  school. 

4.  An  attempt  in  all  the  instructions  of  all  the  classes  to 
exhibit  the  most  successful  methods  of  teaching. 

5.  Direct  and  special  instruction  in  respect  to  the  manage- 
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ment  of  a  school,  the  art  af  teaching,  and  the  laws  and  his- 
tory of  our  school  system. 

6.  Opportunities  for  observing  good  schools,  and  for  wit- 
nessing the  skillful  instruction  of  primary  classes. 

7.  Particular  attention  to  the  study  of  the  English  Lan- 
guage, during  the  first  year  in  Grammar  ;  the  second  in 
Rhetoric,  and  the  third  in  Literature,  combined  with  practi- 
cal exercises  in  writing,  reading  and  speaking. 

8.  A  constant  and  systematic  endeavor  to  secure  good 
scholarship  in  the  teachers  here  trained,  that  they  may  secure 
it  in  their  scholars  ;  and  accordingly,  to  show  that  useful 
learning  is  not  to  be  gained  by  "the  knack"  of  teachers  or 
pupils,  but  by  hard  and  persistent  effort. 

9.  An  effort  to  govern  the  pupils,  by  firm  and  steady  disci- 
pline, relying  on  principles  rather  than  on  rules,  to  secure 
good  order  and  uprightness. 

In  order  to  increase  the  interest  in  the  school,  public  lec- 
tures have  been  given  at  frequent  intervals  to  the  "pupils,  by 
the  following  gentlemen,  nearly  all  of  whom  gave  their 
services  gratuitously : 

Rev.  L.  Bacon,  D.  D.,  Hon.  J.  H.  Trumbull,  Prof.  M. 
Bailey,  Prof.  W.  D.  Whitney,  Prof.  W.  H.  Brewer,  Joseph 
Sheldon,  Esq.,  Rev.  J.  W.  Harding,  Rev.  B.  G.  Northrop,  Col. 
H.  B.  Sprague,  Prof.  D.  C.  Gilman. 

There  is  one  great  obstacle  to  the  success  of  the  school, 
which  calls  for  earnest  and  practical  consideration  from  the 
people  of  New  Britain.  The  increase  of  the  manufacturing 
business  has  brought  large  numbers  of  persons  to  be  provided 
with  permanent  and  temporary  homes.  The  high  prices  of 
building  materials  have  prevented  building.  Hence  there  is 
great  difficulty  in  finding  boarding-places  for  the  pupils  of  the 
Normal  School.  Some  remedy  should  be  found  without  de- 
lay, if  the'  people  of  New  Britain  desire  to  retain  the  Normal 
School,  and  to  see  it  attended  by  a  large  number  of  pupils. 
A  convenient  building,  suitable  to  be  the  home  of  fifty  or 
more  young  ladies,  is  needed  at  once.  Private  benevolence, 
or  a  public  subscription,  might  well  be  directed  to  this  object; 
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and  unless  something  is  quickly  done,  the  interests   of  the 
Normal  School  will  seriously  suffer. 

Further   information   respecting   this   institution^  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix. 

11.  Sheffield  Scientific  School. 
The  number  of  scholars  belonging  to  this  institution  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  has  been  one  hundred  and  twenty-three. 
There  are  still  vacant  scholarships  which  may  be  filled  by 
young  men  of  the  State,  desirous  of  receiving  an  education 
in  practical  science ;  preference  being  given  to  the  sons  of 
those  who  have  been  in  the  army  or  navy  ;  and  next  to  them, 
to  those  who  are  most  in  need  of  pecuniary  assistance.  Full 
information  on  this  subject,  and  copies  of  the  annual  report 
of  the  school  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  at  New  Haven.

13.  Supplementary  Schools. 

The  special  schools  which  are  partly  supported  hy  the  State 
for  the  education  of  particular  classes  of  scholars,  are  the 
following : 

1.  The  American  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  at 
Hartford,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Collins  Stone,  Prin- 
cipal, an  institution  now  entering  upon  its  second  half-cen- 
tury of  usefulness  and  vigor,  never  more  worthy  of  the  con- 
fidence of  the  public  than  at  the  present  time. 

2.  The  Reform  School,  for  criminal  and  vicious  boys,  at 
Meriden,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  E.  W.  Hatch,  a  reform- 
atory conducted  with  great  fidelity  and  efficiency  ;  and 

3.  The  School  for  Imbeciles,  at  Lakeville,  maintained 
by  the  earnest  efforts  of  Dr.  H.  M.  Knight,  and  well  deserv- 
ing the  heartier  cooperation  of  the  State. 

Two  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Homes  have  also  been  opened  with- 
in the  year,  at  Cromwell  and  Mansfield,  in  addition  to  Fitch's 
Home,  which  was  previously  organized  at  Darien,  The  new 
homes  are  in  charge  of  the  voluntary  society  of  which  Mr. 
T.  S.  Gold  is  Secretary,  and  Rev.  E.  B.  Huntington,  agent. 

A  commission,  of  which  Rev.  T.  K.  Fessenden,  of  Farm- 
ington  was  chairman,  and  most  active  member,  has  been  en- 
gaged during  the  year,  by  appointment  of  the  General 
Assembly,  in  investigating  the  possibility  and  desirability  of 
establishing  a  reformatory  for  girls,  akin  to  that  at  Meriden 
for  boys,  and  a  report  on  this  subject  will  be  presented  to  the 
Legislature.

In  respect  to  all  these  establishments,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion has  no  official  responsibility  ;  ffit  a  survey  of  the  public 
instruction  of  the  State  would  be  incomplete  without  a  pass- 
ing allusion  to  these  necessary  and  excellent  institutions 
for  the  relief  of  the  unfortunate,  and  the  restraint  of  the  vi- 
cious youth. 

14.    Educational  Meetings  and  Teachers'  Institutes. 

Since  presenting  the  last  report,  I  have  addressed  public 
meetings  in  Rockville,  Salisbury,  Berlin,  New  Britain,  New 
Haven,  Norwich,  New  London,  Middletown,  Waterbury  and 
Danbury,  in  most  cases  with  reference  to  local  school  ques- 
tions ;  but  my  successor,  since  coming  into  office,  has  been 
constantly  occupied  with  appointments  of  this  kind,  to  which 
he  has  brought  the  varied  experience  and  mature  judgment 
of  eleven  years  service  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

A  few  of  the  more  important  school-meetings  held  within 
the  year  deserve  mention  here. 

By  vote  of  the  Board  of  Education,  a  conference  of  school 
officers  was'held  in  New  Britain,  July  18th,  1866,  for  a  free 
interchange  of  opinions  in  respect  to  the  present  wants  of 
the  State.  The  Board  of  Education  were  nearly  all  present, 
and  also  a  number  of  well-informed  gentlemen  from  different 
parts  of  Connecticut.  Rev.  Samuel  Rockwell,  of  New  Brit- 
ain, was  the  Chairman,  and  Geo.  M.  Woodruff,  Esq.,  of  Litch- 
field, Secretary  of  the  conference.  Two  topics  were  consid- 
ered :  1.  "  The  best  mode  of  conducting  Teacher's  Insti- 
tutes, so  as  to  secure  the  advantages  and  avoid  the  objections 
which  often  pertain  to  them;"  and,  2.  "The  new  School 
Law  authorizing  a  return  to  town'control  in  school  affairs." 

Among  the  gentlemen  who  took  part  in  the  meeting,  were 
Rev.  H.  Loomis,  Jr.,  of  North  Manchester,  Rev.  C.  A.  G. 
Brigham,  of  Enfield,  Dr.  L.  H.  Pease,  of  Thompsonville,  Rev. 
Mr.  Williams,  of  Waterbury,  Rev.  Mr.  Walker,  Dr.  JB.  N. 
Comings  ai.d  Chas.  Northend,  Esq.,  of  New  Britain,  and  Mr. 
W.  H.  Niles.  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  The  interview 
was  considered  so  profitable  that  the  Board  were  requested, 
by  a  formal  resolution,  to  call  a  similar  conference  at  the  next 
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anniversary  of  the  Normal  School,  and  also  at  some  conven- 
ient period  in  the  interval.  # 

In  October,  a  meeting  of  the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Social  Science  was  held  in  New  Haven. 
Public  education  is  one  of  the  principal  departments  to  which 
this  society  directs  its  attention.  It  proposes  to  inquire  into 
the  condition  and  progress  of  educational  establishments  in  a 
thorough  and  scientific  manner,  with  especial  reference  to 
their  influence  upon  the  welfare  of  society.  Governor  Haw- 
ley  presided  at  the  opening  session.  The  principal  educa- 
tional topic  which  came  up  was  the  proper  method  of  teach- 
ing the  deaf  and  dumb;  but  other  topics  of  general  interest 
were  considered,  and  there  is  good  reason  to  anticipate,  from 
the  character  of  the  gentlemen  who  were  present  at  this  and 
the  other  meetings  of  the  society,  that  the  deliberations  of 
the  association  will  contribute  much  to  the  elucidation  of 
social  questions.  The  transactions  of  the  society  deserve  no- 
tice from  all  friends  of  public  education. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association  was 
held  at  Middletown,  Oct.  25  and  26,  and  was  attended  by  a 
large  number  of  teachers.  Public  lectures  were  given  by 
Prof.  M.  T.  Brown,  of  Tuft's  College,  and  by  Rev.  M.  L. 
Scudder,  Acting  School  Visitor  of  Hartford,  and  discussions 
were  held  on  practical  topics.  J.  N.  Bartlett,  Esq.,  was  re- 
elected President  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  series  of  Teachers'  Institutes  for  the  year  is  now  in 
progress.  The  Board  deemed  it  advisable  to  hold  at  present 
but  three  such  gatherings,  and  Norwich,  Waterbury  and 
Danbury  were  the  places  selected  as  convenient  to  the  teach- 
ers of  the  eastern,  central,  and  western  portions  of  the  State. 
These  Institutes  are  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Northrop, 
whose  long  experience  in  bringing  together  and  conducting 
such  assemblages  of  teachers,  has  infused  new  life  into  the 
system. 

The  Institute  at  Norwich  was  held  during  the  five  days 
commencing  April  8th,  and  ending  April  12th.  Addresses 
on  general  educational  topics  were  given  by  Prof.  Thacher, 
(who  was  present  with  Alfred  Coit,  Esq.,  to  represent  the 
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Board  of  Education,)  by  Senator  L.  F.  S.  Foster  and  Hon.W. 
A.  Buckingham ;  and  instruction  was  given  to  the  teachers 
by  the  various  well  known  teachers  in  the  specialties  to  which 
they  are  devoted. 

The  Institutes  at  Waterbury  and  Danbury  are  about  to  be 
held. 

Those  who  extend  their  hospitality  to  the  members  of  these 
Institutes,  may  be  interested  in  knowing  1Jiat  more  than  a 
third  of  the  teachers  of  the  State  have  never  taught  school 
before  the  present  year ;  that  they  are,  of  course,  inexperi- 
enced, and  that  the  opportunity  of  listening  for  a  week  to  a 
succession  of  familiar  lectures  on  the  best  ways  of  teaching 
the  different  topics  of  the  common  school,  is  likely  to  prove 
in  a  high  degree  beneficial  to  the  schools  which  are  under 
their  charge.  No  parent  or  teacher  could  have  listened  to 
some  of  the  lectures  and  addresses  which  were  given  in  Nor- 
wich, without  receiving  an  impulse  in  the  right  way  which 
would  last  for  a  life- time,  so  that  those  who  have  encouraged 
these  institutes  by  their  hospitality,  or  co-operation  in  other 
ways,  may  rest  assured  that  they  have  been  helping  forward 
the  education  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

15.    Office  of  the  Secretary.— State  Educational  Bureau. 

In  pursuance  of  the  act  by  which  the  Board  of  Education 
was  constituted,  a  permanent  office  has  been  opened  by  the 
Secretary  in  the  third  story  of  the  City  Hall,  New  Haven, 
permission  to  do  so  having  been  granted  by  his  Honor,  L.W. 
Sperry,  Mayor  of  the  city.  The  State  incurs  thereby  no  ex- 
pense for  rent. 

To  this  place  have  been  sent  the  various  reports,  docu- 
ments, school-books,  &c,  received  by  the  late  incumbent  of 
the  office,  and  by  the  liberality  of  the  puWishers  of  the  differ- 
ent cities  large  additions  have  been  made  to  the  stock  of  ed- 
ucational literature.  The  purpose  is  to  bring  together,  as 
stated  last  year, — 

1.  Documents,  printed  and  manuscript,  in  respect  to  the 
history  of  education  in  Connecticut,  so  that  accurate  and  full 
information  can  readily  be  obtained  on  all  subjects  pertaining 
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to  our  public  schools  and  colleges,  and  other  literary  estab- 
lishments. 

2.  The  printed  reports  and  school  laws  of  other  States  and 
countries. 

3.  Text-books  of  the  most  approved  character,  for  the  con- 
venience of  teachers  and  others  who  are  called  upon  to  make 
selections. 

4.  Educational^literature,  files  of  school  journals,  works  on 
pedagogics,  school  histories,  biographies,  &c. 

5.  Examples  of  school  desks,  chairs,  blackboards,  globes, 
maps  and  diagrams. 

6.  Plans  of  new  school-houses. 

7.  School  registers,  and  all  other  blank  forms  required  in 
this  State. 

As  the  law  permits  no  expense  for  most  of  these  objects, 
the  Secretary  relies  upon  the  liberality  of  individuals  and 
firms  to  increase  the  collection.  Suitable  cases  are  provided 
for  all  the  books  which  may  be  received,  and  pains  will  be 
taken  to  arrange  and  preserve  what  is  thus  accumulated  on 
such  a  plan  as  to  make  it  conveniently  accessible  to  the  school 
officers  of  the  several  towns,  and  to  all  others  interested  in 
the  study  of  educational  questions. 

16.    Printed  School  Eeports. 

The  excellent  custom  of  printing  for  home  distribution  the 
annual  reports  of  the  town  school  visitors,  is  not  generally 
established.  When  the  report  can  not  be  given  in  full, 
the  publication  of  an  abstract  in  a  neighboring  newspaper,  or 
on  a  separate  sheet,  will  be  found  a  very  useful  instrumen- 
tality in  enlisting  public  interest. 

Sixteen  printed  reports  have  been  received  at  this  office : 
Hartford,  New  Haven,  New  London, 
item,  Canton,  Preston,  Killingly, 
Woodstock  and  Southington,  (10)  ;  and  in  newspapers  and 
separate  sheets,  from  Norwich  (central),  Meriden,  Stafford, 
Waterbury,  Groton  (east),  and  Windham,"  (6). 

Those  towns  and  districts  which  begin  to  print  in  pamphlet 
are  advised  to  adopt  the  octavo  size  of  the  State  Report,  Ifeat 
there  may  be  a  uniformity  in  binding.

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17.    Legislation  respecting  Public  Schools  in  1866, 

The  General  Assembly  of  1866  showed  an  enlightened  re- 
gard for  common  schools  by  consenting  to  several  measures 
which  were  highly  favorable  to  the  progress  of  public  instruc- 
tion. The  text  of  the  enactments  will  be  given  in  the  appen- 
dix,* as  a  necessary  supplement  to  the  Revised  School  Laws, 
which  were  given  last  year.  The  substance  of  these  meas- 
ures was  as  follows : 

1.  An  organic  school  law,  sometimes  called  the  new  school 
law  of  1866,  providing  for  the  entire  control  of  public  schools 
by  towns. 

2.  A  modification  of  the  system  of  Teachers'  Institutes, 
permitting  the  Board  of  Education  to  hold  as  many  such 
gatherings  as  they  shall  deem  best. 

3.  An  adaptation  of  the  "  truant  law"  of  1865  to  cities  as 
well  as  to  towns. 

4.  The  addition  of  one-tenth  of  a  mill  to  the  school  tax 
which  every  town  is  required  to  raise. 

5.  A  slight  addition  to  the  allowance  paid  to  the  acting 
school  visitors. 

6.  A  modification  of  the  law  respecting  the  appointment  of 
the  School  Fund  Commissioner. 

In  addition  to  these  measures  which  were  adopted,  there 
was  some  discussion  respecting  the  best  method  of  distribu- 
ting the  annual  income  of  the  School  Fund  of  the  State  ;  but 
the  diversity  of  views  on  this  subject  was  so  great,  that  no 
conclusion  was  reached. 

None  of  these  new  statutes  seem  to  call  for  special  com- 
ments here,  excepting  that  which  is  first  named,  and  this  re- 
quires the  full  explanation  and  discussion  which  may  be  found 
below. 

18,    Connecticut  Common  School  Journal, 

The  publication  of  this  periodical,  which  receives  an  annu- 
al appropriation  from  the  State,  was  continued  till  the  close 
of  1866,  under  the  editorial  supervision  of  Prof.  D.  N.  Camp. 

*See  Appendix  C. 
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Since  that  time  its  publication  has  been  suspended.  It  is 
thought  by  many  that  a  New  England  school  journal,  with 
contributions  and  correspondence  from  Connecticut  writers, 
would  be  of  more  advantage  than  a  purely  local  journal. 

19.    National  Educational  Bureau. 

I  would  close  this  statistical  summary  with  a  brief  refer- 
ence to  an  agency  recently  established  at  Washington,  the 
design  of  which,  in  part,  is  to  collect  the  educational  returns 
of  all  the  States  in  the  Union,  collate  them,  reduce  them  to 
a  uniform  basis,  and  publish  them  for  the  benefit  of  mankind. 

The  39th  Congress,  shortly  before  its  final  adjournment, 
established  a  "National  Bureau  of  Education,"  by  an  act 
which  at  once  received  the  approval  of  the  President,  and 
became  a  law.  The  citizens  of  Connecticut  may  rejoice  that 
by  appointment  of  the  President,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Senate,  the  first  incumbent  of  the  office  of  Commissioner  is 
Hon.  Henry  Barnard,  of  Hartford,  whose  name  is  identified 
with  those  modern  reforms  in  the  management  of  common 
schools  in  this  State,  which  began  in  the  year  1838.  The 
varied  experience,  extensive  acquaintance,  and  liberal  senti- 
ments of  this  distinguished  advocate  of  public  instruction, 
will  enable  him  to  accomplish  a  lasting  service  for  the  nation 
in  the  responsible  post  to  which  he  has  been  called. 


II.    DISCUSSIONS  AND  EEOOMMENDATIONS. 

1.   The  Evils  of  the  System  of  Small  School  Districts. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  be  again  directed  to  the  necessity  of  obviating  in 
some  degree  the  acknowledged  evils  which  come  from  the 
continuance  of  the  small  school  districts. 

The  rapid  changes  which  are  in  progress  through  the  State, 
depopulating  the  rural  districts,  and  building  up  numerous 
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populous  centers  of  trade  and  manufactures,  have  seriously 
impaired  the  value  of  the  old-fashioned  ''district  system," 
and  it  is  generally  acknowledged  by  enlightened  friends  of 
education  that  a  consequent  modification  of  the  school  laws 
is4  now  needed. 

The  problem  to  be  solved,  when  stated  in  its  briefest  form, 
is  this :  How  can  good  schools  be  secured  for  the  peo- 
ple OF  EVERY  NOOK  AND  CORNER  OF  THE  STATE  ?  AND  HOW 
AT  THE  SAME  TIME,  CAN  GOOD  GRADED  SCHOOLS  BE  SECURED 
IN   EVERY   THRIVING   VILLAGE,   TOWN   AND    CITY? 

The  observations  of  the  Secretary  during  the  year  past,  the 
testimony  of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Education  in 
the  last  General  Assembly,  and  especially  the  recent  reports 
and  letters  of  the  local  school  officers,  have  revealed  more 
obviously  than  ever  before,  the  evils  which  attend  "  the  dis- 
trict system,"  as  it  has  been  administered  ■  in  many  of  the 
towns  of  the  State.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  in  those 
districts  which  have  run  down  in  numbers,  intelligence  and 
wealth,  there  is  not  force  enough  in  the  present  arrangments 
to  secure  a  good  public  school  for  the  people  who  remain ; 
and  on  the  other  hand,  in  towns  and  manufacturing  villages 
where  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  of  population  and 
wealth,  it  is  difficult,  under  the  present  law,  to  secure  that 
general  system  of  "graded  schools,"  which  is  loudly  called 
for,  but  which  can  rarely  be  secured  on  the  plan  of  small 
districts,  still  commonly  prevailing.  In  stationary  places, 
which  are  neither  growing  nor  declining,  and  also  in  towns  like 
Hartford,  New  Haven  and  Norwich,  which  have  contrived  to 
counteract  in  great  measure  the  evils  of  the  district  system,  by 
partial  consolidation,  or  by  other  influences,  there  is  an  aversion 
to  any  change.  Thus  two  cries  are  constantly  heard,  one  in 
favor  of  change,  and  the  other  opposed  to  it.  For  several 
years  the  Legislature  has  tried  to  devise  a  remedy  for  this 
state  of  affairs,  but  the  problem  has  not  been  solved  of  re- 
lieving the  serious  evils  which  are  now  felt  in  some  commu- 
nities, without  introducing  new  difficulties  elsewhere.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  Secretary,  the  law  of  I86#  was  more  near- 
ly adapted  than  any  measure  which  has  ever  been  agreed 
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upon  for  the  removal  ot  the  evils  of  small  districts ;  but  by 
the  clause  which  limited  the  time  in  which  its  provisions 
should  be  adopted,  its  life  was  destroyed ;  to  make  it 
efficient  it  must  be  re-enacted.  Believing  that  the  subject 
must  of  necessity  be  agitated  in  the  General  Assembly  until 
a  true  solution  of  the  problem  is  discovered,  I  deem  it  impor- 
tant to  lay  before  the  public  the  history  of  the  last  year's 
enactment. 

In  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  1866,  consid- 
erable space  was  devoted  to  the  complaints  which  had  been 
presented  by  the  local  school  officers,  in  respect  to  the  present 
district  system.  These  complaints  had  most  of  them  come 
from  well  known  and  experienced  friends  of  popular  educa- 
tion. Not  knowing  how  far  the  General  Assembly  would  be 
disposed  to  listen  to  these  calls  for  an  alteration  in  the  school 
laws,  the  Secretary  merely  urged  the  consideration  of  the 
whole  subject,  and  this  suggestion  was  seconded,  in  general 
terms,  by  the  entire  Board  of  Education. 

When  the  General  Assembly  came  together  in  May  last, 
and  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Education  was  organ- 
ized, a  large  number  of  bills  and  petitions  were  presented, 
calling  for  special  legislation  in  respect  to  different  towns, 
almost  all  of  the  difficulties  having  arisen  from  the  evils  in- 
herent in  the  present  mode  of  district  jurisdiction.  It  was 
obvious  to  all  who  looked  at  these  infallible  indications  of  the 
workings  of  the  school  system,  that  there  were  evils  to  be 
remedied,  and  also  that  almost  all  of  them  would  be  obvia- 
ted by  substituting  town  authority  for  district  authority  in 
school  matters. 

Fortunately,  the  Committee  on  Education  was  made  up  of 
experienced  school  officers,  almost  if  not  quite  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  other  persons.  The  various  members  entered  ear- 
nestly into  the  discussion  of  consolidating  school  districts, 
desirous  only  of  arriving  at  the  results  most  favorable  to  the 
progress  of  public  instruction.  The  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee was  Hon.  J.  McGregor,  of  the  14th  dist.,  and  the  House 
chairman  was  M.  E.  Burr,  Esq.,  of  Hartford. 
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At  length,  .after  mature  deliberation,  careful  inquiry  into 
the  experience  of  various  towns  and  States,  and  consultation 
"with  some  of  the  most  prominent  friends  of  education  in 
Connecticut,  a  bill  was  drafted  providing  that  every  town 
should  resume,  as  in  former  times,  the  superintendence  and 
control  of  all  the  public  schools  within  its  limits,  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  district  jurisdiction.  This  bill  was  unani- 
mously reported  to  both  houses  near  the  close  of  the  session. 
It  made  the  change  immediate  and  imperative,  and  not  op- 
tional. If  the  bill  was  rejected  in  this  form,  its  friends  in- 
tended to  move  that  the  change  might  be  made  at  the  option 
of  the  several  towns.  This  would  probably  have  made  the 
bill  acceptable  to  the  Legislature  and  to  the  people  of  the 
State  ;  but  the  opponents  of  the  measure  contrived  to  amend 
the  bill  so  that  the  choice  of  the  several  towns  must  be  made 
prior  to  the  third  Monday  of  September,  1866.  It  was  then 
late  in  the  session,  and  the  practical  effect  of  this  amendment 
was  not  realized  until  too  late  to  secure  a  further  change. 
The  act  as  it  passed  was  hardly  known  to  the  people  of  the 
State  until  the  time  limited  for  its  approval  by  the  several 
towns  had  passed ;  there  was  accordingly  but  little  opportu- 
nity to  explain  or  discuss  the  new  measure  ;  and  in  conse- 
quence but  a  very  small  part  of  the  towns  took  the  subject 
into  consideration. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  statute  contained  the  following  pro- 
vision% : 

1.  Town  jurisdiction  over  all  school  matters,  in  place  of 
district  control. 

2.  Non-partizan  Boards  or  Committees  of  Management. 

3.  Annual  town-meetings  for  school  purposes  exclusively, 
so  that  educational  affairs  may  be  kept  distinct  from  all  other 
business. 

4.  Gradual  changes  in  the  committees,  a  portion  only  going 
out  of  office  every  year. 

5.  Power  in  each  town  to  maintain  as  many  schools  as 
there  are  now  districts,  and  more  or  less  as  may  be  found 
best,  all  of  them,  however,  being  parts  of  a  system  adapted 
to  the  special  wants  of  that  community. 
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6.  The  retention  of  the  term  District,  each  jtown  becoming 
a  "Union  District,"  so  that  the  great  body  of  enactments 
pertaining  to  the  rights,  <fcc,  of  existing  districts,  maybe 
applicable  to  the  towns. 

The  effect  of  the  passage  of  this  law  has  been  to  increase 
discussion  in  respect  to  town  action  all  over  the  State,  and 
many  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  school  visitors  have  refer- 
red to  the  local  opinions  and  action  on  this  subject.  Extracts 
from  these  reports  are  given  in  the  appendix*,  and  special 
attention  is  called  to  the  views  presented  by  the  school  offi- 
cers of  Salisbury,  Lebanon,  Windham,  Berlin,  Stamford. 

A  few  towns  have  organized  their  schools  under  the  law  of 
1866,  among  them : 
Derby, 

Windsor  Locks, 
Salisbury, 
Xaugatuck, 
Redding, 
New  Canaan. 

East  Haven  also  voted  to  adopt  the  new  law,  but  on  recon- 
sideration voted  the  contrary. 

It  is  too  early  to  ascertain  the  effect  of  this  change  in  these 
localities ;  but  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  it  has  been  favorable. 
From  Salisbury  I  have  received  most  gratifying  intelligence. 
Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright,  the  efficient  school  visitor,  wrote  as 
follows  in  December :  "In  relation  to  the  progress  of  our 
schools  under  the  new  order  of  things,  I  will  only  say  now 
that  there  are  in  attendance  in  four  schools  more  scholars 
than  were  in  attendance  last  year  in  all.  In  two  districts  we 
employ  two  teachers,  and  there  ought  to  be  two  in  three  oth- 
ers, and  this  notwithstanding  the  Academy  is  in  successful 
operation." 

The  statistical  tables  given  in  this  report  are  not  for  the 
current  year,  but  for  the  winter  of  1865-6,  so  that  next  year 
will  be  the  first  opportunity  of  tracing  the  operation  of  the 
new  plan. 

*See  Appendix  B. 
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It  is  my  belief  that  if  this  bill  should  be  re-enacted,  with 
such  modifications  in  its  features  as  will  suggest  themselves 
to  the  General  Assembly,  it  will  be  acceptable  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  towns.  If  it  be  made  permanently  an  optional  matter 
to  accept  or  reject  the  provisions,  I  believe  that  the  new  plan 
will  gradually  be  adopted  throughout  the  State.*  Its  features 
will  need  to  be  explained ;  the  public  will  need  to  be  informed 
that  school-houses  are  not  necessarily  consolidated  because 
school  districts  are ;  that  none  of  the  powers  of  local  school 
management  are  taken  away,  but  that  they  are  extended 
from  districts  to  towns,  each  citizen  becoming  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  of  good  schools  throughout  the  entire  town- 
ship. 

The  importance  of  the  subject  demands  most  careful  con- 
sideration. 

2.  Education  for  the  Neglected— The  Employment  of  Children  in 
Factories. 

.  All  philanthropic  citizens,  however  they  may  differ  on  other 
topics  pertaining  to  public  education,  are  agreed' on  the  princi- 
ple that  the  neglected  children  who  are  growing  up  in  ignorance 
and  vfce,  should  be  reclaimed  if  it  is  possible,  and  incited  by 
judicious  training  in  the  elements  of  knowledge,  to  lives  of  use- 
fulness and  thrift.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  in  the  large 
towns  of  the  State  the  number  of  these  ne'glected  children  is 
larger  than  it  used  to  be  when  the  population  was  of  a  more 
nearly  homogeneous  character ;  and  in  some  particular  locali- 
ties which  might  be  cited,  the  number  of  degraded  and  igno- 
rant children  is  truly  appalling.  The  reasons  for  this  state  of 
things  are  too  obvious  to  require  recapitulation.  The  remedy 
demands  our  most  earnest  consideration. 

In  every  town  the  particular  plan  to  be  pursued  must  be 
adapted  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  place.  In  gen- 
eral it  may  be  said  that  the  schools  must  be  made  good  and  at- 
tractive, that  they  should  be  made  free,  that  all  children  should 
be  equally  welcome  to  their  advantages,  that  the  truant  law 
of  1865  should  be  put  in  operation,  and  that  manufacturing 
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establishments  should  be  restrained  from  the  employment  of 
children  who  are  younger  than  ten  years  of  age. 

I  would  recommend  to  the  school  officers  of  every, town, 
that  in  making  the  annual  January  enumeration  next  year, 
they  endeavor  to  ascertain  where  the  children  of  school  age 
are  engaged.  In  the  State  as  a  whole,  only  63  per  cent,  are 
enrolled  as  public  school  scholars ;  where  shall  we  find  the 
remaining  37  per  cent.  ?  Some  are  at  private  schools,  some 
are  at  useful  employments,  some  are  sick,  some  are  too  young 
in  the  opinion  of  their  parents  to  be  sent  to  school ;  but  after 
making  all  these  allowances,  it  will  appear  that  many  are 
unaccounted  for.  These  are  the  neglected  children  whom 
we  must  strive  to  reach.  They  are  the  candidates  for  the 
jail  and  alms-house.  .As  a  matter  of  economy,  as  a  matter  of 
statesmanship,  as  a  matter  of  philanthropy,  there  is  nothing 
more  important  than  the  protection,  education,  and  reforma- 
tion of  these  young  persons. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  calling  attention  to  the  action  of  the 
City  Board  of  Education  in  New  Haven  regarding  this  sub- 
ject. From  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
that  place,  Ariel  Parish,  Esq.,  it  appears  that  in  January, 
1866,  the  enumerators  were  directed  to  ascertain  how  the 
children  between  four  and  sixteen  years  of  age  were  occu- 
pied.    These  results  were  obtained  : 

The  whole  number  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  four  and

From  the  last  number  certain  deductions  should  be  made  : 
1.  By  a  rule  of  the  Board,  children  under  five  years 
of  age  are  not  received   into  the  public  schools, 
although  enumerated.     Of  this  class  the  num'ber 
reported  is 843 
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2:  Of  those  not  in  school,  but  employed,  or  out  for 
good  cause, 610 

3.  Estimated  number  of  children  younger  than  sev- 
en years  of  age,  kept  at  home  by  their  parents,     224 

Total, 1,677 

Number  between  five  and  sixteen  years,  out  of 

school  without  any  known  valid  reason,  -        -        650 

A  similar  investigation  made  in  other  towns  would  be  of 
great  value.  The  school  visitors  are  earnestly  requested  to 
give  the  subject  their  early  and  earnest  consideration. 

There  is  a  branch  of  this  subject  which  will  be  brought 
before  the  Legislature  at  their  coming  session,  which  deserves 
attention — the  necessity  of  providing  a  Reform  School  for 
girls.  I  earnestly  hope  that  some  project  of  this  sort  may  be 
at  once  adopted. 

The  employment  of  children  in  manufactories  without  re- 
gard to  the  influence  which  is  exerted  upon  their  health, 
their  morals  and  their  minds,  also  deserves  immediate  and 
practical  consideration.  The  law  is  explicit  in  forbidding  the 
employment  in  factories  of  children  under  ten  years  of  age, 
under  any  circumstances ;  and  it  forbids,  also,  the  employ- 
ment of  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  unless  each  child 
employed  has  been  at  school  three  months  of  the  twelve  next 
preceding  his  employment.  The  constables  and  grand  jurors 
of  the  several  towns  are  required  to  make  presentment  of  all 
violations  of  law.  These  provisions,  though  not  liable  even 
if  carried  out  in  full,  to  be  considered  too  humane,  are  in  fact, 
almost  void.  Prosecutions  are  unheard  of  for  the  violations 
of  the  law,  although  the  abuse  is  open  to  the  observation  of 
the  community.  Occasionally  the  acting  school  visitors  re- 
monstrate, and  the  newspapers  sometimes  complain,  but  still 
the  inhumanity  is  not  checked.  Public  opinion  does  not  cry  out 
for  the  execution  of  the  law.  Meanwhile  the  children  are 
growing -up  dwarfed  in  body  and  mind,  or  are  sinking  into 
early  graves. 

It  is  commonly  acknowledged  that  much  of  the  blame  lies 
upon  the  ignorant  parents,  who  in  order  to  secure  greater 
wages,  insist  upon  the  employment  of  their  children,  and  will

not  remain  in  a  village  where-  work  is  refused  to  their  chil- 
dren. If  the  manufacturer  refuses  to  employ  young  opera- 
tives, he  is  liable  to  lose  the  services  of  the  parents  also,  who 
remove  to  the  next  town  or  to  a  neighboring  state  in  order  to 
secure  work. 

Various  remedies  are  proposed  for  this  evil,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  Legislature  will  devise  means  to  secure  the  en- 
forcement of  some  good  law,  but  legislation  alone  is  not 
enough.  The  enlightenment  of  public  opinion  in  respect  to 
the  alarming  tendency  of  the  present  usages,  is  indispensable 
to  the  removal  of  the  abuse.  Without  right  public  sentiment, 
legal  procedures  will  be  of  little  value.  If  it  is  possible  to 
frame  -a  better  law  than  that  now  on  the  statute  book,  or  to 
give  any  impelling  force  to  the  provisions  now  in  existence, 
the  wisdom  and  humanity  of  the  General  Assembly  may  be 
earnestly  entreated  to  act  with  promptness  and  decision.  The 
cry  of  the  children,  feeble,  ignorant  and  degraded  as  they 
are,  should  no  longer  go  up  for  relief.  Justice  and  human- 
ity demand  the  intervention  of  the  state  and  the  protection 
of  helpless  youth  from  ignorance  and  ruin.  Reference  is 
made  to  the  Report  for  1866,  for  evidence  of  the  extent  and 
nature  of  this  evil. 

3.    Support  of  Schools  by  a  Tax  on  Property. 

Good  schools  cost  money.  If  they  are  worth  having,  they 
are  worth  paying  for.  If  they  promote  the  prosperity,  the 
thrift,  the  wealth  of  the  community,  as  well  as  its  intelligence 
and  morality,  they  are  a  good  investment  for  which  the  com- 
munity should  be  willing  to  pay.  The  wisest  and  best  mode 
of  paying  for  public  schools,  is  a  fair  matter  for  discussion. 

In  Connecticut  there  are  three  sources  from  which  moneys 
are  derived  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  viz : 

1.  Invested  Funds,  including  the  School  Fund,  the  Town 
Deposit  Fund,  and  a  few  local  funds  of  small  amount. 

2.  Taxes,  which  are  levied  by  the  state  on  the  property  of 
towns,  or  by  school  districts  oh  the  property  of  the  district,  or 
by  towns  (in  a  few  instances)  on  the  property  of  the  towns.  ( 
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3.   Tuition  bills,  collected  from  the  parents  of   those  chil- 
dren who  attend  the  public  schools. 

It  is  common  in  the  newspapers  and  elsewhere,  to  speak  of 
the  schools  of  this  state  as  largely  supported  by  the  income 
of  the  school  fund.  This  is  a  popular  error.  The  school 
fund  has  not  yielded  more  than  about  one  fourth  of  the 
amount  expended  during  the  year  1865-6,  on  the  public 
schools  of  the  state.  However,  under  the  recent  enactments, 
the  income  of  the  school  fund  is  not  bestowed  on  any  district 
which  fails  to  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  requirements  of 
the  law ;  so  that  the  State,  by  this  dispensing  power,  posses- 
ses a  strong  means  of  influence  over  the  people  of  every 
school  district.  "The  school  fund  money  will  be  lost  if  the 
law  is  not  complied  with."  Probably  this  authority  will  be 
exercised  in  the  future  more  than  it  has  been  in  the  past,  so 
that  the  income  from  our  boasted  endowment  will  always  be  of 
great  value  in  the  promotion  of  good  schools.  But  its  relative 
value  is  diminishing.  As  the  capital  is  nearly  stationary,  and 
the  income  is  distributed  per  capita,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
rapid  increase  in  the  population  of  the  State  during  the  last 
twenty  years,  has  diminished  the  allowance  per  capita  for 
every  child  enumerated.  In  1849  and  1850,  the  amount  of 
$1.50  was  distributed  for  every  child  of  school  age.  This 
amount  gradually  lessened,  till  in  1866  and  1867,  the  amount 
per  child  was  only  $1.10.  Meanwhile  and  especially  within 
the  last  few  years,  the  prices  of  living  have  advanced  so  much 
that  the  wages  of  teachers  are  far  in  advance  of  what  they 
were  before,  and  the  school  fund  money  is  not  only  less  in 
amount,  but  what  there  is  does  not  go  as  far  as  it  did  once, 
toward  supporting  the  schools. 

Taxation  has  been  resorted  to  from  the  earliest  times,  as  a 
means  for  providing  for  the  .common  schools.  Long  before 
the  days  of  the  school  fund  provision  was  made  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools,  by  appropriations  which  were  made  "out  of 
the  common  stock  of  the  State."  By  requirement  of  the 
Legislature,  the  sum  of  four  tenths  of  a  mill  on  the  Grand 
List  of  each  town,  is  now  levied  annually  for  the  maintenance 
of  common  schools ;  and  the  sum  thus  received  is  largely 
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augmented  by  the  local  taxes  which  are  self-imposed,  in  a 
large  majority  of  the  school  districts,  by  the  inhabitants  there- 
of. In  almost  all  those  towns  of  the  State  where  the  public 
schools  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  a  sufficient  property 
tax  is  the  key  to  this  prosperity.  In  some  districts  of  the 
State,  the  improvement  in  the  schools  consequent  upon  their 
liberal  support  by  taxation,  is  known  to  have  led  to  a  rapid 
increase  in  the  value  of  the  District  property. 

There  are  still  many  districts  in  the  State  which  refuse  to 
lay  a  property  tax  for  the  support  of  schools,  and  who  collect 
what  is  wanting  by  a  rate  bill  of  tuition,  assessed  upon  the 
parents  of  those  children  who  attend  the  public  school.  This 
tuition  bill  is  the  cause  of  constant  trouble.  The  penurious 
refuse  to  pay  it,  and  sometimes  withdraw  their  children  from 
school  when  the  number  of  weeks  has  passed  which  the  school 
fund  is  supposed  to  have  paid  for.  There  are  more  local  dis- 
putes arising  from  this  "odious"  rate-bill,  than  from  any 
other  part  of  the  school  system.  The  amount  which  is  thus 
collected  is  very  small,  having  been  the  past  year  only  $76,- 
500,  a  little  more  than  one  tenth  of  the  whole  amount  raised 
for  school  purposes.  The  amount  now  raised  by  taxation  is 
$410,000.  Would  not  the  State  rejoice  in  doing  #vay  with 
this  remnant  of  tuition,  and  making  all  schools  free  ? 

In  view  of  the  experience  of  this  and  other  States,  I  would 
recommend  to  the  Legislature  the  abolition  of  those  laws 
which  permit  the  assessment  of  rate-bills  for  tuition,  and 
also  that  the  town-tax  which  is  imposed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, be  increased  at  least  from  four  tenths  to  five  tenths  of  a 
mill,  for  school  purposes.  The  remainder  of  the  sum  needed 
for  carrying  forward  the  schools,  would  then  of  necessity  be 
collected-  by  a  tax  laid  on  the  property  of  the  district  or  the 
town,  by  the  vote  of  the  inhabitants. 

In  discussing  this  subject,  we  should  never  lose  sight  of  the 
principle  that  the  public  school  of  Connecticut  is  a  school  for 
all  the  children  whose  parents  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  it. 

Within  the  past  year,  in  more  than  one  instance,  "the  pau- 
per theory"  of  public  schools  has  been  openly  advocated. 
The  public  schools  were  "originally  designed  for  the  children 
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of  those  parents  who  could  not  educate  them  at  their  own  ex- 
pense," said  one  writer.  Another  writer  having  official  au- 
thority, has  maintained  that  it  was  "the  poor  for  whom  our 
public  schools  were  designed." 

This  serious  error  should  be  diligently  attacked  by  all  the 
friends  of  public  education.  A  candid  examination  of  the 
colonial  records  will  convince  any  investigator,  that  our  an- 
cestors in  establishing  in  the  wilderness  a  public  school,  meant 
a  school  for  the  public.  They  were  not  the  persons  to  per- 
petuate class  distinctions.  They  believed  in  education  for  all. 
The  school  which  was  good  enough  for  the  children  of  the 
magistrates  and  clergymen,  and  for  those  most  endowed  with 
worldly  goods,  was  none  too  good  for  those  who  were  in  hum- 
ble or  needy  circumstances.  Thus,  in  the  common  schools  of 
the  colonists,  the  rich  and  poor  sat  side  by  side. 

Not  only  is  this  the  ancient  theory  of  the  public  school  of 
Connecticut,  it  is  also  the  wisest  method  of  promoting  the 
education  of  the  people.  No  other  plan  succeeds  so  well  in 
reaching  all  classes  of  society  and  in  promoting  universal  ed- 
ucation. The  school  should  be  like  the  road,  the  common, 
the  court  of  justice,  the  post-office,  open  to  all.  None  need 
resort  to  it  who  prefer  to  maintain  a  private  school.  None 
need  make  use  of  the  post-office,  if  it  seems  better  to  send  a 
private  messenger,  but  when  the  post-office  is  good  enough  for 
the  richest  man,  it  is  none  too  good  for  the  humblest  laborer. 
Without  the  education  of  the  people,  all  our  institutions 
which  depend  on  the  education  of  the  voters,  will  be  imperil- 
led. In  no  country  in  the  world  have  private  schools  proved 
adequate  to  the  instruction  of  the  people. 

4.  The  value  of  Graded  Schools  and  High  Schools. 
It  is  surprising  that  the  value  of  graded  or  classified  schools, 
although  so  obvious,  does,  not  lead  to  their  general  establish- 
ment through  the  State.  A  few  of  the  largest  towns  have 
adopted  the  graded  system,  with  the  most  salutary  effect.  It 
is  found  to  be  the  cheapest,  the  most  effective  and  the  most 
satisfactory  plan  of  maintaining  public  schools.  Wher- 
ever the  population  around  a  given  center  is  large  enough, 
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there  should  be  no  delay  in  beginning  a  graded  system.  Even 
without  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  many  of  the  advanta- 
ges of  gradation  are  secured  by  putting  the  younger  children 
in  one  building  and  the  older  in  another,  so  that  the  teacher 
may  not  be  embarrassed  by  the  endless  classes  of  a  country 
"mixed  school." 

Since  the  last  report  was  written,  the  subject  of  public  High 
Sctiools  has  elicited  some  discussion  in  the  State,  but  far  less 
than  its  importance  demands.  While  the  Legislature  was  in 
session  at  New  Haven  in  the  spring  of  1866,  a  controversy 
was  in  progress  respecting  the  maintenance  of  the  High 
School  established  in  that  City  in  1857,  and  the  question  was 
submitted  to  the  popular  vote,  on  the  sixth  of  June.  It  was  de- 
cided by  a  vote  of  1170  against  479,  that  the  High  school  should 
be  maintained.  Important  as  this  discussion  was  in  its  local  as- 
pect, its  effect  upon  the  State  was  excellent.  The  well  known 
ability  of  the  principal  opponents  of  the  school,  their  exceeding- 
ly thorough  investigations,  and  official  position,  rendered 
the  attack  upon  the  New  Haven  High  School  both  vigorous 
and  memorable.  It  was  watched  with  interest  throughout  the 
State.  The  result  of  the  controversy  has  been  to  give  vigor 
and  confidence  to  the  friends  of  public  schools. 

I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  Public  High  School,  freely  open  to  all  young 
persons  who  desire  to  attend  it.  On  this  subject  I  am  not 
aware  that  any  further  legislation  is  required.  Any  town  or 
any  district  may  provide  for  itself  such  a  school  whenever  it 
is  so  disposed.  Some  higher  school  where  the  tuition  is  gra- 
tuitous or  very  low,  is  a  necessity  in  a  good  system  of  public 
schools.  It  is  needed  as  an  incentive  to  scholars  in  the  schools 
of  lower  grade,  and  as  a  means  of  preparation  for  the  duties 
of  active  life. 

5,    Metrical  System  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

In  view  of  the  strong  probability  that  at  an  early  day  the 
metrical  system  of  weights  and  measures  will  come  into  gen- 
eral use  in  this  country,  superseding  the  systems  which   are 
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now  in  vogue,  I  would  urgently  recommend  to  the  teachers 
of  the  public  schools  and  to  the  acting  school  visitors  to  see 
to  it  that  all  the  children  under  their  charge  who  are  suffi- 
ciently advanced  to  study  decimal  fractions  and  compound 
numbers,  be  taught  to  understand  and  to  practice  "  the  met- 
rical system.''  In  1864,  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut  by 
joint  resolution,  recommended  that  the  use  of  this  system  be 
taught  in  all  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  In  1866,  Con- 
gress authorized  the  use  of  the  system  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  provided  for  its  ultimate  adoption  in  the  post 
offices  of  the  country.  Throughout  the  continent  of  Europe 
and  ill  other  parts  of  the  world,  these  weights  and  measures 
are  becoming  recognized  as  lawful  standards,  and  vigorous 
efforts  are  making  to  cause  their  recognition  and  adoption 
throughout  the  civilized  world.  As  it  is  obvious  that  the 
change  from  old  usages  to  the  new  system  will  be  effected 
with  but  little  difficulty  where  the  youth  have  become  prac- 
tically familiar  with  the  principles,  the  nomenclature  and  the 
relations  of  the  new,  teachers  should  be  eager  to  give  this 
knowledge  to  all  their  scholars.  All,  or  nearly  all  of  the 
best  text-books  on  Arithmetic  now  in  use,  have  a  chapter  on 
"the  metrical  system;"  a  brief  explanation  by  Prof.  H.  A. 
Newton,  of  Yale  College,  of  the  history  of  the  system*  its 
features  and  its  advantages,  may  be  readily  obtained  ;  and  at 
the  Teachers'  Institutes,  the  Normal  School,  and  elsewhere, 
teachers  can  readily  acquaint  themselves  with  the  new 
weights  and  measures.  Persons  acquainted  with  decimal 
fractions  can  in  two  or  three  short  lessons  master  the  metri- 
cal system. 

6.  Examination  of  Teachers. 

I  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Legislature  that  the  Board 
of  Education  be  authorized  and  directed  to  hold  examinations 
of  teachers  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  to  confer  cer- 
tificates on  the  successful  candidates  which  shall  be  equiva- 
lent to  the  examinations  now  held  by  local  school  visitors, 
and  shall  not  require  renewal  when  the  teacher  changes  his 
locality.     The  examinations  now  held  are  often  mere  formal- 
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ities.  The  system  recently  adopted  in  England  of  examining 
and  enrolling  and  watching  over  those  who  wish  to  make  a 
profession  of  teaching,  is  worthy  of  study  and  imitation. 

7.    Conclusion. 

There  is  constant  call  for  information  on  school  affairs. 
The  correspondence  of  the  Secretary  is  one  of  the  most  labo- 
rious elements  in  his  work.  His  interviews  with  school  offi- 
cers, and  his  public  addresses  do  much  toward  removing  diffi- 
culties, and  in  diffusing  information.  But  the  work  of  pro- 
moting public  education  may  be  greatly  facilitated  by  occa- 
sional conferences,  where  different  views  may  be  discussed, 
and  wise  conclusions  reached. 

There  is  also  a  call  for  the  publication  of  a  series  of 
educational  tracts  or  prize  essays,  in  which  the  views  of 
experienced  and  thoughtful  men  shall  be  brought  out  and 
laid  before  the  public.  If  any  liberal  citizen  would  render  a 
lasting  service  to  Connecticut,  let  him  provide  for  the  prepa- 
ration and  publication  of  one  or  more  tracts  on  the  proper 
management  of  common  schools.  The  newspapers  of  the 
State,  with  most  commendable  readiness,  have  opened  their 
columns  to  these  discussions.  The  friends  of  education  will 
do  w,ell  to  avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity  to  enlighten 
the  public  mind. 

In  concluding  this  report,  prepared  in  the  midst  of  other 
duties,  several  months  after  the  termination  of  my  official  re- 
sponsibility, I  would  express  my  conviction  that  never  in  the 
history  of  Connecticut  has  the  subject  of  public  education 
had  a  stronger  claim  than  it  has  at  present  on  the  earnest 
attention,  the  careful  protection,  and  the  wise  legislation  of 
the  people  of  the  State.  May  all  political  and  ecclesiastical 
differences  be  forgotten  as  we  unite  in  attempts  to  improve 
our  means  of  public  instruction,  and  may  the  blessing  of 
Heaven  crown  our  labors  with  success.

PRELIMINARY   NOTE. 

The  following  figures  can  not  be  taken  as  absolutely  correct,  but 
great  pains  have  been  exerted  to  make  them  as  nearly  so  as  possible, 
and  on  the  whole  they  may  be  regarded  as  giving  a  just  and  true 
view  of  the  condition  of  common  schools.  The  tables  are  based  upon 
the  returns  which  the  law  requires  the  school  visitors  of  every  town 
to  submit  each  year  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. The  school  visitors  receive  their  information  to  a  considerable 
extent  from  the  district  committees,  and  they  again  from  the  teachers 
whom  they  employ.  The  new  School  Register  which  has  been  ap- 
pointed for  the  use  of  the  schools  of  the  State,  in  accordance  with 
the  law,  is  intended  to  facilitate  the  annual  collection  of  these  returns, 
and  its  general  use  is  urgently  recommended.  Copies  may  be  ob- 
tained on  application  to  the  Secretary  of* the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion.

Column  No.  1.  The  towns  in  each  county  arranged  alphabetically, 
county  towns  being  placed  first.  In  the  towns  of  New  Haven,  Nor- 
wich and  Middletown,  there  are  districts  which  make  independent 
reports,  and  these  reports  are  given  separately.

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EXTRACTS    FROM    THE    REPORTS    OF    LOCAL    SCHOOL    VISITORS,    AR- 
RANGED   IN    THE    ALPHABETICAL    ORDER    OF    TOWNS. 

Ashford. — Jared  D.  Richmond,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Shortness  of  Schools. -^Allowing  four  weeks  to  the  month,  only 
two  of  the  districts  have  continued  their  schools  six  and  a  half  months, 
three  six  and  a  quarter  months,  and  five  six  months,  the  time  required 
by  law. 

The  Cause. — The  small  number  of  scholars,  the  gradual  diminu- 
tion of  the  school  fund  money,  and  an  unwillingness  or  inability  on 
the  part  of  districts  to  tax  themselves  any  farther  than  they  are  obliged 
by  law,  have  no  doubt  been  the  principal  causes  of  this  result.  In  the 
four  smallest  districts  the  average  attendance  was  13  each  in  winter, 
and  7  in  summer.  The  population  is  so  scattered  as  to  make  it  very 
difficult,  if  not  utterly  impracticable,  to  effect  anything  by  way  of  union 
or  consolidation.* 

Improvement. — A  change  has  certainly  come  over  some  of  the  dis- 
tricts for  the  better.  Where  a  few  years  ago  apathy  or  indifference  on 
the  subject  of  education  seemed  to  prevail,  to  a  considerable  exfent, 
greater  interest  is  now  felt  by  both  parents  and  children,  and  many  of 
the  scholars  manifest  an  ambition  to  excel  which  was  not  then 
apparent. 

Berlin. — Milo  Hotchkiss,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Many  who  voted  against  the  adoption  of  the  new  school  law  last 
fall  would  now  vote  for  it,  in  the  hope  that  a  better  condition  of  our 
schools  might  be  witnessed.  Within  a  few  years  five  new  school  houses 
have  been  built  in  this  town,  and  thorough  repairs  made  upon  others. 
There  are  many  ardent  friends  of  education  here,  but  the  trouble 
seems  to  be  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  and  guardians 
They  have  paid,  and  are  paying  their  money,  but  find  very  little  time 
for  personal  attention  and  inspection.  My  predecessor  said  in  his 
report  last  fall,  "  the  people  seem  to  avoid  the  school  room  as  they 
would  a  pest  house."  I  think,  however,  that  the  lack  of  success  with 
us  arises  chiefly  from  our  committing  the  management  to  so  many 
boards,  some  of  whom  are  always  unqualified,  and  do  as  little  as 
possible,  and  that  little  wrong, 
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Bridgeport. — Dr.  H.  L.  W.  Burritt,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Defects. — The  great  defects  of  the  public  school  system  seen  to  be : 

School  Taxes  too  light. — First,  That  the  towns  are  not  required  by 
law  to  raise  a  sum  by  tax  at  least  equal  to  the  public  money  they 
receive.  Such  tax  would  be  met  with  but  little  opposition,  or  excite- 
ment, and  would  always  cause  less  feeling  than  local  district  taxes,  as 
witness  the  present  town  tax  of  four  years  standing.  The  needs  of 
the  schools  and  the  low  value  of  money  demand  it.  All  our  schools 
will  eventually  be  free. 

Value  of  the  Normal  School., — Second,  No  error  is  more  common, 
or  more  vital,  in  this  matter,  than  the  idea  that  all  a  teacher  needs  is 
knowledge  and  discipline.  Tact,  is  what  gives  him  the  "  power  of 
knowledge,"  and  he  can  learn  more  of  that  in  one  year  in  a  Normal 
School  than  in  six  of  teaching.  I  am  convinced  that  a  large  majority 
of  our  first  class  teachers  have  been  those  who  have  spent  more  or 
less  time  at  a  Normal  School. 

Teachers'  Salaries  too  low. — Third,  The  low  grade  of  salaries  paid 
our  teachers,  driving  into  other  professions  our  best  men,  and  many 
who  from  taste  or  inclination  would  make  teaching  a  profession  for 
life ;  and  sending  into  commercial  colleges  scholars  who  could  be  edu- 
cated far  better,  and  at  less  expense,  in  the  public  High  School.  What 
we  need  is  a  central,  thorough  legislation,  which  all  experience  has 
taught  to  be  the  easiest  and  surest  of  accomplishment.  Our  schools 
can  be  established  on  a  liberal  basis,  and  supported  by  taxation  on  a 
State  system,  and  the  towns  would  not  feel  it  nor  object,  more  than 
they  do  to  the  more  than  half  million  yearly  expended  to  keep  up  a 
useless  system  of  military  parades,  now  that  our  war*  is  over,  to  be 
prepared,  when  the  past  has  shown  that  no  preparation  was  necessary 
— that  "  bayonets  think." 

Bristol. — Rev.  Leverett  Griggs,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Need  of  Local  Truant  By-Laws. — We  very  much  need  some  by- 
laws such  as  have  been  adopted  by  some  other  towns,  based  on  the 
statute  enacted  by  our  Legislature  in  1865,  entitled  "  An  Act  concern- 
ing truant  children,  vagrants,  and  absentees  from  school."  It  was 
designed  for  the  benefit  of  such  children  as  are  found  running  the 
streets,  and  roving  about  the  lots,  and  lounging  around  the  depot, 
stores,  and  saloons.  Of  this  class  there  is  no  small  number  in  this 
community.  In  one  district  there  were  in  the  winter  term  several 
schdtars  that  greatly  needed  the  thorough  discipline  of  a  gentleman 
teacher,  but  as  they  could  not.  be  brought  under  control  by  the  lady 
teacher  of  that  term,  nor  safely  retained  in  connection  with  the  school, 
they  were  excluded,  and  as  a  consequence  some  of  this  class  have 
been  idle  vagrants  and  pests  to  the  community  through  the  whole 
year. 

Danger. — We  observe  with  alarm  that  in  some  of  our  districts  not 
one  half  of  the  children  between  -i  and  1 G  are  in  school  any  part  of 
the  year. 

2 rue  Economy. — Let  every  possible  effort  be  put  forth  to  remedy 
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this  evil,  for  we  can  better  afford  to  clothe  the  poor,  and  keep  them 
in  schools  of  the  highest  order,  than  support  the  vice  and  crime  that 
result  from  ignorance  and  neglect. 

True  Wisdom. — The  people  of  the  two  central  districts — now  united 
as  one — manifest  their  wisdom  and  their  interest  in  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation in  various  ways.  They  have  one  of  the  most  elegant,  spacious 
and  commodious  school  houses  in  the  State,  and  it  is  kept  in  excellent 
order.  They  act  on  the  principle  of  retaining  their  teachers  from 
year  to  year,  and  making  as  few  changes  as  possible  in  the  instruction 
and  discipline  of  the  school. 

In  the  higher  department  the  same  teachers  have  been  employed 
for  two  or  three  years  past.  This  school  is  a  bright  light  in  our  com- 
munity. It  has  all  the  advantages  of  a  first  class  academy,  and  we 
rejoice  to  know  that  these  advantages  are  appreciated  and  sought  by 
some  from  all  parts  of  the  town. 

The  library  connected  with  this  school  contains  300  volumes,  all  in 
good  order,  and  60  new  volumes  were  added  during  the  last  year,  at  a 
cost  of  S75.  This  was  the  fruit  of  an  exhibition,  which  afforded  rich 
entertainment  to  the  public  and  reflected  high  honor  upon  the  school. 

Burlington. — Rev.  H.  B.  Smith,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Benefits  of  retaining  good  teachers. — I  have  known  the  inhabitants 
of  an  entire  parish  or  town  to  be  socially,  intellectually  and  morally 
improved,  from  generation  to  generation,  by  a  good  successful  school 
teacher  employed  for  several  successive  years.  And  here  let  me 
recommend  that  a  good  teacher  be  continued  in  the  same  school  from 
term  to  term  wherever  it  may  be  practicable.  One  of  the  best  schools 
in  this  town  has  been  taught  by  the  same  teacher  for  four  successive 
terms.  I  am  sure  if  the  people  of  that  district  regard  their  own 
interest  they  will,  if  possible,  continue  to  employ  the  same  good  and 
successful  teacher. 

Normal  School  commended. — It  is  desirable  that  our  teachers  should 
spend  one  or  more  terms  at  the  State  Normal  School,  where  they 
would  be  taught  the  art  of  imparting  instruction.  Other  things  being 
equal,  such  teachers  will  become  the  most  successful  in  their  vocation. 

Irregular  Attendance. — In  some  of  the  best  schools  in  the  town, 
where  parents  and  teachers  have  been  properly  interested,  there  has 
been  a  good  degree  of  regularity  of  attendance.  In  other  districts 
there  has  been  very  great  irregularity.  In  the  9th  district  not  one 
half  of  those  enumerated  attend  school — 95  were  enumerated  and 
only  42^,  on  the  average,  are  present  at  school.  In  one  or  two  other 
districts  only  about  two-thirds  on  the  average  are  found  in  the  school 
room.  The  irregular  attendance  and  non-attendance  of  so  many 
scholars  is  a  source  of  great  discouragement  to  the  teachers,  and  a 
great  evil  to  the  school.  The  law  of  the  State  requiring  all  the 
children  between  4  and  16  to  attend  school  a  certain  portion  of  the 
year  is  not  enforced  by  the  authorities  of  the  town  as  it  ought  to  be. 
Unless  something  is  done  to  remedy  the  evil  complained  ofj  a  large 
class  of  children  will  grow  up  in  as  gross  ignorance  as  the   heathen. 
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In  some  towns  this  evil  has  been  partially  remedied  by  dividing  the 
public  money  according  to  the  average  attendance  of  the  scholars  in 
the  several  districts.  If  something  of  the  kind  could  be  done,  I  am 
sure  there  would  be  fewer  non-attendants. 

In  difference  of  parents — It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  not  all  of  the 
parents  are  sufficiently  interested  in  the  education  of  their  children  to 
send  them  to  school  regularly  as  they  ought.  Many  of  them  do  not 
even  think  of  making  an  annual  visit  to  the  school  room  to  learn  how 
their  children  are  progressing,  and  what  kind  of  instruction  they  are 
receiving.  When  I  see  at  the  annual  cattle  show  of  Burlington  so 
large  a  number  of  the  parents  and  children  come  together  from  the 
remote  parts  of  the  town  to  view  the  flocks,  herds,  and  crops,  I  cannot 
help  wishing  that  all  of  them  would  take  the  same  interest  in  visiting 
annually,  or  semi-annually,  or  oftener,  the  schools  in  their  several 
localities.  If  they  regarded  the  education  of  their  children  as  much 
consequence  as  the  prosperity  of  their  flocks  and  herds,  would  they 
not  visit  the  schools  from  term  to  term,  and  from  year  to  year,  as  they 
ought  ? 

Unwillingness  to  improve. — Some  parents  complain  when  called 
upon  to  furnish  new  books,  maps,  etc.  But  such  persons,  if  they 
could,  would  turn  back  the  tide  of  educational  progress  and  restore 
again  the  ignorance  of  the  dark  ages.  As  well  might  they  use  the 
old  clumsy,  heavy  ploughs  and  hoes  and  forks  which  were  used  a 
hundred  years  ago  by  our  great-grandfathers  in  the  days  of  their  child- 
hood as  to  require  our  children  to  use  antiquated  books  generation 
after  generation. 

Canton. — Rev.  Charles  X.  Lyman,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Attendance. — An  improvement  in  respect  to  the  per  centage  of 
children  registered  might  and  should  be  made.  That  improvement, 
however,  will  not  be  observed  so  long  as  parents  and  guardians,  for 
the  sake  of  pecuniary  gains,  keep  their  children  out  of  school  six  or 
eight  months  of  the  year.  It  would  be  well  for  all-  to  bear  in  mind 
continually  the  fact  that  ignorance  is  the  high  road  to  vice,  poverty, 
and  the  jail. 

Regularity. — Parents  should  also  see  to  it  that  their  children  attend 
school  with  more  regularity  than  heretofore.  Punctuality  and  regu- 
larity are  cardinal  virtues,  and  shiftless  habits  in  these  respects,  if 
formed  in  childhood,  will  cling  to  one  through  life.  It  ought  also  to 
be  remembered  that  a  habitually  tardy  irregular  scholar  necessarily 
makes  very  poor  progress  in  his  studies. 

School  Bouses. — Five  of  the  eight  school  houses  in  the  town  must 
be  reported  as  in  bad  condition.  These  five,  with  perhaps  a  single 
exception,  while  they  are  venerable  for  their  antiquity,  are  a  disgrace 
to  the  districts  in  which  they  stand,  and  a  source  of  mortification  to 
every  enterprising  citizen  of  the  town.  It  is  unkind  to  children,  as 
well  as  hazardous  to  their  health,  to  compel  them  to  sit  in  such  rooms 
five  or  six  hours  a  day.  It  has  a  tendency  to  barbarise  them,  to  edu- 
cate them  to  a  disregard  of  public  buildings,  and  to  disgust  them  with 
schools  in  general.     The  school  house  should  be  a  comfortable  and 
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attractive  place.  It  would  seem  that  a  good  citizen  would  have  a 
pride  in  having  all  public  buildings  in  a  good  and  attractive  condition, 
similar  to  that  which  he  has  in  making  his  own  home  attractive  and 
pleasant.  Then,  it  is  unkind  to  teachers  to  put  them  in  such  houses, 
for  in  them  they  can  do  justice  neither  to  their  pupils  nor  to  their  own 
reputation  as  instructors.  Towns  cannot  reasonably  expect  first  class 
schools  till  they  shall  have  provided  first  class  school  houses. 

"Boarding  'Round." — With  a  disposition  to  correct  an  evil  rather 
than  to  find  fault,  we  are  induced  to  refer  to  another  evil  prevalent  in 
our"  community.  We  refer  to  the  custom  of  compelling  the  teacher 
to  do  what  is  called  "  boarding  'round  the  district."  Some  one  has 
truthfully  characterised  this  practice  as  "  a  relic  of  the  dark  ages."  A 
steady  boarding  place  is  a  necessity,  both  to  the  highest  usefulness  and 
the  personal  comfort  of  the  teacher.  In  the  more  enterprising  and 
thoughtful,  not  to  say  enlightened  communities,  the  practice  now  pre- 
vails of  furnishing  the  teacher  with  a  steady  home  ;  a  practice  which 
we  believe  to  be  just  as  economical,  on  the  whole,  and  much  more 
Christian.  We  commend  the  subject  to  the  thoughtful  consideration 
of  all  whom  it  may  concern. 

The  new  school  law  commended. — The  schools  of  this  town  are 
susceptible  of  improvement,  and  as  a  means  of  improvement  it  is 
suggested  that  the  town  adopt  the  law  passed  by  the  last  General 
Assembly,  authorizing  the  towns  to  convert  themselves  into  union 
districts.  It  is  a  plan  which  is  working  well  in  Massachusetts,  and 
also  in  New  Haven  in  our  own  State,  where  it  was  substantially 
adopted,  by  some  special  arrangement,  a  few  years  since.  We  com- 
mend the  law  to  the  attention  of  the  voters  of  the  town,  as  offering 
them  a  plan  whose  adoption  would  tend  to  render  our  system  of  com- 
mon schools  more  economical  in  its  management,  more  equitable  in 
the  distribution  of  its  burdens  throughout  the  community,  and  more 
efficient  for  good  'to  the  common  people,  who  are  the  strength,  the 
.hope,  and  should  be,  by  the  general  dissemination  of  intelligence 
among  them,  the  just  pride  of  the  nation. 

Chaplin. — Rev.  Francis  Williams  and  A.  M.  Griggs,  Acting 
School  Visitors. 

The  new  law. — The  new  school  law  passed  at  the  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislature,  though  not  endorsed  in  detail  by  the  visitors,  is  in 
their  opinion  correct  in  principle.  One  great  difficulty  is  that  it  is 
not  generally  understood.  That  something  of  the  kind  must  sooner 
or  later  be  adopted  seems  evident,  otherwise  those  children  living  in 
districts  where  there  are  no  school  houses  cannot,  be  educated.  But 
unless  we  would  have  vice  and  immorality  of  every  kind  run  riot,  edu- 
cation for  all  must  be  provided. 

Chester. — Dr.  Sylvester  W.  Turner,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

A  new  School  House. — The  south  district  has  erected  during  the 
year  a  new  school  house,  which  was  completed  about  Nov.  1  st.  It  is 
located  on  a  high  and  pleasant  lot  near  the  center  of  the  district.  The 
plan  was  prepared  by  Mr.  Austin  of  New  Haven.     The  building  is 
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about  48x30  feet,  with  13  feet  posts  aud  is  a  handsome  and  conveni- 
ent edifice.  It  will  cost,  with  furniture,  about  $4,500.  The  district 
has  paid  this  summer  $3,200  by  taxation,  and  will  borrow  the  re- 
mainder for  one  year,  to  be  paid  by  taxation  next  summer.  The  tax 
on  the  property  of  the  district  has  been  thus  far  2|  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar, and  an  additional  tax  of  8  mills  on  the  dollar  will  be  required  to 
pay  the  indebtedness  of  the  district.  This  house  has  been  built  in 
the  face  of  great  opposition,  and  we  have  been  obliged  to  fight  our 
way  inch  by  inch  from  the  commencement. 

Colchester. — Julius  Emmons,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Consolidation  summarily  and  unanimously  rejected. — The  question 
of  consolidation  was  summarily  disposed  of.  By  a  unanimous  vote 
the  subject  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Reasons  for  this  action. — The  people  here  are  very  jealous  of  their 
rights.  The  doctrine  of  centralization  of  power  does  not  relish  with 
them.  They  seem  to  think  that  the  power  of  deciding  upon  the 
character  of  the  schools  to  which  they  are  obliged  to  send  their  chil- 
dren should  rest,  to  some  extent  at  least,  with  the  people  themselves, 
instead  of  being  vested  solely  in  the  hands  of  a  few  individuals,  who 
wTill  not  be  likely  to  understand  so  well  as  the  district  what  schools 
they  need.  No  special  inconvenience  exists  in  the  administration  of 
school  affairs  in  this  town  under  the  present  law.  Only  one  district 
levies  a  tax.  It  finds  no  fault  with  its  present  mode  of  raising  funds. 
The  other  districts  all  have  money  enough.  They  feel  that  to  accept 
the  proposed  law  would  be  equivalent  to  selling  their  birth-right  for  a 
mess  of  pottage.  The  privilege  of  paying  a  few  more  salaried  men, 
and  taxing  themselves  for  the  support  of  a  school  in  which  they  have 
no  personal  interest,  are  not  advantages  of  sufficient  inducement  to 
lead  them  to  give  up  their  interest  and  right  in  the  schools  in  which 
their  children  must  be  educated.  However  well  adapted  the  principle 
of  consolidation  may  be  for  cities,  where  all  the  schools  may  be  graded, 
it  need  cause  no  disappointment  if  the  intelligent  people  of  the  rural 
districts  refuse  to  accept  the  provisions  of  a  law  which  does  not  meet 
their  wants. 

Coventry. — Rev.  AVm.  J.  Jennings,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Too  little  interest  by  parents. — The  Visitors  are  pained  to  see  that 
so  little  interest  is  taken  by  many  parents  in  the  schools,  and  in  the 
education  of  their  children  ;  and  also  that  there  is  a  disposition  on  the 
part  of  many  to  seek  for  teachers  who  will  accept  of  small  wages,  who 
oft  times  are  cheap  in  price,  but  very  dear  as  to  the  profit  received  by 
their  employers. 

Cromwell. — Rev.  TV.  A.  Stickney,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

An  effort  is  now  in  progress  to  bring  a  larger  number  of  pupils 
into  our  high  school,  to  elevate  its  character,  and  increase  its  useful- 
ness. Its  patrons  have  determined  to  secure  the  services  of  a  com- 
petent male  teacher,  and  to  sustain  it  at  whatever  cost  may  be 
necessary. 
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Danbury. — Rev.  Henry  Powers,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

New  School  Houses. — Two  new  primary  school  houses  have  been 
built  during  the  year  in  the  center  district.  Another  large  one  will 
be  added  this  year  for  schools  of  advanced  grades.  The  three  together 
will  cost  about  $30,000. 

Discussions. — The  effort  to  build  these  houses  has  caused  a  great 
deal  of  discussion  of  questions  pertaining  to  common  schools.  In 
this  way  enough  good  has  already  been  done,  perhaps,  to  compensate 
for  the  delay  in  building  them.  Opportunities  have  been  furnished  to 
the  Board  of  Visitors  for  presenting  to  the  town  from  time  to  time 
such  facts  and  arguments  as  are  calculated  to  enlighten  the  people,  and 
lead  them  to  a  proper  understanding  of  the  whole  subject.  These 
opportunities  have  been  faithfully  improved. 

.A  new  method  adopted. — The  Board  of  School  Visitors  have  ap- 
pointed one  of  their  number — Rev.  Henry  Powers — to  act  as  super- 
intendent of  schools  the  coming  year,  so  far  as  it  is  possible  for  him 
to  do  it  under  the  district  system.  It  is  expected  that  he  will 
systematise  the  work  of  caring  for  the  schools,  and  do  as  much  of  it 
himself  as  possible, — the  other  members  of  the  Board  acting  simply 
as  advisers.  In  this  way  it  is  thought  that  an  approach,  at  least,  to  a 
better  management  of  our  schools  may  be  secured,  and  the  way 
prepared  somewhat  for  the  adoption,  in  due  time,  of  the  union  district 
system. 

The  following  evils  in  our  schools  are  to  be  discussed  during  the 
year,  and  as  far  as  possible  corrected : 

1,  Multiplicity  of  text  books ;  2,  Imperfection  of  district  com- 
mittees' reports ;  3,  Poor  school  houses  ;  4,  "  Poor  pay,  poor  teach  ;" 
5,  Rate  bills ;  6,  Prejudice  against  common  schools ;  7,  The  double 
committeeship  ;  8  The  new  law  for  consolidating  districts. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  an  elaborate  school  report  will  be  prepared, 
printed,  and  distributed  throughout  the  town,  and  the  friends  of  good 
schools  invited  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting  to  vote  on  the  ques- 
tion of  consolidation.  Will  not  the  State  Board  of  Education  furnish 
us  with  documents,  and  so  aid  us  from  time  to  time  with  their  advice 
as  to  enable  us  in  the  best  manner  to  accomplish  this  good  work  ? 

Derby. — Rev.  C.  H.  W.  Stocking,  Acting  School  Visitor.  4 

Tardiness  and  absence. — Tardiness  and  absence  are  the  two  great 
evils  with  which  most  of  the  schools  have  to  contend.  The  notion 
seems  to  prevail  that  parents  can  remove  their  children  for  any  length 
of  time,  and  the  children  themselves  not  unfrequently  consider  their 
whims  and  caprices  the  law  of  their  action.  Demoralization  is  the 
natural  consequence.  Lessons  are  imperfectly  learned,  or  entirely 
omitted,  and  the  labors  of  never  so  faithful  a  teacher  are  powerless  for 
good.  The  printed  "  Regulations  for  the  schools  of  Derby  "  have  in 
some  instances  been  entirely  ignored,  and  when  the  teacher  has  been 
questioned  by  your  committee,  the  latter  have  been  informed  that  such 
disregard  of  authority  has  been  encouraged  by  district  committees. 

Examination  and  fitness  of  teachers. — A  word  now  as  to  the  em- 
ployment, examination  and  fitness  of  teachers.     The  town  can  justly 
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boast  of  some  teachers  than  whom  no  better  can  be  found ;  it  has  also 
-  been  burdened  with  some  who  were  fitted  neither  by  their  antecedents, 
tastes,  nor  acquirements  for  their  important  and  responsible  positions. 
District  committees  have  seemed  to  consider  their  duty  to  be  merely 
a  question  of  dollars  and  cents. 

Their  compensation. — It  is  expected  that  good  teachers  can  be  pro- 
cured at  a  less  salary  than  most  of  our  foreign  female  operatives  are 
earning.  The  services  of  teachers  are  worth  more  or  they  are  worth 
nothing.  The  investment  t)f  time,  labor,  and  money  in  fitting  for  the 
work  of  teaching  is  so  much  capital  stock  that  should  yield  a  reason- 
able dividend.  If  the  hand  that  plies  the  needle  or  the  loom,  or  swings 
the  hammer  at  the  forge  or  the  bench,  can  earn  more  than  that  which 
is  engaged  in  fashioning  the  symmetrical  structure  of  tender  minds, 
then  farewell  to  education,  save  as  entrusted  to  bunglers.  These  re- 
flections are  the  result  of  your  committee's  experience  in  the  examin- 
ation of  proposed  teachers  the  past  year.  The  proficiency  of  most 
scholars  twelve  years  of  age  would  put  to  the  blush  the  ignorance  of 
some  who  have  proposed  to  teach,  and  of  one  at  least  who  has  actually 
been  teaching  for  two  or  more  terms.  And  here  it  may  be  remarked, 
that  both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law  should  be  considered  in  ex- 
aminations, and  the  teacher  accredited,  if  at  all,  on  the  simple  ground 
of  personal  fitness.  No  considerations  of  family  influence,  personal 
friendship,  or  social  claims,  should  for  a  moment  bias  the  district 
committee  in  their  choice,  or  the  visiting  committee  in  their  examina- 
tions, but  the  individual  fitness  of  the  candidate  should  alone  de- 
termine. 

Again,  the  teachers  employed  should  be  selected  with  reference  to 
their  general  culture.  If  the  candidate  be  able  to  pass  the  stipulated 
examination  in  the  English  branches,  the  committee  do  not  feel  justi- 
fied in  withholding  a  certificate.  But  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  add 
that  if  the  candidate  have  no  natural  or  acquired  fitness  and  refine- 
ment of  manner,  ease  and  address,  and  courteous  bearing,  much  good 
will  be  nullified  that  else  might  be  secured.  The  power  of  associa- 
tion is  felt  and  confessed  by  all,  and  if  the  teacher  be  coarse,  it  will 
go  hard,  but  the  scholars  will  be  the  same. 

Refining  influence  of  music. — Music  is  now  a  recognized  feature  of 
*  agreeable  and  successful  schools.  Fascinating  and  refining  in  its  in- 
fluence, it  comes  in  to  fill  up  the  little  gaps  in  study,  and  by  engaging 
the  mind  when  weary  it  becomes  a  positive  recreation,  and  blessing 
whose  value  no  arithmetic  can  compute.  It  is  earnestly  recommended 
that  district  committees  place  in  every  department  at  least  one  lady 
teacher  who  can  conduct  the  singing  of  the  scholars. 

Discipline. — A  lack  of,  or  no  faculty  for  discipline,  will  negative 
the  efforts  of  the  cleverest  and  most  patient  teacher.  Moral  suasion 
is  a  very  nice  thing  where  it  will  work,  but  some  rough  natures  need 
to  be  subdued  by  the  wgorous  rod.  And  if  the  teacher  have  such 
self-control  that  he  be  not  surprised  by  sudden  passion,  his  exercise  of 
authority  will  be  wholesome.  But  if  he  suffer  his  passion  to  increase 
with  each  blow,  the  just  and  judicious  correction  becomes  a  senseless 
pounding. 
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Visiting  schools  by  parents  and  others  recommended. — The  com- 
mittee, in  conclusion,  bespeak  for  the  schools  of  the  town  a  more  ' 
general  interest  on  the  part  of  the  parents  and  patrons.  An  occasional 
visit  gives  recognition  and  encouragement  to  both  teacher  and  pupils, 
giving  them  the  assurance  of  sympathy,  and  thus  inciting  to  honorable 
well  doing.  Visiting  parents  in  this  town  are  scarcer  than  wtoite 
crows,  and  many  hardly  know  the  location  of  the  school  house.  And 
what  is  said  to  parents,  your  committee  would  impress  upon  the  minds 
of  all  citizens.  By  their  love  for  their  children,  by  their  recognition 
of  those  interests  which  call  for  education  at  all,  by  their  regard  for 
the  public  and  social  weal  of  the  District,  the  Town,  and  the  Com- 
monwealth, we  pray  them  to  spare  no  reasonable  expenditure,  whether 
of  time,  labor,  or  money,  to  bring  their  schools  up  to  a  work  and  po- 
sition commensurate  with  the  demand  of  our  enlightened  age  and 
community. 

Eastford. — Rev.  Charles  Chamberlain,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

A  suggestion  concerning  small  districts. — Some  of  our  districts  are 
so  small  that  it  seems  almost  impracticable  to  keep  up  a  school  for  six 
months  of  the  year.  Would  it  not  be  as  well  to  allow  scholars  in 
such  districts  to  draw  money  on  condition  of  making  attainments 
sufficient  to  sustain  some  fixed  examination,  as  in  graded  schools  they 
pass  from  a  lesser  to  a  higher  department  ? 

Lectures  proposed. — If  the  expense  could  be  met,  it  seems  to  us 
that  a  system  of  lectures  on  Education,  to  be  delivered  in  each  county 
in  the  State,  would  be  of  good  service.  The  people  need  to  be  so 
aroused  as  to  use  their  money  more  freely  for  the  purposes  of  Edu- 
cation. 

East  Haddam. — Rev.  S.  W.  Robbins,  Acting  School  Visitor.    . 

Effects  of  experience  upon  teachers. — An  increase  of  experience  in 
teaching  ought  to  give  an  increase  of  excellence,  and  in  some  cases 
this  is  realized.  In  others  it  is  found  that  teachers  go  through  one 
term  in  about  the  same  way  that  they  went  through  the  last,  copying 
their  former  faults  and  deficiencies,  instead  of  raising  the  standard  of 
thoroughness  with  each  successive  term  and  doing  their  work  this  year 
better  than  last  year.  Scarcely  any  of  our  teachers  have  had  the 
advantage  of  previous  professional  training,  or  of  instruction  in  the 
higher  branches  of  study.  Some  of  them  have  attended  the  Normal 
School,  but  for  a  very  limited  period,  and  whatever  excellence  they 
have  attained  has  come  mainly  from  experience. 

Evils  of  the  district  system. — All  the  schools  suffer  in  some  measure 
from  the  influence  of  the  small  districts.  The  town  is  extensive, 
embracing  seventeen  school  districts,  so  separated  by  the  physical 
conformation  of  the  territory,  that  ( consolidation  is  impracticable. 
Several  of  the  districts  have  each  a  small  population.  These  must 
necessarily  have  a  short  school,  especially  in  summer.  They  employ 
young  teachers,  frequently  persons  residing  in  the  district,  who  can 
board  at  home  and  teach  for  small  wages.  They  do  tolerably  well  in 
the  instruction  of  small  children,  who  attend  these  schools  in  the 
summer.     The  resultidg  evil  is,  first,  to  the  teachers  themselves,  who, 
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by  beginning  to  teach  so  early  in  life,  fail  of  the  advantage  to  them- 
selves of  thorough  and  extended  study  ;  and,  then,  to  the  schools  of 
the  town,  as  those  teachers  in  process  of  time  extend  their  labors  to 
the  larger  districts,  recommended  to  the  confidence  of  districts  and 
committees  mainly  by  the  fact  that  they  have  taught,  when  it  is  also  true 
that  they  have  never  been  thoroughly  prepared  to  teach. 

The  changing  of  school  books. — We  have  had  a  uniform  system  of 
text  books  for  about  eight  years.  Our  books  are  probably  not  now 
the  best,  and  some  of  them  might  doubtless  be  changed  with  advant- 
age. But  in  a  town  like  this,  the  change  of  text-books  is  so  great  an 
undertaking  that  we  wish  to  be  sure  of  a  very  superior  work,  and  one 
that  will  not  soon  be  superseded,  before  we  adopt  it.  We  are  sick  of 
the  plan  of  doing  everything  by  the  series.  The  Yankee  eagerness 
for  money-making  is  at  the  bottom  of  it.  Why  cannot  a  man  make 
a  good  Arithmetic  or  Geography  without  putting  it  into  half  a  dozen 
books  ?  Give  us  two  good  Geographies,  one  for  beginners,  and  one 
for  advanced  scholars ;  and  to  accompany  Colburn's  Mental  Arithmetic, 
give  us  one  good  written  Arithmetic,  combining  the  merits  of  Thomp- 
son and  Eaton — in  a  single  volume,  like  Adams'  New  Arithmetic,  so 
popular  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago ;  and  these  books  we  shall  rejoice 
to  place  in  our  schools  and  keep  them  there.  We  will  promise  to  be 
proof  against  all  the  politeness  and  urgent  appeals  of  any  agent  of  "  a 
new  and  greatly  improved  series  "  for  one  ten  years  at  least. 

Enfield. — Dr.  L.  H.  Pease,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Interest  awakened. — There  has  been  considerable  done  in  the  way  of 
lectures  and  addresses  to  arouse  the  public  on  the  subject  of  Educa- 
tion. In  addition  to  the  addresses  last  winter  by  Gov.  Buckingham 
and  Prof.  Thacher,  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
one  was  delivered  by  Dr.  E.  S.  Parsons  on  Physical  Training,  and 
another  by  Hon.  C.  H.  Briscoe  on  Pedagogical  Law.  These  are 
worthy  of  being  repeated  in  other  places. 

Truancy  diminished. — -Truancy  is  lessened,  partly  because  of  the 
enactment  of  the  truant  law  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  but  chiefly 
owing  to  the  vigilance  of  efficient  teachers,  who  possess  enough  of  the 
true  missionary  spirit  to  be  willing  to  call  upon  the  parents  of  the 
absentees,  which  produces  the  happiest  effect  in  the  way  of  reform- 
ation. 

Granby. — Rev.  C.  H.  Webster,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Better  teachers  secured. — The  Visitors  have  done  what  they  could 
to  awaken  interest  in  public  schools,  but  they  find  little  interest  among 
the  parents,  though  in  this  respect  they  can  report  progress.  They 
have  demanded  and  secured  a  better  class  of  teachers. 

Mode  of  examination. — Examinations  are  public,  and  are  conducted 
upon  the  following  plan  : — a  series  of  questions  upon  each  branch  of 
study  is  carefully  prepared,  each  question  being  numbered.  A  set  of 
these  questions  is  given  to  each  teacher,  who  is  required  to  write  out 
the  answers.  We  require  about  nine-tenths  of  the  answers  to  be 
correct. 
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We  would  urge  the  importance  of  requiring  towns  to  do  more. 
Too  many  lean  upon  the  School  Fund  for  the  support  of  their  schools. 
A  high  school  ought  to  be  required  in  every  town  having  350 
scholars.  We  need  in  our  legislature  more  men  who  have  a  practical 
knowledge  of  our  school  wants. 

Guilford. — John  B.  Starr  and  Henry  R.  Rossiter,  Acting  School 
Visitors. 

Parents  induced  to  visit  schools. — In  addition  to  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  schools,  the  Acting  Visitors  have  made  an  effort  to  get 
the  parents  to  visit  the  schools,  and  with  a  good  degree  of  success.  In 
some  districts  we  have  been  amply  rewarded  by  persuading  a  majority 
of  the  parents  to  visit  the  winter  schools,  and  a  good  per  cent,  to  visit 
the  summer  schools,  and  in  every  instance  they  have  expressed  their 
pleasure,  and  wished  "to  go  again."  In  two  or  three  districts  there 
were  no  visits  during  the  year,  except  by  the  Acting  Visitors.  We 
take  pleasure  in  stating  that  we  have  had  the  co-operation  of  district 
committees  and  parents  during  the  past  year  in  our  efforts  to  improve 
our  schools. 

Huntington — Reuben  W.  Linsley,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Indifference  prevails. — Too  much  indifference  exists  with  regard  to 
the  interest  and  the  general  advancement  of  the  schools.  No  very 
special  efforts  have  been  made  to  awaken  an  interest  in  them.  The 
Board  of  Visitors  have  strongly  urged  all  the  proprietors  of  the 
common  schools  to  visit  them  frequently,  and  mark  the  progress  made 
— to  take,  at  least,  as  much  interest  in  educating  their  children  as  in 
advancing  their  agricultural  or  manufacturing  operations.  We  also 
think  the  heart  should  receive  some  share  of  attention  as  well  as  the 
head. 

Killingly. — George  W.  Pike,  George  0.  Hopkins,  and  Thomas 
J.  Evans,  Acting  School  Visitors. 

It  is  a  trite  remark  that  children  do  not  realize  the  importance  of 
education  ;  it  is  almost  equally  true  that  parents  do  not. 

Teachers  must  be  paid  higher  wages. — The  feeling  that  balances 
the  benefits  of  education  with  a  few  paltry  dollars,  or  that  would 
shrink  from  the  labor  of  a  life  time  in  educating  the  child  to  the  full 
stature  of  a  man,  physically,  intellectually,  and  morally,  is  unworthy 
of  any  parent  living  in  an  enlightened  land  in  the  nineteenth  century. 
The  first  settlers  of  the  State,  notwithstanding  all  the  trials,  hardships, 
and  embarrassments  that  they  encountered,  resolved  that  whatever 
else  they  might  have  to  sacrifice,  they  would  not,  could  not  allow  their 
children  to  grow  up  without  the  benefits  of  good  schools.  That 
resolve  was  right ;  but  we,  proud  though  we  are  to  claim  them  as  our 
ancesters,  are  unwilling  to  do  as  much  for  the  cause  of  education,  with 
all  our  abundant  means,  as  they  did.  It  is  the  story  of  the  rich  man 
and  the  widow  reversed ;  the  almost  destitute  giving  abundantly,  the 
wealthy  casting  in  a  mite.  We  cannot  reasonably  expect  that  persons 
will  prepare  themselves  for  the  teacher's  profession,  when  the  remu- 
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neration  of  a  hod  carier,  whose  only  requisite  is  strength,  will  equal 
or  exceed  that  of  the  best  teachers.  Yet  such  are  the  wages  which 
too  many  of  our  districts  offer.  It  is  vain,  therefore  to  think,  that 
while  we  covet  earnestly  the  best  gifts,  we  can  possess  them  at  a  dis- 
count from  the  price  current,  or  at  par  with  such  as  are  of  less  value. 

Lebanon. — Rev.  John  Avery,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

The  new  school  law  discussed. — It  may  be  proper  to  devote  a  brief 
space  to  a  subject  which  has  a  very  important  bearing  upon  the  gen- 
eral interests  of  education  in  the  State,  a  subject  which  is  already 
exciting  much  discussion  in  many  towns,  and  upon  which  this  town 
will  be  required  to  take  practical  action.  We  refer  to  the  new 
school  law,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  entitled  "  An 
act  in  alteration  of  an  act  concerning  education."  The  leading  feature 
of  this  law  is  that  it  proposes  the  consolidation  of  the  several  school 
districts  in  every  town  into  one  school  district,  so  that  there  shall  be 
as  many  districts  in  the  State  as  there  are  towns,  and  no  more.  It 
proposes  to  devolve  upon  one  board  of  education  all  the  powers  now 
exercised,  and  all  the  duties  now  performed  by  district  committees  and 
school  visitors.  It  points  out  the  manner  in  which  the  members  of  this 
board  shall  be  chosen,  and  defines  the  various  duties  which  they  are 
to  perform.  It  also  directs  that  "the  necessary  funds  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  common  schools,  beyond  the  income  of  State  and  local 
funds,  shall  be  provided  by  a  property  tax  to  be  levied  on  the  grand 
list  of  the  town  by  a  vote  of  the  school  district  in  lawful  meeting  con- 
vened." Whether  this  law  shall  actually  go  into  effect  in  any  town 
is  to  be^  determined  by  the  town  itself,  by  a  majority  vote  in  legal 
town  meeting  warned  for  the  purpose. 

From  this  brief  outline  of  the  law  it  evidently  proposes  changes  of 
a  very  radical  character.  It  involves  virtually  the  doing  away  of  our 
present  school  system,  and  the  establishment  of  a  system  which  is 
almost  entirely  new.  In  all  propability,  therefore,  the  majority  of  the 
towns  in  the  State  will  not  be  in  haste  to  comply  with  its  requisitions. 
Already  we  hear  that  it  encounters  violent  opposition  in  some  places. 

Objections  to  the  law. — Some  of  the  objections  urged  against  it  are 
the  following : 

1.  The  old  plan  has  worked  well;  why,  then,  should  we  abandon  it 
and  adopt  a  new  one  which  may  not  prove  itself  equally  good  ? 

2.  The  local  interests  of  particular  sections  of  the  town  might  not 
be  as  faithfully  cared  for  as  they  are  now.  The  members  of  the  edu- 
cational board  might  nearly  all  be  chosen  from  one  section,  and  might 

faithfully  look  after  the  interests  of  that  section  to  the  neglect  of  other 
parts  of  the  town. 

3.  The  proposed  plan  might  give  rise  to  jealousies  between  the 
larger  and  smaller  schools.  The  smaller  might  complain  if  they  did 
not  receive  their  full  share  of  the  best  qualified  teachers. 

4.  The  fear  has  been  expressed  that  the  proposed  plan  would  tend 
to  lessen  the  interest  which  is  now  felt  in  each  school  district  in  the 
schools  maintained  within  its  own  limits.  The  patrons  of  such  schools, 
feeling  that  the  more  immediate  management  of  them  was  taken  out 
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of  their  own  hands,  would  not  be  likely  to  take  that  interest  in  them 
which  they  now  do,  or  to  exercise  that  watchful  over-sight  of  them 
which  is  so  essential  to  their  success. 

5.  Some  have  expressed  the  apprehension  that  the  duties  of  the 
proposed  school  board  would  be  so  peculiar,  so  varied,  and,  withal,  so 
difficult,  that  few  men  would  be  found  competent  to  perform  them 
with  any  degree  of  comfort  to  themselves,  or  satisfaction  to  others. 

Objections  answered. — As  an  offset  to  these  objections  the  following 
considerations  may  be  urged : 

1.  New  things  are  not  always  bad  things.  If  the  old  is  good  we 
are  justified  in  clinging  to  it ;  but  if  convinced  that  the  new  is  better, 
we  ought  to  renounce  the  old  and  adopt  the  new. 

2.  The  proposed  plan  has  been  tried  and  found  to  work  well  in  the 
neighboring  State  of  Massachusetts ;  also  in  the  city  of  New  Haven 
in  this  State.  Though  there  is  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  its 
practical  working  in  the  country  towns,  it  is  very  generally  believed 
by  those  who  have  carefully  examined  the  subject  that  it  can  hardly  fail 
to  work  well  in  the  cities  and  villages. 

3.  The  management  of  our  school  affairs  would  be  less  complicated 
under  the  supervision  of  one  board  than  under  that  of  two. 

4.  The  grading  of  schools  (where  grading  is  necessary)  and  the 
classification  of  scholars  could  probably  be  better  effected  under  the 
proposed  plan  than  under  the  existing  one. 

5.  Under  the  direction  of  a  board  like  that  proposed  by  the  new 
law,  it  is  probable  that  the  selection  of  teachers  would  be  made  with 
more  discrimination  and  care  than  has  commonly  been  the  case  in 
times  past.  The  board  would  probably  be  made  up  of  men  familiar 
with  educational  affairs,  with  the  wants  of  the  various  schools,  and,  to 
a  large  extent,  with  the  qualifications  of  candidates  for  the  teacher's 
office  ;  and  in  the  employment  of  teachers  would  be  enabled  in  most 
cases  to  make  good  selections. 

6.  The  pecuniary  burden  of  supporting  our  common  schools  would 
be  more  equally  and  justly  distributed  than  it  now  is.  The  districts, 
large  and  small,  would  each  bear  their  part  of  the  burden,  which  would 
be  distributed  among  them  all  according  to  their  pecuniary  ability. 

Some  of  the  towns  in  the  State  will  doubless  accept  the  provisions 
of  this  new  law,  and  its  working  in  these  towns  will  illustrate  its  ex- 
cellences and  its  defects,  in  view  of  which,  other  towns  will  after  a 
time  be  better  prepared  to  act  in  the  matter  than  they  are  now. 

Lyme. — Rev.  Wm.  A.  Hyde,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Some  of  the  school  houses  are  by  no  means  what  they  should  be, 
nor  what  we  hope  they  will  soon  be.  No  well  regulated  and  respect- 
able families  would  have  such  seats  for  their  children  at  their  homes, 
where  they  sit  only  a  little  while  at  a  time,  as  they  require  them  to 
sit  upon  hours  together  at  their  schools  ;  and  many  a  man  will  have  a 
barn  better  fitted  for  its  purposes  than  the  place  of  learning  is  for  the 
education  of  their  children. 

Meriden. — A.  E.  Camp,  Acting  School  Vistor. 

The  very  pernicious  opinion  has  crept  into  some  of  our  schools,  that 
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the  teacher  has  no  authority  over  the  scholars  except  in  school  hours. 
In  some  of  our  schools  good  order  prevailed  till  the  signal  was  given 
for  dismissal,  when  a  scene  of  confusion  ensued  which  was  truly 
painful ;  while  the  teachers  think  they  have  no  right  to  control  their 
scholars.  It  should.be  distinctly  understood  by  all  that  the  teacher 
has  the  right  to  control  the  scholars,  whether  in  the  school  house  or 
out  of  it. 

Middletown  City. — George  TT.  Burke,  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Education. 

Attendance  increasing. — Every  year  shows  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  children  entitled  to  school  privileges,  and  it  is  but 
reasonable  to  expect  that  the  demand  for  admission  will  grow  more 
and  more  unjust.  The  number  registered  during  the  past  year  has 
been  greater  than  at  any  previous  time,  and  some  of  the  school  houses 
have  been  literally  crowded.  In  one  school  house  the  past  summer 
nearly  all  the  desks,  calculated  for  two  pupils  each,  had  three 
occupants.  The  Board  have  endeavored  to  supply  seats  on  all  the 
floors  of  the  school  buildings  to  their  utmost  capacity,  and  the  question 
of  new  school  houses  with  ample  accommodations,  that  shall  anticipate 
the  increasing  wants  of  the  community  is  becoming  more  pressing  and 
serious.  It  is  believed  by  good  judges  that  if  we  had  buildings  capable 
of  seating  1,200  pupils,  the  seats  would  not  long  remain  vacant.  The 
number  registered  during  the  first  week  of  the  school  year  just  com- 
pleted was  655,  which,  of  course,  is  not  the  whole  number  attending 
during  the  year  ; — the  number  registered  in  the  corresponding  week  of 
the  present  year  is  844,  showing  a  Remarkable  increase,  and  indicat- 
ing either  a  great  increase  of  children  in  the  district  or  a  greater 
popularity  of  our  public  schools,  or  probably  both. 

In  view  of  the  wants  of  the  district  as  shown  in  the  increased 
number  of  children  enumerated  every  year,  and  the  crowded  condition 
of  our  schools,  is  it  not  time  for  the  citizens  of  this  district  to  take 
hold  of  the  matter  in  earnest,  and,  laying  aside  all  personal  prejudice, 
to  put  up  some  new  school  houses  that  shall  be  an  honor  to  the  district 
and  the  city  ? 

Advantages  of  consolidation. — Whatever  partiality  may  have  been 
felt  for  the  independent  district  system,  and  whatever  prejudices  may 
have  existed  against  an  apparent  centralization  of  power  in  a  board 
of  school  visitors,  or  a  board  of  education,  it  must  be  conceded  that 
uniformity  of  text  books  and  school  sessions,  more  thorough  classifica- 
tion and  gradation  of  pupils,  and  general  diffusion  of  knowledge,  as  to 
the  best  methods  of  teaching,  are  secured  by  a  general  superintendeney. 
and  that  the  latter  course  promises  to  do  more  for  the  instruction  of 
youth  than  has  yet  been  accomplished.  The  great  rule  of  political 
economy  with  regard  to  the  division  of  labor,  producing  better  articles 
at  less  cost,  is  equally  safe  and  reliable  when  applied  to  education. 

Public  and  private  schools. — The  cost  of  educating  a  child  at  a 
private  school,  it  is  well  known,  is  much  greater  than  at  a  public 
school ;  and  were  half  the  money  which  is  now  expended  on  private 
teachers   bestowed   upon   the  public  schools,  the  improvement  in  the 
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latter  would  be  so  great  as  to  leave  no  room  for  comparison  or  compe- 
tition. The  expense  of  keeping  a  child  at  private  school  is  from  $16 
to  $50  a  year,  while  the  whole  amount  raised  by  this  school  district  by 
taxation  amounts  to  less  than  $5  per  year  for  each  pupil  actually 
attending  the  public  schools ;  'and  according  to  the  State  Report,  in- 
cluding money  from  all  sources,  is  only  $4.43  for  each  child  enumerated 
and  entitled  to  school  privileges. 

Milford. —  The  High  School. — From  H.  0.  Pinneo,  Esq.,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  School : 

This  school  (established  in  1842)  was  placed  in  its  present  organiz- 
ation about  four  years  ago  by  the  earnest  efforts  of  a  few  individuals, 
who  procured  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  from  the  town,  fitted  up  in 
a  tasteful  manner  the  building  now  occupied  by  the  school,  and  pro- 
vided the  room  with  modern  furniture  and  apparatus,  making  it  a  model 
school  room.  The  school  is  still  sustained  and  kept  in  prosperous 
condition  by  private  effort,  receiving  less  than  SI 00  yearly  from  all 
public  funds.  The  receipts  have  been  between  $1,400  and  81,500 
annually,  and  the  expenditures  considerably  larger,  the  deficiency 
being  paid  by  individuals.  The  school  has  been  fortunate  in  its 
teachers.  The  principal  the  past  year  has  been  a  graduate  of  Yale 
College;  his  salary  $1,000  a  year.  His  assistant,  an  experienced 
lady  teacher,  has  received  $350.  Incidental  expenses  of  the  school 
$125.  Receipts  from  tuition  fees  S  1,339,  from  public  funds  $83  ; 
total  $1,422.     Expenditures  as  given  above  $1,475. 

Milford. — Rev.  Thomas  E.  Pattison,  John  H.  Wingfield  and  John 
W.  Fowler,  Acting  School  Visitors. 

Attempt  at  consolidation. — During  the  past  year  an  attempt  has 
been  made  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  to  render  our  common  schools 
more  susceptible  of  improvement  by  obliterating  the  present  lines, 
(making  twelve  districts),  and  consolidating  all  the  schools  under  one 
central  management,  in  order  that,  being  fewer  in  number,  they  might 
be  stronger,  and  being  under  one  direction,  instead  of  twelve,  might 
work  harmoniously  together  toward  the  accomplishment  of  definite 
purposes.  Then  all  efforts  for  progress  would  be  rewarded  with 
measurable  success,  and  would  not  be,  as  now,  rendered  fruitless  by 
the  defects  and  evils  of  the  system.     * 

*Not  successful. — But  this  attempt  proved  a  failure,  our  people  not 
being  able,  as  yet,  to  see  its  importance ;  or  rather,  not  being  willing 
to  appropriate  the  necessary  means,  so  long  as  they  can  drag  out  an 
existence  by  means  of  the  State  Fund. 

Indeed,  if  the  general  operation  of  the  aid  received  from  the  State  is, 
as  here,  to  render  the  people  contented  with  the  shadow  rather  than  the 
substance,  it  may  fairly  be  questioned  whether  the  evil  resulting  is  not 
greater  than  the  good.  We  are  happy,  however,  to  say  that  very 
many  of  the  people  favor  the  measure,  but  unfortunately  the  exceptions 
are  men  of  means,  without  children,  who  just  now  wield  a  powerful 
influence.  The  Board  are  not  without  hope  that  ultimately  by  perse- 
verance they  shall  accomplish  their  purpose,  though  a  judicious  State 
law  requiring  further  taxation  would,  we  think,  very  much  help. 
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Montyille. — Hiram  Walden,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Children  of  educated  and  wealthy  parents  have  greatly  the  advant- 
age of  children  of  the  poor.,.  They  are  kept  more  constantly  at  school, 
and  assisted  at  home,  consequently  they  outstrip  the  poorer  children, 
and  receive  the  premium,  and  thus  the  poor  children  are  too  often 
induced  to  abandon  their  studies,  or  treat  them  with  indifference 
through  a  painful  desperation.  Were  all  encouragement  given  on  the 
ground  of  industry  and  merit  our  schools  would  soon  be  much  better 
than  they  are  now. 

Morris. — Wm.  B.  Ames,  L.  B.  Hale  and  Samuel  M.  Ensign, 
School  Visitors. 

The  munificence  of  the  Connecticut  School  Fund  a  quarter  of  a 
century  ago  was  without  parallel  in  the  Union.  The  founders  of  our 
State  institutions  seem  to  have  understood  perfectly  their  duty  to  the 
citizen,  and  to  future  generations.  They  saw  that  the  wealth  of  the 
State  was  in  her  citizens,  not  in  her  rugged  hills.  Hence  was  devised 
the  School  Fund  as  a  means  to  give  men  control  over  their  faculties, 
that  they  might  apply  them  to  the  bringing  forth  of  nature's  latest 
treasures.  We  are  living  in  a  fast  progressing  age.  Business  is  out- 
stripping the  progress  of  general  education,  and  apathy  on  the  part  of 
many  with  regard  to  our  schools  is  too  painfully  apparent.  But  some 
may  ask,  "  What  is  your  remedy  ?"  We  answer,  let  all  the  people 
become  interested  in  the  management  of  our  common  school  system. 
Let  the  property  of  the  State  make  our  schools  absolutely  free.  Then 
every  tax-payer  will  be  interested,  when  tuition  bills  are  done  away 
with  and  the  tax  comes  on  property  alike.  School  meetings  will  be 
well  attended,  and  the  best  officers  and  teachers  selected.  On  account 
of  insufficient  pay,  the  State  is  losing  some  of  her  best  instructors. 
The  education  of  the  masses  should  never  be  considered  a  family  en- 
terprise. Citizens  belong  to  the  State.  She  demands  their  services 
whenever  her  rights  are  infringed  upon  and  her  government  imperiled, 
and  in  turn  she  is  bound  to  educate  them.  Whatever  this  town  is 
worth  more  than  it  was  when  the  red  man  possessed  it  has  been  made 
by  the  superior  intelligence  of  the  white  race.  It  was  first  purchased 
for  $15,  its  assessed  value  is  now  nearly  half  a  million. 

School  tax  should  be  increased. — We  should  tax  ourselves  more  to 
retain  well-tried  and  faithful  teacners.  We  have  heretofore  collected 
for  school  purposes  the  smallest  fraction  the  law  would  allow,  viz* 
three-tenths  of  a  mill  on  the  dollar.  The  last  Legislature  increased 
the  tax  to  four-tenths  of  a  mill,  but  this  is  by  no  means  enough. 

School  taxes  in  other  States. — The  State  of  Wisconsin  taxes  her 
citizens  six  mills  on  the  dollar  for  common  school  purposes — only 
two  mills  less  than  our  entire  tax.  Minnesota  has  set  apart  one- 
eighteenth  of  her  entire  domain  for  free  schools,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  her  School  Fund  will  be  worth 
the  magnificent  sum  of  $12,600,000.  Maryland  taxes  her  property 
two  mills  on  the  dollar  for  free  schools.  Let  us  consider  that  68  out 
of  every  100  of  our  people  are  educated  almost  entirely  in  our  com- 
mon   schools.     The   fathers   and   mothers,  the  workers  and  voters, 
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receive  their  training  here.  A  few  may  enjoy  the  higher  privileges  of 
Yale,  and  Trinity,  and  Wesleyan  University.  But  they  are  not  the 
children  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.  If  we  would  break  down  and 
utterly  abolish  the  brazen  wall  of  caste,  we  must  educate  all  our  chil- 
dren,— must  make  education  absolutely  a  free  heritage  to  all. 

Naugatuck — Dr.  Franklin  B.  Tuttle,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

We  have  adopted  the  new  school  law. 

New  Britain. — Dr.  B.  N.  Comings,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Teachers  retained  and  promoted. — There  have  been  fewer  changes 
of  teachers  and  better  schools  than  usual.  Two  teachers  in  the  first 
district  have  been  promoted  from  a  lower  to  a  higher  grade,  and  have 
proved  themselves  fully  competent  for  their  new  positions.*  When- 
ever practicable,  such  promotions  to  fill  vacancies  will  prove, of  great 
value  in  giving  permanence  and  system  to  the  organization  of  our 
schools,  and  in  stimulating  the  teachers  of  the  lower  grade  to  greater 
faithfulness. 

High  School. — The  High  School  merits  special  praise,  and  is  worthy 
of  more  liberal  patronage  than  it  has  received.  The  number  of 
pupils  who  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages  is  out  of  proportion  to 
those  who  attend  the  lower  grades,  being  less  than  half  the  number  in 
the  Grammar  School.  The  course  of  study,  the  teaching,  and  the 
discipline  are  not  below  the  average  of  our  best  academies  and  high 
schools  in  this  or  the  neighboring  States. 

New  Canaan. — John  Lyell,  Acting  School  Visitor. 
This  town  has  adopted  the  new  school  law,  and  has  constituted  itself 
a  union  school  district. 

New  Fairfield. — Hendrick  H.  Wildman,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Inferior  Schools. — The  schools  of  this  town,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  have 
not  done  as  well  the  past  year  as  heretofore,  and  the  money  paid  to 
two  or  three  of  the  teachers  has  been  worse  than  thrown  away.  This 
is  owing,  in  part,  to  the  idea  which  most  of  the  committees  have  that 
almost  anything  will  do  for  small  children,  and  in  part  to  the  fact  that 
they  employ  "  new  beginners,"  and  those  having  no  better  recom- 
mendation than  cheapness.  But  it  may  be  said  that  the  examining 
committee  ought  not  to  accept  of  those  who  are  not  qualified.  If  literary 
attainments,  or  "  book-knowledge,"  were  the  only  qualification  requisite 
for  a  good  teacher,  the  examining  committee  could  easily  determine  the 
question  of  qualification ;  but  it  is  hard  to  determine  in  an  examina- 
tion of  a  few  hours,  the  amount  of  tact  to  simplify,  of  energy, 
thoroughness,  self-control,  knowledge  of  human  nature,  meekness, 
firmness  and  knowledge  of  the  power  of  example  which  the  candidate 
has.  Yet  all  these  are  important  qualifications  for  a  teacher,  and  to 
these  I  will  add  another — a  love  for  the  work  in  which  they  are 
engaged. 

If  the  teachers  of  all  the  schools  in  town  would  meet  once  a  week, 
or  at  least  once  in  two  weeks,  at  the  most  convenient  place  for  all, 
Saturday  afternoon,  or  some  evening,  (and  it  would  be  a  good  plan  to 
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secure  the  attendance  of  the  Acting  Visitors,)  to  exchange  notes, 
discuss  the  best  modes  of  teaching,  and  show  the  stumbling  blocks  in 
their  path  that  others  might  tell  them  how  to  remove  them ;  or,  in 
other  words,  if  they  would  meet  to  advise,  assist,  and  encourage  each 
other,  I  believe  all  the  schools  would  be  benefited  by  it.  Or  if  they 
wo'uld  exchange  visits  with  each  other,  and  remain  in  one  another's 
schools  through  the  day  for  observation,  the  result,  I  think  would  be 
beneficial.  One  term  I  took  the  responsibility  of  requesting  the 
teachers  to  spend  at  least  one  day  in  some  other  school  than  their  own, 
allowing  them  also,  if  they  chose,  to  charge  their  time  to  the  district, 
but  no  teacher  complied. 

New  Hartford. — Rev.  Edwin  Hall,  Jr.,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Singing  in  Schools. — We  would  recommend  that  among  the  quali- 
fications sought  for  in  the  teachers  hereafter  engaged  the  ability 
to  sing  be  regarded  as  eminently  desirable.  It  is  a  very  interesting 
fact  that  the  cheering  and  enlivening  influence  of  singing  very 
materially  assists  in  pursuing  the  ordinary  studies  of  the  school  with 
interest  and  alacrity.  It  rests  the  weary  brain,  and  quickens  the 
occasionally  drowsy  perceptions.  It  is  also  eminently  fitted  to  promote 
a  calm  and  docile  temper,  as  well  as  refined  feelings  and  manners. 

Fair  Haven. — C.  S.  Bushnell,  Acting  Visitor. 

I  doubt  if  the  Governor  of  the  State,  in  time  of  peace,  could  do  a 
greater  service  to  the  State  than  by  visiting  the  public  schools,  and 
thus  encouraging  the  friends  of  education  by  showing  a  personal  in- 
terest in  the  work.  All  that  is  necessary  is  to  make  the  public  think 
how  important  it  is  that  the  public  schools  be  well  sustained.  They 
will  then  see  that  it  is  done. 

New  London. — Rev.  S.  B.  Grant,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Improvement. — It  is  pleasant  to  observe  there  is  a  manifest  im- 
provement in  nearly  all  the  schools  in  the  town.  They  are  becoming 
better  graded,  and  more  thoroughly  classified.  The  instruction  is 
more  thorough,  and  the  attainments  of  the  pupils  more  clear  and 
ample.  The  Principals  are  judicious  and  experienced  teachers,  and 
nearly  all  the  other  teachers  are  experienced  and  efficient  instructors. 

Change  of  teachers  deprecated. — It  should  be  the  care  of  the  dis- 
tricts to  change  teachers  as  infrequently  as  possible,  for  the  interest 
of  the  schools  will  be  best  secured  by  employing  and  retaining  the 
best  teachers.  The  time  has  come  when  a  better  compensation  must 
be  given.  In  the  selection  of  teachers,  as  in  the  purchase  of  mer- 
chandise, the  cheapest  is  seldom  the  best.  In  the  compensation  of 
teachers  districts  often  exhibit  a  mean  parsimony.  Experience  and 
ability  in  every  position,  command  a  good  price.  The  incompetent 
are  always  cheap  and  worthless. 

Primary  departments. — Too  much  attention  cannot  be  given  to  the 
primary  departments.  We  cannot  too  highly  estimate  the  importance 
of  the  first  few  months  or  years  of  the  period  of  a  child's  education. 
Since  the  first  impressions  of  childhood  are  so  vivid  and  lasting,  every- 
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thing  connected  with  the  school  and  the  school-room  should  be  pleasant, 
and  should  tend  to  quicken  and  call  forth  the  latent  powers  of  the 
mind.  ^ 

Should  have  the  best  teachers. — And  since  direction  to  the  young 
mind,  as  to  the  young  tree  or  twig  is  so  easily  given,  the  very  best 
teachers  should  be  provided,  the  importance  of  this  period  cannot  be 
over  estimated.  In  nearly  all  the  districts  more  convenient  and  taste- 
ful school  room  furniture  should  be  provided  for  the  primary  depart- 
ments. 

Vocal  music. — We  recommend  to  all  the  districts  the  importance 
of  making  provision  for  giving  instruction  in  vocal  music.  All  the 
pupils  might  learn  the  theory  and  practice  of  it  at  a  trivial  expense. 
What  is  now  done  by  the  teachers,  or  by  a  small  contribution  of  the 
pupils,  to  procure  a  temporary  teacher  is  entirely  insufficient  to  give 
adequate  instruction  in  so  important  an  accomplishment. 

Bringing  the  schools  together. — The  board  of  school  visitors  are 
now  instituting  a  series  of  exercices  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the 
several  schools  together  to  compare  their  attainments,  and  to  awaken 
a  spirit  of  healthful  emulation. 

Parents'  duties. — The  parent  is  the  natural  teacher,  as  well  as  guar- 
dian of  the  child.  The  state  assumes  its  education  in  so  far  as  the 
parent  entrusts  to  it  the  responsibility,  or  is  unable  to  do  it  himself. 
Whatever  may  be  the  responsibility  assumed  by  the  state,  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  children  of  the  state,  the  duty  of  the  parent  is  not 
thereby  discharged.  Every  parent  ought  to  avail  himself  of  every 
advantage  offered  by  the  state  for  the  education  of  his  child.  We 
should  see  to  it  that  his  child  regularly  attends  school,  and  is  furnished 
with  all  needful  books.  Then  the  parent  ought  to  visit  the  school 
frequently,  and  thus  show  an  interest  in  the  progress  of  his  child,  and 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  school.  Here  is  a  palpable  neglect.  If 
a  man  were  having  a  ship  built  for  himself,  he  would  frequently  visit 
it  and  make  suggestions  concerning  the  work.  He  would  exhibit  a 
deep  interest  in  its  completion.  But  perhaps  the  same  man  may 
have  a  boy  at  school  who  is  preparing  to  commence  the  voyage  of 
life,  in  whom  he  shows  no  manner  of  interest.  If  the  parent  will 
•  visit  occasionally  the  school  where  his  child  is  taught,  he  will  enkin- 
dle new  enthusiasm  in  the  mind  qf  his  child,  ancP^ery  much'  encour- 
age the  teacher  in  his  arduous  work. 

North  Branford. — Charles  Pape,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Some  of  those  who  have  children  to  be  educated,  in  their  desire 
for  good  schools  are  willing  to  pay  the  salaries  which  good  teachers 
command,  others  demand  good  schools  from  cheap  teachers,  desirous 
of  securing  proper  instruction  for  their  children  in  such  a  way  as  to 
avoid  heavy  school  bills ;  which  is  all  right  enough  if  it  is  not  carried 
so  far  as  to  lose  the  services  of  some  good  teachers  because  of  the  re- 
fusal of  the  district  to  offer  the  wages  which  can  be '  obtained  in 
another  situation. 

The  same  division  into  two  classes  is  apparent  among  those  who 
determine  by  their  votes  the  condition  of  the  school  buildings.     Some 
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are  desirous  of  the  immediate  erection  of  new  school  houses,  others 
think  the  present  edifices  are  good  enough ;  unable  to  understand  the 
unwarrantable  pride  which  causes  the  young  American  of  to-day  to 
wish  for  better  school  accommodations  than  were  provided  for  their 
fathers  and  grandfathers. 

New  Milford. — Cyrus  A.  Todd,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Irregular  attendance. — Irregular  attendance  is  more  destructive  to 
the  progress  of  our  schools  than  all  other  obstacles  combined.  It 
disarranges  the  classes,  unnecessarily  takes  up  the  time  of  the  teacher 
to  repeat  what  each  pupil  would  have  learned  if  present  from  day  to 
day,  causes  a  general  dislike  to  study,  and  finally  acts  as  a  brake  upon 
the  whole  school.  Should  not  legislation  provide  some  way  to  remove 
this  difficulty. 

A  suggestion  to  remedy  it. — Perhaps  a  school  police  might  be  ap- 
pointed in  each  district  at  the  annual  meeting,  whose  duty  it  should 
be  to  enforce  the  attendance  of  children  at  school,  upon  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  the  law,  on  being  notified  of  the  absent  ones  either  by 
the  teacher,  committee,  collector,  clerk,  or  treasurer  of  the  districts ; 
said  police  to  be  fined  in  case  they  do  not  fulfill  their  duty,  parents  or 
guardians  also  to  be  fined  unless  they  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  law.  When  we  can  enforce  regular  attendance,  then  give  us 
free  schools  by  a  property  tax,  and  progress  will  be  inevitable,  edu- 
cation will  pervade  the  whole  mass  of  the  people,  and  ignorance  and 
vice  will  no  longer  stalk  abroad  as  at  present. 

North  Stonington. — S.  A.  Babcock,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

General  Suggestions. — First,  More  interest  in  behalf  of  our  schools 
on  the  part  of  all,  parents,  teachers  and  citizens ;  and  that  the  im- 
mortal minds  of  children  be  considered  of  more  importance  than 
money  or  its  equivalent. 

Second,  That  only  those  well  qualified  be  allowed  to  enter  the 
school  room  as  teachers. 

Third,  Better  attendance  at  school  on  the  part  of  children. 

Fourth,  That  only  such  books  as  are  prescribed  be  allowed  in  the 
school  room.  a 

Fifth,  That  eacn  district  procure  for  its  school  a  copy  of  Webster's 
Unabridged  Dictionary. 

Sixth,  That  so  far  as  possible  all  our  schools  commence  about  the 
same  time ;  we  recommend  the  second  Monday  in  November  for  the 
opening  of  the  winter  term,  and  the  second  Monday  in  May  for  the 
opening  of  the  summer  term. 

Norwalk. — Rev.  O.  W.  Gates,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

The  new  law. — This  town  has  not  accepted  the  law  passed  by  the 
last  Legislature.  Very  few  towns  in  this  county  have  done  so.  There 
is,  we  think,  a  conviction  that  it  is  not  what  is  needed. 

There  ought  to  be  in  Norwalk  a  public  high  school  of  sufficient 
grade  to  afford  advantages  for  a  thorough  business  education,  and 
preparation  for  college.     About  three-fourths  of  all  the  pupils  of  the 
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town  could  enjoy  the  opportunities  of  such  a  school.  At  least  1,500 
of  the  2,100  scholars  enumerated  are  within  a  circle  having  for  its 
centre  some  point  in  the  borough,  and  a  diameter  of  four  miles.  This 
would  afford  educational  facilities  such  as  the  town  imperatively 
demands,  and  would  tend  to  elevate  the  scholarship  of  the  graded 
schools. 

Advantage  of  permanent  teachers. — It  is  worthy  of  notice,  and  the 
fact  ought  to  be  heeded,  that  in  the  districts  where  the  teachers  have 
been  the  most  permanent  the  per  centage  of  scholars  registered,  as 
compared  with  the  number  enumerated,  is  5  more  than  the  general 
per  centage,  (49  and  54);  and  the  per  centage  of  those  in  attendance, 
as  compared  with  the  number  registered,  is  greater  by  11  than  the 
general  per  centage  of  attendance,  (69  and  80.)  Here  is  a  practical 
argument  for  securing  the  services  of  those  who  intend  to  teach,  who 
are  well  qualified,  and  then  retaining  them  in  the  same  school.  The 
welfare  of  the  school  demands  it.  Change  is  loss  every  way.  A  new 
teacher  every  term,  and  mental  discipline  combined  with  thorough- 
ness of  training  for  the  pupils  do  not  go  together.  It  is  impossible 
that  it  should  be  so. 

Few  trained  teachers. — So  far  as  the  Acting  Visitors  have  ascer- 
tained, there  has  been  employed  in  the  schools  of  this  town  the  pas: 
year  but  one  graduate  of  a  Normal  School  as  a  teacher.  We  mention 
this  fact  with  regret.  We  have  some  excellent  teachers.  tProbably 
their  superiors  cannot  be  found  anywhere.  Study  and  experience 
have  made  them  what  they  are.  *  *  *  Why  will  not  parents 
insist  upon  suitable  qualifications  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  to 
train  the  intellect,  mould  the  characters,  and  impress  the^oulsof  their 
children,  as  well  as  that  those  who  shoe  their  horses,  cut  their  gar- 
ments, regulate  their  watches,  should  know  how  to  do  what  they 
undertake  to  do?  Let  it  be  known  that  parents  in  Norwalk  want 
trained  teachers  for  their  children — or  none ;  that  they  have  school 
houses  and  money  for  such  only,  and  they  can  have  them.  The 
demand  will  create  the  supply. 

No  Public  Library. — It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  with  all  its  wealth 
and  culture  and  quickened  enterprise,  Nowalk  has  no  public  library. 
What  man  with  money  in  abundance  will  now,,  with  open-handed 
beneficence,  honor  himself,  serve  the  rising  generation,  and  build  a 
worthy  monument  to  his  own  name  by  founding  a  valuable  public 
library  for  Norwalk,  and  thus  become  the  Parker,  the  Peabody,  the 
Cooper,  or  the  Vassar  of  this  town  ? 

Norwich. — Central  District,  J.  L.  Denison,  Secretary  of  Board 
of  Education. 

Truancy. — The  matter  of  truancy  is  somewhat  corrected,  but  needs 
constant  attention.  Our  street  schools  charge  much  the  highest 
tuition,  though  society  may  not  pay  the  bills  till  the  pupils  arrive  at 
manhood. 

Old  Saybrook. — Rev.  S.  M'Call,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

In  most  cases  the  teachers  have  had  a  discouraging  task,  many  of 
the  more  proficient  pupils  being  withdrawn  to  attend  private  schools. 
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A  falling  off. — In  looking  over  a  period  of  years,  we  can  hardly 
resist  the  conviction  that  the  character  and  attainments  of  our  schools 
have  not  been  advanced,  on  the  whole,  but  have  rather  fallen  off.  This 
result  is  due,  we  think,  to  a  general  indifference  rather  than  to  any 
special  disabling  causes.  There  is  much  occasion  for  the  manifestation 
of  greater  interest  in  our  schools,  not  only  on  the  part  of  parents  and 
guardians,  but  also  of  the  citizens  generally.  They  will  not  thrive 
without  generous  and  watchful  care. 

A  Remedy. — We  respectfully  suggest  that  one  of  the  readiest 
and  most  effective  means  for  reviving  a  proper  interest  in  them 
is  a  general  attendance  of  the  business  meetings  of  the  several 
districts.  Teachers  and  pupils  could  hardly  fail  to  receive  a  health- 
ful impulse  from  such  an  exhibition  of  general  interest  in  their 
work  and  welfare.  If  all  the  citizens  in  a  district  would  thus  make  it 
known  that  they  wish  and  expect  that  something  will  be  done  answer- 
able to  the  time  and  means  employed,  there  would  be  good  hope  of  a 
speedy  and  marked  improvement. 

Oxford. — Dr.  Lewis  Barnes,  Chairman  of  Board  of  Visitors. 

The  cause  of  popular  education  always  commends  itself,  including 
as  it  does  not  only  our  pecuniary,  but  our  social,  moral,  and  Christian 
growth.  The  question  with  ourselves  to-day  is,  "  How  do  we  regard 
it  ?"  It  must  be  confessed  that  most  of  our  citizens  regard  it  with 
shocking  indifference,  or  as  a  subject  easily  evaded,  and,  pauper-like, 
buried  from  thought  at  least  expense.  The  time  was,  in  the  memory 
of  many  of  dtar  citizens,  when  the  schools  were  well  cared  for;  teachers 
of  ability  were  sought  and  paid,  while  scholars — men  of  culture  and 
refinement — grew  up  around  us,  who  now  grace  this  age  and  genera- 
tion. But  the  tide  has  turned,  and  little  is  now  done  for  our  schools. 
The  reasons  are  obvious.  In  nearly  all  our  schools  are  very  few 
pupils,  and  these  not  always  from  the  richer  class  ;  many  are  too  poor 
to  pay  and  too  proud  to  beg  an  education  from  the  town.  The  cost 
of  living  puts  a  good  teacher  out  of  question,  unless  some  one  is  found 
to  stoop  with  pity,  and  to  accept  the  pittance  doled  out  with  a  sparing 
hand.  Nor  are  our  men  of  means  willing  to  be  taxed  for  schools. 
They  say,  "  Let  every  man  educate  his  own ;  I'm  not  going  to  be 
taxed  to  educate  any  one."  Such  men,  unthinkingly,  are  helping  to 
erect  barriers  of  ignorance  and  vice,  and  entailing  a  curse  on  their 
property  and  posterity,  for  already  we  see  among  us  young  men  of 
sufficient  natural  ability  to  rank  well  with  mankind,  who  for  a  lack  of 
a  proper  mental  and  moral  training  in  efficient  schools,  are  fast 
sinking  in  the  depths  of  depravity,  and  eventually  bound,  through 
the  alms  house  and  the  prison,  to  obtain  the  care  and  money  once 
denied  them  for  securing  an  education.  The  fewness  of  number,  and 
the  consequently  increased  expense  to  each  scholar,  has  induced  a 
parsimonious  spirit  in  some  districts,  which  extends  so  far  that  com- 
mittees are  selected,  not  because  they  are  capable  and  liberal-minded 
men,  who  desire  the  best  school,  taught  in  the  best  manner,  but  simply 
for  their  well  known  desire  and  ability  to  curtail  expense — satisfied 
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the  school  is  taught  by  some  one,  and  caring  little  how.  The  cure 
for  this  is  to  make  our  schools  free  by  adopting  the  law  proposed  by 
the  last  Legislature,  or  by  levying  a  sufficient  tax  which  shall  be 
equally  distributed  among  the  several  districts,  and  thus,  by  placing 
the  weak  schools   upon  an  ample  footing,  making  them  virtually  free. 

Things  that  are  most  prized  in  this  world  generally  cost  the  most, 
and  this  is  true  of  schools.  When  our  farmers  can  be  convinced  that 
the  value  of  their  acres  will  increase  proportionately  as  the  standard 
of  education  advances,  then  sufficient  means  will  readily  be  voted  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  good  schools. 

Some  few  in  every  district  are  always  alive  to  the  importance  of 
good  schools,  but  too  frequently  the  majority  oppose  their  well  directed 
efforts.  It  might  awaken  interest  to  have  an  annual  sum  voted  by  the 
town,  to  be  expended  in  premiums  for  good  scholarship,  and  to  have 
three  prizes  competed  for  at  a  public  examination,  or  before  a  board 
appointed  for  the  purpose. 

Pomfret. — Rev.  George  H.  Morss,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Standard  of  Education  too  low. — It  is  easy  to  see  that  at  such  low 
wages  as  many  of  the  districts  are  accustomed  to  offer  their  teachers, 
the  best  talent  cannot  be  employed  for  our  schools,  and  our  standard  of 
education  must  ever  remain  very  low.  The  Board  of  School  Visitors 
were  disposed  to  raise  the  standard  for  qualifications  for  teachers  of 
our  schools,  but  they  find  themselves  at  once  hindered  in  their  efforts 
bj  the  district  committees,  who  are  disposed  to  hire  the  teachers  that 
they  can  obtain  for  the  least  money,  without  regard  to  qualifications. 

Cause  of  the  Evil. — And  when  teachers  are  hired  at  $1.50  or  $2 
per  week,  the  Board  cannot  do  otherwise  than  issue  a  certificate  to 
such  persons  as  pass  a  proper  examination  in  the  common  English 
branches,  without  regard  to  the  proper  qualifications  of  a  teacher. 
Such  examinations  as  are  required  by  law  many  of  the  members  of 
our  district  schools  would  be  able  creditable  to  pass,  who  would  not  in 
other  respects  be  qualified  to  take  charge  of  our  schools.  A  higher 
appreciation  of  the  wants,  of  the  children  in  these  schools  is  needed 
on  the  part  of  parents  and  residents  of  districts,  in  order  to  bring  the 
schools  up  to  the  proper  standard. 

Remedy.— The  best  men  in  the  district,  those  most  interested  in 
education,  should  be  chosen  as  district  committee,  and  they  should  be 
instructed  to  hire  the  best  teachers  that  they  can  obtain  for  both  winter 
and  summer  schools.  And  if  the  funds  of  the  State  and  town  are  not 
sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses,  then  the  district  should  cheerfully 
consent  to  be  taxed.  Were  this  course  pursued,  our  schools  would 
compare  favorably  with  the  best  city  schools  of  this  or  any  other 
State.  There  is  need  of  a  deeper  interest  in  the  matter  of  education 
in  all  parts  of  the  town,  and  to  effect  this  the  town  could  not  do  better 
than  to  appropriate  a  certain  sum  which  should  secure  lectures  from 
some  of  our  popular  educators,  to  be  given  during  the  coming  winter 
in  every  district  in  the  town. 
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Preston. — Alex.  Yerington,  Asahel  Lamar  and  James  A.  Cook, 
Acting  School  Visitors. 

Government  of  Schools. — It  seems  the  principal  aim  of  some 
teachers  to  manage  so  as  to  give  no  offense  to  children  under  their 
charge,  and  by  so  doing  they  suppose  they  will  not  fail  of  receiving 
the  approbation  of  parents.  The  time  was  when  parents-  seemed  to 
consider  it  their  duty,  and  the  duty  of  teachers,  to  govern  their  chil- 
dren, but  now  in  some  cases  it  is  different.  To  give  satisfaction  the 
teacher  has  only  to  please  the  child,  and  he  may  sail  on  as  quietly,  and 
with  as  little  fear,  as  if  he  were  upon  an  ocean  whose  surface  was 
never  disturbed  by  a  storm.  If  we  take  the  position  that  man  in  his 
natural  state  is  more  inclined  to  good  than  evil,  this  course  may  be  to 
some  extent  justifiable ;  but  if  the  opposite  be  true,  if  "  the  natural 
tendency  of  the  human  family  is  downward,"  then  there  is  evidently 
a  work  of  correction  as  well  as  of  instruction,  which  every  faithful, 
conscientious  teacher  will  make  an  effort  to  perform,  even  it  it  should 
not  be  entirely  pleasing  at  all  times  to  those  under  his  charge.  Every 
intelligent  and  thoughtful  parent  knows  full  well  that  no  faithful  teacher 
can  avoid  coming  in  contact  with  the  malicious  disposition  of  scholars. 
It  is  necessary  in  every  school  that  there  be  established  rules  and  re- 
quirements,— rules  that  should  be  strictly  obeyed,  and  requirements  that 
should  be  complied  with.  Children  have  obligations  resting  upon 
them  which  they  should  early  learn  to  regard,  and  whatever  duty  may 
devolve  upon  them  should  be  performed,  whether  pleasing  or  displeas- 
ing. 

Putnam. — Eev.  George  J.  Tillotson,  Acting  Visitor. 

Factory  children  not  in  school. — The  most  deplorable  fact  connected 
with  the  educational  interests  of  this  growing  village  is  that  so  many 
of  the  young,  who  ought  to  be  in  school,  are  employed  in  our  cotton 
and  woolen  mills  for  the  benefit  of  their  parents.  This  is  especially 
true  of  the  Canadian-French  families,  and  to  a  considerable  extent  of 
the  Irish  and  English  families. 

The  law  disregarded. — The  law  requiring  at  least  three  months' 
schooling  in  the  course  of  the  year  is  lamentably  disregarded  by  the 
agents  of  our  manufacturing  establishments.  In  the  north  district  of 
the  village,  within  which  are  most  of  the  French  families,  the  enumer- 
ation was  389,  and  the  number  registered  in  winter  163,  in  summer 
150  ;  that  is,  only  about  three-sevenths  of  those  of  suitable  age  in  the 
winter,  and  less  than  that  in  the  summer.  The  French  are,  however, 
availing  themselves  of  our  school  privileges  more  than  formerly,  and 
we  are  hoping  for  more  progress  in  this  direction  the  coming  winter. 

A  modification  of  the  law  suggested. — The  penalty  of  the  law  on 
this  subject  is  now  held  only  over  the  employer  of  the  young.  If 
there  were  inserted  in  the  law  a  penalty  of  5,  8,  or  10  dollars  on  the 
parent  who  should  violate  it,  I  am  confident  it  would  do  great  good  in 
this  town.  Our  foreign  population  stand  in  fear  of  the  penalties  of 
Yankee  laws.  The  threat  of  enforcing  this  law,  if  modified  as  pro- 
posed, would  prevent  some  parents  from  violating  it.  Let  the  Legis- 
lature give  us  this  improved  instrument  of  promoting  the  educational 
interests  of  the  State,  and  mark  the  results. 
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Redding. — 0.  P.  Shaw,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Increased  regularity  of  attendance. — In  our  last  report  we  alluded 
to  irregular  attendance  as  a  great  obstacle  to  progress.  In  this  respect 
there  has  been  a  change  for  the  better. 

Causes  of  this. — We  think  this  is  owing  in  a  measure  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  law  requiring  a  fixed  state  of  tuition,  instead  of  the  old 
method  of  making  out  the  bills  according  to  the  number  of  days 
attended,  but  more  especially  to  the  fact  that  we  have  had  a  better 
class  of  teachers. 

Small  districts  too  poor. — There  is  one  hindrance  to  the  prosperity 
of  our  schools,  especially  in  the  smaller  districts,  which  remains  to  be 
remedied,  and  that  is  the  lack  of  ability  to  pay  their  current  expenses. 

The  new  law  adopted. — The  friends  of  common  sohools  in  this 
town,  thinking  this  evil  might  be  remedied  by  the  adoption  of  the  law 
proposed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  for  consolidating  the 
•  districts  of  a  town  into  a  union  district,  rallied  in  strong  force  and 
adopted  ;  but  owing  to  some  informality  the  committee  elected  under 
the  provisions  of  that  law  refused  to  act.  In  this  emergency  we 
recommended  that  the  districts  go  on  under  the  old  law,  looking  to 
the  next  Legislature  to  ratify  their  action.  We  regard  the  new  law 
as  an  excellent  one  in  principle,  but  so  long  as  the  towns  have  their 
option  to  adopt  it  or  not,  it  will  be  of  no  practical  benefit. 

Increased  taxation. — By  the  recommendation  of  the  School  Visitors 
the  town  at  its  last  annual  meeting  laid  a  tax  of  six-tenths  of  a  mill 
for  the  support  of  schools.  This  we  regard  as  one  step  in  the  right 
direction,  and  we  hope,  at  no  distant  day,  to  bring  about  the  free  school 
system  in  this  town. 

Ridgefield. — B.  K.  Northup,  Acting  School  Visi»r. 

I  am  sorry  to  record  the  dereliction  of  some  districts  in  the  prompt 
payment  of  teachers  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  close  of  their 
engagements. 

Parental  indifference. — I  have  been  saddened  at  times  in  my  tour  of 
visitation  by  the  thought  of  the  neglect  and  indifference  of  those  who 
are  most  directly  and  intimately  concerned  in  the  elevation  of  our 
common  schools  to  their  position  in  the  public  regard.  This  phase  of 
the  subject  is  yearly  brought  before  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  jet 
indifference  and  lukewarmness  continue  as  heretofore.  The  district 
committees  have  in  a  few  instances  visited  the  schools ;  or  rather,  to 
express  the  act  by  the  proper  word,  they  have  called,  their  stay  being 
very  short ;  while  the  number  and  frequency  of  the  visits,  or  even 
calls,  of  others  who  are,  or  should  be,  interested  in  the  schools  may  be 
compared  to  angels'  visits. 

Cause  of  small  attainments. — The  attainments  of  scholars  in  our 
schools  are  far  below  what  they  should  be,  and  under  the  present 
system  must  remain  so.  What  can  even  the  best  teacher  accomplish 
in  100  days  (for  that  is  about  the  time  allotted  to  a  teacher  in  one 
school)  in  classifying  and  laying  deep  and  broad  foundations  upon 
which  to  build  a  thorough  and  practical  education  ?  Common  sense 
returns  answer,  "  Precious  little."     Under  such  auspices  thoroughness 
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cannot  be  attained,  and  without  it  persons  are  at  a  loss,  and  without 
confidence  in  themselves,  from  the  defects  of  early  training.  How 
many  of  our  district  committees,  if  they  themselves  should  write  an 
ordinary  notice  for  a  school  meeting,  could  do  it  without  exhibiting 
gross  ignorance  in  construction  or  spelling,  or  both  ?  What  propor- 
tion of  our  legal  voters  could  acccurately  compute  the  interest  on  a 
note  with  several  indorsements  thereon  ?  To  ask  such  questions  as 
these  is  to  anticipate  the  answer,  which  is  humiliating  in  view  of  the 
advantages  which  are  open  to  all,  and  which  might  be  made  avaailable 
for  a  more  perfect  preparation  for  the  active  and  common  duties 
of  life. 

If  as  much  interest  were  shown  in  the  noble  work  of  education  as 
in  matters  of 'questionable  morality,  if  not  of  immoral  tendency,  we 
should  take  courage,  and  look  with  eager  eye  to  catch  a  glimpse  of 
the  glorious  and  happy  day  which  such  interest  would  usher  in. 
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Rocky  Hill. — A.  D.  Griswold,  and  T.  A.  Arnold,  Acting  School

Conservatism. — We  find  that  to  be  acting  visitors  under  our  present 
system  of  districts  is  to  assume  a  thankless  task,  because  the  parents 
take  no  interest  in  the  schools,  but  reason,  "as  we  were  taught,  so 
must  our  children  be."  They  would  have  them  use  the  same  books 
if  that  were  possible. 

Delinquent  committees. — The  district  committees  take  no  interest  in 
assisting  the  visitors,  and  would  have  lost  the  public  money  had  not 
the  acting  visitor  spent  his  own  time  and  money  going  round  and 
picking  up  reports.  We  wish  a  law  might  be  passed  by  the  legisla- 
ture compelliua  committees  to  hand  in  their  reports. 

Roxbury. — Minott  L.  Beardsley,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Increase  of  parental  interest. — Since  the  close  of  our  great  civil 
contest  there  has  been  on  the  part  of  parents  a  disposition  to  give 
our  schools  a  small  share  of  attention.  In  many  of  the  schools  first 
class  teachers  have  been  employed,  regardless  of  expense. 

Consequent  improvement. — The  result  of  this  action  has  been  ap- 
parent to  the  most  casual  observer  in  the  regular  attendance  of  pupils, 
and  in  their  respectful  demeanor  while  upon  the  play  ground,  or  in 
going  to  or  returning  from  school.  In  one  district  where  for  several 
years  certain  local  prejudices  have  tended  to  hinder  the  efficiency  of 
the  school,  or  to  destroy  its  harmony,  a  school  of  high  order  has  been 
maintained,  much  of  this  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  right  man  for  dis- 
trict committee. 

Good  men  appointed  committees. — In  several  instances  districts 
have  selected  for  committees  practical  men,  who  have  been  teachers 
in  the  past,  or  whose  interest  in  the  education  of  the  rising  generation 
will  never  for  one  moment  be  permitted  to  abate.  It  is  high  time 
that  that  relic  of  the  past,  'rotation  in  office,'  by  which  every  man  in 
a  school  district  in  turn  becomes  committee,  and  makes  provision  for 
the  wants  of  his  district,  be  discarded  forever.  For  we  hold  that  if 
not  one  man  in  a  hundred  is  competent  to  command  a  steamship,  or 
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to  run  an  engine,  not  one  in  fifty  is  competent  to  run   an  educational 
machine. 

Consolidation  impracticable. — It  is  impossible  for  this  town,  with  a 
population  of  less  than  a  thousand  scattered  over  twenty-seven  square 
miles  of  territory,  to  consolidate  the  schools.  "With  us  no  other  than 
the  "mixed"  system  seems  practicable,  and  it  is  not  unusual  to  find 
in  the  same  schools  pupils  of  all  grades  from  the  A*.  B.  C,  beginner 
to  the  class  in  Natural  Philosophy  or  Algebra.  The  disadvantages 
of  this  system  are  apparent  to  all,  but  with  our  scattered  population 
the  remedy  is  not  so  easily  found,  for  many  suggestions  which  appear 
correct  in  theory  can  never,  with  us,  be  put  in  practice. 

Salisbury. — Rev.  J.  A.  Wainwright,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

The  acting  visitor  has  endeavored  to  make  the  people  ashamed  by 
showing  them  at  the  annual  town  meeting  that  in  the  matter  of  public 
schools  they  stand  among  the  lowest  of  all  the  towns  in  the  State. 

New  school  law  accepted. — The  town  has  accepted  the  recent  law 
in  relation  to  education,  and  has  chosen  eighteen  men  for  the  union 
school  committee.  We  have  organized,  and  every  thing  bids  fair  for 
an  improvement  in  our  school  matters. 

Saybroo'k. — J.  H.  Mather,  Chairman  of  Board  of  Visitors. 

Parental  interest  essential  to  advancement. — We  submit  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education  our  belief  that  comparatively  little  can  be  done 
for  the  advancement  of  public  education  independently  of  the  aid  of 
parents ;  whereas  through  their  aid,  encouragement,  and  special  at- 
tention to  their  children's  school  duties  more  than  double  the  amount 
of  instruction  will  be  obtained. 

Parents  should  also  take  a  deeper  interest  in  the  school-room, 
whereby  faultfinding  and  gossip  would  be  annihilated,  and  good  will 
between  teachers,  children,  and  parents  would  be  the  result. 

A  penalty  suggested. — Can  anything  in  the  way  of  improvement 
be  made  by  means  of  penalties,  as  for  instance  witholding  public 
money  from  these  schools  which  are  not  visited  by  parents  and  patrons 
of  the  schools  twice  during  each  term,  and  once  at  the  call  of  the 
school  visitors  at  the  examinations  during  the  winter  term. 

SouTHiNGTOx.-^-Rev.  E.  C.  Jones,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Spelling. — The  effort  made  last  year,  by  the  offering  of  prizes,  to 
improve  some  of  the  scholars  in  the  art  of  spelling,  appears  to  have 
given  a  new  impulse  to  that  important  branch  of  education  through- 
out the  town,  and  the  result  is  propitious  though  not  complete. 

Singing  and  Calisthenics. — Singing  and  Calisthenics  constitute  a 
very  pleasing  and  profitable  division  in  many  of  the  schools,  and  it 
is  deemed  highly  desirable  that  vocal  music  should  be  daily  practiced 
in  all.  It  seems  to  enliven  and  refine  the  spirits,  to  interrupt  the  dull- 
ness and  uneasiness  which  are  so  apt  to  haunt  the  school-room,  and 
sometimes  to  bring  order  out  of  confusion. 

Youngest  children  need  wisest  teachers. — As  a  general  rule  the 
youngest  children  should  have  the  oldest  and  wisest  teachers,  both  be- 
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cause  they  need  more  of  a  matronly  care  and  discipline  than  older 
children,  and  because  their  educational  manners  and  habits  are  chiefly 
formed  before  the  age  of  ten  years,  and  some  say  before  the  age  of 
seven.  Slovenly  habits  of  reading  and  deportment,  for  instance,  in 
this  early  period  usually  prove  to  be  incurable  afterwards.  The  not 
uncommon  idea  that  almost  any  one  is  capable  of  taking  charge  of 
the  primary  department,  is  believed  to  be  a  very  great  mistake.  It 
is,  in  many  respects,  by  far  the  most  difficult,  and  needs  the  most  dis- 
creet, selfpossessed  and  patient  skill. 

Meetings  of  Teachers,  Committees  and  Visitors. — It  is  further 
recommended  that  hereafter  the  several  teachers  and  district  com- 
mittees meet  wiih  the  Board  of  Visitors,  and  spend  one  or  more 
evenings  together  in  the  course  of  the  season,  in  exchanging  and  com- 
paring views,  and  in  discussing  points  of  interest  and  improvement  in 
the  mode  of  conducting  schools. 

Continuance  of  Committees  recommended. — And  it  would  be  well 
if  a  competent  committee  could  be  continued  in  each  district  for  a 
succession  of  years,  receiving  a  suitable  compensation  for  his  services, 
as  his  acquired  experience  would  thus  be  worth  far  more  to  the  school 
than  its  cost.  The  practice  of  forcing  the  office  upon  any  one  who 
can  be  made  to  take  it,  whether  he  feels  qualified  or  not,  seems  to 
work  badly. 

Advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  new  law  proposing  the  con- 
solidation of  districts. 

Advantages. — The  advantages  seem  to  be : 

1.  That  a  Board  of  Education  selected  from  the  whole  town,  may 
be  supposed  to  be  more  competent  to  provide  and  manage  for  the 
schools  than  the  several  districts  themselves. 

2.  That  the  present  mode  of  depending  upon  district  committees, 
witli  all  its  objections  and  difficulties,  would  be  set  aside. 

3.  That  district  taxes  and  tuition  bills,  with  all  the  vexatious  uncer- 
tainty and  trouble  of  collecting  them,  would  also  cease. 

4.  That  the  whole  property  of  the  town  would  be  taxable  for  the 
support  of  schools,  whereas,  in  many  districts,  the  burden,  beyond  a 
limited  amount,  is  at  present  laid  chiefly  or  entirely  upon  those  who 
have  children  to  be  placed  in  the  schools. 

Disadvantages. — On  the  other  hand,  the  disadvantages  which  sug- 
gest themselves,  are  such  as  these : 

1.  That  it  might  be  extremely  difficult  to  select  the  number  of  com- 
petent men  to  constitute  this  district  union  committee,  Afho  would  be 
willing,  for  the  compensation  offered,  to  assume  the  onerous  duties 
and  responsibilities  involved  in  the  office. 

2.  That  it  would  be  next  to  impossible  for  such  a  committee  to 
satisfy  the  several  districts  in  the  assignment  of  teachers,  and  in  the 
appointment  of  time,  funds,  and  advantages  to  each. 

3.  That  a  serious  complaint  might  arise  on  the  part  of  those  who 
have  no  immediate  personal  interest  in  the  schools,  against  being 
equally  taxed  with  others  for  their  support. 
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Stafford. — Rev.  F.  L.  Batcheldor,  L.  S.  Spaulding,  Acting 
School  Visitors. 

Discussions  upon  the  New  Law. — We  made  an  effort  to  bring  the 
proposed  school  law.  before  our  fellow  citizens,  and  held  as  many  as 
four  different  meetings  for  the  discussion  of  the  question.  We  gained 
a  favorable  hearing,  though  not  a  large  audience  at  any  one  time  or 
place. 

Opposition. — But  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  at  which  the  ques- 
tion was  acted  upon,  there  was  a  very  strong  opposition,  led  by  one 
who  admitted  that  he  had  not  seen  the  proposed  law.  The  best  we 
could  do  was  to  secure  a  postponement  of  action  upon  it  for  one  year. 
The  opposition  came  mainly  from  the  small  districts.  A  willingness 
has  been  manifested  among  our  largest  tax  payers,  to  make  our  schools 
free,  and  on  the  whole  we  think  we  shall  make  some  progress  in  this 
direction  during  the  coming  year. 
Wants. — What  we  want : 

1.  Abler  and  more  experienced  teachers.  Our  teachers  may  have 
done  well,  but  we  wish  them  to  do  better  in  the  future,  and  also  wish 
that  they  may  continue  to  be  employed  as  teachers  when  they  shall 
have  learned  to  do  better. 

2.  More  interest  on  the  part  of  parents.  Many  of  them  do  not 
know,  and  seem  not  to  care,  whether  their  children  do  well  at  school 
or  not.  The  will  perhaps  inquire  how  their  children  like  the  teacher, 
and  be  ready  to  listen  to  any  evil  report  that  may  be  brought  by 
them,  but  they  are  not  anxious  to  secure  for  their  children  correct  de- 
portment, and  diligent  attention  to  their  studies. 

3.  More  punctual  attendance  on  the  part  of  children.  Many  child- 
ren are  frequently  absent,  and  some  almost  always  tardy. 

4.  Go-operation  between  district  committees  and  School  Visitors. — 
We  should  be  very  glad  to  meet  with  the  district  committees  early  in 
the  season,  and  mutually  give  and  receive  suggestions  as  to  the  wants 
of  the  several  schools.  Often  we  do  not  even  see  the  district  com- 
mittee till  after  his  arrangements  are  made  for  the  winter,  and  then 
we  are  expected  to  sanction  them,  it  being  too  late  to  alter,  them  for 
the  better. 

5.  Timely  and  full  reports  from  the  district  committees,  as  the  law 
requires.  The  discussion  of  the  new  school  law  has  shown  the  ex- 
istence of  an  interest  that  we  did  not  know  to  exist,  and  we  have  been 
assured  in  the  most  emphatic  terms,  that  "the  districts  knew  how  to 
manage  their  own  affairs."  We  rejoice  that  there  is  so  much  latent 
ability,  and  we  hope  that  in  future  we  may  have  the  required  reports 
in  season,  and  in  a  form  that  can  be  understood.  By  neglect  in  this 
respect,  many  of  the  districts  have  forfeited  the  public  money,  and 
they  will  fail  of  getting  it  unless  some  one  shall  beg  of  the  State  au- 
thorities for  that  which  the  districts  ought  to  be  able  to  claim  as  their 
right. 

Stamford.     Z.  B.  Nichols,  Acting  School  Visitor. 
Private  Schools  patronized. — In  the  districts  generally,  outside  of 
the  village,  there  is  but  little  interest  manifested  in  common  school 
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education.  The  wealthier  portion  of  the  inhabitants  prefer  sending 
their  children  to  private  schools,  at  an  expense  far  greater  to  them 
than  would  suffice  to  make  their  own  district  schools  "good  enough 
for  the  richest,  and  cheap  enough  for  the  poorest,"  by  taxation. 

The  optional  clause  in  the  new  law  should  tihve  been  omitted. — If 
the  Legislature  had  left  out  that  clause  in  the  law  which  leaves  it  op- 
tional with  the  towns  whether  they  would  avail  themselves  of  the 
beuefits  of  Free  Schools,  it  would  have  been  a  great  blessing  to  the 
children  of  the  State.  We  need  bold,  radical  legislation  in  regard  to 
our  common  schools.  Have  few  school  officers,  pay  them  well  for 
their  services,  and  impose  heavy  penalties  for  neglect  of  duty ;  then 
we  should  have  as  good  schools  as  they  have  in  Massachusetts,  and 
other  States. 

Private  schools. — We  have  as  many  as  fifteen  private  schools,  with 
an  aggregate  attendance  of  from  350  to  400  pupils,  at  from  So. 00  to 
S25  each  per 'quarter.  Some  of  these  teachers  are  not  half  so  effi- 
cient as  a  majority  of  our  common  school  teachers. 

Irregular  attendance. — Irregular  attendance  is  a  growing  evil. 
What  can  be  done  to  abate  this  evil  ?  Can  the  district  committees 
legally  suspend,  for  a  limited  period,  those  pupils  who  by  idleness 
and  habitual  absence,  get  behind  their  classes  ?  By  this  means  this 
practice  would  be  brought  into  disrepute,  and  let  a  thing  only  be 
made  unfashionable  and  disreputable,,  and  it  will  soon  cease  to  be. 

Stoningtox.     Rev.  S.  S.  Griswold,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Consolidation  of  districts. — This  subject  needs  to  be  kept  in  agita- 
tion until  it  can  be  seen  in  its  true  light.  Several  of  the  districts  in 
this  town  have  so  few  children,  and  these  scattered  over  so  wide  an 
extent  of  territory,  that  their  schools  are  only  an  apology  for  what  a 
school  ought  to  be.  They  employ  the  cheapest  (dearest)  teachers, 
just  to  use  up  the  public  money.  The  time  of  the  children  is  wasted, 
their  school  habits  demoralized,  and  their  proficiency,  little  or  nothing. 
And  yet  these  districts  will  not  consent  to  consolidation  until  the  Leg- 
islature makes  it  imperative.  I  believe  the  time  has  come  for  that 
power  to  assume  control. 

Evils  of  the  district  system. — Much  of  the  public  money  is  little 
better  than  squandered.  In  point  of  economy,  of  progress,  of  litera- 
ry character,  such  small  districts  would  be  very  much  the  gainers. 

Incompetent  committees. — In  consequence  of  the  low  grade  of 
schools  usually  maintained  in  the  small  districts,  not  only  the  children 
but  the  parents  are  seriously  affected,  and  hence  there  are  but  few 
adults  who  are  competent  for  efficient  committees.  They  stand  isola- 
ted from  the  more  compact  and  progressive  districts,  and  seem  to 
prefer  ignorance  to  knowledge.  The  committees  of  such  districts  are 
often  quite  illiterate,  and  do  not  know  what  constitutes  a  good  teacher 
or  a  good  school.  And  thus  things  go  on  from  year  to  year,  their 
schools  retrograding,  till  the  great  object  of  a  common  school  is  lost 
siirht  of.  The  remedy  is  doubtless  such  action  by  the  State  as  will 
compel  such  districts  to  consolidate  and  grade. 
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The  new  law. — The  new  law,  to  be  submitted  to  the  towns,  will,  I 
think,  prove  abortive.  Few  towns  will  act  upon  it,  because  no  one 
will  attend  to  it,  and  hence  things  will  go  on  as  before,  until  the  State 
takes  decisive  action,  and  requires  consolidation.  Town  committees 
would  have  many  advantages  over  district  committees.  Their  re- 
sponsibility would  be  more  properly  understood  and  felt.  Better 
teachers  would  be  employed,  the  character  of  the  schools  would  be 
much  elevated,  and  the  little  bickerings  often  arising  in  districts, 
would  be  avoided.  The  smaller  districts  would  have  schools  of  equal 
character  with  the  larger,  and  better  facilities  would  be  afforded  to  all 
to  secure  the  benefits  of  higher  education.  The  benefits  of  consoli- 
dation would  soon  be  seen  and  acknowledged  by  all. 

An  excellent  school.  The  third  district  has  a  school  second,  per- 
haps, to  no  other  in  the  State.  In  the  senior  department  all  branches 
of  English  studies  are  taught,  also  French,  German,  Latin  and 
Greek.     Young  men  can  here  become  prepared  to  enter  college. 

Teachers;  deficiency  in  governing. — The  chief  failure  in  teachers 
is  not  so  much  in  their  deficiency  of  literary  attainments  as  in  their 
maimer  of  teaching.  In  some  the  faculty  or  capability  of  governing 
is  lamentably  deficient.  It  seems  to  be  a  gift,  and  bestowed  not  with 
a  lavish  hand.  Every  year  evinces  the  importance  of  employing  as 
teachers  those  who  make  teaching  their  business. 

Stratford.     Albert  Wilcoxson,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Interest  in  schools  diminishing. — There  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  inte- 
rest on  the  part  of  parents  and  others  in  regard  to  the  condition  and 
welfare  of  the  schools,  and  the  interest  seems  to  grow  less  and  less 
from  one  year  to  another.  In  some  districts  hardly  enough  can  be 
got  together  to  elect  annual  officers,  or  to  select  a  teacher. 

Incompetent  committees. — Men  are  elected  committees  who  are  not 
fit  for  the  position.  They  will  take  no  interest  whatever,  and  will 
not  make  out  a  report  till  they  are  driven  to-  it  by  the  school  visitors. 

"What  we  want  is  some  action  by  the  .Legislature,  or  otherwise,  if  it 
can  be  done,  to  arouse  our  citizens  in  behalf  of  our  schools,  for  the 
advancement  of  the  rising  generation.  If  every  parent  could  be  in- 
duced to  spend  one  half  day  in  school  twice  during  each  term,  the 
school  would  very  soon  receive  a  new  impulse,  and  both  teachers  and 
parents  would  work  together  for  the  benefit  of  the  scholars. 

Tolland.     0.  P.  Waldo,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Population  diminishing,  non-attendance  of  children  at  school  in- 
creasing.— The  population  of  this  town  is  diminishing.  We  have 
fewer  children  and  less  wealth  than  we  formerly  had,  but  the  number 
of  children  who  do  not  attend  school  at  all,  is  increasing.  In  Janu- 
ary, 1861,  341  were  enumerated,  between  the  ages  of  4  and  16,  and 
51  of  them  were  not  on  any  of  our  school  registers.  In  1863,  324 
were  enumerated,  and  59  of  them  were  not  registered.  In  1866,  320 
were  enumerated,  and  67  of  them  were  not  registered.     Where  this 
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will  stop  I  will  not  attempt  to  predict.     One  cause  of  this  evil  is  the 
increase  of  our  foreign  population. 

Poverty  one  cause  of  this  increase. — Another  cause  is  the  inability 
of  many  parents  to  feed  their  children  and  clothe  them  in  the  present 
fashionable  style,  and  send  them  to  school  and  pay  for  their  tuition. 
Consequently  they  are  either  being  educated  at  horn,  or  running  at 
large  without  education.  It  is  melancholy  to  believe  this,  but  such  is 
the  fact. 

The  new  School  Law  commended. — Our  new  school  law  would  to  a 
great  extent  remedy  this  evil.  Perhaps  the  law  might  in  some  re- 
spects be  changed  for  the  better,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  our  small  towns 
and  districts,  but  on  the  whole  I  approve  of  it,  and  think  that  it  will 
be  sustained,  and  that  in  a  few  years  it  will  become  so  popular  that 
the  Legislature  will  make  it  binding  on  all  of  them.  The  subject  of 
accepting  it  has  been  brought  before  this  town,  and  indefinitely  post- 
poned without  much  of  a  hearing. 

Did  our  fathers  do  too  much  for  schools. — The  objectionable  feature 
of  it  is  the  tax.  Men  say  the  public  are  already  doing  enough  for 
the  support  of  schools.  If  this  be  so,  the  public  have  formerly  done 
too  much.  The  public  money  now  appropriated  by  law  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools  is  less  than  it  was  several  years  since,  and  less  than 
half  of  its  former  value,  consequently  the  public  money  did  too  much. 
Others  say  they  have  educated  their  children,  now  let  other  men  do 
as  they  have  done,  for  you  might  as  well  tax  the  community  to  feed 
and  clothe  the  children  as  to  educate  them.  This  is  altogether  wrong. 
If  it  is  wrong  for  a  community  to  educate  their  children,  it  is  wrong 
to  do  anything  about  it,  and  this  generation,  with  their  forefathers, 
have  been  sinning  in  this  respect  from  the  first*  settlement  of  the 
country  to  the  present  time. 

Shall  we  complete  what  they  begun  ? — They  have  built  school-hous- 
es, and  have  made  appropriations  for  this  purpose  which  have  mate- 
rially benefited  the  cause  of  education,  and  no  one  says  this  is  wrong, 
but  all  admit  it  to  be  right.  I  ask,  then,  how  can  it  be  wrong  to  com- 
plete what  they  have  already  commenced  ? 

A  profitable  investment. — The  community  is  the  better  intellectu- 
ally, morally,  financially,  and  in  every  other  respect  for  what  has  been 
done  for  the  cause  of  education,  and  the  investment  of  still  more  cap- 
ital in  that  business  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  profitable,  till  our 
schools  are  made  free  in  fact,  as  they  are  in  name. 

Comparative  cost  in  large  and  small  districts. — Under  the  present 
system  the  tuition  of  the  children  in  the  small  districts  is  much  more 
expensive  than  in  the  large  districts.  In  this  town,  for  instance,  64 
children  were  enumerated  in  the  center  district,  school  was  maintained 
36  weeks  during  the  past  year,  the  teachers  received  much  higher 
salaries  than  in  any  other  district  in  the  town,  and  the  expense  over 
and  above  the  public  money  was  sixteen  and  a  half  (16 J)  cents  a 
week  to  each  of  the  64  scholars.  If  the  other  districts  had  continued 
their  schools  the  same  length  of  time,  the  expense  per  week  to  each 
scholar  enumerated  would  have  been  as  follows:  District  No.  2,  20^ 
cts.;  No.  3,  25  cts. ;  No.  26  cts.;  No.#5,  22J  cts.;  No,  6,  37£  cts.; 
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Nos.  and  9,  (united  as  one,)   19J  cts. ;  No.  8,  18J  cts. ;  No.  10,  16| 
cts.;  No.  11,  18}  cts.;  No.  12,  61  cts.;  and  No.  13,  27£  cts. 

I  desire  the  Secretary  to  make  such  use  of  these  statements  as  he 
thinks  best. 

Union. — R.  O.  Brown  and  J.  C.  Upham,  Acting  School  Visitors. 

Improvement — In  reviewing  the  condition  of  our  schools  the  past 
year,  we  feel  justified  in  saying  that  there  has  been  decided  improve- 
ment. We  are  glad  to  report  that  some  of  the  districts  are  inclined 
to  pay  their  teachers  better  compensation  than  formerly.  By  so 
doing  they  have  been  able  to  secure  the  services  of  earnest,  well- 
qualified,  efficient  and  faithful  teachers.  We  hope  our  district 
committees  will  see  the  importance  of  retaining  during  the  winter 
term  the  services  of  those  teachers  who  have  shown  themselves 
worthy  of  their  profession.  A  change  of  teachers  would  be  a  great 
disadvantage  to  the  schools.  The  interest  taken  by  parents  is  increas- 
ing, and  at  most  of  the  examinations  a  creditable  number  of  visitors 
were  present. 

Schools  are  too  short. — It  is  to  be  regretted  that  our  schools  are  of 
so  short  duration.  Most  of  the  districts  sustain  a  school  only  twenty- 
four  weeks  during  the  year,  which  barely  entitles  them  to  their  share 
of  the  public  money,  and  which  is  hardly  in  agreement  with  the 
demands  of  the  times.  We  hope  that  in  the  future  the  people  of  this 
town  will  take  measures  to  continue  our  schools  beyond  the  mere 
requirements  of  the  statute  law.  By  this  means  our  schools  will  make 
still  more  improvement,  and  the  money  thus  expended  will  yield 
ample  returns,  for  no  investment  pays  better  than  money  judiciously 
appropriated  to  education. 

Wallingford. — Rev.  R.  J.  Adams,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

There  is  not  as  mu«h  literary  and  scientific  taste  among  the  people 
as  there  ought  to  be,  and  there  will  probably  not  be  much  till  we  have 
a  school  of  a  higher  grade  than  any  we  now  have. 

Two  central  districts  united. — In  December,  1865,  the  two  districts 
embracing  the  village  were  consolidated.  In  the  united  district  there 
are  411  enumerated,  much  more  than  half  the  children  of  the  town. 
These  could  all  be  conveniently  gathered  into  one  building.  It  was 
hoped  to  establish  a  graded  school,  and  for  a  time  there  seemed  to  be 
almost  a  certainty  of  accomplishing  this  object,  but  at  length  an  op- 
position arose  on  account  of  the  cost  of  erecting  a  new  and  suitable 
building.  It  then  became  evident  that  we  must  wait  a  little  longer, 
till  some  who  do  not  now  appreciate  the  value  of  an  education  become 
more  enlightened  on  the  subject,  and  are  made  to  feel  that  mental 
culture  is  of  greater  worth  than  material  wealth.  If  the  citizens  keep 
pace  with  the  progress  of  the  age,  the  time  is  approaching  when  public 
sentiment  will  demand  better  facilities  for  educating  the  youth  of  this 
town  in  the  higher  branches. 

Evils  of  the  district  system,. — Several  of  the  districts  are  too  small 
for  efficiency.  In  five  districts  the  average  in  the  winter  was  only  11 
each,  and  7  in  summer.  It  is  difficult  to  continue  school  with  interest 
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and  profit  with  so  few  scholars,  especially  when  the  parents  and  com- 
mittees manifest  but  little  interest.  Some  of  the  district  committees 
are  very  delinquent.  They  have  to  be  reminded  of  their  duty  and 
urged  to  its  performance,  in  order  to  make  them  meet  the  requisitions 
of  the  law.  It  is  exceedingly  important*  that  only  competent  and 
interested  persons  be  chosen  as  district  committees.  The  custom 
of  choosing  a  new  and  inexperienced  man  every  year  should  be 
discontinued.  The  man  who  really  desires  a  good  school,  and  is 
willing  to  put  forth  effort  to  have  it,  should  readily  consent  to  act  as 
district  committee  for  a  succession  of  years,  and  the  district  will  find 
it  for  their  profit  to  keep  such  a  man  in  the  office.  The  schools  in 
the  central  district  are  this  year  for  the  first  time  free  by  a  tax  on 
property.     In  this  respect  there  has  been  progress. 

Washington. — S.  S.  Baldwin  and  G.  C.  Whittlesey,  Acting 
School  Visitors. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  our  winter  schools  in  November,  it  was 
suggested  that  we  hold  teachers'  meetings  for  mutual  improvement 
once  a  month,  and  that  at  each  meeting  some  one  of  the  teachers  read 
a  dissertation,  to  be  followed  by  a  discussion.  The  first  meeting  more 
than  realized  our  expectation,  and  others  were  held.  An  impulse  was 
thus  given  which  was  felt  in  most,  if  not  all,  of  our  schools. 

Westbrook. — Edward  Bull,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

I  would  like  to  do  what  I  can  to  advance  the  educational  interests 
of  the  town,  but  "  the  bones  are  very  dry,"  and  I  really  cannot  afford 
to  hire  a  horse  and  spend  a  half  day  in  visiting  a  school  five  miles  off 
for  62  cents. 

The  schools  are  managed  mainly  with  reference  to  the  funds.  In 
several  districts  the  schools  have  been  supported  during  the  year  by 
the  public  monies,  leaving  a  balance  of  from  3  to  10  dollars  in  their 
treasury. 

Increased  taxation  called  for. — I  think  the  schools  would  be  im- 
proved if  the  parents  were  required  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to  one- 
half,  or  the  whole,  of  the  public  money  received. 

Weston. — J.  R.  Nichols  and  David  F.  Cole,  Acting  School 
Visitors. 

Schools  retrograding. — We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  schools  in 
this  town  are  not  generally  improving,  that  owing  to  various  causes 
they  are  retrograding  year  after  year.  We  find  that  parents  are  seek- 
ing in  private  institutions  those  advantages  which  our  common  schools 
ought  to  provide  for  their  children. 

Causes — Low  wages  of  teachers. — Several  causes  cooperate  to 
produce  this  result.  One  cause  is  the  insvfficient  remuneration  of 
teachers,  who  receive,  in  most  cases,  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  per 
cent,  less  than  the  common  laborer  who  can  scarcely  read  or  write. 
Is  it  any  wonder,  then,  that  our  most  competent  teachers  are  leaving 
this  occupation  for  something  that  pays  better,  and  that  district  com- 
mittees are  often  obliged  to  hire  those  who  are  deficient  in  qualifica- 
tions and  experience  as   teachers?     Another  cause   is   that  teachers, 
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instead  of  fitting  themselves  for  their  business,  only  take  it  up  till 
something  better  offers,  and  then  discard  it  altogether. 

Apathy  of  parents. — Still  another  cause  is  the  apathy  of  parents. 
This  is  manifest  in  the  indifferent  condition  of  our  school  houses,  in 
the  want  of  suitable  accommodations  in  the  school  room,  and  in  the 
fact  that  parents  seldom  visit  the  schools.  Both  teachers  and  scholars 
would  be  greatly,  encouraged  by  the  visits  of  parents.  When  a  meet- 
ing is  held  for  appointing  district  officers,  hardly  enough  attend,  in 
many  instances,  to  do  the  necesssry  business.  It  would  seem  as  if 
parents  and  guardians  thought  it  necessary  to  continue  a  school  one 
year  after  another  only  because  it  is  a  custom  handed  down  from  their 
fathers,  and  not  from  a  desire  for  the  education  of  their  children. 

Irregular  attendance. — Irregularity  of  attendance  still  prevails.  We 
have  endeavored  to  remedy  this  evil  by  having  each  district  fix  a  rate 
of  tuition  according  to  law,  and  in  this  endeavor  we  hope  to  succeed. 

Willington. — Albert  Sharp,  J  M.  Browne  and  Seth  E.  Eaton, 
School  Visitors. 

Play-grounds. — Only  two  or  three  of  the  school  houses  have  any 
play-ground  attached,  being  in  a  spirit  of  economy,  so  placed  for  the 
most  part,  as  to  form  a  part  of  the  fence  between  some  adjoining  pro- 
prietor's field  and  the  highway.  We  are  glad,  however,  to  see  the 
improvement  in  this  respect  that  has  taken  place  within  a  few  years, 
and  hope  it  may  extend  to  the  planting  of  shade  trees  where  needed. 
We  believe  the  school  children  need  a  place  for  play  as  well  as  for 
study,  and  it  should  be  provided  for  without  encroaching  upon  the  high- 
way or  the  adjoining  proprietors. 

Causes  of  want  of  success. — Want  of  success  has  been,  as  hereto- 
fore, attributable  to  a  failure  in  government,  rather  than  inability  to 
instruct,  and  for  this  we  consider  parents  as  generally,  at  lea^t,  equally 
responsible  with  the  teachers. 

Remedy. — If  parents  would  visit  the  schools  oftener,  and  make 
themselves  more  familiar  with  their  condition,  instead  of  taking  their 
children  out  of  school  the  first  time  they  are  reprimanded  for  a  fault, 
they  would  often  find  much  less  to  complain  of  than  they  imagine* 
when  they  hear  but  one  side. 

Windham. — Rev.  S.  G.  Willard  and  J.  G.  Clark,  Acting  School 
Visitors. 

Too  frequent  change  of  teachers. — There  is  occasion  to  desire  that 
teachers  might  be  retained  longer  in  some  districts.  Changes  are  too 
frequent  for  the  best  progress  of  the  scholars.  The  best  schools 
uniform ily  retain  their  good  teachers  as  long  as  possible. 

Small  districts  and  school  expenses. — In  smaller  districts  there  is  an 
increasing  difficulty  in  maintaining  good  schools,  and  in  building  and 
repairing  school  houses.  The  evil  is  a  serious  one.  The  best  remedy 
is  not  so  easy  to  discover.  If  these  districts  would  tax  the  property 
to  support  the  schools,  there  would  usually  be  little  embarrassment. 

Schools  must  be  maintained. — But  it  is  not  wise — no  town  can 
afford — to  allow  the  children  in  the  sparsely  settled  districts  to  grow 
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up  without  good  schools.  It  were  better  for  the  town  to  allow  the 
roads  in  these  districts  to  grow  up  to  grass,  and  the  bridges  to  be 
broken  down,  than  to  allow  the  school  houses  to  be  shut. 

The  new  law. — In  view  of  this  condition  of  things,  the  Legislature 
at  its  last  session  passed  a  law  putting  it  in  the  power  of  any  town  to 
assume  the  control  of  all  its  schools,  and  to  provide  them  with  com- 
petent instructors.  The  property  of  the  districts  was  to  be  taken  by 
the  towns  at  its  fair  valuation,  or  any  other  equitable  arrangement 
satisfactory  to  the  majority  of  the  citizens  might  be  made. 

The  citizens  of  Windham  were  called,  in  August,  to  consider  the 
question  of  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  law.  The  meeting  voted 
unanimously  not  to  accept  them.  But  as  it  was  very  generally 
reported  out  of  Willimantic  that  the  chief  gain  of  adopting  the  new 
law  would  accrue  to  the  Natchaug  district,  which  it  is  understood  has 
not  yet  paid  for  its  new  school  house,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  say  that 
in  the  judgment  of  some  persons,  the  adoption  of  the  new  law  would 
benefit  any  other  district  in  the  town  more  than  it  would  either  of  the 
Willimantic  districts.  The  voters  of  those  two  districts  are  likely  to 
maintain  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  superior  schools,  and  there  is  far 
more  reason  to  suppose  that  the  other  districts  would  by  the  new  law 
be  benefited  by  being  furnished  with  better  schools,  and  an  opportunity 
to  have  their  advanced  scholars  participate  without  extra  expense  in 
the  advantages  of  the  Willimantic  high  and  graded  schools,  than  there 
is  to  suppose  that  the  voters  of  the  town  would  be  willing  to  furnish 
the  means  to  maintain  the  present  standard  of  those  districts.  The 
center  district  at  Windham,  and  districts  Nos.  3,  4,  7,  9,  10,  11  have 
very  much  more  reason  to  advocate  the  consolidation  which,  the  new 
law  proposes,  than  have  the  two  districts  in  Willimantic. 

Woodbury. — P.  M.  Trowbridge,  Acting  School  Visitor. 

Obstacles. — Among  the  obstacles  are  indifference  of  parents  and 
guardians,  incompetent  and  inefficient  committees,  and  the  too  fre- 
quent employment  of  a  low  grade  of  teachers. 

The  new  law  commended. — These  obstacles,  we  believe,  might  be 
remedied  by  adopting  the  system  given  us  by  the  last  legislature.

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LAWS  PERTAINING  TO  EDUCATION  PASSED  IN  1866. 

In  the  report  for  1866,  all  the  laws  pertaining  to  education  then  in 
force,  were  given.  The  following  enactments  are  a  supplement  to 
that  summary. 

CHAPTER    II. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  and  in  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act 
concerning  Education." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  clerk  of  any  school  district 
shall  have  neglected  to  take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  law,  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  making 
up  his  record,  the  acts  and  doings  of  such  district  shall  not  for  such 
reason  be  invalid,  but  the  same  shall  be  and  hereby  are  ratified  and 
confirmed. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  not  affect  any  suit  now  pending. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  day  of  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved,  May  23d,  1866. 


CHAPTER   XXXI. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  and  in  alteration  of  an  Act,  entitled  "  An  Act 
concerning  Education." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  That  the  pay  of  acting  school  visitors  shall  be  two  dol- 
lars per  day,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  are  now  by  law  pro- 
vided. 
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Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  first  Monday 
of  October,  A.  D.  1866. 
Approved,  June  29th,  1866. 


CHAPTER  XLVI. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  election  of  the  School  Fund  Commissioner. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral  Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  School  Fund  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  by 
the  general  assembly,  during  the  regular  session  next  preceding  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  official  term  of  the  school  fund  commissioner  shall 
be  for  three  years.  The  first  term  commencing  on  the  first  Monday 
in  July,  A.  D.  1866. 

Sec.  3.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  general 
assembly,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, until  the  next  session  of  the  general  assembly,  and  until  another 
is  elected  in  his  stead  for  the  unexpired  time  of  the  official  term. 

Sec.  4.  The  person  appointed  or  elected  school  fund  commission- 
er, shall,  before  entering  upon  his  official  duties,  give  bonds  for  the 
same  amount,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  is  now  required  by  statute 
of  the  treasurer  of  the  state. 

Approved,  June  30th,  1866.  . 


CHAPTER  LIII. 
An  Act  in  alteration  of  "  An  Act  concerning  Education." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  Board  of  Education  are  hereby  authorized  to 
hold  at  one  or  more  convenient  places  in  the  state,  conventions  of 
school  officers,  teachers,  and  other  friends  of  public  education,  for  the 
purpose  of  instructing  in  the  best  modes  of  administering,  governing 
and  teaching  common  schools  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
expenses  of  such  conventions  or  schools,  they  are  authorized  to  draw 
upon  the  comptroller  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  total  the  sum  here- 
tofore allowed  by  law  for  this  purpose,  to  be  paid  from  the  civil  list 
fund  of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  Section  thirty-two  of  the  above  named  act  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Approved,  June  30th,  1866. 
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CHAPTER   LXXXV. 
An  Act  in  alteration  of  "An  Act  concerning  Education." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened : 

That  the  part  of  section  fifty-seven,  page  three  hundred  thirty-six 
[of  the  general  statutes,  1866,]  that  reads  "not  less  than  three -tenths 
of  a  mill  on  a  dollar,"  shall  read  "not  less  than  four-tenths  of  a  mill 
on  a  dollar." 

Approved,  June  30th,  1866. 


CHAPTER   CII. 

An  Act  in  alteration  of  "An  Act  concerning  Education." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  That  every  town  in  this  state  shall  assume  and  maintain 
the  control  of  the  common  schools  within  its  limits,  subject  to  such 
requirements  and  restrictions  as  are  or  may  be  imposed  by  the  gen- 
eral assembly ;  and  for  this  purpose  every  town  shall  constitute  a 
union  school  district,  having  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  school  dis- 
trict, as  now  constituted  by  law,  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter 
stated. 

Sec.  2.  Said  union  districts  shall  elect  by  ballot,  on  the  third 
Monday  of  September  next,  six,  twelve,  or  eighteen  male  residents  of 
the  town  as  a  school  committee,  who  shall  divide  themselves  into 
three  classes,  holding  office  one,  two,  and  three  years  respectively ; 
and  at  every  subsequent  annual  election,  two,  four,  or  six  members  of 
the  committee,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  a 
term  of  three  years ;  but  no  elector  shall  at  any  election  vote  for 
more  than  one-half  of  the  number  of  persons  to  be  elected,  and  the 
candidates  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
elected. 

Sec.  3.  In  said  union  districts  the  school  committee  shall  have  in 
general  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  which  are  now  devolved 
upon  district  committees  and  boards  of  school  visitors,  and  especially 
they  shall  maintain  in  the^various  parts  of  the  town,  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  six  months  annually,  good  common  schools  of  the  dif- 
ferent grades  ;  they  shall  appoint  one  or  more  acting  visitors  or  super- 
intendent under  their  direction  to  examine  teachers  and  visit  schools ; 
they  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  the  property  and  funds 
of  the  district;  they  shall  lodge  all   bonds,  leases,  notes,    and  other 
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securities,  with  the  treasurer  of  said  district,  unless  the  same  have 
been  intrusted  to  others  by  the  donors  or  grantors,  or  by  the  general 
assembly ;  they  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  district  all  moneys 
which  they  may  receive  for  the  support  of  schools ;  they  shall  deter- 
mine the  number  and  qualifications  of  the  scholars  to  be  admitted 
into  each  school ;  they  shall  supply  the  requisite  number  of  qualified 
teachers ;  they  shall  designate  the  schools  which  shall  be  attended  by 
the  children  within  their  jurisdiction,  and  may  arrange,  if  they  see 
•fit,  with  the  committee  of  an  adjacent  district  for  the  instruction 
therein  of*  such  children  as  may  attend  there  more  conveniently  ;  they 
shall  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  arise  in  their  own  number ;  they 
shall  annually,  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  month  of  September, 
ascertain  the  expenses  of  supporting  and  maintaining  the  schools  un- 
der their  superintendence  during  the  year  ending  the  thirty-first  day 
of  the  previous  August,  and  report  the  same,  together  with  the  amount 
of  moneys  received  towards  the  payment  thereof,  to  the  district,  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  September  in  each  year ; 
and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  make  a  full  report  of  their  doings,  and 
the  condition  of  the  schools  under  their  superintendence,  and  all  im- 
portant matters  concerning  the  same,  to  the  district,  and  shall  perform 
all  lawful  acts  which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  district,  or 
which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  and  duties 
granted  by  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  Said  union  districts  shall  assume  the  property  and  be 
responsible  for  the  debts  of  the  districts  now  existing  within  the  limits 
of  the  several  towns.  The  property  so  taken  may  be  appraised  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  town,  and  at  the  next  annual  assessment 
thereafter  a  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  the  whole  town,  equal  to  the 
amount  of  said  appraisal ;  and  there  sjiall  then  be  remitted  to  the 
tax-payers  of  each  district  the  appraised  value  of  its  property  thus 
taken,  iess  the  amount  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  district ;  or  the  dif- 
ference in  the  value  of  the  property  of  the  several  districts  may  be 
adjusted  in  any  other  manner  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  in  interest. 
Permanent  funds  now  vested  in  towns  shall  remain  as  heretofore  in 
charge  of  the  school  fund  treasurer  of  said  towns.  Schools  organized 
or  maintained  by  towns  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  union 
district  committee,  in  the  same  manner  as  schools  of  a  lower  grade. 

Sec.  5.  The  comptroller  of  public  accounts,  on  the  application  of 
the  school  committee  of  such  districts,  shall  draw  an  order  in  favor 
of  such  district,  on  the  treasurer,  for  the  proportionate  amount  to 
which  such  district  may  be  entitled,  of  all  moneys  appropriated  by 
law  for  the  benefit,  support  and  encouragement  of  common  schools, 
as  is  provided  in  respect  to  towns. 

Sec.  6.  The  annual  meeting  of  said  union  districts  for  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  receiving  the  report  of  the  committee,  laying  the  tax, 
and  transacting  other  school  business,  shall  be  held  oh  the  third 
Monday  of  September,  at  a  place  to  be  determined  in  the  present 
year  by  the  selectmen,  and  hereafter  by  the  school  committee. 
Special  meetings  of  the  district  may  be  called  by  the  school  commit- 
tee at  any  time,  and  shall  be  called  at  the  request  of  twenty  voters. 
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Sec.  7.  The  necessary  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the  common 
schools,  beyond  the  income  of  state  and  local  funds,  shall  be  provided 
by  a  property  tax  to  be  levied  on  the  grand  list  of  the  town,  by  a  vote 
of  the  school  district  in  lawful  meeting  convened. 

Sec.  8.  All  provisions  of  the  act  concerning  education,  inconsis- 
tent with  the  foregoing  provisions,  are  hereby  repealed. 

*Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  only  in  such  towns  as  shall,  by 
a  majority  vote  in  legal  town  meeting  warned  for  that  purpose,  ac- 
cept of  the  provisions  of  the  same. 

Approved,  June  30th,  1866. 


CHAPTER    CIII. 

An  Act  in  alteration  of  "An  Act  Concerning  Education." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  a  district  wishes  to  lay  a  tax  and  lays  the 
same  on  the  town  list  last  completed,  and  any  real  estate  has  been 
sold  and  conveyed,  or  in  any  way  changed  ownership  between  the 
first  day  of  October  next  preceding,  and  the  time  of  laying  said  tax, 
such  district  may  call  out  one  or  more  of  the  assessors  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  town  in  which  such  sale,  conveyance  or  change  of  prop- 
erty has  occurred,  who  shall  assess  the  value  of  said  real  estate  to  the 
person  owning  the  same  at  the  time  of  laying  said  tax,  and  deduct 
the  same  from  the  list  of  the  person  in  whose  name  it  stood  on  the 
assessment  list  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  Section  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the  act  entitled 
"An  Act  concerning  Education,"  of  which  this  is  an  amendment,  is 
repealed ;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
affect  any  suit  now  pending.

THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL, 

1.   REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL. 

State  Normal  School, 
New  Britain,  Conn.,  April  1,  1867. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education : 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  Institution  under  my  charge. 

The  close  of  the  winter  term,  one  year  ago,  left  the  Normal  School 
without  any  resident  teacher,  except  Prof.  Bartlett.  The  services  of 
Mr.  Isaac  N.  Carleton,  as  principal,  were  secured  for  the  summer 
term  of  1866.  Miss  Fannie  Cragin,  of  Boston,, who  came  highly 
recommended  by  Hon.  John  D.  Philbrick,  was  employed  as  assistant. 
Mr.  Carleton  and  Miss  Cragin  left  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term, 
Mr.  Bartlett  alone  remaining. 

In  the  summer  of  1866  the  undersigned  was  appointed  principal, 
and  Miss  C.  A.  Comstock,  of  the  Bridge  water  Normal  School,  was 
employed  as  assistant.  The  valuable  services  of  Prof.  Bartlett  were 
fortunately  retained  for  the  ensuing  fall  and  winter  terms.  Prof.  Bail 
of  New  Haven,  who  had  given  an  exercise  in  Drawing  one  hour  per 
week  for  several  years,  was  also  retained. 

Not  having  been  personally  an  observer  of  the  school  during  the 
summer  term  of  1866,  the  undersigned  cannot  speak  of  the  pro- 
ficiency or  progress  of  the  pupils  during  that  time.  The  merit  of 
Mr.  Carleton,  however,  is  acknowledged  on  all  hands ;  as  is  also  that 
of  Prof.  Bartlett.  The  graduating  class  at  the  anniversary,  numbered 
thirteen  ladies  and  six  gentlemen,  who  acquitted  themselves  creditably 
on  that  occasion. 

Upon  assuming  the  active  duties  of  his  position,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  fall  term,  Sept.  18,  1866,  the  undersigned  found  thirty 
members  present.  Five  others  returned  during  the  term,  and  twenty- 
three  candidates  were  admitted.  Some  of  the  latter  were  received 
on  conditions.  The  whole  number  in  attendance  during  the  term  was 
fifty-eight. 

Upon  careful  inquiry  it  was  found  that  a  number  of  the  pupils  had 
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no  settled  purpose  of  engaging  in  the  business  of  teaching.  The  fault 
in  some  cases  was  traceable  to  the  neglect  of  Acting  visitors,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  written  pledge  which  the  law  requires  of  candidates. 
Measures  were  adopted  to  cause  the  withdrawal  of  all  such  from  the 
school,  and  to  diffuse  correct  ideas  upon  the  true  object  of  the  school, 
and  the  necessity  of  a  conscientious  and  rigid  adherence  to  the  pledge, 
both  express  and  implied,  which  the  law  exacts.  The  pupils  were 
made  to  understand  that  they  had  no  right  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of 
the  Institution  for  a  single  day,  without  a  full  determination  to  make 
teaching  a  permanent  business. 

Eight  pupils  left  school  before  the  close  of  the  fall  term,  to  engage 
in  teaching.  The  premature  cessation  of  study  in  such  cases,  is  ex- 
ceedingly detrimental  to  the  prosperity  of  the  school  and  of  the  indi- 
vidual member.  The  importance  of  completing  the  course  of  study 
before  the  energies  are  diverted  to  other  channels,  is  commonly  under- 
estimated. In  excuse  of  some  who  thus  severed  their  connection 
with  us,  it  should  be  stated  that  it  was  in  fulfillment  of  engagements 
made  before  the  term  commenced,  and  in  ignorance  of  the  rule  pro- 
hibiting such  withdrawal. 

The  supposition  may  be  incorrect,  but  it  would  appear  that  there 
had  been  too  much  laxity  in  the  admission  of  pupils.  The  standard  of 
qualifications  has  apparently  been  too  low.  The  policy  of  admitting 
all  who  apply,  in  order  to  swell  the  numbers,  is  suicidal.  It  may  fill 
the  seats  for  a  year  or  two,  but  it  by  and  by  recoils  with  destructive 
effect.  When  the  standard  of  scholarship  is  lowered,  the  institution 
loses  its  tone,  and  will  surely  suffer  in  its  reputation.  It  is  no  longer 
attractive.  Permanent  prosperity  is  sacrificed  to  a  very  shallow  and 
short-liveS  success.  What  we  want  is  not  numbers  without  character. 
Better  have  a  dozen  pupils  of  a  really  superior  scholarship  and 
character,  than  a  hundred  of  superficial  attainments,  destitute  of 
earnestness  and  thoroughness.  With  high  excellence,  numbers  will 
come.  Make  the  institution  a  model  one,  and  our  intelligent  young 
men  and  ladies  will  flock  to  it  from  every  part  of  the  State.  The 
diploma  of  the  Connecticut  Normal  School  ought  to  mean  something. 

Let  it  not  be  understood  that  any  complaint  is  made  of  the  former 
instructors.  Their  merit  has  often  been  great ;  their  work  invaluable. 
The  Normal  School,  ever  since  its  establishment,  has  been  productive 
of  vast  benefit  to  the  State.  But  the  frequent  changes  of  teachers 
would  alone  tend  seriously  and  inevitably  to  impair  the  morale  and 
efficiency  of  the  institution.  Furthermore,  the  skill  and  learning  of 
the  former  principal  were  not  brought  to  bear  so  directly  upon  indi- 
vidual pupil* and  classes,  as  could  have  been  wished;  nor  so  much  as 
would  have  been  the  case,  had  not  the  greater  portion  of  his  time 
been  devoted  necessarily  to  his  duties  as  superintendent  of  common 
schools. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  term,  Jan.  2,  five  candidates  were 
examined  for  admission,  two  of  whom  were  rejected  for  insufficient 
scholarship.  The  total  attendance  during  the  term  thus  far,  has  been 
forty-four. 

A  decided  improvement  has  been  apparent  during  the  present  term 
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in  punctuality,  diligence,  and  professional  spirit.  The  young  men  seem 
manlier ;  the  young  ladies  more  lady-like.  The  school  wears  a  busier 
aspect.  We  have  few  drones  ;  'and  it  is  believed  that  there  are  none 
with  us  who  do  not  mean  to  make  a  business  of  teaching.  *     *     * 

A  very  serious  draw-back  to  the  prosperity  of  the  school  has  been 
the  want  of  a  suitable  boarding-house.  The  price  of  board  is  greater 
by  nearly  a  dollar  a  week  than  at  the  Massachusettss  Normal  Schools 
at  Westfield  and  Bridgewater.  Most  of  the  members  of  such  insti- 
tutions are  persons  of  limited  means.  How  natural  that  such  should 
just  cross  the  State  line  and  enter  Massachusetts  schools,  where  liv- 
ing is  cheaper,  and  where  also  the  State  in  her  munificence  dispenses 
four  thousand  dollars  a  year  expressly  in  aid  of  indigent  meritorious 
pupils  in  her  normal  schools  !  Accordingly  we  every  year  find  the 
names  of  Connecticut  pupils  on  the  Massachusetts  catalogues.  The 
remedy,  and  the  only  sufficient  remedy,  for  this  evil,  is  a  well-regula- 
ted boarding-house,  under  the  charge  of  a  discreet  and  energetic  mat- 
ron. Here  the  female  pupils,  as  at  South  Hadley,  should  render  such 
services  as  would  largely  dispense  with  domestics  ;  so  that  board 
would  be  obtained  at  the  mere  market  cost  of  provisions,  the  State 
supplying  furniture  and  paying  a  salary  to  the  matron.  Until  some- 
thing of  this  kind  is  done,  scores  of  our  young  people  will  be  deterred 
every  year,  by  the  high  price  of  board,  from  attending  our  institution. 
In  proportion  to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  Connecticut  is  consider- 
ably richer  than  Massachusetts ;  yet  Massachusetts  gives  five  times  as 
much  money  to  normal  schools  as  Connecticut, 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  perfect  harmony  has  pre- 
vailed among  the  teachers  ever  since  the  connection  of  the  under- 
signed with  the  school. 

Prof.  Bartlett,  who  has  served  the  Commonwealth  long  and  faith- 
fully, and  to  whose  skill,  learning,  clearness  of  judgment,  and  full  un- 
derstanding of  the  history  and  wants  of  the  school,  much  of  its  pros- 
perity must  be  attributed,  has  tendered  his  resignation,  to  take  effect 
at  the  close  of  this  term.  The  cordial  good-will  of  the  friends  of  ed- 
ucation will  attend  him  in  his  new  sphere  of  usefulness.  Miss  Corn- 
stock,  the  accomplished  and  energetic  instructor  in  some  of  the  most 
important  branches,  has  rendered  invaluable  assistance,  and  has  more 
than  fulfilled  the  high  expectations  of  her  friends.  Prof.  Bail  has 
given  valuable  lessons  and  lectures  in  Drawing.  It  is  questionable, 
however,  whether  even  his  acknowledged  skill  is  not  placed  at  so  great 
a  disadvantage  by  his  continued  absence  (being  present  but  one  hour 
a  week),  as  to  make  it  advisable  to  employ  a  resident  teacher,  whose 
constant  presence  with  the  pupils  might  compensate  for  a  comparative 
lack  of  experience  and  genius. 

A  very  attractive  and  important  feature  of  the  school  during  the 
winter  months  has  been  a  series  of  interesting,  instructive,  and  emi- 
nently practical  lectures  on  educational  subjects,  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Bacon,  Hon.  J.  H.  Trumbull, 
and  other  distinguished  gentlemen. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
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many  manifestations,  by  yourself  and  by  members  of  the  Board,  of 
friendly  regard  for  himself  personally,  as  well  as  of  enlightened  and 
profound  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Normal  School,  and  the  pro- 
gress of  the  great  cause  of  education.

The  management  of  this  institution  is  entrusted  to  a  Principal  (with  his 
associate  teachers),  who  is  held  responsible  for  its  order  and  discipline,  sub- 
ject to  the  Board  of  Education.  Its  object  is  to  train  young  men  and 
women  to  take  charge  of  the  Common  Schools  of  Connecticut.  More  than 
two  thousand  persons,  most  of  them  ladies,  are  now  engaged  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State.  In  consequence  of  the  changes  which  are  continually 
occurring,  there  is  a  steady  demand  for  teachers  in  every  part  of  the  State, 
and  it  is  a  constant  complaint  that  so  few  of  those  who  offer  themselves  for 
employment  are  thoroughly  qualified  for  the  work.  The  compensation  paid 
good  teachers  is  increasing,  and  the  moral  inducements  to  labor  for  the 
benefit  of  the  State  and  nation,  were  never  stronger  than  they  are  at  present. 

REGULATIONS. 

1.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  of  the  school  without  having 
first  signed  an  explicit  declaration  of  an  intention  to  become  qualified  to 
teach  in  public  schools,  and  to  engage  in  that  employment  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut.  Every  pupil  shall  also  subscribe  a  pledge  to  be  loyal  to  the 
interests  of  the  school  while  a  member,  and  to  be  faithfully  observant  of  its 
rules  of  order  and  discipline. 

2.  As  a  general  rule,  caudidates  must  enter  the  third  Tuesday  in  Septem- 
ber, and  remain  at  least  a  year.  They  may  be  received,  however,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  winter  term,  January  2d,  1867,  and  at  the  beginning  of 
the  summer  term,  April  16th,  1867.  All  candidates  and  pupils  must  be 
present  on  the  morning  of  the  first  day.  No  candidate  will  bo  received 
after  that  day  unless  in  special  cases  for  extraordinary  reasons ;  and  no 
pupil  will  be  allowed  to  quit  school  during  the  continuance  of  a  term,  except 
in  case  of  sickness  or  some  other  unforeseen  necessity. 

3.  Study  hours  extend  from  nine  to  twelve,  and  from  half-past  one  to 
half-past  three.     There  is  no  session  on  Saturday.     Study  hours  out  of  school 
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extend  from  half-past  four  to  half-past  five,  and  from  seven  to  nine  P.  M. ; 
these  hours  are  to  be  faithfully  devoted  to  the  objects  for  which  they  are  set 
apart.  Students  are  to  retire  at  or  before  half-past  ten  o'clock,  when  lights 
must  be  extinguished.  No  pupil  shall  leave  town  without  special  permission 
from  the  Principal. 

4.  Unexcused  or  deliberate  absence  or  tardiness  shall  be  treated  as  a 
grave  misdemeanor.  If  several  times  wilfully  repeated,  the  Principal  shall 
suspend  the  delinquent. 

5.  For  any  pointed  opposition  to  authority,  gross  misconduct,  or  such 
continued  neglect  of  study  as  makes  the  pupil  a  hindrance  to  the  class,  the 
Principal  may  suspend  the  offender.  In  all  cases  of  suspension,  notice  shall 
immediately  be  given  of  the  fact  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

CALENDAR. 

1.  The  school  year  commences  the  third  Tuesday  of  September,  and 
comprises  forty  weeks  of  actual  instruction.  2.  The  winter  term,  1867, 
commences  on  Wednesday,  January  2d,  1867,  and  closes  Friday,  April  5th. 
2.  The  summer  term,  1867,  commences  on  Tuesday,  April  16th,  and  closes 
Friday,  July  12th.  4.  The  fall  term,  1867,  commences  on  Tuesday,  Sept. 
1 7th,  and  closes  Friday,  December  20th. 

QUALIFICATIONS   FOR   ADMISSION. 

1.  Candidates  must  in  all  cases  present  the  certificate  required  by  law  of 
the  Acting  School  Visitor  of  Ihe  town  where  the  pupil's  home  is. 

2.  The  standard  of  qualifications  for  admission  will  be  gradually  raised, 
so  as  to  insure  a  more  thorough  preparation  on  the  part  of  the  candidates, 
and  to  make  the  school  in  an  increasing  degree  an  institution  for  training  in 
the  strictly  professional  studies,  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching. 

3.  For  the  present,  candidates  will  be  required  to  pass  a  thorough  written 
examination  in  common  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  the  History  of 
the  United  States,  and  in  Spelling. 

COURSE   OF   STUDY. 

1.  The  course  continues  through  three  years,  and  it  is  of  great  import- 
ance that  pupils  remain,  if  possible,  through  that  entire  period. 

2.  The  first   year  is  mainly  spent  in  a  thorough   review  of  the  studies 
taught  in  common  schools,  with  special  attention  to  the  best  and  most  recent 
methods  of  instruction.     A  certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass 
creditably  through  this  year ;  also  to  those  who  complete  successfully  the  . 
studies  of  the  second  year. 

3.  The  studies  of  the  second  and  third  years  will  be  to  some  extent  simi- 
lar to  those  taught  in  the  higher  rooms  of  graded  schools  and  in  high  schools. 
Much  attention  will  be  given  to  methods  of  instruction  and  school  economy. 

4.  Throughout  the  course  special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  study  of 
the  English  Language,  in  its  history,  literature  and  grammar.  Prominence 
will  be  given  to  the  art  of  Reading  and  to  English  Composition.  Vocal 
Music,  Drawing  and  light  Gymnastics  will  be  taught.  Lectures  will  be 
given  by  distinguished  gentlemen  during  the  present  winter  term  on  the 
History  and  Institutions  of  Connecticut. 

5.  The  best  methods  of  instruction  will  be  the  subject  of  frequent  and 
regular  lessons.  Classes  of  children  from  the  public  schools  of  New  Britain 
will  be  brought  in  for  daily  training,  each  Normal  pupil  in  succession  con- 
ducting the  teaching  exercise  in  presence  of  the  whole  Normal  class.  Op- 
portunities will  be  afforded  for  visiting,  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers, 
some  of  the  best  schools  in  the  State. 

6.  Those  only  who  complete  with  credit  a  three  years  course,  or  its 
equivalent,  will  receive  the  Diploma  of  the  school  and  be  enrolled  as  Grad- 
uates. 
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TEXT-BOOKS. 

1.  The  requisite  text-books  are  furnished  gratuitously  by  the  State.  It  is 
earnestly  recommended  to  pupils  to  bring  with  them  any  text-books  they 
may  possess,  to  be  used  for  reference. 

2.  A  large  library  is  accessible  to  the  pupils.  Distinguished  friends  of 
education  and  liberal  gentlemen  are  from  time  to  time  making  valuable  dona- 
tions of  books ;  and  they  may  rest  assured  that  their  generosity  is  thankfully 
appreciated  and  well  bestowed. 

3.  The  institution  is  furnished  with  valuable  philosophical  and  chemical 
apparatus,  and  a  large  collection  of  minerals,  fossils,  etc. 

EXPENSES. 

No  charge  being  made  for  tuition  or  books,  the  necessary  expenses,  aside 
from  board,  are  extremely  slight.  Board  can  be  obtained  in  excellent  fam- 
ilies at  prices  varying  from  $4.75  to  $5.25  per  week,  including  fuel,  lights 
and  washing.  Some  of  the  young  gentlemen  and  young  ladies  board  in 
clubs  at  greatly  reduced  rates.  Efforts  will  be  made  to  assist  meritorious 
pupils  in  such  a  way  as  will  reduce  the  cost  of  living.

REPORT    OF    TRUSTEES. 


To  the  General  Assembly,  May  Session,  1867  : 

We  present  you  this  our  fifteenth  annual  Report,  grateful 
for  the  mercies  of  the  year,  and  encouraged  by  the  success  of 
the  Institution  in  the  past,  to  continue  our  labors  for  its  fu- 
ture usefulness. 

We  are  happy  to  assure  you  that  we  believe  that  it  keeps 
pace  in  its  improvement  and  in  its  general  spirit  with  other 
great  educational  and  humanizing  enterprises  of  the  day. 

The  cause  of  education  generally  is  receiving  a  new  impetus 
from  the  increased  wealth  of  the  country,  and  from  the  in- 
creased value  that  is  attached  to  citizenship.  Men  every- 
where in  the  loyal  states  value  their  birthright  of  freedom  as 
never  before,  and  we  think  will  intelligently  study  to  perpetu- 
ate it  by  increasing  the  facilities  for  educating  the  young,  and 
throwing  around  them  safeguards  of  virtue  and  intelligence. 

Especially  should  the  State  educate  its  unfortunate  boys  in 
the  common  school  branches,  and  in  the  principles  of  morality 
and  religion.  Connecticut  is  not  in  the  van  of  her  sister 
States  in  watching  her  opportunities  and  duties  in  this  direc- 
tion, as  the  numberless  mission  schools,  and  the  commission 
appointed  by  the  last  Legislature  to  report  to  the  present  one 
in  regard  to  a  girl's  school,  and  her  successful  efforts  in  estab- 
lishing a  Soldier's  Orphan  Home  would  show. 

Every  effort  for  educating  the  poor  and  reclaiming  the  un- 
fortunate and  bringing  them  into  the  path  of  virtue,  by  edu- 
cation and  by  wholesome  restraint,  should  be  encouraged,  and 
with  all  our  effort  we  see  no  end  to  our  labor.  It  is  some- 
times said  to  us,  "  You  are  constantly  asking."  We  can  only 
answer  by  saying  that  our  wants  are  constantly  increasing. 
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The  class  of  unfortunates  that  need  the  care  of  the  State 
are  on  the  increase.  This  is  partly  owing  to  the  increased 
population  of  our  cities  and  partly  to  the  habits  of  our  youth, 
who  are  not  sufficiently  under  parental  restraint.  They  are 
permitted  to  indulge  in  habits-  of  lawlessness,  until  they  be- 
come lawbreakers,  then  they  come  to  us  for  restraint. 

Therefore  we  believe  it  to  be  the  imperative  duty  of  the 
state  to  increase  its  facilities  for  educating  and  restraining  its 
adult  population,  whether  criminal,  truant,  or  vagrant.  Some- 
thing more  must  be  done  at  once.  Either  the  cities  must 
establish  truant  schools  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  if  possi- 
ble, or  the  state  must  enlarge  its  accommodations  here. 

We  feel  impelled  to  press  this  matter  on  you  for  immediate 
attention. 

Our  position  here,  and  our  facilities  for  observing,  lead  us 
to  speak  freely  our  experience  and  give  the  result  of  our  ob- 
servation. We  believe  that  for  every  dollar  expended  here 
the  state  has  received  four  fold,  and  in  no  better  way  can  the 
state  express  its  Christian  and  philanthropic  character  than 
in  enlarging  its  field  of  operation  here  or  elsewhere.  If  the 
cities  should  establish  truant  schools  similar  to  those  in  other 
states,  it  would  in  a  measure  relieve  us.  Still  we  cannot  re- 
frain from  urging  it  on  you  as  a  duty  to  examine  this  school, 
by  a  commission  or  otherwise,  with  a  view  to  complete  the 
original  plan  and  perfect  the  beauty  of  the  Institution. 

If  the  state  could  afford  fifteen  years  "since  to  build  the  In- 
stitution thus  far,  surely  now  with  her  increased  wealth, 
population  and  experience,  she  can  afford  to  finish  it. 

We  last  year  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
of  one  from  the  senate,  and  two  from  the  house,  to  report  to 
the  next  Legislature.  The  subject  was  not  attended  to,  not 
on  account  of  neglect,  but  from  want  of  time  and  proper  atten- 
tion. We  would  this  year  ask  the  same  of  your  honorable 
body,  and  hope  that  it  may  receive  that  attention  at  your 
hands  which  the  importance  of  the  subject  demands. 

We  are  out  of  debt,  and  the  five  thousand  dollars  appropri- 
ated to  us  last  year  has  relieved  a  want  long  felt.  We  believe 
that  the  money  has  been  most  economically  and  judiciously 


expended.  Our  old  board  fence  jvliicli  at  the  first  was  only 
built  for  a  temporary  one,  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  one 
on  a  stone  foundation,  in  which  there  are  more  than  twenty- 
five  thousand  feet  of  stone.  We  quarried  them  all  on  our 
own  premises,  and  drew  them  with  our  own  teams. 

We  have  built  a  new  wood-house,  40  by  24  feet,  a  carpen- 
ter's shop,  24  by  18  feet,  repaired  our  bathing  room  and 
dining  hall,  and  thoroughly  repainted  inside  the  whole  Insti- 
tution. 

There  are  more  repairs  still  that  are  absolutely  necessary, 
and  some  improvements.  We  need  to  fit  our  back  school- 
room witli  desks  and  seats,  to  paint  the  roofs,  to  remove  and 
repair  the  horse  barn  and  piggery,  and  to  build  a  new  road  in 
front  of  the  Institution. 

We  ask  you  therefore  to  appropriate  for  these  purposes  of 
repairs  and  general  improvements,  six  thousand  dollars.  We 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  Treasurer  and 
Physician  accompanying  this  report  for  interesting  facts  and 
statistics  concerning  the  school. 

Mr.  S.  B.  Little  still  conducts  the  school  satisfactorily,  and 
has  been  with  us  from  the  commencement. 

The  religious  exercises  in  the  Sabbath  school  and  in  the 
family  worship  have  been  conducted  by  the  Superintendent. 
The  Sabbatli  afternoon  service  has  been  under  the  charge  of 
the  several  ministers  from  the  village,  to  whom  we  are  greatly 
indebted  for  many  excellent  lessons  to  the  boys. 

The  gentlemen  who  have  supplied  are  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Wooley,  Farnsworth,  Tower  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Bacon,  who  has 
also  been  an  efficient  laborer  in  the  Sabbath  school,  with  other 
gentlemen  and  ladies  from  the  village. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  general  good  feeling, 
and  the  many,  very  many  good  wishes  for  our  prosperity 
which  encourage  us.  The  productiveness  of  the  farm  is  con- 
stantly on  the  increase  by  high  cultivation  and  a  judicious 
rotation  of  crops. 

Our  farmer,  Mr.  L.  P.  Chamberlain,  has  been  with  us  now 
ten  years,  and  deserves  great  credit  for  his  admirable  man- 
agement. 
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Our  stock  of  cattle  is  better  this  year  than  ever.  The  gen- 
eral management  of  affairs  is  so  well  known  that  it  needs  no 
commendation  from  us.  The  Superintendent,  Dr.  E.  W. 
Hatch,  seems  to  be  especially  adapted  to  the  situation. 

The  terms  of  the  Trustees  for  Litchfield  and  Middlesex 
counties  expire  this  year,  and  their  places  must  necessarily 
be  filled. 

"We  do  not  ask  for  any  Legislative  enactment,  as  we  think 
the  laws  are  ample  to  protect  us  and  the  interests  of  the  state. 
We  ask  for  the  School  a  careful  examination  by  the  com- 
mittee on  Humane  Institutions,  and  by  all  of  the  Legislators, 
and  by  the  people,  believing  that  they  will  come  to  the  con- 
clusion at  once,  that  that  State  honors  itself  and  its  people, 
who  thus  strive  to  build  up  society  by  lifting  up  the  fallen, 
reclaiming  the  vicious  and  erring,  and  teaching  the  ignorant. 
We  believe  the  School  is  fulfilling  the  design  of  its  founders, 
that  God  is  blessing  the  labors  of  officers  aud  teachers. 

Hoping  that  its  usefulness  may  never  be  less,  but  that  with 
increased  experience  its  usefulness  may  be  increased,  we  re- 
spectfully submit  this  report.

BY-LAWS 


FOR  THE 

GOVERNMENT  AND  REGULATION  OF  THE  STATE 
REFORM   SCHOOL. 

Adopted  by  the  Boardof  Trustees,  at  a  regular  meeting  holden 
at  Meriden  on  the  bth  of  Oct.,  A.  D.  1853,  revised  by  a 
Committee  of  Trustees  in  1861,  and  amended  in  1865. 


The  Trustees. 


Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  organized  at  the 
regular  meeting  in  July,  annually,  by  the  election  by  ballot, 
of  a  Chairman,  Secretary,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of 
three  members,  except  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  pres- 
ent year,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  meeting  held  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  these  by-laws. 

A  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
business. 

The  chairman  shall  preside  at  each  meeting  when  present. 
In  his  absence,  one  may  be  appointed  by  the  Board  for  the 
time. 

The  Chairman  shall  call  special  meetings,  whenever  re- 
quested by  any  two  members  of  the  Board.  Such  meetings- 
may  be  holden  wherever  the  Chairman  may  direct. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  holden  quar- 
terly, at  the  Institution  in  Meriden,  on  the  second  Wednes- 
days of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  in  each  year,  the 
annual  meeting  being  in  July. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  such  other  times^ 
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and  places  as  their  duties  may  require,  and  report  their 
doings  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  book,  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose, a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  which  shall  be 
subject  to  the  examination  of  eacli  member. 

He  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  all  documents, 
statements,  and  notices  which  may  be  directed  by  the  Board 
or  the  Chairman,  and  shall  give  notice  through  the  mail,  or 
otherwise,  to  each  member,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Officers. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  named  officers  of  the  State  Reform 
School  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  whenever 
their  services  may  be  required  by  the  Institution,  viz.,  a  Super- 
intendent, an  Assistant  Superintendent,  a  Chaplain,  a  Physi- 
cian, Matron,  Steward,  Teachers,  Overseers  of  the  Workshop, 
and  a  Farmer. 

The  several  officers  shall  hold  their  appointments  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board,  and  no  resignation  shall  take  effect 
until  three  months  after  being  tendered,  in  writing,  except  by 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  and  assistants  to  remain 
constantly  at  the  Institution,  and  no  one  of  the  subordinate 
officers  shall  leave  it  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

All  the  subordinate  officers,  in  addition  to  their  appropriate 
duties,  shall  act  as  aids  to  the  Superintendent,  in  preserving 
order  and  quiet  among  the  delinquents,  in  guarding  against 
escape,  and  generally  in  maintaining  the  rules  and  discipline 
of  the  Institution.  They  shall  also  perform  such  other  ser- 
vices as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  required  of  them  by  the 
Superintendent.* 

Sec.  3.  The*  Superintendent  shall  have  the  general  charge 
of  the  inmates,  the  business  and  interests  of  the  Institution. 

He  shall  see  that  the  subordinate  officers  are  punctual  and 

*  Dr.  E.  W.  Hatch  is*acting  as  Physician  also. 
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faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  and  that 
the  regulations  and  by-laws  are  carefully  observed. 

He  shall  keep  a  journal,  and  daily  make  record  of  all  occur- 
rences worthy  of  notice,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  member  of  the  Board. 

He  shall  perform  all  the  correspondence,  keeping  files  of  all 
letters  received,  and  copies  of  those  sent,  so  far  as  of  import- 
ance for  reference.  As  Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  in  suit- 
able books  he  shall  keep  regular  and  complete  accounts  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  of  all  property  intrusted  to  his 
care,  showing  the  expense  and  income  of  the  Institution.  ' 

He  shall  make  out  and  present  to  the  Comptroller  the  bills 
for  weekly  board  of  the  delinquents,  and  perform  all  the 
duties  of  this  department  according  to  law. 

Under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, he  shall  procure  the  necessary  supplies  for  the  Institution, 
and  purchase  all  such  articles  and  materials  as  may  be  wanted 
for  the  support  and  employment  of  the  boys,  and  dispose  of 
all  articles  raised  on  the  farm  or  manufactured  by  them, 
which  are  not  wanted  for  use. 

In  a  suitable  book,  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  purchases, 
and  the  cost  of  delivering  the  same  at  the  Institution. 

He  shall  daily  inspect  every  available  part  of  the  premises, 
and  have  a  watchful  care  over  all  the  inmates,  and  be  respon- 
sible for  the  proper  care  and  discipline  of  the  boys. 

He  shall  see  that  they  receive  no  detriment  to  health,  from 
want  of  sufficient  clothing,  by  day  or  by  night,  from  wet  feet 
or  from  any  other  exposure,  and  that  the  rooms  and  buildings 
are  properly  warmed  and  ventilated. 

He  shall  employ,  whenever  necessary,  suitable  persons,  for 
any  temporary  services,  not  provided  for  in  these  by-laws,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

At  each  quarterly  meeting  he  shall  report  to  the  Board  the 
number  of  boys  committed  to  the  Reform  School,  also  com- 
municate full  information  of  the  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
make  such  suggestions  as  he  may  think  proper  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Board.  # 

At  each  April  meeting  he  shall  furnish  the  Board  with  a

duplicate  copy  of  his  accounts,  presented  to  the  State  Comp- 
troller of  Public  Accounts,  up  to  the  31st  of  March  ;  also  a 
full  schedule  of  all  the  property  of  the  Institution,  including 
everything  in  the  care  of  the  Steward  and  Farmer. 

He  shall,  at  all  times,  be  ready  to  perform  whatever  other 
services  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Institution. 

Sec.  4.  The  Assistant  Superintendent  shall  assume  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  his  superior  during  his  absence  or 
inability. 

It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  aid  in  the  discipline,  instruction, 
supervision,  and  general  management  of  the  Institution,  and 
to  report  to  the  Superintendent  all  instances  of  impropriety 
of  conduct,  neglect  of  duty,  or  violation  of  the  rules  and 
by-laws,  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

He  shall  keep  the  account-books  of  the  Institution,  and 
books  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  admissions,  histories, 
and  discharges  of  the  boys,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  their 
neatness  and  accuracy.  He  shall  make  out  and  record  the 
indentures,  and  do  all  other  necessary  writing  which  may  be 
required. 

He  shall  receive  and  attend  visitors,  and  see  to  the  proper 
intercourse  between  the  boys  and  their  friends. 

He  shall  examine  all  packages  and  letters  received  for  the 
boys,  and  may,  by  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent, 
examine  their  letters  before  being  sent  away. 

Sec.  5.  The  Superintendent  acting  as  Chaplain  shall  have 
the  direction  of  the  moral  and  religious  instruction  of  the 
inmates.  He  shall  perform  devotional  exercises  with  the 
boys  morning  and  evening,  have  charge  of  the  Sabbath 
School,  conduct  the  religious  worship  in  the  chapel  on  the 
Sabbath,  and  obtain  such  aid  from  the  Reverend  Clergy  in 
the  vicinity  as  may  be  necessary,  and  on  all  other  days  set 
apart  for  religious  observance,  and  to  officiate  at  funerals. 

He  shall  occasionally  give  familiar  expositions  of  moral 
and  religious  duty,  in  such  a  manner  as  he  shall  deem  most 
conducive  to  the  good  of  the  boys,  and  at  such  times  as  may 
be  determined  on,  by  consultation  with  the  Trustees. 
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He  shall  mingle  freely  with  the  boys  in  kind,  familiar  inter- 
course, and  spend  as  much  time  with  them  in  conversation  as 
he  may  think  will  be  for  their  benefit,  and  as  will  be  consist- 
ent with  the  proper  performance  of  his  other  duties,  and  his 
position  in  the  Institution. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  April  the  Chap- 
lain shall  furnish  his  report,  embracing  the  condition  of  this 
department,  and  facts  respecting  the  reformatory  influences 
effectively  made  use  of  in  this  Institution'. 

The  Physician.* 

Sec.  6.  The  Physician  shall  visit  the  school  and  inspect 
inmates  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  state  of  their  health,  at 
least  once  a  week,  and  as  much  oftener  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Superintendent. 

He  shall  acquaint  himself  with  the  condition  of  the  boys, 
and  give  such  direction  to  the  Matron  respecting  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  sick  as  shall  be  suited  to  their  wants. 

He  shall  also  make  any  examinations  and  suggestions  he 
may  think  proper  as  to  the  best  means  of  preserving  health, 
and  with  reference  to  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Institution. 

He  shall  present  to  the  Trustees  at  their  meeting  in  April 
a  true  and  full  report  of  the  state  of  health  among  the  boys 
during  the  past  year. 

The  Matron. 

Sec.  7.  The  Matron  shall  have  the  general  charge  and  di- 
rection of  all  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the  family,  the 
sewing-rooms,  laundry,  and  hospital,  and  shall  see  that  clean- 
liness, order  and  propriety  are  uniformly  maintained  in  these 
apartments. 

She  shall  see  that  all  female  assistants,  except  teachers,  are 
diligent  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  appropriate  du- 
ties, discreet  and  regular  in  their  deportment,  and  strict  in 
their  observance  of  all  the  regulations  of  the  Institution,  and 

*  The  Superintendent  performs  the  duty  of  Physician  since  1st  July,  1855. 
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shall  report  to  the  Superintendent  any  remissness  that  may 
come  to  her  knowledge.  She  shall  see  that  the  sick  receive 
proper  attention,  and  that  the  directions  of  the  Physician  are 
strictly  complied  with  ;  and  she  shall  have  a  maternal  regard 
for  the  health  and  physical  welfare  of  the  boys. 

She  shall  confer  and  advise  with  the  Superintendent  respect- 
ing the  duties  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  departments 
under  her  charge,  and  also  as  to  the  general  management  of 
the  house. 

The  Steward.* 

Sec.  8.  The  Steward  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of 
the  domestic  arrangement  of  the  boys,  their  food  and  clothing. 
He  shall  see  that  the  tables  are  seasonably  and  properly  fur- 
nished for  each  meal,  and  shall  have  the  care  of  all  apartments 
used  or  occupied  by  the  boys,  except  such  as  are  assigned  to 
the  Matron. 

He  shall  have  the  care  of  all  rooms  and  cellars  in  which 
provisions,  stores,  and  general  furnishing  articles  are  kept, 
and  of  all  apartments  used  for  the  boys'  clothing,  bedding, 
and  materials  for  the  same. 

He  shall  personally  deliver  all  articles  for  them%  as  the  daily 
wants  of  the  house  may  require,  and  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  all  apartments  and  articles 
under  his  charge  and  supervision.  He  shall  keep  accurate 
accounts  of  all  supplies  placed  in  his  care,  and  of  the  time 
and  quantity,  as  they  are  re-delivered  for  use,  which  accounts 
shall  be  subject  to  examination  by  the  Superintendent  and 
Trustees.  He  shall  make  such  arrangements  with  the  per- 
sons having  charge  of  the  culinary  department  of  the  boys  as 
to  secure  the  presence  of  one  or  both  at  all  the  meals,  to  see 
that  the  food  is  properly  prepared,  economically  distributed 
and  used. 

He  shall  keep  all  the  boys  comfortably  and  properly  clad, 
and  see  that  their  bathing  and  dressing  is  conducted  in  a 
proper  and  satisfactory  manner. 

*  There  is  no  such  officer  now  known  in  the  Institution. 
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Teachers. 

Sec.  9.  The  Teacher  or  Teachers  shall  instruct  the  boys  in 
such  branches  of  education  as  may  be  required  by  the  Super- 
intendent, and  shall  use  all  proper  means  to  inspire  them  with 
a  love  of  study,  and  lead  them  justly  to  estimate  the  value  of 
a  sound  practical  education,  and  shall  constantly  strive,  by 
precept  and  example,  to  impress  on  their  minds  the  importance 
of  good  order,  self-government,  and  purity  of  body  and  mind. 

They  shall  take  charge  of  the  boys  at  all  times  in  the  school- 
rooms, and  shall  require  them  to  be  promptly  in  their  places 
at  the  appointed  time,  unless  they  are  absent  by  permission. 

They  shall  attend  to  the  cleanliness  and  good  oider  of  the 
school-rooms,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safety,  care,  and 
preservation  of  all  books,  furniture,  apparatus,  and  fixtures 
provided  for  the  same,  and  by  strict  personal  examination  see 
that  no  injury  or  waste  is  suffered. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  male  Teachers  to  see  the  boys  to 
their  beds,  to  close  and  secure  the  doors  of  their  dormitories, 
to  see  that  they  rise  in  the  morning  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell, 
and  make  their  beds  in  a  proper  manner,  and  attend  to  their 
washings,  before  assembling  in  the  chapel  in  the  morning  ; 
and  when  they  come  from  their  work,  to  assemble  in  the 
school-rooms. 

In  conjunction  with  the  overseers  of  the  workshops,  and  by 
a  just  and  equal  division  of  these  duties,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Superintendent,  the  Teachers  shall  have  charge  of  the 
boys'  recreations,  take  charge  of  them  at  their  meals,  and 
have  charge  of  them  during  the  night. 

The  Teachers  shall  assist  in  the  Sabbath  School  and  in  vocal 
music,  and  the  principal  Teacher  shall  act  as  librarian  to  the 
boys. 

Overseers  of  the  Workshops. 

Sec.  10.     The  overseers  of  the  workshops  shall  take  charge 

of  all  tools,  apparatus,  stock,  and  materials,  furnished  or  used 

in  the  shops,  and  see  that  the  same  are  carefully  preserved, 

worked  with  prudence  and  economy,  and  properly  manufac- 
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tured.  They  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  the  number  of 
boys  and  time  employed  each  day,  of  the  work  done,  and  of 
all  articles  made  and  how  disposed  of.  They  shall  attend  to 
the  cleanliness,  warming  and  ventilation,  and  keep  a  daily 
record  of  the  temperature  of  their  workshops.  They  shall 
have  charge  of  the  boys  during  work  hours,  in  the  shops  ; 
shall  exercise  a  prudent  and  judicious  oversight,  see  that  in- 
dustry and  good  order  are  constantly  observed,  and  return 
them  to  the  yard,  or  such  other  place  as  may  be  appointed  by 
the  Superintendent,  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell  at  the  close  of 
work.  They  shall  see  that  the  boys  are  furnished  with  shoes 
properly  fitted. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Teachers  they  shall  have  the  over- 
sight of  the  boys'  recreations,  take  charge  of  them  during 
their  meals,  and  after  they  retire  at  night.  They  shall  also 
assist  the  Teachers,  if  requested,  in  their  duties  on  the  Sab- 
bath and  in  the  Sabbath  School. 

Watchmen. 

Sec.  11.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  power,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  appoint  one  or 
more  Watchmen  for  night  duty,  whenever  it  is  considered 
necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  Institution. 

The  Watchman  on  duty  shall  perform  a  regular  patrol 
throughout  and  around  the  buildings,  for  the  purpose  of  using 
due  vigilance  of  all  occurrences,  to  prevent  escapes,  and  to 
discover  and  prevent  danger  from  fire.  He  shall  use  the  ut- 
most vigilance  to  guard  against  damage  by  fire,  and  promptly 
notify  the  Superintendent  on  the  first  cause  of  alarm.  He 
shall  ring  the  bell  in  the  morning,  and  at  other  times,  as  may 
be  directed,  and  perform  any  other  service  required  by  the 
Superintendent. 

The  Farmer. 

Sec.  12.  The  Farmer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  farming 
operations,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  manage- 
ment, good  order,  and  economical  use  of  every  thing  con- 
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nected  therewith.  He  shall  carry  forward  all  designated  im- 
provements, shall  have  charge  of  all  the  help  and  the  boys 
employed  on  the  farm,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  labor 
and  conduct  of  the  same  during  the  hours  of  work.  Every 
evening  he  shall  inform  the  Superintendent  of  what  work  he 
intends  shall  be  done  by  the  boys  on  the  following  day,  and 
the  place  or  places  where  they  are  to  be  employed,  that  in 
assigning  boys  to  the  work,  proper  regard  may  be  had  to  their 
age,  character,  qualifications,  and  exposure,  and  that  such 
assignments  may  be  made  as  will  most  effectually  guard 
against  escapes,  and  secure  the  best  advantage  from  their 
labor.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  boys  while  thus  employed, 
shall  receive  and  return  them  punctually  as  required  by  the 
Superintendent?  and  see  that  the  rules  of  the  Institution  re- 
specting their  discipline  are  strictly  observed  while  they  are 
under  his  care. 

He  shall  cause  all  supplies,  and  whatever  else  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  Institution,  to  be  drawn  by  the  teams  of  the 
farm,  and  shall  perform  any  other  labor  or  services  with  men, 
boys  or  teams,  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent,  when  not 
inconsistent  with  his  duties  upon  the  farm.  He  shall  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  the  labor  performed,  and  of  every  kind 
of  produce  raised  or  furnished  on  the  farm.  He  shall  see 
that  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution  are  strictly 
observed  by  all  persons  under  his  care,  and  shall  promptly 
report  to  the  Superintendent  any  one  who  may  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  comply  therewith.  In  no  case  shall  he  be  absent  from 
the  premises  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Su- 
perintendent. 

The  Library. 

Sec.  13.  It  is  necessary  that  a  Library  of  well  selected 
books  and  maps,  and  of  Sunday  School  books,  should  be  kept 
at  the  State  Reform  School  for  the  use  and  improvement  of 
the  delinquents,  and  it  is  thought  proper  to  solicit  donations 
for  the  supply  and  increase  of  such  Library. 

The  Superintendent,  the  Librarian,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  the 
2 
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Library,  who  shall  have  in  charge  the  efforts,  ways  and  means 
to  promote  this  department  of  the  Institution,  and  they  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  their  quarterly  meetings, 
the  progress  and  condition  of  the  Library,  with  a  full  list  of 
all  donations  received  for  this  object. 

General  Regulations. 

Sec.  14.  The  distribution  of  time  for  each  working  day 
shall  be  from  six  to  eight  hours  for  labor,  four  hours  for 
school,  not  less  than  nine  hours  for  sleep,  and  five  hours  to 
devotional  exercises,  incidental  duties,  and  recreations. 

The  time  of  rising  in  the  morning  shall  be  at  five  o'clock, 
from  the  first  of  March  to  the  first  of  November,  and  at  six 
o'clock  during  the  other  four  months. 

The  time  of  retiring  shall  be  at  eight  o'clock,  from  the  first 
of  November  until  the  first  of  March,  and  at  eight  and  a  half 
o'clock  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

All  persons  having  requisite  duties  to  perform  shall  rise  at 
the  ringing  of  the  morning  bell. 

No  lights  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  outbuildings,  the  cel- 
lars, workshops,  dormitories  or  laundry,  without  being  en- 
closed in  glass  or  in  a  lantern. 

No  spirituous  liquors  or  intoxicating  drink  shall  be  brought 
to  the  Institution,  unless  by  order  of  the  Physician.  No  offi- 
cer or  assistant  shall  at  any  time  make  use  of  such  liquor,  nor 
shall  any  one  make  use  of  tobacco,  or  smoke  a  pipe  or  cigar 
on  or  about  the  premises. 

No  tobacco  shall  be  furnished  or  allowed  to  the  delinquents, 
in  any  form. 

No  person  regularly  employed  at  the  Institution  shall  be 
absent  from  his  duties,  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent or  the  Executive  Committee. 

All  persons  employed  at  the  Institution,  in  whatever  capa- 
city, are  required  to  devote  their  whole  attention  to  the  per- 
formance of  their  respective  duties,  which  are  enjoined  in 
these  by-laws,  or  required  by  the  Superintendent. 

Each  officer  should  feel  it  incumbent  on  him  to  see  that  all 
the  rules  and  regulations  are  strictly  observed,  and  should 
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promptly  report  any  failures  therein.  As  the  great  object  is 
reform,  the  intercourse  of  all  with  boys  should  be  so  conducted 
as  to  convince  them  that  this  object  is  the  chief  end  and  aim 
of  the  Institution. 

Sec.  15.  Every  boy  shall,  at  all  times,  be  in  charge  of 
some  responsible  person,  unless  otherwise  directed  ;  and  that 
person  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  until  re- 
turned into  the  house  or  yard,  or  intrusted  to  the  care  of 
another  person  duly  authorized. 

No  officer  shall  permit  any  boy  to  examine  his  keys,  or  to 
pass  out  of  the  yard,  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

No  person  shall  take  or  detain  a  boy  from  the  performance 
of  one  duty  to  discharge  another,  without  direction  from  the 
Superintendent. 

The  teachers  or  overseers  having  charge  of  the  boys  during 
their  time  of  recreation,  shall  see  that  a  kind  and  proper  tone 
of  feeling  is  observed  among  them,  and  that  they  do  not  use 
violence,  or  injure  each  other's  clothing,  or  mark  or  deface 
the  buildings,  fixtures,  or  furniture. 

All  persons  employed  at  the  Institution,  who  are  in  health 
and  can  leave  their  appropriate  duties  at  the  time,  shall  attend 
the  daily  devotional  exercises  and  the  religious  services  on  the 
Sabbath,  unless  special  leave  of  absence  is  granted. 

No  officer  shall  be  compelled  to  perform  any  duty  incon- 
sistent with  those  regularly  assigned  to  him ;  but  as  this  In- 
stitution is  to  be  a  family,  as  well  as  a  school  for  detention  and 
reformation,  duties  will  occur  growing  out  of  this  double  rela- 
tion, which  no  by-laws  can  clearly  indicate  or  provide  for ; 
therefore,  all  must  be  expected  to  act  agreeably  to  the  spirit 
as  well  as  the  letter  of  these  rules  and  regulations,  by  holding 
themselves  ready  at  all  times  for  any  emergency,  and,  by  gen- 
eral and  constant  acts  of  accommodation,  firmness,  and  kind- 
ness, accomplish  the  desired  object. 

Punishment  for  Misconduct. 

Sec.  16.  If  any  delinquent  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey 
the  orders  of  the  Superintendent,  or  other  officer  having  charge 
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over  him,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  the  lahor  or 
duty  assigned  him,  or  shall  strike  or  resist  an  officer,  or  shall 
willfully  or  hy  gross  negligence  or  carelessness  injure  any 
property  of  the  Institution,  or  shall  strike  or  otherwise  abuse 
a  fellow-delinquent,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  using  indecent  or 
profane  language,  or  shall  attempt  to  escape,  or  shall  know- 
ingly be  guilty  of  any  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Institution 
or  of  good  order,  he  shall  be  punished,  either  by  the  officer 
having  charge  at  the  time  the  offense  is  committed,  or  by  the 
Superintendent,  or  under  his  direction. 

In  cases  of  a  combination  among  the  delinquents  to  resist 
the  authority  of  the  officers,  and  in  flagitious  cases  of  willful 
offenses,  punishment  shall  be  promptly  administered.  In 
other  cases  great  forbearance  and  caution  should  be  observed, 
but  some  punishment  should  follow  the  commission  of  every 
offense  of  a  serious  character. 

With  regard  to  minor  offenses  and  indiscretions,  gentle  ad- 
monition and  reproof  should  be  adopted. 

In  all  cases,  care  should  be  taken  to  impress  the  delinquents 
with  the  conviction  that  the  object  in  administering  punish- 
ment is  to  subdue  their  vicious  passions,  and  to  promote  their 
welfare  individually,  and  secure  the  good  of  the  Institution, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  convince  them  beyond  a  doubt  that 
discipline  and  good  order  will  be  maintained  at  all  hazards. 

For  the  first  offense  the  punishment  should  be  as  light  as 
the  end  to  be  attained  by  it  will  allow.  In  cases  of  repetition 
of  the  offense,  or  oft-repeated  transgression,  the  punishment 
should  be  increased  in  severity. 

Punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  the  deprivation  of  amuse- 
ment and  recreation,  by  withholding  some  favorite  articles  of 
food,  or  some  privilege  or  indulgence,  by  loss  of  rank  and 
standing  in  the  class,  by  imposing  some  irksome  duty,  by  close 
or  solitary  confinement  for  a  limited  period,  and  when  it  be- 
comes absolutely  necessary  to  maintain  good  order  and  en- 
force the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution,  by  corporeal 
infliction  by  the  Superintendent  or  under  his  direction. 

These  by-laws,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  altered,  amended, 
or  repealed  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

This  is  the  largest  number  ever  reported.  The  highest 
number  at  any  time  during  the  year  has  been  269.  But  this 
only  for  a  few  days  at  a  time.  The  present  number  fills  us 
full  in  our  school  and  sleeping  rooms,  but  by  a  more  judicious 
arrangement  in  our  dining  room  and  shops  these  are  not  par- 
ticularly crowded. 

There  must  almost  of  necessity  be  a  sameness  in  the  report 
of  the  school  from  year  to  year,  and  its  general  features  re- 
main unchanged.  But  a  retrospective  glance  shows  convin- 
cingly that  there  is  progress. 
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It  is  hopeful  to  note  this,  when  it  gives  us  higher  views  of 
duty,  and  brings  us  into  closer  immediate  sympathy  with  the 
hearts  of  those  whonrwe  wish  to  influence.  As  long  as  human 
nature  is  so  frail,  so  long  will  there  be  lapses  from  good  reso- 
lutions, and  forgetfulness  of  good  advice.  We  have  our  ex- 
perience of  this  kind,  but  the  general  impression  remains  with 
us  and  must  with  all  who  labor  in  this  field  of  reform  here  or 
elsewhere,  that  God  in  his  own  way  and  in  his  own  time 
blesses  faithful  labor,  and  the  seed  sown  is  beautifying  the 
earth  in  the  elevation  of  human  character,  and  in  the  lifting 
up  of  many  down  trodden. 

No  family  could  be  more  blessed  with  health  than  ours. 
Severe  sickness  is  very  rare,  and  slight  ailments  are  the  excep- 
tion and  not  the  rule.  Our  plain  diet,  regular  habits,  pure 
water,  active  exercise,  mental  and  bodily,  secures  to  us  a 
freedom  from  disease  and  a  hygienic  condition  rarely  experi- 
enced.    No  boys  have  died  the  past  year. 

We  employ  our  boys  as  formerly  in  seating  chairs  with 
cane.  All  of  the  overseers  are  employed  by  the  State,  and 
my  condemnation  of  the  contract  system  is  as  emphatic  as 
heretofore.  The  main  thing  for  which  the  boys  are  sent  here 
should  be  kept  in  mind ;  whether  the  boys  are  working,  in 
the  shop,  on  the  farm,  or  in  the  school  room.  Their  reform- 
ation is  the  end  sought.  Not  only  to  eradicate  bad  habits 
and  principles  but  to  put  in  their  places  good  ones.  I  hope 
all  of  the  officers  try  to  remember  this. 

We  have  employment  from  the  same  parties  this  year  as 
last.     We  employ  in  the  chair  shops  about  160  boys. 

The  rest  on  the  farm,  in  the  sewing  room,  and  in  the  do- 
mestic department. 

The  schools  have  been  conducted  with  the  usual  energy 
and  with  excellent  success.  We  are  constantly  receiving- 
satisfactory  reports  from  boys  that  have  gone  out,  and  all 
bless  the  school  and  only  regret  that  they  did  not  profit  more 
by  their  advantages. 

We  gave  the  boys  a  thorough  military  drill  last  summer. 
We  relaxed  during  the  winter,  but  with  returning  spring  we 
shall  again  commence.     It  is  the  uniform  testimony  of  my 
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officers  that  it  assists  materially  the  discipline  of  the  school, 
and  I  know  that  the  boys  enjoy  it  for  its  variety,  and  the  op- 
portunity it  gives  for  out  door  exercise,  on  the  parade  ground. 
I  think  that  after  a  thorough  trial  it  will  commend  itself  to 
any  who  have  charge  of  this  class  of  boys. 

Our  morning  and  evening  and  Sabbath  devotional  exercises 
have  been  conducted  in  the  usual  manner  and  with  marked 
interest.  Our  monthly  concert  has  added  much  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  Sabbath  school. 

The  farm  has  prospered,  and  with  the  great  amount  of  dig- 
ging and  hauling  necessary  to  be  done  by  the  farm  hands  and 
teams,  has  done  wonderfully  well. 

9  We  were  obliged  to  put  off  some  necessary  permanent  im- 
provements on  the  farm,  so  as  to  build  the  wall  about  the 
yard.  This  required  almost  two  months  constant  labor  to  the 
neglect  of  all  else.  This  job  being  thoroughly  done  gives  us 
now  ample  time  for  farm  improvement. 

The  annexed  tables  give  general  information  in  regard  to 
the  disposal  of  the  boys,  the  result  of  their  labor  in  the  shops 
and  on  the  farm,  and  other  items  of  general  interest.

Your  kindness  and  sympathy  with  me  have  assisted  and 
cheered  me  in  my  labor,  and  I  go  on,  hoping,  not  only  to  merit 
your  favor,  but  hoping  to  bless  the  State  and  the  World  by 
good  done  to  the  boys.

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LAWS  RELATING  TO  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 


The  following  laws  relating  to  commitments  to  the  State 
Reform  School,  are  now  in  force  : 

When  any  boy  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  shall  be  con- 
victed of  any  offense  known  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
punishable  by  imprisoment  other  than  such  as  may  be 
punishable  by  imprisonment  for  life,  the  Court  or  Justice,  as 
the  case  may  be,  before  whom  such  conviction  shall  be  had, 
may,  at  their  discretion,  sentence  such  boys  to  the  State  Re- 
form School,  or  to  such  punishment  as  is  now  provided  by  law 
for  the  same  offense. 

And  if  the  sentence  shall  be  to  the  Reform  School,  then  it 
shall  be  in  the  alternative  to  the  State  Reform  School,  or  to 
such  punishment  as  would  have  been  awarded  if  this  act  had 
not  been  passed.  Sec.  4th  of  "  An  Act  to  establish  the  State 
Reform  School,"  passed  1851. 

All  commitments  to  the  Reform  School,  of  boys,  of  what- 
ever age  when  committed,  shall  be  for  a  term  not  longer  than 
during  their  minority,  nor  less  than  ninety  days,  [the  ninety 
days  limitation  has  been  altered  by  subsequent  statute,]  unless 
sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the  Trustees,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  whenever  any  boy  shall  be  discharged  therefrom, 
by  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  commitment,  or  as  reformed, 
or  as  having  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  such  dis- 
charge shall  be  a  full  and  complete  release  from  all  penalties 
and  disabilities  which  may  have  been  created  by  such  sentence. 

Sec.  7  of  above  act. 

Any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  before  whom  any  juvenile  delin- 
quent may  be  lawfully  committed  to  the  State  Reform  School, 
may  sentence  such  delinquent  during  his  minority,  provided 
that  no  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  sentence  any  delinquent  as 
aforesaid  to  said  school,  for  a  longer  period  than  ninety  days, 
[ninety  days  clause  altered  by  subsequent  statute,]  unless 
upon  the  recommendation,  at  the  time  of  such  sentence,  of  a 
majority  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  such  convic- 
tion is  had. 

Sec.  1  of  Act  of  1854. 
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No  person  shall  hereafter  be  sentenced  or  committed  to  the 
State  Reform  School  for  any  of  the  offenses  specified  in  the 
24th  and  55th  sections  of  the  "  Act  concerning  Domestic  Re- 
lations," or  the  23d  section  of  the  Act  concerning  Prisons. 

Sec.  1  of  the  Act  of  1855. 

No  person  under  the  age  of  ten  years  shall  hereafter  be 
committed  to  the  State  Reform  School,  nor  shall  any  person 
be  so  committed  for  a  less  period  than  nine  months. 

Sec.  3  of  Act  of  1857. 

Any  parent  may  indenture  his  boy,  or  any  guardian  may 
indenture  his  male  ward,  to  the  State  Reform  School,  for  such 
length  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  such  parent  or  guar- 
dian and  the  Trustees  of  said  State  Reform  School,  on  con- 
dition that  such  .parent  or  guardian  shall  pay  the  expenses  of 
his  boy  or  ward,  so  indentured  as  aforesaid,  while  at  said 
State  Reform  School. 

Act  of  1859,  Sec.  1. 


FORM  OF  INDENTURE  ADOPTED  BY  THE  TRUSTEES. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Connecticut  State  Reform  School  : 

I  hereby  request  that  the  boy  named 

be  received  as  indentured  according  to  Law,  to  the  State  Re- 
form School,  at  West  Meriden,  and  I  hereby  bind  myself  and 
agree  to  the  following  conditions,  viz.  : 

The  price  of  board,  education,  training  and  clothing  for 
said  boy  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  Three  Dollars  per  week,  pay- 
able quarter-yearly  in  advance,  and  the  said 

is  bound  to  remain  in  said  Institution  for  the  term  of 

months,  entitled  to  the  same  supervision,  medical 

treatment,  support  and  education,  and  subject  to  the  same 

regulations,  employment  and  restraint,  as  all  other  inmates  of 

said  School. 

[Signed.] 
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MEETINGS   OF  THE  BOARD.

DIRECTORS'  RERORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly,  2f ay  Session ,  A.  D.  1867  : 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison 
respectfully  submit  the  following  as  their  annual  report : 

The  Institution,  under  their  general  care  and  direction, 
but  the  immediate  government  and  management  of  which  has 
for  many  years  past  been  committed  to  the  hands  of  its  present 
excellent  and  efficient  Warden,  William  Willard,  Esq.,  has, 
during  the  past  year,  as  we  believe,  added  to  its  hitherto  good 
repute  for  order,  discipline  and  usefulness,  as  a  place  of  con- 
finement for  those  who  need  to  be  restrained  from  the  repeti- 
tion of  oifenses,  and  to  be  removed  from  temptation,  u  till 
stronger  for  its  resistance." 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Prison,  we  refer  you  to  the  annexed  report  of  the  Warden, 
from  which  will  be  learned  that  the  gross  amount  of  the 
earnings  for  the  past  year,  is  $23,324.69,  and  the  total  ex- 
pense $22,245.84,  showing  a  net  gain  of  81,078.85,  proving, 
as  we  believe,  the  fact,  that  the  care  of  the  Prison,  so  far  as  its 
present'  Warden  is  concerned,  has  been  committed  to  good 
hands.  We  also  desire  to  mention  in  this  connection,  that 
the  sum  of  $500  has  been  by  our  direction  expended  during 
the  past  year  in  laying  a  walk  from  the  entrance,  at  the  south 
side  of  the  yard,  to  the  door  of  the  Prison — a  permanent  im- 
provement much  needed  for  the  comfort  of  all  visitors  to,  and 
officers  and  employes  connected  therewith  This  sum  has 
been  paid  from  the  earnings  of  the  past  year,  so  that,  if  this 
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amount  be  added  to  the  net  gain  as  shown  above,  the  sum  of 
$1,578.85  will  appear  as  the  actual  profit  for  the  last  fiscal 
year. 

The  Board  also  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  much 
needed  improvement.  The  fence,  in  front  of  the  Prison, 
never  suitable  for  the  place,  has  become,  by  age,  entirely 
unfit  longer  to  occupy  so  conspicuous  a  place.  We  would 
suggest  that  a  neat  and  substantial  iron  fence  be  substituted 
in  its  place.  And  we  do  respectfully  ask  at  the  hands  of 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  State  Prison,  a  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  matter,  and  such  recommendation  as  we  be- 
lieve it  justly  demands  and  will  receive  at  their  hands. 

The  annexed  report  of  the  Chaplain  and  Physician  will  dis- 
close, so  far  as  can  be  reasonably  done,  the  religious,  moral, 
and  physical  condition  of  the  convicts,  and  we  desire  to  call 
your  attention  thereto. 

The  undersigned  also  take  great  pleasure  in  making  men- 
tion of  the  fact,  that  the  Hartford  Quartette,  under,  the  leader- 
ship of  C.  W.  Huntington,  Esq.,  have  given  to  the  convicts  of 
the  Prison  two  excellent  concerts  of  vocal  music  during  the 
past  year,  without  other  reward  than  the  consciousness  of 
having  merited  that  commendation  of  our  divine  Redeemer, 
"  I  was  in  prison,  and  ye  came  unto  me."  The  last  concert 
was  given  on  the  31st  of  January,  in  connection  with  a  sump- 
tuous dinner  for  the  convicts,  provided  by  the  liberality  of  H. 
C.  Dorsey,  Esq.,  of  Pawtucket,  R..  I.,  which  was  duly  arranged 
by  the  Warden  and  his  Assistants.  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  have 
done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  me."  We  desire  here  to  record  our  gratitude  for 
the  kindness  of  heart  that  prompted  these  free-will  offerings  to 
the  elevation  and  refinement  of  fallen  men  and  women. 

The  31st  of  January,  1867,  will  long  be  held  in  pleasant  re- 
memberance,  not  only  by  the  convicts,  but  by  this  Board  and 
about  one  hundred  invited  guests  who  were  permitted  to  wit- 
ness this  oasis  in  prison  life. 

We  bear  cheerful  testimony  to  the  uniformity  and  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  devolving  on  each  and  all  the  Offi- 
cers of  this  Institution.  All  have  cooperated  harmoniously, 
each  in  their  respective  sphere,  to  advance  the  interests  of  the 


State,  at  tlie  same  time  keeping  in  view  the  physical  and  moral 
well  being  of  the  unfortunate  under  their  care. 

We  would  cordially  invite  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  visit  the  Prison  during  its  session,  and  carefully 
inspect  its  management  and  government.

CHAPLAIN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison : 

Gentlemen  : — 

On  every  Sunday  morning,  at  nine  o'clock,  the  bell  has 
called  ns  to  the  Chapel  for  our  regular  Sabbath  service.  The 
first  half  hour  has  invariably  been  occupied  in  the  form  of  a 
Sabbath  School,  embracing  three  classes,  under  the  charge  of 
the  Warden,  his  Deputy,  and  the  Chaplain. 

All  the  men  who  desire,  attend  this  school,  and  most  of  them 
manifest  a  commendable  interest  in  the  study  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, as  much  so  as  any  adult  classes  I  have  ever  attended. 

The  Warden  is  an  old  Sabbath  School  teacher,  and  performs 
his  duty  with  marked  success ;  it  is  often  pleasant  to  see  some 
of  his  pupils  brighten  up  with  interest,  as  they  ask  and  answer 
questions  under  his  efficient  instructions. 

At  the  close  of  the  above  exercise,  the  men  from  within  are 
marched  into  the  Chapel  in  line,  by  their  respective  Overseers, 
to  attend  to  the  regular  services  of  the  day  ;  a  more  quiet  and 
well  behaved  congregation  can  nowhere  be  found,  or  a  more 
close  and  general  attention  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel. 
During  the  past  year  the  services  have  been  more  interesting 
by  the  labors  of  Mr.  Dwight  Martin,  one  of  the  Overseers, 
who  has  taken  pains  to  organize  and  conduct  the  singing  ;  it  is 
hoped  he  may  continue  to  direct  this  important  branch  of 
religious  worship. 

The  afternoon  is  occupied  by  the  Chaplain  in  pastoral  duties 
from  cell  to  cell,  conversing  with  as  many  as  time  will  permit, 
with  such  other  duties  as  this  department  of  his  office  requires. 
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At  about  half  past  three  o'clock,  P.  M.,  the  services  in  the 
female  part  commence,  consisting  of  a  sermon,  or  reading  the 
Scriptures  in  rotation  by  the  convicts ;  after  which  the  lesson 
read  is  reviewed  by  exegetical  remarks,  and  such  instruction  as 
the  subject  may  suggest ;  after  this,  the  reading  of  the  Scrip- 
ture and  devotional  services  in  the  Hospital,  closes  the  labors 
of  the  day. 

During  the  week  I  distribute  books  among  all  the  men,  write 
letters  for  all  who  cannot  write  for  themselves,  and  impart  in- 
struction in  reading  and  writing,  arithmetic,  grammar,  philos- 
ophy, chemistry,  &c.  I  have  received  donations  of  Bibles  from 
the  Bible  Society,  a  portion  of  which  are  in  pocket  editions, 
tor  presents  to  such  men  as  is  hoped  will  make  good  use  of 
them  when  they  are  discharged  ;  with  many,  this  little  present 
is  hailed  with  delight. 

A  number  who  have  gone,  and  several  who  remain,  profess 
to  have  experienced  a  change  of  heart  and  life,  through  repent- 
ance of  sin  and  faith  in  their  Saviour.  I  have  become  more 
and  more  convinced  that  these  convicts  are  not  "  sinners  above 
all  men,"  but  as  susceptible  of  religious  impressions  as  other 
men,  and  often  cherish  them  with  the  deepest  interest. 

I  have  expended  one  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  ninety- 
three  cents  ($115.93)  for  books  to  replenish  the  library  during 
the  past  year,  and  have  received,  through  the  politeness  of 
Professor  Simonson,  a  variety  of  second-hand  school  books, 
which  is  an  important  acquisition  to  our  educational  depart- 
ment. 

Several,  by  the  use  of  slate  and  pencil,  have  learned  to 
write  quite  rapidly,  so  as  to  correspond  with  their  friends  with 
pen  and  ink,  and  appear  much  elated  with  their  success. 
Without  entering  into  statistical  details,  the  above  is  a  fair 
representation  of  my  labors  during  the  past  year. 

Permit  me  here  to  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Warden  and 
his  Officers,  in  return  for  their  kindness  to  the  Chaplain  in  the 
(discharge  of  his  duties  to  this  Institution.

To  the  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison  : 

Gentlemen  : — 

I  am  able  to  report  for  the  past  year  a  very  good  degree  of 
health  among  the  convicts.  Most  of  the  cases  of  sickness 
which  occurred,  were  such  as  were  incident  to  the  season. 
During  the  Summer  months,  the  cases  of  diarrhea  and  dysen- 
tery were  not  very  numerous,  and  the  cases  that  did  occur 
were  generally  very  manageable. 

In  December,  influenza,  of  an  unusually  severe  type,  pre- 
vailed as  an  epidemic,  and,  to  some  extent,  cases  were  occurring 
through  the  Winter. 

A  very  noticeable  feature  in  nearly  all  the  cases  of  sickness 
during  the  year,  was  the  unusual  debility  that  attended  them — 
often  much  disproportioned  to  the  severity  of  the  disease. 
There  were  four  deaths  during  the  year. 

April  7th,  a  colored  man,  aged  47,  died  of  inflammation  of  the 
bowels.  The  disease  was  rather  of  a  chronic  type,  apparently 
the  result  of  gastric  disease  from  which  he  had  suffered  for 
years,  being  able  to  perform  only  light  work  about  the  barns 
and  garden. 

April  27th,  a  man,  aged  39,  died.  Allusion  was  made  to  him 
in  my  last  report  as  having  disease  of  the  stomach  and  bowels. 
Tuberculous  disease  was  soon  apparent  in  the  lungs,  and  pro- 
gressed with  great  rapidity  till  his  death. 

October  27th,  a  young  man,  aged  20,  died  of  consumption. 
This,  also,  was  a  case  in  which  gastric  disease  preceded  for  a 
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considerable  time  the  manifestation  of  it  in  the  lungs,  as  is 
usual  in  such  cases ;  after  the  pulmonary  symptoms  appeared, 
the  disease  progressed  with  extreme  rapidity.  Neither  of  the 
above  men  were  in  good  health  when  they  came  into  the 
Prison. 

August  25th,  on  "  turning  out "  in  the  morning,  a  man  was 
found  dead  in  his  cell.  He  had  been  at  work  the  day  previous, 
as  usual,  "  outside ;"  no  complaint  had  been  made,  nor  was 
there  any  suspicion  of  ill  health.  In  a  post  mortem  examina- 
tion the  pericardium  was  found  filled  with  blood,  and  a  rup- 
tured aneurism  at  the  commencement  of  the  aorta. 

There  are,  at  the  present  time,  in  the  Hospital,  four  cases  of 
pulmonary  consumption ;  one  of  "  fistula  in  ano,"  and  urinary 
fistula ;  one  of  simple  fever,  (an  old  man,)  and  the  case  of 
insanity  (now  more  idiotic  than  insane)  mentioned  in  my  last 
report. 

I  believe  the  above  contains  all  the  facts  concerning  the 
health  of  the  convicts  with  which  you  would  desire  to  be  made 
acquainted.

General  Head-Quarters  State  of  Connecticut. 

Adjutant-General's  Office,  ) 
Hartford,  April  1st,  1867.  \ 


His  Excellency  Joseph  R.  Hawley, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief : 

Sir  : — At  the  date  of  the  last  report  from  this  office,  all  the 
Connecticut  Volunteer  force  had  been  mustered  out,  except 
the  Yeteran  Battalion  of  the  13th  Regiment,  stationed  in 
Georgia,  with  head-quarters  at  Atlanta. 

As  a  summary  of  the  history  of  the  13th  Regiment,  up  to 
March  31st,  1866,  was  given  in  the  report  above  referred  to, 
it  only  remains  for  me  to  add  that  the  Battalion  was  mustered 
out  of  the  service  of  the  United  States,  at  Fort  Pulaski, 
Georgia,  on  the  25th  day  of  April,  1866,  by  Brevet  Major 
J.  Hartwell  Butler,  U.  S.  A. 

The  Battalion  did  not  re-enter  the  State  as  an  organization, 
but  received  final  pay,  and  was  disbanded  on  the  4th  of  May, 
1865,  at  Hart's  Island,  New  York  Harbor.

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  object  in  view  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a  State  Agency,  or  "  Bureau  of  Claims,"  has  been 
attained. 

In  the  aggregate,  at  the  lowest  estimate,  the  sum  of  $25,- 
000.00  has  been  saved  to  the  applicants,  and  in  many  cases, 
to  those  who  were  in  very  destitute  circumstances.  To  such, 
especially,  the  State  has  rendered  a  signal  service,  and  one 
which  has  been  fully  appreciated  by  the  recipients. 

More  than  a  thousand  letters  have  been  received  from  such, 
abounding  in  the  strongest  expressions  of  gratitude  for  the 
aid  rendered.  The  different  Departments  at  Washington 
have  granted  all  facilities  for  a  prompt  settlement  of  claims 
filed  by  this  office,  and  the  courtesies  extended  by  the  officials 
and  clerks  in  the  Treasury  and  Pension  Offices,  are  appre- 
ciated. 

Many  obstacles  have  been  thrown  in  the  way,  and  state- 
ments made  (relative  to  the  workings  of  this  department,) 
which  the  facts  will  not  warrant. 

Parties  have  called  at  this  office,  from  time  to  time,  seeking 
redress  for  wrongs  alleged  to  have  been  received  at  the  hands 
of  dishonest  agents.  It  being  beyand  any  power  invested  in 
us,  no  action  has  ever  been  taken  in  these  cases. 

It  has  been  currently  reported,  (but  not  generally  credited,*) 
that  it  cost  applicants  as  much,  or  more,  to  collect  claims 
through  this  office,  as  by  or  through  "  Claim  Agents."     Such 
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statements  are  untrue,  and  are  indulged  in  only  by  those  igno- 
rant of  the  facts,  or  who  wilfully  misrepresent  them. 

The  statement  below  will  fully  exhibit  the  facts. 

To  collect  a  widow's  pension,  the  cost  to  applicant  is  $1.00 
for  the  execution  of  declaration  before  the  Judge  or  Clerk  of 
a  Court  of  Record,  and  a  fee  of  50  cents  to  the  town  clerk  or 
registrar  for  copy  of  marriage  record  ;  total  cost,  $1.50,  ex- 
traordinaries  aside.  To  collect  arrears  of  pay,  &c,  for 
widows,  the  charge  is  the  same  as  for  pension.  For  father 
or  mother,  the  charge  is  $1.00.  Claims  for  additional  bounty 
by  soldiers  and  heirs  of  deceased  soldiers,  will  cost  the  appli- 
cants $1.00.  The  fee  of  one  dollar  being  established  by  law 
for  the  execution  of  all  blanks  used  as  above. 

It  is  only  in  cases  of  a  complicated  nature,  where  through 
error,  carelessness,  or  some  unknown  cause,  proof  required, 
can  not  be  readily  obtained,  that  the  fee  is  in  excess  of  the 
rates  mentioned  ;  these  fees  are  paid  by  the  applicants  to  the 
courts  or  magistrates  before  whom  their  blanks  are  executed, 
and  there  are  no  fees  leceived  at  this  office. 


BUREAU  OF  RECORD. 

The  General  Assembly,  near  the  close  of  its  last  session, 
passed  an  act  establishing  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral a  "  Bureau  of  Record,"  for  the  collection  of  trophies, 
facts  and  statistics  of  the  late  rebellion,  and  providing  for  the 
selection  and  compensation  of  a  capable  superintendent. 

After  due  consideration,  the  Adjutant-General,  by  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  Governor,  placed  Chaplin  John  M.  Morris 
in  charge  of  the  Bureau,  and  issued  the  following  circular :

To  Soldiers  and  Patriotic  Citizens  of  Connecticitt  : 

The  General  Assembly,  at  its  recent  session,  established 
a  Bureau  of  Record  in  the  Office  of  the  Adjutant-General, 
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for  the  collection  of  trophies,  facts  and  statistics  of  the  late 
war. 

New  York  and  other  States,  are,  with  the  utmost  care  and 
great  expense,  collecting  and  garnering  such  historic  treas- 
ures. Connecticut  may  justly  claim  that  the  prowess  of  her 
soldiers,  and  the  steady  patriotism  of  her  citizens,  are  not 
surpassed  by  those  of  any  State.  That  she  may  be  always 
able  to  prove  her  high  standing,  let  trophies  and  evidences  of 
her  part  in  "the  mighty  struggle,  be  diligently  gathered  by  her 
people,  and  sacredly  preserved  to  remotest  generations. 

Trophies. — These  are  to  be  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Connecticut  Historical  Society  ;  eacli  will  display  the  name 
of  the  donor,  and  a  brief  history  of  the  trophy  itself.  It  is 
proposed  to  gather  not  merely  guns,  swords  and  flags,  but 
also,  diaries,  books,  letters,  songs,  knapsacks,  garments,  knives, 
bone  ornaments,  in  short,  relics  of  march,  battle,  or  prison 
experience — any  memento,  Union  or  Rebel — little  or  great. 
A  bullet  or  knife — a  book  or  pipe — often  has  a  unique  and 
interesting  history. 

Facts. — Thousands  of  interesting  and  valuable  incidents 
never  published,  and  thousands  of  heroic  deeds  known  to 
few,  belong  to  the  unwritten  history  of  our  brave  men  and 
regiments.  The  substantial  and  often  brilliant  services  of 
Connecticut  men  in  the  navy  are  but  little  known  ;  the  facts 
of  their  career  should  be  gathered  and  saved  from  oblivion. 

Statistics. — These  are  history  condensed  and  too  many  can 
not  be  placed  on  record.  Casualties  are  far  more  numerous 
than  the  official  records  show.  Hundreds  died  after  they 
were  mustered  out,  and  their  names  are  on  the  rolls  simply 
as  discharged.  Connecticut  has  furnished  for  the  war  many 
men  not  reckoned  in  her  quota.  Numbers,  names  and  deeds 
of  men  and  officers  of  the  regular  army  or  navy — men  and 
officers  in  regiments  of  other  states,  or  casualties  not  reported, 
are  urgently  solicited  from  every  town,  or  person  interested 
in  this  patriotic  record.  Statements  of  work  done  and  money 
contributed  by  any  town,  in  short,  any  facts  or  statistics  illus- 
trating courage  or  patriotism,  will  find  a  welcome  and  appro- 
priate place  among  these  historical  collections. 
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These  facts  and  statistics  will  be  properly  classified  and  filed 
away,  or  copied  into  large  books  with  indexes,  which  will 
make  them  readily  accessible  to  those  interested.  If  soldiers 
and  citizens  furnish  material  to  make  them  complete,  attrac- 
tive and  valuable,  they  will  doubtless  in  due  time  be  pub- 
lished, as  previous  Historical  Collections  have  been,  by  pri- 
vate enterprise,  or  by  the  State. 

Chaplain  John  M.  Morris,  has,  on  account  of  his  field  ser- 
vice, his  scholarship,  and  his  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
history  of  the  Connecticut  regiments,  been  selected  to  super- 
vise this  important  work.

This  circular,  entire  or  in  substance,  was  very  generously 
published,  without  charge,  by  all  the  newspapers  of  the  State. 
Copies  of  the  circular  were  sent  by  mail  in  large  numbers  to 
soldiers  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  Several  hundred  letters 
were  addressed  to  gentlemen  known,  or  deemed  likely  to  have 
valuable  relics.  Attention  was  several  times  called  to  the 
matter  through  the  newspapers. 

To  these  appeals  there  was  no  enthusiastic  or  general  re- 
sponse. The  articles  forwarded  were  few  and  of  compara- 
tively trifling  importance. 

Many  trophies,  of  rich,  intrinsic  and  historic  value,  are  in 
the  hands  of  private  parties,  and  some,  it  would  seem,  belong 
to  the  public,  rather  than  to  any  private  individual,  but  they 
are  firmly  retained  by  their  respective  possessors. 

Seeing,  with  regret,  results  so  meager  from  effort  so  consid- 
erable, the  Adjutant-General  did  not  feel  justified  in  further 
expenditure,  although  but  a  small  portion  of  the  appropria- 
tion made  for  the  purpose  had  been  used.  If  it  be  deemed 
advisable  to  put  forth  new  effort,  the  General  Assembly  will 
so  direct. 

My  predecessor,  Gen.  Morse,  suggested  in  his  last  report 
the  adoption  of  measures  for  securing  a  fire-proof  place  of 
deposit  for  the  records  of  this  office. 
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The  original  enlistment  papers,  descriptive  rolls,  monthly 
returns,  muster-in  and  muster-out  rolls,  <fcc, — a  mass  of  most 
valuable  information,  containing  the  history  of  every  Connec- 
ticut soldier,  so  far  as  known,  are  on  file  here,  together  with 
valuable  office  records,  only  a  small  part  of  which  can  be 
contained  in  our  present  safe.  I  would  therefore  most  re- 
spectfully urge  the  importance  of  having  in  this  office  a  fire- 
proof safe  of  sufficient  size  to  contain  all  the  above  mentioned 
records. 

CATALOGUE  OF  CONNECTICUT  VOLUNTEERS. 

At  the  May  Session  of  the  Legislature  of  1864,  the  follow- 
ing Resolution  was  passed  : 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly : — That  the  Adjutant-General 
of  this  State  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
prepare  and  publish  three  thousand  copies  of  a  roll  of  the  reg- 
iments and  batteries,  which  now  are,  and  heretofore  have 
been  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  from  this  State,  with 
the  date  of  enlistment,  rank,  place  of  residence,  transfer, 
desertion,  and  all  casualties  resulting  in  the  death  or  dis- 
charge of  such  soldier,  one  copy  to  be  forwarded  to  the  first 
selectman  in  each  town,  one  copy  to  the  town  clerk  in  each 
town,  two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  present  General  As- 
sembly, one  copy  to  each  officer  of  tlxe  State  Government,  and 
one  copy  to  each  of  the  general  and  field  officers  and  com- 
manders of  batteries  whose  names  appear  on  the  rolls. 

The  Adjutant-General  is  also  further  directed  to  have  ex- 
posed for  sale  fifteen  hundred  copies,  the  proceeds  thereof  to 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State. 

Approved,  June  16th,  1864. 

In  compliance  with  the  above,  a  catalogue  was  published, 
giving  a  complete  record  of  each  man  up  to  July  1st,  1864. 

The  Legislature  of  1866,  recognizing  the  advantage  of 
having  a  catalogue  of  the  volunteer  force  to  include  the 
entire  period  of  service,  passed  a  resolution  instructing  the 
Adjutant-General  to  prepare  and  publish  a  catalogue  giving 
the  complete  record  of  each  man  during  his  whole  term  of 
service. 
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Through  some  oversight,  this  resolution  did  not  reach  the 
Governor,  and  therefore  was  not  approved. 

I  would  state,  however,  that  a  portion  of  the  manuscript 
work  has  been  done,  and  while  I  consider  it  hardly  necessary 
to  speak  of  the  importance  of  such  a  work,  I  would  most  re- 
spectfully suggest  that  the  Adjutant-General  be  instructed  to 
complete  and  publish  the  roll.

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Connecticut  National  Guard 
has  now  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-one  (4,141) 
members,  all  fully  armed  and  equipped,  ready  to  be  called 
out  at  the  shortest  notice.  There  has  been  during  the  past 
year  an  encanrpment  of  each  Brigade,  as  provided  by  law. 
The  proficiency  of  the  troops  in  drill  and  soldierly  deport- 
ment was  exceedingly  creditable,  and  fairly  astonished  many 
veteran  officers,  who  were  pleased  spectators  of  their  drills 
and  reviews.  I  give  below  the  reports  of  the  Inspecting  Of- 
ficers on  their  condition : 
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New  Saven,  March  15th,  186T. 

To  the  Adjutant-General, 

Stale  of  Connecticut. 
Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  arms,  equipments,  clothing,  drill,  discipline,  &c,  of 
the  Second  Brigade  C.  N.  G.  at  their  last  parade,  Bridgeport, 
August,  1866 : 

The  arms  were  generally  in  good  condition,  but  not  uni- 
formly good.  A  few  companies  had  them  in  excellent  order, 
while  in  other  companies  they  were  only  indifferently  good. 

The  absence  of  uniform  excellence  in  the  care  of  arms  may 
be  properly  attributed  to  company  commanders,  some  being 
more  thorough  than  others  in  their  company  inspections  and 
general  care  of  arms. 

The  clothing  being  nearly  new,  was  in  fair  condition,  ex- 
cept the  caps,  which  were  shrunk  out  of  shape  to  a  very  con- 
siderable extent. 

The  equipments  were  in  uniform  good  condition  through- 
out the  command.  I  observed  some  companies  without  cross- 
belts,  while  other  companies  wore  them.  A  uniform  practice 
would  add  considerably  to  the  appearance  of  the  command. 

In  company  drill,  a  considerable  degree  of  excellence  was 
displayed  by  most  of  the  companies.  The  manual  of  arms 
was  particularly  noticeable.  Brigade  and  battalion  move- 
ments were  often  rather  poorly  executed,  inasmuch  as  bat- 
talion and  company  commanders  were  sometimes  at  fault  or 
tardy  in  their  commands. 

The  discipline  of  the  command  is  fair.  A  few  companies 
were  examples  of  soldierly  deportment. 

The  command  as  a  whole  has  merit  of  a  high  order.  The 
officers  strive  to  do  their  duty,  and  the  men  nobly  sustain 
them.  All  are  not  equally  well  informed  in  soldierly  duties, 
but  there  exists  an  "Esprit  du  Corps"  which  promises  great 
advancement  in  military  science.  The  constant  filling  of  the 
ranks  with  the  noble  men  who  learned  the  "  art  of  war  "  on 
the  battlefields  of  the  Union,  canftot  fail  to  impart  a  degree 
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of  excellence  in  all  soldierly  virtues,  which  will  be  an  honor 
to  the  State,  and  a  surety  for  her  peace.

Gen.  Prentice  command- 
ing, and  to  report  to  these  head-quarters  the  condition  of  its 
men,  clothing,  arms,  accoutrement  and  books. 
By  command  of  Maj.  Gen.  Russell.

In  accordance  with  the  above  order,  I  made  report  to  Gen. 
Russell,  October  6th,  1866. 

Your  request  affords  me  the  pleasure  and  honor  to  report  to 
you  substantially  the  same  as  to  General  Russell,  to  wit : 
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Upon  a  full  and  minute  inspection  of  the  First  and  Third 
Regiments  composing  the  First  Brigade  C.  N.  G.,  Brig.  Gen. 
Prentice  commanding,  at  the  camp  at  Hartford,  on  the  13th 
and  14th  of  September,  A.  D.  1866, 1  find  as  follows : 

The  clothing  of  the  brigade  has  been  well  taken  care  of, 
and  is  now  in  good  and  serviceable  order.  It  is  my  own,  as 
well  as  the  opinion  of  the  officers  of  the  Brigade,  that  the 
caps  furnished  by  the  State  are  not  such  as  promise  well  for 
future  service,  the  material  being  of  such  character  that  ex- 
posure to  rain  causes  them  to  shrink  to  so  great  an  extent  as 
to  render  them  nearly  or  quite  useless  to  the  wearer.  This 
opinion  is  substantiated  by  the  condition  of  the  caps  of  some 
of  the  companies  in  the  Second  Brigade,  which  have  had  such 
exposure. 

I  found  the  arms  and  equipments  of  this  Brigade  in  far 
better  condition  than  is  usual ;  the  Third  Regiment  especially 
being  in  excellent  condition  in  that  respect,  company  "  A," 
known  as  the  "  Hartford  City  Guard,"  being  faultless. 

The  soldierly  appearance  and  discipline  of  this  Brigade  is 
uncommonly  fine — an  honor  to  the  State.  The  personnel  of 
the  companies  and  officers  is  of  a  high  order,  all  apparently 
emulating  the  zeal  and  efficiency  of  their  regimental  officers. 

Throughout  the  entire  Brigade  there  is  an  absence  of 
proper  books  for  records.  All  have  one,  and  but  one  compa- 
ny book  furnished  by  the  State,  in  which  orders,  company 
proceedings,  and  other  records  are  kept  in  a  confused,  and 
often  loose  condition. 

This  deficiency,  which  can  be  so  easily  corrected,  and  at 
little  expense  to  the  state,  should  be  remedied  at  once. 

The  camp  of  this  Brigade  was  carefully  and  well  laid  out ; 
the  streets  thoroughly  policed ;  the  interior  of  the  tents 
cleanly,  and  witli  but  few  exceptions,  in  proper  order. 

Permit  me  here  to  say  in  commendation  of  General  Pren- 
tice, Colonels  Bunnell  and  McCord,  that  their  efforts  and  suc- 
cess in  preserving  good  order  and  discipline,  day  and  night, 
as  far  as  my  observation  extended,  are  worthy  of  the  highest 
praise. 

This  object  so  much  to  be  desired  at  all  encampments,  re- 
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suited  in  a  great  measur£,  without  doubt,  from  the  strict  or- 
ders given  and  rigidly  enforced  by  General  Prentice  during 
the  entire  encampment,  for  the  exclusion  of  all  kinds  of  intox- 
icating drinks  from  the  camp  grounds. 

I  take-  great  pleasure  and  pride  in  expressing  here  my 
opinion  that  the  present  military  force  of  this  State,  in  pro- 
portion to  its  numbers,  is  equal,  if  not  superior  to  that  of  any 
other  State  in  the  Union.

The  Board  was  convened  at  Bridgeport,  August  29th,  and 
at  Hartford  on  the  11th  of  September,  during  the  encamp- 
ments of  the  First  and  Second  Brigades  Connecticut  National 
Guard. 

In  submitting  the  result  of  their  labor,  the  Board  deem  it 
advisable  to  make  but  two  classifications  of  the  officers  exam- 
ined. Those  who  passed  a  satisfactory  or  fair  examination 
being  included  in  the  first  class  marked  A,  while  the  names 
of  those  whose  examination  was  poor  and  very  unsatisfactory 
will  be  found  in  the  second  class  marked  B.     Those   who 
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waived  an  examination,  and  those  who  did  not  appear  before 
the  Board,  together  with  such  as  failed  to  pass  a  second  ex- 
amination, are  also  included  in  the  latter  class,  designated  by 
remarks  in  the  margin  opposite  their  respective  names. 

****** 

The  foregoing  lists  show  that  one  hundred  and  three  (103) 
officers  were  examined. 

Forty-two  (42)  of  them  are  returned  in  class  A,  and  sixty- 
one  (61)  in  class  B,  and  nineteen  (19)  either  did  not  present 
themselves  or  waived  their  examination.  Those  officers  who. 
waived  an  examination  did  so  with  the  understanding  that 
only  one  more  chance  for  examination  would  be  afforded  them 
while  in  their  present  grade  of  rank. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  would  recommend  that  all  officers 
whose  names  appear  in  the  class  marked  B,  except  those  that 
failed  to  pass  their  second  examination  in  a  satisfactory  man- 
ner, should  be  required  to  appear  for  a  second  examination  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law.

Regimental  commanders  will  forward  in  like  manner  mus- 
ter-rolls of  the  "  Field  and  Staff"  and  of  the  "  Regimental 
Band  "  of  their  respective  commands.

Certificates  of  muster,  service,  death  and  discharge,  given, 
1,500. 

More  than  five  thousand  blank  forms  have  been  furnished 
to  applicants  for  arrears  of  pay,  bounty  and  pension. 

Seventy  (70)  written  orders  have  been  issued,  with  an 
average  number  of  six  (6)  copies  of  each ;  in  all,  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty  (420.) 

The  time  occupied  in  answering  the  large  number  of  per- 
sonal applicants  for  information,  cannot  be  estimated. 

The  sum  of  $260,144.45  has  been  collected  and  paid  to 
applicants  for  pension,  bounty,  &c,  while  there  are  yet  two 
thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy  (2,570)  claims  unad- 
justed. 
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A  large  portion  of  the  manscript  for  a  new  and  complete 
"  Catalogue  of  the  Connecticut  Volunteer  Force,"  has  been 
prepared. 

A  complete  Roster  of  the  rank  and  file  of  Connecticut 
National  Guard  has  been  commenced,  and  is  nearly  com- 
pleted. 

This  brief  exhibit  will  give  some  idea  of  the  main  portion 
of  the  work. 

In  obtaining  office  help  during  the  year,  the  rule  has  been 
strictly  followed  of  employing  only  honorably  discharged 
soldiers. 

I  would  thank  all  for  prompt  and  faithful  performance  of 
duty. 

.  Much  praise  is  due  to  Capt.  J.  L.  Bennett,  Jr.,  Assistant 
Adjutant-General,  for  the  very  able  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  he  has  conducted  the  claim  department.

APPENDIX 


In  the  formation  of  this  appendix,  it  is  intended  to  give,  in 
a  condensed  form,  the  several  Acts,  Resolutions,  Orders  and 
Circulars  which  govern  the  adjustment  of  claims  for  pensions 
and  bounties. 

BOUNTIES. 
Act  of  July  22d,  1861. 
Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  volunteer  who 
may  be  received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  under 
this  Act,  and  who  may  be  wounded  or  otherwise  disabled  in 
the  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  which  have  been 
or  may  be  conferred  on  persons  disabled  in  the  regular  ser- 
vice ;  and  the  widow,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  the  legal 
heirs  of  such  as  die,  or  may  be  killed  in  service,  in  addition 
to  all  arrears  of  pay  and  allowances,  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the 
employment  of  volunteers  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  and 
protecting  public  property." 

Approved  July  22d,  1861. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled: 

That  every  non-commissioned  officer,  private,  or  other  per- 
son who  has  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  discharged  from  the 
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army  of  the  United  States  within  two  years  from  the  date  of 
their  enlistment,  by  reason  of  wounds  receiverrin  battle,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  bounty  as  is  granted  or  may 
be  granted  to  the  same  classes  of  persons  who  are  discharged 
after  a  service  of  two  years ;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  with  this,  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  March  3d,  1863.

FOR  RECRUITING  VETERAN  VOLUNTEERS. 

In  order  to  increase  the  armies  now  in  the  field,  volunteer 
infantry,  cavalry  and  artillery  may  be  enlisted,  at  any  time 
within  ninety  days  from  this  date,  in  the  respective  States, 
under  the  regulations  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  volunteers  so  enlisted,  and  such  of  the  three  years' 
troops  now  in  the  field  as  may  re-enlist  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  order,  will  constitute  a  force  to  be  des- 
ignated "  Veteran  Volunteers. 

The  regulations  for  enlisting  this  force  are  as  follows : 

I.  The  period  of  service  for  the  enlistments  and  re-enlist- 
ments above  mentioned  shall  be  for  three  years,  or  during  the 
war. 

II.  All  able-bodied  men,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
forty-five  years,  who  have  heretofore  been  enlisted,  and  have 
served  for  not  less  thai;  nine  months,  and  can  pass  the  exam- 
ination required  by  the  mustering  regulations  of  the  United 
States,  may  be  enlisted  under  this  order  as  Veteran  Vol- 
unteers, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

III.  Every  volunteer  enlisted  and  mustered  into  service 
as  a  Veteran,  under  this  order,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  United  States  one  month's  pay  in  advance,  and  a 
bounty  and  premium  of  four  hundred  and  two  ($402)  dol- 
lars, to  be  paid  as  follows : 
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1.  Upon  being  mustered  into  service,  he  shall  be  paid 

one  month's  pay  in  advance,      -  $  1-S.00 

First  installment  of  bounty,     -  25.00 

Premium,  -----  2.00 

Total  payment  on  muster,  -  -  $10.00 

2.  At  the  first  regular  pay  day,  or  two  months  after 
muster-in,  an  additional  installment  of  bounty  will 

be  paid,  ------        $50.00 

3.  At  the  first  regular  pay  day  after  six  month's  ser- 
vice, he  shall  be  paid  an  additional  installment  of 
bounty,-  -  -  -  -  -         $50.00 

4.  At  the  first  regular  pay  day  after  the  end  of  the 
first  year's  service,  an  additional  installment  of 
bounty  will  be  paid,       -  $50.00 

5.  At  the  first  regular  pay  day  after  eighteen  month's 
service,  an  additional  installment  of  bounty  will  be 
paid, $50.00 

6.  At  the  first  regular  pay  day  after  two  years'  ser- 
vice, an  additional  installment  of  bounty  will  be 
paid,      -  -  -  -  -  -         $50.00 

7.  At  the  first  regular  pay  day  after  two  and  a  half 
years'  service,  an  additional  installment  of  bounty 

will  be  paid,      -----        $50.00 

8.  At  the  expiration  of  three  years'  service,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  bounty  will  be  paid,      -  -         $75.00 

IV.  If  the  government  shall  not  require  these  troops  for 
the  full  period  of  three  years,  and  they  shall  be  mustered 
honorably  out  of  service  before  the  expiration  of  their  term 
of  enlistment,  they  shall  receive,  upon  being  mustered  out, 
the  whole  amount  of  bounty  remaining  unpaid,  the  same  as 
if  the  full  term  had  been  served. 

The  legal  heirs  of  volunteers  who  die  in  service  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  whole  bounty  remaining  unpaid  at  the 
time  of  the  soldier's  death. 

V.  Veteran  Volunteers  enlisted  under  this  order  will  be 
permitted  at  their  option  to  enter  old  regiments  now  in  the 
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field  ;  but  their  service  will  continue  for  the  full  term  of  their 
own  enlistment,  notwithstanding  the  expiration  of  the  term 
for  which  the  regiment  was  originally  enlisted. 

New  organizations  will  be  officered  only  by  persons  who 
have  been  in  service,  and  have  shown  themselves  properly 
qualified  for  command. 

As  a  badge  of  honorable  distinction,  u  service  chevrons  " 
will  be  furnished  by  the  War  Department,  to  be  worn  by  the 
Veteran  Volunteers. 

VI.  Officers  of  regiments  whose  terms  have  expired,  will 
be  authorized,  on  proper  application,  and  approval  of  their 
respective  governors,  to  raise  companies  and  regiments  within 
the  period  of  sixty  days  ;  and  if  the  company  or  regiment 
authorized  to  be  raised  shall  be  filled  up  and  mustered  into 
service  within  the  said  period  of  sixty  days,  the  officers  may 
be  re-commissioned  of  the  date  of  their  original  commissions, 
and  for  the  time  engaged  in  recruiting,  they  will  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  pay  belonging  to  their  rank. 

VII.  Volunteers  or  militia,  now  in  service,  whose  term  of 
service  will  expire  within  ninety  days,  and  who  shall  then 
have  been  in  service  at  least  nine  months,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  aforesaid  bounty  and  premium  of  $402,  provided  they 
re-enlist,  before  the  expiration  of  their  present  term,  for  three 
years  or  the  war  ;  and  said  bounty  and  premium  shall  be  paid 
in  the  manner  herein  provided  for  other  troops  re-entering 
the  service.  The  new  term  will  commence  from  date  of  re- 
enlistment. 

VIII.  After  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  from  this  date, 
volunteers  serving  in  three  years'  organizations,  who  may  re- 
enlist  for  three  years  or  the  war,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  afore- 
said bounty  and  premium  of  $402,  to  be  paid  in  the  manner 
herein  provided  for  other  troops  re-entering  the  service.  The 
new  term  will  commence  from  date  of  re-enlistment. 

IX.  Officers  in  service,  whose  regiments  or  companies 
may  re-enlist,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  order, 
before  the  expiration  of  their  present  term,  shall  have  their 
commissions  continued,  so  as  to  preserve  their  date  of  rank  as 
fixed  by  their  original  muster  into  United  States  service. 
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X.  As  soon  after  the  expiration  of  their  original  term  of 
enlistment  as  the  exigencies  of  the  service  will  permit,  a  fur- 
lough of  thirty  days  will  be  granted  to  men  who  may  re-en- 
list in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

XI.  Volunteers  enlisted  under  this  order  will  be  credited 
as  three  year's  men  in  the  quotas  of  their  respective  States. 
Instructions  for  the  appointment  of  recruiting  officers  and  for 
enlisting  Veteran  Volunteers  will  be  immediately  issued  to 
the  Governors  of  States.

The  following  regulations  are  established,  with  the  appro- 
val of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  will  govern  mustering  and 
disbursing  officers  in  their  payments  of  the  advance  bounty, 
premium,  and  advance  pay  to  recruits  (not  veterans)  enlisted 
by  recruiting  officers,  to  serve  for  three  years  or  the  war,  in 
old  regiments  now  organized,  whose  terms  of  service  expire  in 
1864  and  1865 : 

I.  To  all  recruits  enlisting  as  above  required,  there  will  be 
paid  one  month's  pay  in  advance,  and  in  addition,  a  bounty 
and  premium  amounting  to  §302,  as  follows,  viz : 

On  being  mustered  into  the  United  States  service,  under 
this  authority,  and  before  leaving  the  recruiting  station  or 
depot  to  join  his  company  or  regiment,  the  recruit  shall  re-

At  the  expiration  of  three  years'  service,  or  to  any 
soldier  enlisted  under  this  authority,  who  may  be 
honorably  discharged  after  two  years'  service,  the 
remainder  of  the  bounty  will  be  paid,     -  -  40.00 

II.  If  the  government  shall  not  require  these  troops  for 
the  full  period  of  three  years,  and  they  shall  be  mustered 
honorably  out  of  the  service  before  the  expiration  of  their 
terms  of  enlistment,  they  shall  receive,  on  being  mustered- 
out,  the  whole  amount  of  bounty  remaining  unpaid,  the 
same  as  if  the  full  term  had  been  served. 

III.  The  legal  heirs  of  soldiers  who  die  in  service  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  whole  bounty  remaining  unpaid  at  the 
time  of  the  soldier's  death. 

IY.  "  Veteran  Volunteers  "  will  receive  the  one  month's 
advance  pay,  bounty  and  premium,  as  authorized  in  General 
Orders,  Nos.  191  and  324,  current  series,  and  Circular,  No. 
97,  of  Oct.  26, 1863,  from  this  office.

-Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  bounties  authorized  to  be  paid  under  existing  laws,  and 
by  regulations  and  orders  of  the  War  Department,  to  veterans 
re-enlisting  or  persons  enlisting  in  the  regular  and  volunteer 
service  of  the  United  States  for  three,  years  or  during  the 
war,  shall  continue  to  be  paid  from  the  first  day  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  to  the  first  day  of  April, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  anything  in  any  law  or 
regulation  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  ;  the  said  bounties 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  already  appropriated  for  such 
purposes.

The  following  Act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  inform- 
ation and  government  of  all  concerned: 

public,  no.  196. 
An  Act  further  to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  enrolling  and 
calling  out  the  national  forces,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  at  his  discretion,  at 
any  time  hereafter,  call  for  any  number  of  men  as  volunteers, 
for  the  respective  terms  of  one,  two,  and  three  years,  for  mil- 
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itary  service ;  and  any  such  volunteer,  or,  in  case  of  draft,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  any  substitute,  shall  be  credited  to  the 
town,  township,  ward  of  a  city,  precinct,  or  election  district, 
or  of  a  county  not  so  subdivided,  towards  the  quota  of  which 
he  may  have  volunteered  or  engaged  as  a  substitute ;  and 
every  volunteer  who  is  accepted  and  mustered  into  the  service 
for  a  term  of  one  year,  unless  sooner  discharged,  shall  receive, 
and  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  a  bounty  of  one  hundred 
dollars ;  and  if  for  a  term  of  two  years,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged, a  bounty  of  two  hundred  dollars ;  and  if  for  a  term 
of  three  years,  unless  sooner  discharged,  a  bounty  of  three 
hundred  dollars ;  one-third  of  which  bounty  shall  be  paid  to 
the  soldier  at  the  time  of  his  being  mustered  into  the  service, 
one-third  at  the  expiration  of  one-half  of  his  term  of  service, 
and  one-third  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  And 
in  case  of  his  death  while  in  service,  the  residue  of  his  bounty 
unpaid  shall  be  paid  to  his  widow,  if  he  shall  have  left  a 
widow ;  if  not,  to  his  children  ;  or  if  there  be  none,  to  his 
mother,  if  she  be  a  widow. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  the  quota, 
or  any  part  thereof,  of  any  town,  township,  ward  of  a  city, 
precinct,  or  election  district,  or  of  any  county  not  so  subdi- 
vided, shall  not  be  filled  within  the  space  of  fifty  days  after 
such  call,  then  the  President  shall  immediately  order  a  draft 
for  one  year  to  fill  such  quota,  or  any  part  thereof  which  may 
be  unfilled;  and  in  case_of  any  such  draft,  no  payment  of 
money  shall  be  accepted  or  received  by  the  Government  as 
commutation  to  release  any  enrolled  or  drafted  man  from 
personal  obligation  to  perform  military  service. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  executive  of  any  of  the  States  to  send  recruiting  agents 
into  any  of  the  States  declared  to  be  in  rebellion,  except  the 
States  of  Arkansas,  Tennessee,  and  Louisiana,  to  recruit  vol- 
unteers under  any  call  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  who 
shall  be  credited  to  the  State,  and  to  the  respective  subdivis- 
ions thereof,  which  may  procure  the  enlistment. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  drafted  men,  sub- 
stitutes, and  volunteers,  when  mustered  in.  shall  be  organized 
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into,  or  assigned  to  regiments,  batteries,  or  other  organiza- 
tions of  their  own  States,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  shall, 
when  assigned,  be  permitted  to  select  their  own  regiments, 
batteries,  or  other  organizations,  from  among  those  of  their 
respective  States  which,  at  the  time  of  assignment,  may  not 
be  filled  to  their  maximum  number. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  twentieth  sec- 
tion of  the  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an 
act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces,  and  for 
other  purposes,7'  approved  February  twenty-four,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  that  the 
Secretary  of  War  shall  discharge  minors  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  under  the  circumstances  and  on  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  said  section  ;  and  hereafter,  if  any  officer  of  the 
United  States  shall  knowingly  enlist  or  muster  into  the  mili- 
tary service  any  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  with 
or  without  the  consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  such  person 
so  enlisted  or  recruited  shall  be  immediately  discharged  upon 
repayment  of  all  bounties  received  ;  and  such  recruiting  or 
mustering  officer  who  shall  knowingly  enlist  any  person  under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  shall  be  dismissed  the  service,  with  for- 
feiture of  all  pay  and  allowances,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such 
farther  punishment  as  a  court  martial  may  direct. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  section  three  of 
an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  for 
enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  approved  February  twenty-four,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended,  so  as  to 
authorize  and  direct  district  provost  marshals,  under  the 
direction  of  the  provost  marshal  general,  to  make  a  draft  for 
one  hundred  per  centum  in  addition  to  the  number  required 
to  fill  the  quota  of  any  district  as  provided  by  said  section. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  instead  of  travel- 
ing pay,  all  drafted  persons  reporting  at  the  place  of  rendez- 
vous shall  be  allowed  transportation  from  their  places  of  resi. 
deuce ;  and  persons  discharged  at  the  place  of  rendezvous 
shall  be  allowed  transportation  to  their  places  of  residence. 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  in  the 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  who  have  entered  said  ser- 
vice during  the  present  rebellion,  who  have  not  been  credited 
to  the  quota  of  any  town,  district,  ward,  or  State,  by  reason 
of  their  being  in  said  service  and  not  enrolled  prior  to  Febru- 
ary twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  shall  be 
enrolled  and  credited  to  the  quotas  of  the  town,  ward,  district 
or  State,  in  which  they  respectively  reside,  upon  satisfactory 
proof  of  their  residence  made  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  duly 
drafted  shall  be  absent  from  home  in  prosecution  of  his  usual 
business,  the  provost  marshal  of  the  district  shall  cause  him 
to  be  duly  notified  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  he  shall  not  be 
deemed  a  deserter,  nor  liable  as  such,  until  notice  has  been 
given  to  him,  and  reasonble  time  allowed  for  him  to  return 
and  report  to  the  provost  marshal  of  his  district ;  but  such 
absence  shall  not  otherwise  affect  his  liability  under  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  alter  or  in  any  way 
affect  the  provisions  of  the  seventeenth  section  of  an  act  ap- 
proved February  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
four,  entitled  a  An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  for 
enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
three. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  alter  or  change  the 
provisions  of  existing  laws  relative  to  permitting  persons  liable 
to  military  service  to  furnish  substitutes.

Sec.  12.  And  be  il  further  enacted,  That  each  and  every 
soldier  who  enlisted  into  the  army  of  the  United  States,  after 
the  nineteenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years,  and,  having  served 
the  time  of  his  enlistment,  has  been  honorably  discharged? 
and  who  has  received,  or  who  is  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
United  States  under  existing  laws,  a  bounty  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  no  more,  and  any  such  soldier  enlisted  for  not 
less  than  three  years,  who  has  been  honorably  discharged  on 
account  of  wounds  received  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  the 
widow,  minor  children,  or  parents,  in  the  order  named,  of  any 
such  soldier  who  died  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  disease  or  wounds  contracted  while  in  the  service,  and  in 
the  line  of  duty,  shall  be  paid  the  additional  bounty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  hereby  authorized. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  to  each  and  every 
soldier  who  enlisted  into  the  army  of  the  United  States,  after 
the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  years,  and  who  is  not  included 
in  the  foregoing  section,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged 
after  serving  two  years,  and  who  has  received  or  is  entitled  to 
receive  from  the  United  States  under  existing  laws,  a  bounty 
of  one  hundred  dollars  and  no  more,  shall  be  paid  an  addi- 
tional bounty  of  fifty  dollars ;  and  any  such  soldier  enlisted 
for  not  less  than  two  years  who  has  been  honorably  discharged 
on  account  of  wounds  received  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  the 
widow,  minor  children,  or  parents,  in  the  order  named,  of 
any  such  soldier  who  died  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  disease  or  wounds  contracted  while  in  the  service,  and 
in  the  line  of  duty,  shall  be  paid  the  additional  bounty  of  fifty 
dollars  hereby  authorized. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  soldier  who 
shall  have  bartered,  sold,  assigned,  transferred,  loaned,  ex- 
changed, or  given  away  his  final  discharge  papers,  or  any 
interest  in  the  bounty  provided  by  this  or  any  other  act  of 
Congress,    shall   not   be   entitled   to   receive   any  additional 
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bounty  whatever ;  and  when  application  is  made  by  any  sol- 
dier for  said  bounty,  he  shall  be  required,  under  the  pains 
and  penalties  of  perjury,  to  make  oath  or  affirmation  of  his 
identity,  and  that  he  has  not  so  bartered,  .sold,  assigned, 
transferred,  exchanged,  loaned,  or  given  away  either  his  dis- 
charge papers,  or  any  interest  in  any  bounty  as  aforesaid. 
And  no  claim  for  any  such  bounty  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
Paymaster  General,  or  other  accounting  or  disbursing  officer, 
except  upon  receipt  of  the  claimant's  discharge  papers,  ac- 
companied by  the  statement  under  oath,  as  by  this  section 
provided. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  the  payment 
of  the  additional  bounty  herein  provided  for,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Paymaster  General,  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  to 
cause  to  be  examined  the  accounts  of  each  and  every  soldier 
who  makes  application  therefor,  and,  if  found  entitled  thereto, 
shall  pay  said  bounties. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  the  reception, 
examination,  settlement  and  payment  of  claims  for  said  addi- 
tional bounty  due  the  widows  or  heirs  of  deceased  soldiers, 
the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  shall  be  governed  by 
the  restriction  prescribed  for  the  Paymaster  General  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  and  the  payment  shall  be  made  in  like 
manner  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  11.     Act,  March  3d,  1865. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  bounty  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  provided  by  present  laws  to  be  paid  to  the  heirs  of 
volunteers  killed  in  battle,  shall  be  extended  to  the  widow  if 
living,  or  if. she  be  dead  to  the  children  of  any  volunteer  who 
shall  have  been  or  may  be  killed  in  the  service,  whether  he 
shall  have  enlisted  for  two  years  or  for  a  less  period  of  time. 

Joint  Resolution  giving  construction  to  the  law  in  relation 
to  bounties  payable  to  soldiers  discharged  for  wounds.  Ap- 
proved, April  12,  1866. 
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Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  words  "  or  in  line  of  duty" 
used  in  the  fourth  section  of  the  act,  approved  March  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend 
the  several  acts  heretofore  passed  to  provide  for  the  enrolling 
and  calling  out  the  national  forces,  and  for  other  purposes," 
requires  that  the  benefit  of  the  provision  of  said  section  shall 
be  extended  to  any  enlisted  man  or  other  person  entitled  by 
law  to  bounty,  who  has  or  may  be  discharged  by  reason  of  a 
wound  received  while  actually  in  service  under  military 
orders,  not  at  the  time  on  furlough  or  leave  of  absence,  nor 
engaged  in  any  unlawful  or  unauthorized  act  or  pursuit. 

[The  bounty  provided  by  these  acts  is  not  paid  in  case  of 
nine  months*  nor  three  months'  troops,  it  having  been  decided 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  such  troops  were  but  "  State 
militia  "  and  not  a  part  of  the  United  States  forces  proper. 
Application  for  this  bounty  in  behalf  of  the  soldier  should 
be  made  to  the  Paymaster  General,  United  States  Army. 
Should  the  soldiers  "  discharge  certificate  "  be  lost,  however, 
application  will  then  be  made  to  the  Second  Auditor  of  the 
Treasury  Department,  with  all  the  facts  attendant  upon  its 
loss"  clearly  set  forth  in  the  declaration,  and  that  the  claimant 
did  not  give,  sell,  transfer,  nor  assign  his  discharge  to  any 
one,  also  the  declarants'  and  the  least  one  of  his  officers  affida- 
vits, narrating  the  circumstances  how  and  where  he  was 
wounded.  So  also  should  all  claims  for  this  bounty  by  heirs 
of  deceased  soldiers  be  made  to  the  Second  Auditor  of  the 
Treasury.] 

Resolution  respecting  bounties  to  colored  soldiers,  and  the 
pensions,  bounties,  and  allowances  to  their  heirs,  approved 
June  fifteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
omission  in  the  "  muster-rolls"  of  the  words  "  free  on  or  bo- 
fore  April  nineteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,"  shall

not  deprive  any  colored  soldier  of  the  bounty  to  which  he  is 
entitled,  and  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  withheld  by 
reason  of  such  omission ;  but  where  nothing  appears  on  the 
muster-roll  or  of  record  to  show  that  a  colored  soldier  was 
not  a  freeman  at  the  date  aforesaid,  under  the  provision  of  the 
fourth  section  of  the  "  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  army  for  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  of  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,"  the  presumption  shall  be 
that  the  person  was  free  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  in  determining 
who  is  or  was  the  wife,  widow,  or  heirs  of  any  colored  soldier, 
evidence  that  he  and  the  woman  claimed  to  be  his  wife  or 
widow  were  joined  in  marriage  by  some  ceremony  deemed  by 
them  obligatory,  followed  by  their  living  together  as  husband 
and  wife  up  to  the  time  of  enlistment,  shall  be  deemed  suffi- 
cient proof  of  such  marriage  for  the  purpose  of  securing  any 
arrears  of  pay,  pension,  or  other  allowances  due  any  colored 
soldier  at  the  time  of  his  death ;  and  the  children  born  of  any 
such  marriage  shall  be  held  and  taken  to  be  lawful  children 
and  heirs  of  such  soldier. 

PENSIONS. 

Chapter  CLXVI,  Acts  of  Thirty- Seventh  Congress. 

AN   ACT  TO   GRANT  PENSIONS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  if 
any  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or  private  of 
the  army,  including  regulars,  volunteers,  and  militia,  or  any 
officer,  warrant  or  petty  officer,  musician,  seaman,  ordinary 
seaman,  flotillaman,  marine,  clerk,  landsman,  pilot,  or  other 
person  in  the  navy  or  marine  corps,  has  been,  since  the  fourth 
day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  shall  here- 
after be  disabled,*  by  reason  of  any  wound  received  or  disease 

*  The  word  disabled  means  any  degree  of  personal  disability  which  renders  the 
individual  less  able  to  provide  for  his  subsistence.  A  seaman  disabled  by  punish- 
ment inflicted  by  an  enemy  for  attempting  to  escape,  after  having  been  taken  pris- 
oner is  within  the  spirit  of  the  law.  2  Opin.  542,  545  ;  1  Id.,  461  ;  Arcadi  vs. 
United  States,  Dev.  C.  C,  134. 
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contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
the  line  of  duty,  he  shall,  upon  making  due  proof  of  the  fact 
according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be 
provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  placed  upon  the  list  of 
invalid  pensions  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive, for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  such  pension  as  is  here- 
inafter provided  in  such  cases,  and  for  an  inferior  disability, 
an  amount  proportionate  to  the  highest  disability,  to  com- 
mence as  hereinafter  provided,  and  continue  during  the  exist- 
ence of  such  disability.  The  pension  for  a  total  disability  for 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians,  and  privates 
employed  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  whether 
regulars,  volunteers,  or  militia,  and  the  marine  corps,  shall 
be  as  follows,  viz :  lieutenant-colonel,  and  all  officers  of  a 
higher  rank,  thirty-dollars  per  month  ;  major,  twenty-five  dol- 
lars per  month ;  captain,  twenty  dollars  per  month  ;  first 
lieutenant,  seventeen  dollars  per  month;  second  lieutenant, 
fifteen  dollars  per  month ;  and  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians,  and  privates,  eight  dollars  per  month.  The  pen- 
sion for  total  disability  for  officers,  warrant  or  petty  officers, 
and  others  employed  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  as  follows,  viz :  captain,  commander,  surgeon,  pay- 
master, and  chief  engineer,  respectively  ranking  with  com- 
mander by  law,  lieutenant  commanding,  and  master  com- 
manding, thirty  dollars  per  month  ;  lieutenant,  surgeon,  pay- 
master, and  chief  engineer,  respectively  ranking  with  lieuten- 
ant by  law,  and  passed  assistant  surgeon,  twenty-five  dollars 
per  month  ;  professor  of  mathematics,  master,  assistant  sur- 
geon, assistant  paymaster,  and  chaplain,  twenty  dollars  per 
month  ;  first  assistant  engineers  and  pilots,  fifteen  dollars  per 
month  ;  passed  midshipmen,  midshipmen,  captain's  and  pay- 
master's clerk,  second  and  third  assistant  engineer,  master's 
mate,  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  dollars  per  month  ;  all  petty 
officers,  and  all  other  persons  before  named  employed  in  the 
naval  service,  eight  dollars  per  month  ;  and  all  commissioned 
officers,  of  either  service,  shall  receive  such  and  only  such  pen- 
sion as  is  herein  provided  for  the  rank  in  which  they  hold 
commissions. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  officer  or 
other  person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  has  died 
since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
one,  or  shall  hereafter  die,  by  reason  of  any  wound  received, 
or  disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
and  in  the  line  of  duty,  his  widow,  or,  if  there  be  no  widow, 
his  child  or  children,  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  same  pension  as  the  husband  or  father 
would  have  been  entitled  to  had  he  been  totally  disabled,  to 
commence  from  the  death  of  the  husband,  or  father,  and  to 
continue  to  the  widow  during  her  widowhood,  or  to  the  child 
or  children  until  they  severally  attain  to  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  and  no  longer. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  any  officer 
or*  other  person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall 
have  died  subsequently  to  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  die,  by  reason  of 
any  wound  received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  has  not  left 
or  shall  not  leave  a  widow  or  legitimate  child,  but  has  left  or 
shall  leave  a  mother  who  was  dependent  upon  him  for  support, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  the  mother  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
same  pension  as  such  officer  or  other  person  would  have  been 
entitled  to  had  he  been  totally  disabled ;  which  pension  shall 
commence  from  the  death  of  the  officer  or  other  person  dying 
as  aforesaid.  Provided  however,  That  if  said  mother  shall 
herself  be  in  receipt  of  a  pension  as  widow,  in  virtue  of  the 
provision  of  the  second  section  of  this  act,  in  that  case  no 
pension  or  allowance  shall  be  granted  to  her  on  account  of 
her. son,  unless  she  gives  up  the  other  pension  or  allowance. 
And  provided  further,  That  the  pension  given  to  a  mother  on 
account  of  her  son  shall  terminate  on  her  re-marriage.  And 
provided  further,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  entitle  the  mother  of  an  officer  or  other  person  dying,  as 
aforesaid,  to  more  than  one  pension  at  the  same  time  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  any  officer 
or  other  person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall 
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have  died  subsequently  to  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  die,  by  reason  of  any 
wound  received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  has  not  left 
or  shall  not  leave  a  widow,  nor  legitimate  child,  nor  mother, 
but  has  left  or  may  leave  an  orphan  sister  or  sisters,  under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  who  were  dependent  upon  him  for  sup- 
port, in  whole  or  in  part,  such  sister  or  sisters  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  the  same  pension  as  such  officer  or  other  per- 
son would  have  been  entitled  to,  had  he  been  totally  disabled; 
which  pension  to  said  orphan  shall  commence  from  the  death 
of  the  officer  or  other  person  dying  as  aforesaid,  and  shall 
continue  to  the  said  orphans  until  they  severally  arrive  at  the 
age  of  sixteen  years,  and  no  longer.  Provided,  however,  That 
nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  entitle  said  orphans 
to  more  than  one  pension  at  the  same  time,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  And  'provided,  further,  That  no  moneys 
shall  be  paid  to  the  widow,  or  children,  or  any  heirs  of  any 
deceased  soldier  on  account  of  bounty,  back  pay,  or  pension, 
who  have  in  any  way  been  engaged  in  or  who  have  aided  or 
abetted  the  existing  rebellion  in  the  United  States ;  but  the 
right  of  such  disloyal  widow  or  children,  heir  or  heirs  of  such 
soldier,  shall  be  vested  in  the  loyal  heir  or  heirs  of  the  de- 
ceased, if  any  there  be. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  pensions  which 
may  be  granted  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to 
persons  who  may  have  been,  or  shall  be,  employed  in  the  mil- 
itary or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  commence 
on  the  day  of  the  discharge  of  such  persons  in  all  cases  in 
which  the  application  for  such  provisions  [pensions]  is  filed 
within  one  year  after  the  date  of  said  discharge  ;  and  in  cases 
in  which  the  application  is  not  filed  during  said  year,  pensions 
granted  to  persons  employed  as  aforesaid,  commence  on  the 
day  of  the  filing  of  the  application. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  fees  of  agents 
and  attorneys  for  making  out  and  causing  to  be  executed  the 
papers  necessary  to  establish  a  claim  for  a  pension,  bounty, 
and  other  allowance  before  the  Pension  Office  under  this  act. 
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shall  not  exceed  the  following  rates  :  For  making  out  and 
causing  to  be  duly  executed  a  declaration  by  the  applicant, 
with  the  necessary  affidavits,  and  forwarding  the  same  to  the 
Pension  Office,  with  the  requisite  correspondence,  five  dollars. 

In  cases  wherein  additional  testimony  is  required  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Pensions,  for  each  affidavit  so  required  and 
executed  and  forwarded  (except  the  affidavits  of  surgeons,  for 
which  such  agents  and  attorneys  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 
fees,)  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  agent  or  at- 
torney who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  demand  or  receive 
any  greater  compensation  for  his  services  under  this  act  than 
is  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall 
contract  or  agree  to  prosecute  any  claim  for  a  pension,  boun- 
ty, or  other  allowance  under  this  act,  on  the  condition  that 
he  shall  receive  a  per  centum  upon,  or  any  portion  of  the 
amount  of  such  claim,  or  who  shall  wrongfully  withold  from 
a  pensioner  or  other  claimant  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
pension  or  claim  allowed  and  due  to  such  pensioner  or  claim- 
ant, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  be  fined  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  at  hard  labor 
not  exceeding  two  years,  or  both,  according  to  the  circum- 
stances and  aggravations  of  the  offence. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Commissioner 
of  Pensions  be,  and  he  is  hereby  empowered  to*  appoint,  at 
his  discretion,  civil  surgeons  to  make  the  biennial  examina- 
tion of  pensioners,  which  are  or  may  be  required  to  be  made 
by  law,  and  to  examine  applicants  for  invalid  pensions,  where 
he  shall  deem  an  examination  by  a  surgeon  to  be  appointed 
by  him  necessary ;  and  the  fees  for  each  of  such  examina- 
tions, and  the  requisite  certificate  thereof,  shall  be  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents,  which  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  surgeon  by  the 
person  examined,  for  which  he  shall  take  a  receipt,  and  for- 
ward the  same  to  the  Pension  Office ;  and  upon  allowance  of 
the  claim  of  the  person  examined,  the  Commissioner  of  Pen- 
sions shall  furnish  to  such  persons  an  order  on  the  pension 
agent  of  his  State  for  the  amount  of  the  surgeon's  fees. 
5 
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Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Commissioner 
of  Pensions,  on  application  made  to  him  in  person  or  by  let- 
ter by  any  claimants  or  applicants  for  pension,  bounty,  or 
other  allowance  required  by  law  to  be  adjusted  and  paid  by 
the  Pension  Office,  shall  furnish  such  claimants,  free  of  all 
expense  or  charge  to  them,  all  such  printed. instructions  and 
forms  as  may  be  necessary  in  establishing  and  obtaining  said 
claim ;  and  in  case  such  claim  is  prosecuted  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  of  such  claimant,  on  the  issue  of  a  certificate  of 
pension  or  the  granting  of  a  bounty  or  allowance,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Pensions  shall  forthwith  notify  the  applicant  or 
claimant  that  such  certificate  has  been  issued,  or  allowance 
made,  and  the  amount  thereof. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  pilots,  engi- 
neers, sailors,  and  crews  upon  the  gunboats  and  war  vessels 
of  the  United  States,  who  have  not  been  regularly,  mustered 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  bounty  allowed  to  persons  of  corresponding  rank 
in  the  naval  service,  provided  they  continue  in  service 
to  the  close  of  the  present  war ;  and  all  persons  serving  as 
aforesaid,  who  have  been  or  may  be  wounded  or  incapacitated 
for  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  such  disability  the 
pension  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  those  of  like 
rank,  and  each  and  every  such  person  shall  receive  pay  ac- 
cording to  corresponding  rank  in  the  naval  service.  Provided, 
That  no  person  receiving  pension  or  bounty  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  receive  either  pension  or  bounty  for 
any  other  service  in  the  present  war. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  widows  and 
heirs  of  all  persons  described  in  the  last  preceding  section 
who  have  been  or  may  be  employed  as  aforesaid,  or  who  have 
been  or  may  be  killed  in  battle,  or  of  those  who  have  died  or 
shall  die  of  wounds  received  while  so  employed,  shall  be  paid 
the  bounty  and  pension  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
according  to  rank,  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  section. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  spe- 
cial agent  for  the  Pension  Oftice,  to  assist  in  the  detection  of 
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fraud  against  the  pension  laws,  to  cause  persons  committing 
such  frauds  to  be  prosecuted,  and  to  discharge  such  other 
duties  as  said  Secretary  may  require  him  to  perform,  which 
said  agent  shall  receive  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  his  actual  traveling  expenses,  in- 
curred in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Government. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  all  acts  and  parts 
of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the 
same  are,  hereby  repealed. 

Approved  July  14th,  1862. 


Chapter  L XXXIV.,  Section  Third,  Thirty- Seventh  Congress. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the 
employment  of  volunteers  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  and 
protecting  public  property."    Approved  July  22d,  1861. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
every  non-commissioned  officer,  private,  or  other  person  who 
has  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  discharged  from  the  army  of 
the  United  States  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  en- 
listment, by  reason  of  wounds  received  in  battle,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  the  same  bounty  as  is  granted  or  may  be 
granted  to  the  same  classes  of  persons  who  are  discharged 
after  a  service  of-two  years  ;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent with  this,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved  March  3d,  1863. 

ACT   OP   MARCH    3,   1865. 

An  Act  supplementary  to  several  acts  relating  to  Pensions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
no  invalid  pensioner  now  or  hereafter  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  a  pension  for  any 
period  of  time  during  which  he  is  or  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
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full  pay  or  salary  which  an  able  bodied  person  discharging  like 
duties  to  the  Government  is  allowed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  acting  assistant  or 
contract  surgeons  disabled  by  any  wound  received  or  disease 
contracted  while  actually  performing  the  duties  of  assistant 
surgeons  or  acting  assistant  surgeons,  with  any  military  forces 
in  the  field  or  in  transitu,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
the  pension  laws  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  actually 
been  mustered  into  the  service  with  the  rank  of  "  assistant 
surgeon,"  and  the  widows,  minor  children,  or  the  dependents 
of  acting  assistant  surgeons  dying  while  performing  the  duty 
aforesaid,  shall  in  like  manner  be  entitled  to  the  same  benefits 
of  the  pension  laws  as  if  the  deceased  hall  been  actually  mus- 
tered into  the  service  as  assistant  surgeons. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  now 
by  law  entitled  to  a  less  pension  than  hereafter  specified,  who 
shall  have  lost  one  foot  and  one  hand  in  the  military  service 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  twenty  dollars  per  month. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  officer  or 
other  person  named  in  the  first  section  of  an  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  grant  pensions,"  approved  July  fourteenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  has  died  since  the  fourth  day  of  March? 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  die  by 
reason  of  any  wound  received  or  disease  contracted  while  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  his 
widow,  or  if  there  be  no  widow,  or  in  case  of  her  death  or 
marriage,  without  payment  to  her  of  any  part  of  the  pension 
hereinafter  mentioned,  his  child  or  children,  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  pension  as 
the  husband  or  father  would  have  been  entitled  to  under  said 
act,  had  he  been  totally  disabled,  to  commence  from  the  death 
of  the  husband  or  father,  and  to  continue  to  the  widow  during 
Jier  widowhood,  or  to  the  child  or  children  until  they  sever- 
ally attain  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  no  longer.  Pro- 
vided, That  when  such  pension  has  been,  or  shall  hereafter 
be.  paid  to  the  widow,  such  child  or  children  shall  only  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  pension,  to  commence  from  the  death 
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or  marriage  of  such  widow  and  to  continue  as  aforesaid. 
Provided  further,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  repeal  or  modify  the  tenth  section  of  an  act  entitled 
"  An  Act  supplementary  to  '  An  Act  to  grant  pensions/  ap- 
proved July  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,"  ap- 
proved July  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and 
said  section  is  hereby  declared  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  in 
all  cases  arising  under  this  act  to  which  said  section  is  appli- 
cable, saving  and  excepting  such  cases  as  are  embraced  in  the 
preceding  proviso.

REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut : 

The  undersigned  has  the  honor  to  present  the  accompany- 
ing tables  of  Births,  Marriages,  Deaths  and  Divorces  for  the 
year  1866. 

Births.  The  whole  number  reported  during  the  year  end- 
ing with  December  31st,  1866,  was  11,623, — an  increase  of 
1,421  over  the  registration  of  1865,  and  1,889  more  than  in 
1864.  In  the  county  of  New  Haven  the  number  was  the 
highest  ever  registered  in  any  year,  and  every  county  shows 
a  gain  over  the  preceding  two  years. 

There  were  recorded  in  the  town  of  Hartford  but  703 
births, — less  than  half  the  number  returned  from  New  Haven, 
— and  while  in  the  former  town  the  births  registered  have 
constantly  declined  in  number  from  925  in  1861  to  703  in 
1866,  the  enumeration  for  school,,  purposes  of  children  from 
four  to  sixteen  years  of  age  shows  a  steady  increase  in  every 
year  of  the  past  decade,  from  4,937  in  1858  to  7,355  in  1867  ; 
the  number  of  marriages  has  also  increased  from  323  in  1858 
to  425  in  1866,  so  that,  taking  these  facts  into  consideration, 
I  can  not  but  think  that  the  registration  of  births  is  less  com- 
plete in  Hartford  than  it  is  in  New  Haven. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  of  the  state,  or  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  4,103,  which  is  a  greater  one 
than  in  any  year  since  1861. 

Of  males  were  born  6,047,  and  of  females  5,526  : — that  is, 
there  were  109.43  males  born  for  every  100  females,  or  out 
of  one  hundred  children  born  52.25  were  males  and  47.75 


females.  The  ratio  in  1865  was  109.31  to  100,  and  for  the 
past  twelve  years,  on  an  average,  108.96  males  to  100  females. 

There  were  born  2,714  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  ; 
2,842  in  the  second  ;  3,010  in  the  third  ;  3,031  in  the  fourth  ; 
showing  a  difference  of  485  in  favor  of  the  last  six  months  of 
the  year.  The  most  prolific  months,  in  their  order,  were  Oc- 
tober, 1,061 ;  September,  1,034  ;  November,  1,023  ;  and  the 
least  so,  if  we  take  into  account  the  number  of  days,  was 
January.  May  was  the  only  month  in  which  there  was  a 
preponderance  of  female  births. 

Of  plurality  births,  140  instances  in  the  whole,  20  occur- 
red in  Hartford  county  ;  44  in  New  Haven  ;  12  in  New  Lon- 
don ;  19  in  Fairfield  ;  16  in  Windham  ;  13  in  Litchfield  ;  15 
in  Middlesex  ;  1  in  Tolland. 

There  were  of  113  births  reported  as  illegitimate,  33  in  the 
county  of  Hartford  ;  22  in  New  Haven  ;  14  in  New  London* ; 
13  in  Fairfield  ;  11  in  Windham;  12  in  Litchfield ;  6  in  Mid- 
dlesex ;  2  in  Tolland.

The  number  is  larger  than  that  in  either  of  the  five  prece- 
ding years. 

Marriages.  No  less  than  4,978  were  celebrated  during 
1866,  518  more  than  in  1865,  and  871  more  than  in  1864, 
and  certainly  a  very  remarkable  number.  But  this  increase 
is  exclusive  of  the  counties  of  Middlesex  and  Tolland,  neither 
of  which  quite  came  up  to  the  mark  of  1865.     No  marriage 


took  place  in  the  town  of  Prospect  during  the  year,  and  but 
a  single  one  in  Lisbon. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  marriages,  2,958  were  between 
native  born  citizens,  1,103  where  both  parties  were  of  foreign 
birth,  and  342  where  one  party  was  native  and  the  other  for- 
eign. The  proportion  of  marriages  where  both  groom  and 
bride  were  native  Americans  and  those  where  one  or  both 
were  foreigners  is  very  nearly  the  same  as  in  1865. 

Of  marriages  between  colored  persons  there  were  122,  or 
31  more  than  in  1865.  Hartford  County  returns  "29  of  these  ; 
New  Haven,  44  ;  New  London,  11  ;  Fairfield,  19  ;  Windham, 
4;  Litchfield,  10  ;  Middlesex,  3  ;  and  Tolland,  2. 

The  registrars  of  Granby  and  Bethany  failed  to  return  the 
residence,  and  those  of  Hartland,  Southbury,  Easton,  Weston, 
Warren  and  Somers,  the  nativity  of  parties  married  in  their 
respective  towns.  I  had  occasion  to  make  the  same  complaint 
of  the  registrar  of  Somers  last  year. 

Deaths.  There  were  7,520  deaths,  or  430  less  than  in 
1865,  and  the  least  number  reported  since  1861.  There  has, 
however,  been  an  increase  of  195  in  Hartford  county,  over 
those  returned  in  1865,  163  of  them  being  in  the  town  of 
Hartford.  Of  all  the  decedents  3,679  were  males,  3,738 
females,  and  of  103  the  sex  was  not  reported.  One  of  those 
whose  sex  was  not  ascertained  was  a  person  between  seventy 
and  eighty  years  old  who  died  in  the  town  of  Greenwich. 
During  the  years  1862  to  1865  inclusive,  the  number  of  males 
who  died  exceeded  that  of  the  females,  but  in  1866  the  female 
decedents  preponderated,  as  was  usually  the  case  in  this  state 
before  the  war,  still,  in  the  counties  of  New  Haven  and  Tol- 
land there  were  more  males  who  died  than  females.  The 
proportion  between  either  sex  of  those  who  died  in  1866  was 
as  98.42  males  to  100  females,— in  1865  it  was  as  107.22  of 
the  former  to  100  of  the  latter.

The  sum  is  24  greater  than  in  1865,  but  65  less  than  in 
1864. 

Under  the  age  of  five  209  more  males  than  females  died, 
from  five  to  ten  years  of  age  the  mortality  of  either  was 
equal,  from  ten  to  forty  years,  237  more  females  were  cut  off, 
from  forty  to  seventy,  more  men  by  46  died,  and  after  seventy, 
more  women  than  men  by  94. 

The  year  1866  was  one  of  general  health.  The  per  centage 
of  deaths  by  zymotics  was  less  than  that  for  any  year  since 
1859.  For  the  first  time  since  our  registration  tables  began 
to  indicate  the  causes  of  death,  that  is,  in  the  report  for  the 
year  commencing  in  August  1848,  no  death  from  small  pox 
was  reported.  Of  the  forty-eight  deaths  from  puerperal 
fever  thirteen  were  returned  from  Bridgeport.  It  was  men- 
tioned in  last  year's  report  that  sixteen  out  of  the  forty-nine 
deaths  in  1865  from  that  cause  were  reported  from  the  same 
town.  Seven  deaths  were  occasioned  by  lightning, — the  high- 
est number  found  in  any  previous  report  was  three.  There 
were  thirty-nine  suicides, — more  than  were  ever  reported  in 
any  year  before, — and  fourteen  of  them  were  in  Hartford 
county,  from  which  generally  more  have  been  returned  than 
from  any  other  county. 

The  most  fatal  causes  in  1866,  with  the  number  of  deaths 
occasioned  by  each  have  been,  consumption,  1132 ;  pneumo- 
nia, 436  ;  old  age,  398  ;  typhus  fever,  332  ;  cholera  infantum, 
304;  apoplexy  and  paralysis,  298 ;  dysentery,  234;  convul- 
sions, 219. 


Divorces.  The  whole  number  procured  was  488, — more 
by  84  than  in  1865,  and  more  than  in  any  of  the  five  years 
preceding  1865. 

Of  407  of  these,  which  includes  all  except  those  obtained 
in  Fairfield  county,  148  were  granted  upon  the  petition  of 
the  husband,  and  259  on  that  of  the  wife,  as  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing table :

LAWS  RELATING  TO  REGISTRATION. 

From  tlie  G-eneral  Statutes  of  1866. 


TITLE  VII.     CHAPTER  II. 

REGISTRARS. 


Section  71.  Every  registrar  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation  that 
he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  he  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  another  is  appointed  in  his 
stead. 

Sec.  72.  If  the  registrar  of  any  town  shall  die  or  resign,  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  appoint 
another  person  registrar  in  his  place,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until 
the  first  Monday  in  January  next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and 
until  another  is  appointed  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  73.  The  registrar  shall  ascertain,  as  accurately  as  he  can,  by 
actual  inquiry,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  all  the  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  occurring  in  his  town,  and  shall  make  record  of 
the  same  in  a  book  or  books  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  in  such 
form  and  with  such  particulars  relating  to  such  births,  marriages  and 
deaths,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  also  give  licenses  to 
marry,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  con- 
cerning domestic  relations. 

Sec.  74.  His  record  of  births  shall  state,  in  separate  columns, 
the  date  of  each  birth,  the  child's  name,  (if  it  have  any,)  its  sex,  the 
names,  ages  color  and  residence  of  its  parents,  and  the  occupation  of 
its  father. 

Sec.  75.  His  record  of  marriages  shall  state,  in  separate  columns, 
the  date  of  each  marriage  solemnized  in  his  town,  the  name,  age, 
color,  occupation,  and  birth-place,  of  each  of  the  parties ;  the  resi- 
dence of  each  prior  to,  and  at  the  time  of  marriage  ;  the  condition  of 
each,  (whether  single  or  widowed,)  immediately  prior  to  the  marriage ; 
and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  minister  or  magistrate  by  whom 
the  parties  were  joined  in  marriage. 

Sec.  76.  His  record  of  deaths  shall  state,  in  separate  columns, 
the  date  of  each  death,  the   disease  or  other  cause  producing   such 
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death ;  the  name  age,  color,  sex,  birth-place,  last  occupation,  resi- 
dence, and  condition,  (whether  single,  married,  or  widowed,)  of  the 
deceased. 

Sec.  77.  Every  registrar  shall  amend  his  records,  from  time  to 
time,  as  he  may  discover  omissions  or  mistakes  therein  ;  and  annually 
on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  after  having  made  his 
records  as  perfect  as  by  dilligent  inquiry  he  can  do,  he  shall  send  the 
librarian  an  abstract  of  said  records  for  the  year  next  preceding  the 
first  day  of  said  January ;  which  abstract  shall  be  made  in  such  form 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  librarian,  and  shall  be  duly  attested  by 
said  registrar ;  and  he  shall  deposit  with  the  town  clerk  a  true  copy 
of  the  abstract,  by  him  sent  to  the  State  librarian. 

Sec.  78.  The  registrar  of  each  town  shall  receive  from  its  treas- 
ury, for  ascertaining  and  recording  in  manner  aforesaid,  each  birth, 
ten  cents  ;  each  marriage,  ten  cents  ;  each  death,  ten  cents  ;  and  for 
making  and  sending  to  the  state  librarian  the  annual  abstract,  two 
dollars ;  and  when  said  abstract  is  of  a  record  that,  in  the  aggregate, 
contains  more  than  two  hundred  names,  the  registrar  shall  receive  two 
cents  for  each  name  over  said  two  hundred,  in  addition  to  the  sum 
herein  before  given.  % 

Sec.  79.  Every  physician  or  midwife,  who  shall  have  professional 
charge  of  the  mother,  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and  every  nurse,  or 
other  attendant,  who  may  act  as  midwife  at  such  a  time,  in  a  case 
where  no  physician  or  midwife  is  employed,  shall,  during  the  first 
week  of  the  calender  month  next  succeeding  such  births,  furnish  the 
registrar  of  the  town  wherein  such  births  may  have  taken  place,  a  cer- 
tificate signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  nurse  or  other  attendant, 
stating,  from  the  best  information  which  the  signer  of  said  certhicate 
can  obtain,  the  date  of  such  birth,  the  child's  name,  (if  any  it  have,) 
its  sex,  the  names,  ages,  color  and  residence  of  its  parents^  and  the 
occupation  of  its  father. 

Sec.  80.  Every  sexton  or  person,  having  charge  of  any  public 
or  private  burial  place,  shall  during  the  first  week  of  each  calendar 
month,  deliver  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  such  burial  place 
is  situated,  a  list  of  the  names  and  dates  of  burial  of  the  persons 
buried  in  such  burial  place,  during  the  month  next  preceding. 

Sec.  81.  The  physician  who  shall  attend  any  deceased  person 
shall,  during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding 
such  disease,  leave  with  the  registrar  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  and 
containing  all  the  particulars  relating  to  said  deceased  required  by  the 
seventy-sixth  section  of  this  act,  and  in  case  no  physician  attended 
such  deceased  person,  the  nearest  of  kin  shall  procure  such  certificate 
from  some  other  physician,  or  substantial  inhabitant  of  the  town,  and 
shall  leave  it  with  the  registrar  within  fifteen  days  thereafter. 

Sec  82.  Each  physician,  midwife,  sexton,  or  other  person,  who 
shall  perform  the  duties  required  by  the  three  preceding  sections, 
shall  receive  as  compensation  for  each  certificate  so  given  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  town  in 
which  such  birth  or  death  may  occur. 
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Sec.  83.  Every  certificate  given  under  the  provisions  of  the 
eightieth  and  eighty-first  sections  of  this  act,  .shall  be  in  the  following 
form : 

I  certify,  from  the  best  information  which  I  can  obtain,  that 
died  at  on  the  •  day  of  A.  D.  18         ,  aged 

years  months,  and  days.     Condition,  ;  born  in 

;  residence  at  the  time  of  death,  ;  disease,  or  cause 

of  death,  ;  occupation,  ;  color 

Dated  at  ihis  day  of  A.  D.  1 8 

Attending  physician,  or  inhabitant  of  said  town, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  84.  The  registrar  of  each  town  shall  distribute  in  such 
town,  to  all  persons  who  in  his  judgment  are  likely  to  need  the  same, 
blank  forms  for  the  certificates  and  returns  required  by  this  act. 

Sec.  85.  No  person  shall  take  the  body  of  any  diseased  person 
out  of  the  town,  wherein  such  deceased  person  died,  without  having 
first  left  with  the  registrar  of  that  town  a  certificate,  similar  in  all 
particulars  to  the  one  prescribed  in  the  eighty-first  section  ;  and  the 
registrar  shall  give  a  permit  for  the  removal  of  such  body,  when  said 
certificate  shall  have  been  so  left  with  him. 

Sec.  86.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  relating  to  the  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths, 
shall  pay  for  every  such  offence  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  to  the  use  of  the 
town  wherein  such  offence  is  committed. 

Sec.  87.  The  state  librarian  shall  annually  prepare,  and  furnish 
to  the  registrars  of  the  several  towns,  a  sufficient  number  of  blank 
forms  for  all  the  certificates  and  returns  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  he  shall  accompany 
the  same  with  such  instructions  and  explanations  as  he  may  think 
necessary  ;  shall  receive  said  returns,  and  prepare  or  cause  to  be 
prepared  therefrom,  such  tabular  statements  as  will  render  them  of 
practical  utility,  and  exhibit  their  results  in  convenient  form,  and 
shall  make  report  thereof  annually  to  the  general  assembly,  and  do 
whatever  may  be  necessary  to  carry  said  provisions  into  efleet. 

Sec.  88.  Any  town  or  city  may  enact  muncipal  laws,  more  effec- 
tually to  attain  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  foregoing  provisions, 
relating  to  the  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths,  if  the 
same  do  not  conflict  with  the  main  and  specific  objects  of  said  provi- 
sions, to  wit :  to  procure  the  most  perfect  registration  of  the  facts 
therein  required;  and  the  registrars  of  towns  where  such  muncipal 
laws  may  be  enacted,  shall  comply  with  and  execute  them  under  the 
same  oath  and  penalties,  as  are  required  by  the  previous  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  89.  Whenever,  in  any  town,  any  birth  or  death  may  hap- 
pen, concerning  which  no  certificate  shall  be  returned  to  the  registrar 
of  said  town,  according  to  the  previous  provisions  of  "this  act,  the  reg- 
istrar shall  obtain  the  information  required  by  law  respecting  such 
birth  or  death,  for  which  service  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensa- 
tion, herein  given  to  physicians,  midwives,  and  other  persons,  for  sim- 
ilar services. 
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Sec.  90.  The  registrar  of  each  town,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  March  of  each  year,  shall  record  the  name  of  every  boy  and  girl 
made  orphan,  or  half-orphan,  before  the  first  day  of  the  preceding 
January,  by  the  death  of  a  parent  enlisted  from  his  precincts  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  Stages,  since  the  outbreak  of 
the  rebellion,  tabulated  in  a  book,  with  such  items  of  patriotic  devo- 
tion of  the  deceased,  as  the  said  registrar  may  deem  of  public  inter- 
est ;  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  March  of  each  year,  he  shall  place 
the  same  with  the  town  clerk,  to  be  by  him  deposited  among  the  public 
archives  of  the  town. 

Sec.  91.  The  registrar  shall  receive  for  the  recording  of  the 
name  of  each  child,  .twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of 
the  state,  on  the  certificate  of  such  registrar. 


TITLE   XIII.     CHAPTER   I. 

OF   MARRIAGE. 

Section  1.  That  no  persons  shall  be  joined  in  marriage,  until 
the  parties  or  one  of  them  shall  make  application  to  the  registrar  of 
the  town  in  which  such  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized,  or,  in  case  of 
his  absence  or  inability,  to  the  town  clerk  of  said  town,  and  shall 
give  such  registrar  or  town  clerk  information  respecting  the  name, 
age,  birth-place,  and  residence,  of  each  of  the  parties.  Such  regis- 
trar or  town  clerk,  on  receiving  such  information,  and  a  fee  of  fifty 
cents,  shall  issue  his  certificate  that  the  parties  therein  named  have 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  certificate  shall  be  a 
license,  for  any  person,  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  join 
persons  in  marriage,  to  unite  in  marriage  within  said  town  and  that 
only,  the  parties  therein  named  ;  but  no  such  certificate  shall  be 
issued  in  case  the  persons  applying,  or  either  of  them,  are  minors, 
and  under  the  control  of  parents  or  guardians,  until  such  parent  or 
guardian  shall  give  to  the  registrar  or  town  clerk  a  written  certificate 
of  his  consent  to  such  marriage ;  and  any  registrar  or  town  clerk, 
who  shall  knowingly  issue  any  such  certificate,  without  such  consent 
first  obtained,  shall  forfeit  to  the  treasurer  of  this  state  the  sum  of 
sixty-seven  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person,  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  join 
perso'ns  in  marriage,  who  shall  unite  any  persons  in  marriage,  without 
having  first  received  the  certificate  provided  in  the  next  proceeding- 
section,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  3,  Every  person,  who  shall  unite  any  person  in  marriage, 
shall  indorse  the  fact  upon  the  license  certificate,  stating  the  time  and 
place  of  such  marriage,  with  his  signature  thereto,  and  shall  return 
the  same  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  it  was  issued,  before 
or  during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month,  next  succeeding  such 
marriage,  and  upon  failure  thereof  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars. 
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Sec.  4.  The  certificates  required  by  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed,  and  taken,  as  sufficient  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  facts  therein  contained. 

Sec.  5.  All  the  penalties,  which  shall  accrue  from  any  violations 
of  the  second  and  third  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
town  within  which  the  offence  is  committed,  and  the  registrar  shall 
sue  for  and  prosecute  the  same  before  any  proper  tribunal. 

Sec.  6.  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  of  errors,  judges  of  the 
superior  court,  justices  of  the  peace,  ordained  ministers  belonging  to 
this  state  or  any  other  state,  so  long  as  they  continue  in  the  work  of 
the  ministry,  and  any  clergyman,  regularly  licensed  according  to  the 
forms  and  usages  of  the  denomination  to  which  he  belongs,  and  loca- 
ted in  any  society  in  this  state,  upon  an  engagement  to  continue  as 
minister  of  such  society,  for  a  term  of  time  not  less  than  six  months, 
and  having  charge  thereof,  may  join  persons  in  marriage,  and  all 
marriages  attempted  to  be  celebrated  by  any  other  persons  shall  be 
void ;  but  all  marriages,  which  shall  be  solemnized  according  to  the 
forms  and  usages  of  any  religious  denomination  in  this  state,  shall 
be  valid. 

Sec.  9.  "Whoever  undertakes  to  join  persons  in  marriage,  know- 
ing that  he  is  not  authorized  so  to  do,  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  a  common  jail  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  shall  pay  such  fine  and  suffer  such  imprisonment  both. 


TITLE  XIII.      CHAPTER  HI. 

DIVORCE. 

Section  42.  The  clerks  of  the  superior  court  in  the  several 
counties  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  term  of  said  court  in  their  respect- 
ive counties,  make  return  to  the  state  librarian  of  the  number  of  di- 
vorces granted  at  said  term,  and  the  cause  for  which  they  were  sev- 
erally granted,  which  information  shall  be  tabulated  by  the  librarian, 
^nd  published  in  the  report  in  the  registration  of  births,  marriages, 
and  deaths.

The  Bank  Commissioner,  having  visited  the  Banks  and 
Savings  Banks,  and  Building  Associations,  now  submits  his 
Annual  Report. 

The  Banks  of  Discount  and  Deposit,  now  in  the  State,  that 
have  not  organized  under  the  National  Banking  Law  are  as 
follows  :

An  abstract  of  the  condition  of  the  Banks  will  be  found  in 
this  Report,  showing  the  amount  of  their  capital,  the  date  of 
their  change,  and  the  amount  of  their  State  circulation. 

The  circulation  of  the  State  Banks,  and  the  State  circula- 
tion of  the  National  Banks,  that  have  changed  from  the  State 
to  the  National  System  of  Banking,  have  greatly  diminished 
during  the  past  year. 

The  circulation  of  the  State  Banks,  1st  of  July,  1866,  was 
$1,127,041.     On  the  1st  of  April,  1867,  $111,747. 

The  State  circulation  of  the  National  Banks,  that  have 
changed  from  State  to  the  National  System  of  Banking,  was 
on  the  1st  of  July,  1866,  $1,680,570.  On  the  1st  of  April, 
1867,  $538,473. 

Showing  the  amount  redeemed  by  the  Banks  in  the  State 
and  retired  from  circulation,  to  be  $2,157,391. 

The  amount  of  the  State  circulation  of  the  Banks  in  the 
State,  as  will  be  seen — on  the  1st  of  April,  1867,  is 
$650,220. 

This  amount  will  be  redeemed  when  presented,  and  will 
soon  be  retired  from  circulation,  unless  some  portion  may  be 
lost  or  destroyed. 

The  circulation  is  now  almost  entirely  that  of  National 
Banks,  and  paper  money  issued  by  the  Government,  and  is 
received  by  the  people  with  unabated  confidence,  knowing 
that  for  every  dollar  the  Government  permits  a  National  Bank 
to  issue,  it  holds  in  its  hand  ample  security  for  its  redemp- 
tion, if  for  any  cause  the  Bank  should  fail  to  redeem  its  cir- 
culation. 


Iii  relation  to  the  remaining  State  Banks,  that  are  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner,  five  of  these  institu- 
tions are  now  paying  dividends,  and  are  managed  with  pru- 
dence and  fidelity. 

The  other  State  Banks,  to  wit.,  the  State  Bank,  Norfolk 
Bank,  and  East  Haddam  Bank,  on  account  of  losses  have 
failed  to  pay  dividends. 


SAVINGS  BANKS. 


During  the  session  of  the  last  Legislature,  two  additional 
Savings  Banks  were  chartered,  making  53  Savings  Banks  in 
the  State. 

These  Savings  Banks  have  deposits  amounting,

It  will  be  seen  by  this  Report,  that  these  institutions  have 
added  largely  to  their  deposits.  The  Report  of  the  Bank 
Commissioners  to  the  Legislature,  at  its  session  in  1862, 
shows  the  deposits  in  the  Savings  Banks  in  the  State  to  be 
less  than  twenty  millions. 

Notwithstanding  the  withdrawal  of  the  deposits  last  year, 
of  more  than  eighteen  hundred  thousand  dollars,  they  now 
amount  to  $31,180,390.14.  The  loans  on  real  estate,  it  will 
be  found,  are  much  increased,  and  they  are  the  safest  invest- 
ment for  Savings  Banks.  But  such  investments  have  not 
been  offered  to  the  Savings  Banks  until  recently  in  some  parts 


of  the  State,  and  these  institutions  have  been  obliged  to  invest 
in  other  securities. 

The  market  value  of  their  assets  exceeds  the  amount  of 
their  deposits  to  the  large  amount  of  11,970,475.20 — being  6 
per  cent,  gain  to  the  depositors. 

Several  of  the  Savings  Banks'of  the  State  now  pay  seven 
per  cent  annually  to  their  depositors,  and  there  are  none  in 
the  State  pay  less  than  six  per  cent. 

This  shows  large  accumulations  of  interest  on  their  invest- 
ments, and  if  continued  will  add  largely  to '  the  deposits  in 
our  Savings  Banks.  I  recommend  that  the  Savings  Banks  in 
the  State  restrict  their  dividends  to  six  per  cent,  and  with  an 
increasing  surplus,  they  may  continue  to  pay  the  dividend 
regularly,  which  would  satisfy  Depositors,  and  fulfill  the  object 
of  their  creation. 

The  payment  of  seven  per  cent,  dividends,  will  induce  per- 
sons of  large  means  and  for  whose  use  these  Banks  were  not 
instituted,  to  deposit  as  largely  as  the  law  allows,  especially 
as  the  deposits  are  free  from  taxation. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestions  in  the  last  Report, 
several  of  the  Savings  Banks  are  now  building  new  and  com- 
modious Banking  Houses,  with  vaults,  that  the  funds  com- 
mitted to  their  care  may  be  safely  kept,  thus  affording  a  safe 
and  convenient  place  for  business. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  other  Savings  Banks  in  the  State,  with  any 
considerable  amount  of  deposits,  will  soon  adopt  measures  to 
provide  themselves  with  safe  Banking  Houses. 


SAVINGS  BANKS  AND  BUILDING  ASSOCIATIONS. 


But  one  Report,  that  of  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  Sav- 
ings Bank  of  Norwich  has  been  received.  The  Treasurer 
gives  assurance  that  this  institution  will  be  closed  up  as  soon 
as  possible.

REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, May  Session,  1867 : 

The  General  Railroad  Commissioners,  in  conformity  with 
the  statutes  of  this  State,  respectfully  place  before  your  Hon- 
orable body  their  Fourteenth  Annual  Report,  embracing  a 
history  of  the  condition  of  the  roads  in  operation,  also  of 
those  which  have  been  chartered,  but  have  not  as  yet  perfected 
their  organization. 

The  railroad  interest  in  this  country  is  growing  almost 
beyond  calculation.  In  1828,  but  three  miles  of  the  iron 
track  had  been  laid.  At  the  commencement  of  the  present 
year,  there  were  no  less  than  36,896  miles  of  road  finished, 
permeating  through  every  important  section  of  these  United 
States,  and  making  rapid  strides  over  the  mountains  to  our 
Pacific  coast,  which  will  undoubtedly  be  united  to  us  with  the 
iron  rail  within  the  next  five  years. 

This  system  in  our  own  state  is  constantly  growing  in  mag- 
nitude. From  small  beginnings  when  the  first  was  chartered 
in  1832,  a  period  of  thirty-five  years  has  elapsed.  The  result 
is  a  gradual,  but  constant  growth,  becoming  one  of  its  most 
important  interests.  Their  managers  should  be  educated 
men,  requiring  judgment,  ability;  the  success  of  their  roads 
should  be  their  study,  ambition  and  pride.  This  has  resulted 
in  enabling  them  to  pass  safely  through  the  ordeal  to  the  posi- 
tion they  now  occupy.  We  believe  this  development  has 
added  materially  not  only  to  our  wealth,  but  also  to  our  pop- 


ulation,  there  being  scarcely  a  valley  and  rivulet  of  any  im- 
portance where  the  manufacturing  village  can  not  be  found, 
there  the  iron  rail  has  also  been  laid,  not  only  to  transport 
the  raw  material  thither,  but  also  to  convey  the  manufac- 
tured product  to  the  warehouse  in  the  city,  and  from  thence 
to  be  distributed  throughout  the  commercial  world. 

Your  Commissioners  in  entering  upon  their  duties  at  the 
commencement  of  the  current  year,  felt  the  responsibilities 
resting  upon  them.  They  perfected  their  organization  on  the 
5th  of  July,  1866,  and  apportioned  the  several  roads  among 
the  members  and  directed  the  Superintendent  to  report  acci- 
dents, casualties,  &c. 

The  year  opened  more  favorably  than  the  preceding  one. 
Although  the  winter  of  1865  and  1866,  was  more  severe  than 
any  for  many  previous  years,  yet  owing  to  the  amount  of 
labor  expended  the  previous  summer,  their  road  beds  were  in 
good  condition,  and  with  the  iron  which  had  been  laid  enabled 
them  to  run  their  trains  free  from  accident  with  unexampled 
regularity. 

Early  in  the  spring  repairs  were  commenced  upon  the 
roads  and  prosecuted  throughout  the  season,  but  owing  to  the 
heavy  expenditures  incurred  the  previous  year  by  a  portion 
of  the  companies,  the  gross  amount  expended  for  maintenance 
of  way  has  been  $159,211.01,  less  than  the  former  one. 
They  have  passed  through  another  severe  winter,  encounter- 
ing unexampled  snow  storms  for  modern  times,  and  although 
delayed  at  times  for  days  by  drifts,  there  has  been  but  one 
collision,  which  happened  on  the  New  London  Northern  road, 
but  without  loss  of  life,  mention  of  which  is  made  among  the 
list  of  accidents. 

The  Commissioners  congratulate  your  Honorable  body 
and  the  citizens  of  the  State  that  no  serious  casualty  in  con- 
sequence of  defects  or  mismanagement  of  our  railroads,  in- 
volving the  loss  of  human  life  has  taken  place  since  our  last 
report. 

Other  states  have  been  the  scenes  of  terrible  disasters  aris- 
ing from  misplaced  switches,  running  out  of  time,  defective 


roads  or  bridges,  and  various  other  causes,  while  our  own 
state  has  been  fortunately  spared. 

Petitions  have  been  presented  to  establish  depots  in  accord- 
ance with  an  act  passed  at  May  Session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  1866,  Chapter  XLII,  at  Five  Mill  River,  on  the 
New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  at  Pequonnock  village  on 
the  Housatonic  road,  and  at  East  Haven,  on  the  Shore  Line 
Railway. 

After  a  full  investigation  of  each  case,  at  Five  Mill  River, 
it  appeared  that  the  business  centre  of  the  village  was  located 
too  far  from  the  place  where  the  depot  was  designed  to 
be  located,  to  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  act.  The 
Commissioners  decided  that  they  had  no  jurisdiction,  but 
upon  their  recommendation  mutual  arrangements  were  sub- 
sequently effected,  whereby  the  petitioners  were  promised  the 
accommodation  sought  for,  by  the  Railroad  Company. 

An  order  was  served  on  the  Housatonic  Railroad  Company 
to  stop  their  trains  upon  signal,  at  Pequonnock  Village.  At 
East  Haven,  the  President  of  the  Shore  Line  Railway  ap- 
peared and  during  the  investigation  voluntarily  proposed  to 
stop  a  sufficient  number  of  trains  to  accommodate  the  wants 
of  the  petitioners,  which  was  accepted  as  satisfactory. 

The  act  passed  at  the  last  session  requiring  Railroad  Com- 
panies to  place  cards  upon  the  outside  of  each  passenger  car 
designating  way  trains  from  express  trains,  and  the  direction 
in  which  they  are  to  move,  has  been  obeyed. 

Warning  boards  have  been  erected  and  maintained  at  all 
the  public  road  crossings.  No  person  has  been  injured  since 
our  last  report  at  a  crossing.  We  regard  this  as  the  best 
evidence  of  their  utility  and  necessity. 

All  the  companies  have  complied  with  the  act  requiring 
connecting  aprons  attached  to  the  platforms  of  the  cars, 
except  the  Providence,  Hartford  and  Fishkill,  Rockville, 
Naugatuck,  Housatonic,  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston. 
The  two  first  mentioned  are  at  the  present  writing,  negociat- 
ing  for  the  right  to  use  one,  the  others,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Housatonic,  are  using  canvass.  The  Naugatuck  using  a 
board  in  addition  to  the  canvass. 
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This  apron  question  was  early  taken  into  consideration  by 
the  Commissioners,  resulting  in  meetings  with  the  Superin- 
tendents of  various  roads.  They  expressed  the  desire  to  com- 
ply with  the  law,  and  were  anxious  to  adopt  the  best  and 
safest  one,  while  uniformity  of  action  was  deemed  necessary. 
Some  of  the  companies  used  canvass,  which  the  Commission- 
ers declined  to  approve  of,  or  accept.  About  this  time  a 
patent  was  obtained  for  an  "  Expansion  Safety  Bridge,''  with 
gates  upon  its  sides,  forming  a  bridge  between  the  cars,  to 
which  our  attention  was  called.  Although  they  did  not 
strictly  comply  with  the  letter  of  the  law,  it  was  thought  to 
accord  with  the  spirit.  After  much  deliberation  your  Com- 
missioners permitted  it  to  be  placed  upon  the  cars  with  the 
restriction  that  the  bridge  should  not  be  less  than  two  feet  in 
width,  and  that  the  gates  should  be  carried  up  to  the  heigh th 
of  the  railing  upon  the  platform  of  the  cars.  It  was  impossi- 
ble for  the  companies  to  comply  with  the  act  at  the  time  it 
went  into  operation.  They  have  not  at  this  period  of  time 
been  enabled  to  obtain  enough  to  place  upon  all  of  their  cars, 
but  will  soon  be  able  to  conform  to  the  law.  If  these  views 
meet  with  the  approbation  of  your  Honorable  body,  we  would 
suggest  that  the  act  passed  at  the  last  session  should  be 
amended  so  as  to  approve  of  this  safety  bridge  which  has  been 
adopted  at  a  large  outlay  by  these  companies. 

A  petition  has  been  presented  to  have  lands  fenced  in  the 
town  of  Mansfield,  upon  the  line  of  the  Boston,  Hartford  & 
Erie  Railroad.  All  parties  in  interest  were  duly  notified  to 
meet  the  commissioners  at  a  place  appointed,  and  after  inves- 
tigation an  order  was  served  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  com- 
pany, directing  them  to  erect  a  suitable  fence  upon  the  lands 
embraced  in  the  petition  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of 
the  service  of  the  order,  May  28th,  1866.  This  order  has 
not  been  fully  obeyed,  and  the  commissioners  have  no  power 
to  enforce  it.  We  respectfully  report  the  facts  to  your  hon- 
orable body  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

We  believe,  without  additional  legislation,  injustice  may  be 
done  to  innocent  parties,  and  recommend  that  railroad  com- 


panies  be  required  to  fence  the  line  of  road  within  one  year 
of  the  time  they  enter  upon  the  land,  except  by  agreement 
with  the  proprietors. 

By  the  present  laws,  proprietors  of  lands  and  places,  es- 
pecially in  boroughs  and  villages,  are  liable  to  suffer  serious 
loss  and  injury  from  the  delays  they  are  subjected  to  by  rail- 
road companies  in  settling  damages,  after  the  commissioners 
have*  approved  of  their  lay-out.  Instances  have  occurred 
where  contemplated  improvements  have  been  entirely  pre- 
vented, and  innocent  parties  made  to  suffer  who  are  unable 
to  meet  these  pecuniary  losses.  We  suggest  the  present  stat- 
utes be  amended  and  that  the  approval  of  the  lay-out  by 
commissioners  shall  become  null  and  void,  unless  the  right 
of  way  shall  be  obtained  and  paid  for  within  twelve  months. 

Your  commissioners  have  taken  action  with  reference  to 
the  Depot  at  Willimantic.  Two  engineers  of  established 
reputation  and  abilities  were  invited  to. meet  with  them  upon 
the  grounds,  and  after  conference  which  resulted  in  the  con- 
clusion to  recommend  "for  the  present  and  for  temporary 
convenience  of  all  parties  interested  in  using  said  depot  and 
grounds,  either  for  the  accommodation  of  freight  or  passen- 
gers, to  remove  the  tracks  now  laid  nearest  to  the  platform  of 
said  passenger  depot,  and  to  widen  its  platform  to  the  width 
of  not  less  than  twelve  feet,  and  that  the  work  should  be  fin- 
ished on  or  before  December  1st,  1866." 

This  recommendation  was  fully  complied  with  by  the  Prov- 
dence,  Hartford  &  Fishkill  Railroad  Company.  The  New 
London  Northern  Company  have  only  partially  done  so. 
We  understand  it  to  be  their  intention  to  fulfil  the  recom- 
mendation early  the  present  season.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  this  improvement  will  suffice  until  the  Boston,  Hartford 
&  Erie  Railroad  is  completed  to  this  place,  when  the  volume 
of  business  will  probably  require  an  enlarged  depot  of  suffi- 
cient capacity  to  accommodate  the  three  companies. 

The  last  General  Assembly  granted  charters  to  five  railroad 
companies,  viz., 
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NEW  CANAAN  RAILROAD  COMPANY, 

"At  a  point  in  New  Canaan,  with  permission  to  reach  a  point 
at  tide-water  in  the  towns  of  Stamford,  Darien,  or  Norwalk, 
in  Fairfield  County." 

SOUTH  MANCHESTER  RAILROAD   COMPANY, 

"  From  suitable  point  near  the  Post  Office  in  the  village  of 
South  Manchester,  to  the  station  of  the  Hartford,  Providence 
&  Fishkill  Railroad  Company  at  North  Manchester,  in  the 
town  of  Manchester." 

SUFFIELD   AND  WINDSOR  LOCKS  RAILROAD   COMPANY, 

"  From  some  suitable  point  in  the  highway  at  or  near  the 
house  of  William  Fuller,  in  the  town  of  Suffield,  to  a  suitable 
point  at  or  near  the  station  of  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven 
Railroad  Company,  in  the  town  of  Windsor  Locks." 

THE  ROCKVDLLE  AND   SPRINGFIELD  RAILROAD   COMPANY, 

"From  some  suitable  point  on  the  Rockville  Branch  Railroad, 
near  the  village  of  Rockville,  in  the  town  of  Yernon,  through 
the  towns  of  Vernon  and  Ellington,  or  Ellington  and  East 
Windsor,  to  the  town  of  Enfield,  and  thence  through  the 
town  of  Enfield,  or  the  towns  of  Enfield  and  Somers,  as  said 
company,  when  duly  organized,  shall  in  lawful  meeting  held 
for  that  purpose,  decide,  to  the  Massachusetts  state  line." 


"  From  some  suitable  point  on  the  line  or  boundary  between 
the  States  of  Connecticut  and  New  York,  in  the  town  of  Sal- 
isbury, thence  extending  easterly  through  the  said  town  of 
Salisbury  to  the  line  or  boundary  between  this  State  and 
Massachusetts." 

The  New  Canaan  company  has  been  organized,  and  is  now 
in  process  of  construction,  its  grading  having  already  com- 
menced. A  more  definite  description  will  be  found  among 
the  condition  of  the  roads. 

We  have  been  unable  to  learn  that  the  South  Manchester 
company  have  taken  any  steps  towards  organization. 
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We  are  advised  by  the  remaining  ones  that  they  have  not 
as  yet  proceeded  to  organize,  although  the  Salisbury  company 
express  the  intention  to  perfect  theirs  at  an  early  day. 

Since  our  last  report  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad 
Company  have  performed  only  a  small  amount  of  labor  on 
their  work  between  Mechanicsville  and  Willimantic,  and  the 
work  is  now  entirely  suspended.  We  have  recently  been  ad- 
vised that  arrangements  are  being  perfected  to  place  the  com- 
pany in  a  position  to  resume  the  construction  of  their  road 
between  those  points  at  an  early  day.  Their  efforts  the  past 
season  have  been  expended  between  East  Thompson,  through 
the  town  of  Webster,  in  Massachusetts,  through  the  town  of 
Woodstock,  in  this  State,  to  Southbridge,  Massachusetts,  from 
which  place  their  road  is  now  in  operation  to  Boston.  We 
give  a  more  detailed  account  in  another  portion  of  our  report. 

In  our  last  annual  report  special  reference  was  made  of  the 
expediency  of  the  introduction  of  steel  rails  and  tires  upon 
our  roads.  Since  then  we  have  had  the  experience  of  anoth- 
er year,  and  during  that  time  we  have  availed  ourselves  of 
every  opportunity  to  examine  into  the  subject,  and  collect 
such  facts  as  might  interest  the  public. 

During  last  summer  the  superintendent  of  the  New  York 
&  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  purchased  a  few  tons  of  the 
steel  rail,  and  laid  them  down  in  and  near  the  yard  of  the 
company  in  New  Haven,  where  the  traffic  is  specially  destruc- 
tive of  the  iron,  being  almost  constantly  in  use,  and  where 
the  iron  rail  soon  becomes  battered  and  crushed  out.  These 
rails  have  been  in  use  some  eight  months,  are  now  perfectly 
smooth,  and  to  every  appearance  are  as  good  as  they  were 
when  laid  down.  The  testimony  of  this  superintendent  from 
his  experience  was  enthusiastic  in  their  favor. 

The  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  have  laid 
down  a  few  steel  head  rails,  as  an  experiment,  at  different 
points  on  their  road,  with  results  more  than  satisfactory. 
Instances  have  occurred  where  the  iron  rail  has  been  with 
severe  traffic,  crushed  out  in  less  than  a  week.  All  the  ex- 
pense of  relaying  are  saved  where  the  steel  is  used.  We  have 
no  doubt  but  that  this  company  will  soon  find  it  for  their 
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interest  and  economy  to  commence  and  relay  their  entire 
road  with  the  steel  rail  wherever  the  iron  wears  out. 

The  best  and  most  important  roads  in  other  States  are 
availing  themselves  of  the  advantages  these  rails  possess  over 
iron ;  and  the  same  benefits  accrue  in  the  use  of  steel  tires. 
The  testimony  of  the  most  experienced  superintendents, 
"  that  the  steel  tire  is  more  economical  at  the  prices  now  paid, 
than  iron  if  costless."  We  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state 
that  several  roads  in  this  State  are  using  these  tires,  and  trust 
that  ere  long  all  may  have  them. 

The  bridges  upon  the  various  roads  are  numerous,  amount- 
ing to  hundreds,  and  being  mostly  constructed  of  wood,  re- 
quire a  very  rigid  inspection,  and  even  with  the  closest  scru- 
tiny we  are  liable  to  be  deceived.  Hence  we  have  been  care- 
ful in  our  examinations,  frequently  testing  them  in  all  their 
parts,  as  after  a  few  years  of  use  and  exposure  to  the  ele- 
ments, the  life  of  the  timber  may  be  destroyed.  We  have 
directed  all  the  necessary  repairs  to  be  made. 

Several  accidents  happen  every  year  to  brakemen,  who  are 
sometimes  killed  on  freight  trains  passing  through  covered  or 
over  crossing  bridges,  in  consequence  of  the  covering  or  roof 
being  too  low.  We  recommend  that  an  act  should  be  passed 
requiring  in  the  future  that  all  bridges  shall  be  built  of  suffi- 
cient height  to  admit  a  person  six  feet  high  standing  on  the 
top  of  a  freight  car,  to  pass  with  safety.  This  would  leave 
an  opening  eighteen  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  rail. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  a  large  diminution 
of  accidents  over  the  previous  year ;  especially  that  there  has 
not  one  passenger  been  killed  among  the  5,600,765  1-2  car- 
ried in  the  cars  who  occupied  the  seats  provided  for  them. 
One  was  killed  while  passing  from  one  car  to  another,  by  fall- 
ing between  the  platforms  while  the  train  was  in  motion. 
Some  others,  by  acts  of  their  own  carelessness,  involving  no 
responsibility  on  the  companies.  Three  passengers  and  two 
operatives  were  injured  by  the  only  collision  which  has  oc- 
curred during  the  year,  which  happened  on  the  New  London 
Northern  road,  reported  elsewhere.  Twenty  accidents  occur- 
red by  lying  or  walking  upon  the  track.     Six  by  jumping  on 
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or  off  the  cars  while  in  motion,  with  the  accustomed  cases  of 
intoxication,  insanity,  etc. 

We  feel  it  incumbent  upon  us  to  repeat  the  recommenda- 
tion made  in  our  last  report,  making  it  illegal  for  persons  to 
walk  upon  the  tracks  of  the  railroads,  which  would  result  in 
the  saving  of  human  life.  Such  laws  exist  in  Europe  with 
the  happiest  results. 

There  has  been  expended  for  working  the  roads,  $5,420,- 
976.24,  against  $4,413,703.80  last  year ;  excess  this  year, 
$1,007,272.94.  For  maintenance  of  way,  $1,378,806.49, 
against  $1,538,017.50  last  year;  being  a  reduction  of  $159,- 
211.01.  Gross  earnings,  $8,026,939.05;  last  year,  $7,276,- 
371.65:  excess  this  year,  $750,567.40.  Net  earnings,  $2,- 
162,775.30;  last  year,  $1,474,161.62;  excess  this  year, 
$688,613.68. 

Number  of  engines  reported,  167  ;  passenger  cars,  228 ; 
merchandise  cars,  2,345  ;  number  of  men  employed,  3,449. 

We  present  the  usual  table  of  abstracts,  showing  the  prin- 
cipal features  of  interest.  Also  tables  presenting  as  fully  in 
detail  as  can  be  gathered  from  the  reports  made  by  the  differ- 
ent companies.  They  are  not  as  full  as  the  law  requires,  and 
destroys  in  great  measure  the  value  of  a  table.  Their  expla- 
nation being  they  have  no  such  accounts  opened  in  their 
books. 

The  labors  of  the  commissioners  have  materially  in- 
creased during  the  past  year,  and  will  continue  to  be  more 
onerous  in  the  future,  from  various  causes  which  require 
their  presence,  and  so  far  has  resulted  in  arranging  disagree- 
ments which  from  time  to  time  have  arisen  between  the  rail- 
road companies  and  our  citizens.  This  involves  so  great  a 
portion  of  their  time,  that  the  remainder  is  comparatively  of 
no  value  to  them  in  the  pursuit  of  any  other  occupation. 
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CONDITION  OF  THE  EOADS. 


As  required  by  the  Statutes  your  Commissioners  have  made 
rigid  semi-annual  examination  of  all  the  roads  and  bridges. 
Every  facility  has  been  extended  to  aid  us  in  this  work  by  the 
Superintendents  who  have  usually  accompanied  us,  and  our 
recommendations  for  repairs  and  improvements  have  been 
respected.     We  report  them  as  follows : 


Being  the  trunk  road  of  the  State,  occupies  an  important 
position,  deriving  from  its  numerous  connections  a  constant 
flow  of  business,  which  must  inevitably  increase,  as  the  section 
through  which  its  tributaries  run  becomes  more  fully  devel- 
oped. Its  local  business  must  necessarily  increase  just  as 
rapidly  as  its  management  offer  inducements  for  the  citizens 
of  the  great  metropolis  to  seek  suburban  residences,  by  liberal 
commutation,  and  moderate  fares ;  thus  having  the  tendency 
not  only  to  increase  our  population  upon  its  line,  but  also 
materially  to  add  to  our  wealth  and  prosperity. 

Its  gross  earnings  were  $2,164,502.25,  being  $24,605.68  in 
excess  of  the  previous  year.  When  we  take  into  considera- 
tion the  settlement  of  the  questions  involved  in  the  war  which 
has  closed,  the  return  to  their  homes  of  our  citizen  soldiers, 
and  their  natural  characteristics  to  engage  at  once  in  indus- 
trial labor,  we  conclude  this  would  have  the  tendency  to 
materially  lessen  the  volume  of  travel  from  that  source  the 
past  year. 

During  the  summer  of  1865,  this  road  was  liberally  gravel- 
led. Much  less  labor  was  expended  on  this  work  the  past 
season,  yet  all  was  done  that  was  actually  necessary.  Fifteen 
hundred  tons  of  re-rolled  iron  was  laid  upon  its  track,  and  its 
cars  run  smoothly  through  the  inclement  winter.     We  are  of

the  opinion  that  more  passenger  cars  are  needed  to  accommo- 
date the  increasing  summer  travel. 

New  and  commodious  depots  are  in  course  of  construction 
at  Stamford  and  Norwalk,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommo- 
date the  increasing  business  of  the  road.  The  one  at  Stam- 
ford will  probably  be  completed  by  the  first  of  May.  It  is  210 
feet  in  length,  by  twenty  feet  in  width ;  two  and  one-half  sto- 
ries high,  with  every  requisite  for  the  accommodation  of  pas- 
sengers, telegraph  office,  and  refreshment  room.  The  one  at 
Norwalk  is  twenty-four  feet  wide ;  in  every  other  respect  will 
be  like  the  one  at  the  former  place.  These  depots  were 
greatly  needed. 

We  have  been  assured  by  its  officers  that  one  thousand  tons 
of  new  iron,  (which  your  Commissioners  have  required,)  in 
addition  to  the  same  amount  or  more  of  re-rolled  iron,  will  be 
laid  the  present  year,  and  other  important  repairs  will  be 
made. 


Has  been  operated  with  its  accustomed  success,  no  serious 
accident  happening  during  the  year.  Its  freighting  business 
being  largely  in  excess  over  the  previous  year,  while  its  pas- 
senger receipts  have  been  slightly  reduced.  A  new  station 
has  been  located  at  Yalesville,  with  a  suitable  depot.  A  dan- 
gerous crossing  has  been  changed  at  the  same  place,  which 
now  passes  under  the  track,  thus  enabling  vehicles  to  pass 
with  entire  safety.  A  new  brick  depot  has  also  been  erected 
at  North  Haven,  with  the  necessary  accommodation  for  pas- 
sengers. The  Iron  Bridge  over  the  Connecticut  River  has 
been  completed,  and  is  a  fine  structure.  The  result  of  its 
workings  and  appearance  so  far  justifies  the  probability  of 
its  permanence  and  stability.  It  has  cost  the  company 
1272,463.17.  A  new  stone  bridge  is  in  course  of  construc- 
tion over  the  Farmington  River.  It  was  intended  to  have 
had  it  completed  the  present  season,  but  owing  to  the  delay 
in  obtaining  a  portion  of  the  materials  it  was  found  impossible 
to  accomplish  it.  When  this  work  is  finished,  all  the  bridges 
on  the  road  of  any  importance  will  be  of  unperishable  mate- 
rial.   A  few  steel  headed  rails  have  been  laid  at  different 
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places  where  the  traffic  is  specially  destructive  of  the  iron,  as 
an  experiment.  We  shall  expect  favorable  results,  and  look 
forward  to  tlfe  period  when  the  entire  track  will  be  laid  with 
the  steel  rail. 

NORWICH   AND  WORCESTER, 

Managed  with  its  usual  care  and  prudence,  constantly  in- 
creasing its  business,  both  in  freight  and  passengers.  Its 
earnings  increased  over  the  previous  year  $36,620.34.  The 
track  is  kept  in  good  condition,  hence  the  cars  run  smoothly. 
Its  motive  power  receives  constant  attention,  and  is  kept  in 
good  order. 

PROVIDENCE,   HARTFORD   AND    FISHKILL, 

Is  rapidly  assuming  a  high  position  among  the  Kailway 
Corporations  of  the  State.  Its  geographical  route  so  far  as 
completed,  connecting  the  important  cities  of  Providence  and 
Hartford,  intersecting  several  important  lines  of  railways,  and 
running  through  numerous  growing  manufacturing  villages, 
embracing  a  variety  of  interest  with  its  outlets,  must  have  the 
tendency  to  place  it  among  the  first  class  paying  roads  at  an 
early  day. 

A  large  portion  of  the  road  was  the  best  ever  built  in  the 
State,  the  mason  work  especially  being  of  the  first  class.  It 
is  kept  in  good  repair.  Its  gross  and  net  earnings  have  largely 
increased  the  past  year,  which  must  continue.  Additions 
have  been  made  to  the  sinking  fund  both  in  Hartford  and 
Providence. 

BOSTON,   HARTFORD   AND   ERIE, 

Have  not  made  any  report  except  the  following  letter : 

Boston,  January  7th,  1867. 
To  General  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Connecticut : 
Gentlemen, 

We  are  in  receipt  of  blanks  sent  by  you  for  railroad  re- 
turns ;  also  your  letter  of  this  date  to  Mr.  Graves. 

We  find  it  quite  impracticable,  not  to  say  impossible  to  use 
the  blanks,  as  our  chartered  lines  are  in  four,  and  one  con- 
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structed  road  in  three  States.  We  are  advised  the  Trustees 
of  the  late  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad  make 
returns  to  you.  They  give  us  no  data  from  which  to  make 
any.  This  is  the  only  portion  of  our  Road  in  use  in  your 
State  except  a  short  piece  at  East  Thompson,  and  New  Bos- 
ton, used  for  a  few  months  past.  The  Road  is  now  in  line 
from  Boston  to  Southbridge,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  go  on 
with  our  construction  in  Connecticut  soon. 

For  details  we  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  our  last  report. 
There  is  no  alteration  to  be  made  so  far  as  Connecticut  is  in- 
terested, but  the  completion  of  the  small  piece  at  New  Boston. 

We  hope  this  report  will  be  accepted  as  satisfactory  as  it 
seems  all  that  can  be  desired  in  our  situation. 

Treasurer  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie  Railroad  Company, 
By  H.  S.  Barry,  Treasurer  pro  tern. 

An  application  was  made  to  the  Commissioners  to  examine 
that  portion  of  this  road  lying  in  this  State,  in  the  towns  of 
Woodstock  and  Thompson,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  cer- 
tificate accepting  the  road,  that  the  company  might  operate  it 
by  carrying  passengers  and  freight.  They  made  an  examina- 
tion on  the  13th  day  of  August,  and  declined  to  grant  the  cer- 
tificate asked  for.  Another  application  was  made  at  a  later 
period.  The  Commissioners  again  examined  the  road  on  the 
21st  day  of  November,  1866,  and  being  satisfied  with  its  con- 
dition, granted  the  certificate  sought  for,  dated  7th  December, 
1866.  We  have  recently  been  assured  that  arrangements  are 
being  perfected  that  the  construction  of  this  work  will  ere 
long  be  resumed  between  Putnam  and  Willimantic. 

NEW   LONDON   NORTHERN. 

This  road  has  been  extended  from  Amherst,  Massachusetts, 
to  Grout's  corner,  fourteen  miles,  which  was  completed  in 
September,  increasing  it  to  100  miles  in  length,  opening  new 
avenues  for  business,  making  connection  with  important  roads 
running  through  New  England  into  Canada.  Its  capital  has 
been  increased  $195,000,  making  it  at  present  $895,000,  and 
its  indebtedness  increased  $398,675;  total  increase  §593,675. 
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The  portion  of  the  road  lying  in  this  State  is  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  the  numerous  bridges  have  been  kept  in  good  repair. 


Has  been  operated  this  year  free  from  accidents  and  has 
had  some  increase  of  business.  Much  labor  has  been  ex- 
pended on  its  road  bed,  and  a  fair  amount  of  graveling  has 
been  done.  The  iron  is  in  good  condition,  but  their  depots, 
and  most  of  their  buildings  on  the  line  of  the  road,  are  in  a 
dilapidated  condition.  Most  of  the  platforms  connected  with 
the  stations  are  much  decayed,  and  should  be  repaired  or 
rebuilt  without  delay.  A  dividend  of  4  per  cent,  has  been 
paid  on  their  preferred  stock.] 

NAUGATUCK, 

Is  rapidly  growing  in  importance,  is  well  managed,  its  road 
bed  kept  in  good  condition,  motive  power  well  cared  for, 
300  tons  of  new  iron  was  laid  last  year,  the  same  quantity 
will  be  laid  this  season.  Their  dock  privileges  in  Bridgeport 
have  been  largely  increased  by  acquiring  additional  land, 
enabling  them  to  prosecute  their  largely  growing  freight 
traffic  at  that  point  with  much  greater  facilities  than  here- 
tofore. 

Additions  have  been  made  to  their  depot  grounds  at  Derby 
and  Seymour,  the  depot  at  the  former  place  has  been  enlarged. 
It  is  in  contemplation  to  erect  a  new  and  commodious  depot 
in  Waterbury,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  the  grow- 
ing wants  of  that  place. 

The  business  of  the  road  has  largely  increased,  the  gross  ■ 
earnings  being  in  excess  of  last  year  $74,557.43.     The  divi- 
dends were  12  per  cent. 

DANBURY  AND   NORWALK, 

Has  been  in  operation  about  15  years.  Within  the  last 
two  or  three  years  its  road  bed  has  been  improved.  It  was 
never  properly  graveled.  But  the  work  that  has  been  done 
enables  it  to  run  more  smoothly.     It  now  requires  a  large 
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amount  of  graveling  to  keep  its  road  bed  in  order.  Several 
of  the  bridges  have  been  rebuilt,  and  others  repaired.  All 
are  in  a  safe  condition.  261  tons  of  iron  was  laid  last  year. 
It  is  intended  to  lay  400  tons  the  present  season  and  to  ereet 
a  new  depot  at  Ridgefield  Station.  The  business  of  the  road 
increased  largely  the  past  year ;  the  net  earnings  amounted 
to  over  100  per  cent,  over  the  previous  one. 

NEW   HAVEN   AND   NORTHAMPTON. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  its  operation,  being  still 
operated  by  a  lease  to  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad 
Company,  between  New  Haven  and  Granby.  A  portion  of 
this  road  runs  through  damp  and  springy  soil  requiring  heavy 
ballasting  to  keep  its. road  bed  in  a  condition  to  run  smoothly, 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  It  will  be  necessary  to  renew  a 
portion  of  its  iron  the  coming  season.  Its  gross  earnings 
were  $280,080.69,  an  excess  of  $59,947.92  over  the  previous 
year. 

SHORE   LINE   RAILWAY, 

Formerly  the  "  New  Haven,  New  London  and  Stonington," 
purchased  by  the  present  company,  from  the  trustees  of  the 
former  one.  The  route  of  this  road  running  50  miles  upon 
the  border  of  Long  Island  Sound,  crossing  numerous  streams, 
and  marshes,  was  necessarily  constructed  largely  upon  piling, 
which  is  liable  more  or  less  to  decay,  depending  in  places 
upon  the  character  of  the  marsh  and  variety  of  the  timber 
used.  This  has  entailed  much  labor  on  your  Commissioners, 
who  feeling  the  responsibility  resting  upon  them,  have  been 
strenuous  in  their  examinations,  and  have  required  extensive 
repairs  upon  the  piling  of  bridges  and  track.  Over  200  tons 
of  new  iro'a  has  been  laid  upon  its  track. 

As  the  report  of  this  company  was  made  up  to  May  31, 
1866,  being  the  termination  of  their  fiscal  year,  a  large  por: 
tion  of  this  expenditure  does  not  appear.  It  is  due  to  their 
indefatigable  President,  who  is  also  Superintendent,  to 
accord  to  him  promptness  in  acceding  to  all  of  our  require- 
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ments.  Under  its  present  management  the  business  is  increas- 
ing and  since  the  date  of  the  report  a  dividend  has  been 
declared. 


Sixty-two  miles  in  length,  of  which  only  seventeen  lays  in 
this  State,  a  portion  of  the  latter  being  formerly  an  extension 
of  the  New  Haven,  New  London  and  Stonington,  from  Groton 
to  Stonington.  This  link  forms  a  continuous  line  from  New 
York  to  Boston  via  the  Shore  Line  Railroad,  and  receives  a 
liberal  and  increasing  patronage.  At  Stonington  it  had  a 
connection  with  a  line  of  steamboats  to  and  from  New  York 
which  was  an  important  one.  This  line  of  steamers  has  been 
suspended  for  the  present.  The  road  is  in  good  condition 
and  successfully  managed. 


Presents  a  similar  report  to  their  last.  It  is  in  good  condi- 
tion, prudently  managed,  affording  good  facilities  to  its  man- 
ufacturing interest.  The  earnings  vary  but  little  from  year 
to  year. 

NEW  YORK,  HOUSATONIC  AND  NORTHERN, 

Chartered  in  1863.  This  company  entered  upon  the  con- 
struction of  its  road  between  Danbury  and  Brookfield,  less 
than  a  distance  of  nine  miles,  in  October,  1865.  There  is 
nothing  formidable  in  this  work,  yet  its  progress  has  been 
slow,  and  we  can  make  no  calculation  when  it  will  be  com- 
pleted between  those  places.  But  little  has  been  done  on  the 
southerly  portion  of  its  line.  The  capital  is  $1,000,000,  of 
which  amount  $110,820  has  been  paid  in. 

NEW   CANAAN   RAILROAD   COMPANY. 

Was  chartered  with  the  above  title  in  1866,  at  some  point 
in  New  Canaan,  to  some  suitable  point  at  tide  water  in  the 
towns  of  Stamford,  Darien,  or  Norwalk,  with  a  capital  of 
$100,000,  with  liberty  to  increase  to  $200,000.     Their  engi- 
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neer  surveyed  and  located  their  route  or  line  for  this  road 
commencing  at  New  Canaan,  through  the  town  of  Darien  to 
the  track  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad  about 
one  and  one  quarter  miles  from  Stamford  depot.  They  have 
obtained  a  lease  from  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Com- 
pany to  lay  their  track  from  the  junction  by  the  side  of  theirs, 
also  the  use  of  their  depot  at  Stamford,  the  whole  distance 
being  nearly  nine  miles. 

On  the  5th  of  January,  1867,  a  petition  was  presented  to 
the  General  Railroad  Commissioners,  to  approve  of  their  lay 
out  which  was  favorably  received,  and  after  a  prolonged  and 
careful  examination  of  the  line  upon  the  ground  and  after 
fully  deliberating  upon  all  the  objections  which  were  made  to 
the  proposed  location,  and  after  suggesting  some  variations 
which  were  accepted  by  their  Engineer,  the  Commissioners  on 
the  13th  day  of  February,  1867,  gave  their  written  approval 
of  the  line  designated  by  the  company. 

The  road  is  now  being  built  under  contract  to  be  completed 
during  the  coming  season.

ACCIDENTS. 

"We  are  pleased  to  report  a  marked  diminution  over  the 
previous  year,  which  was  in  that  respect  an  unfortunate  one. 
We  have  personally  investigated  all  that  have  occurred,  and 
recorded  the  facts  connected  therewith.  From  the  classifica- 
tion it  will  be  perceived  that  the  whole  number  injured 
amount  to  14  : — fatal,  27  ;  not  fatal,  17. 
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April  30th,  1866.  John  O'Brien,  a  brakeman  on  a  freight 
train,  upon  the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad,  jumped 
from  a  car  while  the  train  was  in  motion,  and  was  instantly 
killed. 

May  9th.  Henry  Bliss,  brakeman  on  a  freight  train,  upon 
the  Providence,  Hartford  and  Fishkill  Railroad,  while  en- 
gaged in  switching  cars  at  Willimantic,  his  foot  was  caught 
between  the  platforms,  losing  one  of  its  members. 

May  16th.  Patrick  Gorman,  about  60  years  of  age,  and 
insane,  while  walking  upon  a  pile  bridge,  trundling  a  wheel- 
barrow, on  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  near 
New  Haven  ;  the  2.5  P.  M.  express  train  was  passing  down.. 
The  engineer  and  fireman  both  saw  him.  The  alarm  whistle 
was  given.  He  stepped  off  the  track.  The  train  proceeded. 
Just  before  it  passed  him,  he  stepped  immediately  in  front  of 
the  engine,  was  run  over  and  instantly  killed. 

May  18th.  Henry  E.  Robbins,  of  Hartford,  was  a  passen- 
ger on  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad.  On  attempt- 
ing to  pass  from  the  smoking  car  to  the  next  one,  fell  between 
and  was  so  severely  injured,  as  to  cause  his  death  within  an 
hour  of  the  accident. 

May  27th.  The  body  of  a  man  was  found  dead  upon  the 
track  of  the  New  Haven,  Hartford  and  Springfield  Railroad, 
about  one  mile  north  of  Hartford  station.  It  appeared  on 
investigation,  that  he  was  probably  lying  on  the  track,  and 
that  he  was  undoubtedly  killed  by  a  night  train  going  north. 
No  one  could  identify  the  remains. 

June  2d.  Samuel  Hatton,  brakeman  on  a  freight  train 
upon  the  New  Haven,  Hartford  and  Springfield  Railroad,  was 
instantly  killed  at  Windsor  Locks,  by  falling  from  a  rear 
car  while  the  train  was  backing,  a  portion  of  which  crushed 
him. 
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June  21st.  James  Wooding  was  passing  up  the  road,  run- 
ning by  the  side  of  the  Naugatuck  Railroad,  between  Wol- 
cottville  and  Burrville,  about  one  and  one-half  miles  from 
the  latter  place,  with  a  son  and  daughter  in  a  wagon.  A 
passenger  train  was  approaching  in  an  opposite  direction.  His 
horse  became  frightened  and  jumped  immediately  in  front  of 
the  locomotive,  and  was  so  badly  injured,  he  was  immediately 
killed.  The  wagon  was  entirely  destoyed.  The  occupants 
were  badly  stunned,  but  received  no  permanent  injuries. 

July  4th.  James  McCabe,  of  New  Britain,  attempted  to 
get  upon  a  car  of  the  Providence,  Hartford  and  Fishkill  Rail- 
road, in  the  Hartford  depot,  before  the  train,  which  had  just 
arrived,  had  fully  stopped.  A  freight  car  was  attached  to  the 
train,  and  being  in  the  evening,  Mr.  McCabe  mistook  this  for 
a  passenger  car.  In  attempting  to  get  on  it,  slipped  and  fell, 
one  wheel  passed  over  his  foot,  which  was  severely  mashed, 
also  breaking  his  ankle. 

July  5th.  Jeremiah  Callaghan,  was  found  dead  by  the 
side  of  the  track  of  the  New.  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad, 
near  Five  Mile  River.  From  the  investigation,  it  appeared 
that  the  night  previous  he  was  intoxicated,  and  was  seen 
walking  on  the  track.  It  is  probable  that  a  passing  train  ran 
over  him.  His  body  was  badly  bruised.  An  inquest  was 
held.  The  jury  "  See  no  cause  to  attach  blame  to  any  one 
for  the  event." 

July  6th.  Elisha  Baggs,  a  brakeman  on  the  New  York, 
Providence  and  Boston  Railroad,  while  on  a  freight  train, 
went  for  some  purpose  of  his  own  upon  the  top  of  a  car.  It 
was  supposed  he  was  struck  by  an  over  crossing  bridge  while 
the  train  passed  through  it,  as  his  dead  body  was  found  lay- 
ing by  the  side  of  the  track  near  the  bridge. 

July  18th.  Bridget  Sullivan,  67  years  of  age,  and  par- 
tially deaf,  while  leaning  against  a  freight  car  on  the  branch 
track  leading  to  the  freight  depot  of  the  New  Haven,  Hart- 
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ford  and  Springfield  Railroad,  in  Hartford.  The  car  was 
backed,  and  she  was  thrown.  The  car  passed  over  her  wrist, 
which  rendered  amputation  necessary. 

July  18th.  Peter  Lindon,  a  boy  six  or  seven  years  of  age, 
was  run  over  by  an  express  train  of  the  Hartford  and  New 
Haven  Railroad,  and  died  in  about  twelve  hours.  He  with 
another  boy  was  sitting  upon  one  of  the  rails  when  the  train 
was  heard  approaching,  and  was  warned  off.  He  ran  up  the 
track  and  attempting  to  cross  it  in  front  of  the  locomotive,  was 
struck  by  the  pilot  with  the  above  result. 

July  20th.  Henry  Merrick,  supposed  to  be  insane,  was 
walking  on  the  track  of  the  Canal  Railroad  in  New  Haven, 
near  Grand  Street  Bridge.  A  train  was  coming  down  the 
road  four  or  five  miles  an  hour,  and  blowing  the  alarm  whis- 
tle, when  he  was  discovered.  Every  attempt  was  made  to 
avoid  hitting  him,  but  without  avail.  He  was  instantly  killed. 
The  coroner's  jury  acquitted  the  employees  of  the  road  from 
blame.] 

August  11th.  Patrick  Gahan,  was  found  dead  on  the  track 
of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  between  Green- 
wich and  Portchester.  He  had  been  seen  that  evening  on  the 
track,  intoxicated,  and  had  been  removed.  It  is  probable 
that  he  afterwards  returned  to  the  track,  lay  down  and  was 
run  over  by  a  passing  train.  A  coroner's  jury  exonerated  the 
employees  of  the  company  from  all  blame. 

August  12th.  James  Baird,  an  employee  of  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company,  was  found  dead  in  a  cat- 
tle guard  near  Hallock's  Cut,  in  New  Haven.  He  was  suffer- 
ing with  delirium  tremens,  and  it  is  supposed  he  adopted  this 
course  to  commit  suicide.     No  one  on  the  train  saw  him. 

August  17th.  Henry  Murphy,  a  sailor  from  Philadelphia, 
was  run  over  by  a  midnight  freight  train  of  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Railroad,  while  passing  through  Bridgeport, 
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and  died  an  hour  afterwards.  From  the  investigation  it  ap- 
peared he  was  intoxicated,  was  doubtless  lying  on  the  track, 
and  was  not  seen  by  the  operatives  of  the  train  until  after  the 
accident  happened. 

Aug.  17.  Miles  Capstick,  a  fireman  on  a  freight  train  on 
the  Danbury  &  Norwalk  Railroad,  which  was  slowly  approach- 
ing Ridgefield  station,  fell  from  the  locomotive  while  attempt- 
ing to  oil  it.  One  leg  was  run  over,  and  he  received  other  in- 
juries, which  soon  caused  his  death.  The  accident  seemed 
unavoidable.  A  coroner's  jury  rendered  a  verdict  of  acci- 
dental death. 

Sept.  5th.  William  Steen  was  doubtless  lying  on  the  track 
of  the  Shore  Line  railway,  near  Madison  depot,  was  run  over 
by  the  11  P.  M.  express  train  out  of  New  Haven,  and  in- 
stantly killed.  A  coroner's  jury  rendered  a  verdict  "that  he 
came  to  his  death  by  being  run  over  by  the  cars  while  in  a 
state  of  intoxication,  and  lying  on  the  track." 

Sept.  9th.  Thomas  Reynolds  was  run  over  by  the  steam- 
boat train  of  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven  Railroad,  and  in- 
stantly killed,  near  Meriden.  He  was  probably  walking  on 
the  side  track,  and  from  some  cause  stepped  immediately  in 
front  of  the  locomotive,  with  the  above  result.  He  was  not 
seen  by  the  engineer  until  the  moment 'he  was  struck — too 
late  to  stop  the  train.  A  coroner's  jury  "attached  no  blame 
to  any  one." 

Sept.  12th.  John  Downey,  an  employee  of  the  Naugatuck 
Railroad  Company,  was  instantly  killed  in  their  yard  in 
Bridgeport,  while  walking  on  the  track.  A  locomotive  was 
backing  down  very  slowly — the  engineer  could  not  see  behind 
it.  The  accident  was  undoubtedly  the  result  of  his  own  care- 
lessness. 

Sept.  30th.  Martin  Clark  was  found  dead  on  the  track  of 
the  New  Haven,  Hartford  &  Springfield  Railroad,  near  Enfield 
bridge.     He  had  been  seen  the  same  night  intoxicated,  walk- 
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ing  on  the  track,  and  was  undoubtedly  killed  under  the  above 
circumstances.  An  inquest  was  held.  The  jury  "acquitted 
the  operatives  of  the  road  from  censure.' ' 

Sept.  27th.  Mary  Fitzgerald  was  a  passenger  on  a  train  of 
the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad,  which  left  Norwich  at 
3.30  P.  M.,  for  Central  Village.  Upon  its  arrival,  the  train 
was  switched  on  the  turn-out  track,  to  allow  the  regular  ex- 
press freight  train  to  pass  down  on  the  main  track.  After  its 
passage,  supposing  the  track  to  be  clear,  she  attempted  to 
cross  ;  an  extra  was  following  immediately  behind  the  regular 
train,  which  she  did  not  see.  She  was  struck  by  the  Pilot, 
knocked  down,  her  ankle  badly  broken. 

Oct.  13th.  Edward  Kennedy,  had  recently  been  in  the 
employ  of  the  New  Haven,  Hartford  &  Springfield  Railroad 
Company,  went  on  board  of  the  midnight  passenger  train  at 
Springfield,  intending  to  jump  off  at  Warehouse  Point.  He 
was  missed  before  the  train  arrived  at  that  place.  His  body 
was  found  next  morning  in  a  mangled  state  near  Enfield 
bridge.  A  coroner's  jury  rendered  a  verdict,  "  that  he  was 
intoxicated,  fell  under  the  cars,  and  was  crushed  to  death." 

Oct.  23.  George  Latham,  was  walking  outside  of  the  track 
of  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven  Railroad,  near  Hartford.  A 
freight  train  was  passing,  and  when  near  him  he  stepped  on 
the  track  just  in  front  of  the  locomotive,  which  hit  him.  He 
fortunately  escaped  with  slight  injuries. 

Oct.  25th.  George  D.  Treat  attempted  to  get  on  a  passen- 
ger train  of  the  New  York  &  New  Haven  Railroad,  while  in 
motion,  and  passing  through  the  city  of  Bridgeport,  broke 
his  leg.  •  He  was  carried  home  by  the  employees  of  the  com- 
pany. He  admitted  that  the  accident  occurred  from  his  own 
act,  and  that  he  alone  was  entitled  to  censure. 

Nov.  3.  Frederick  A.  Lockwood,  conductor  upon  a  freight 
train  of  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Company,  switched  his  train 
on  the  turn-out  track  at  Naugatuck,  to  let  a  passenger  train 
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pass,  and  attempted  to  couple  two  cars  together  while  the 
train  was  in  motion.  The  bumper  upon  one  of  the  cars 
being  the  highest,  passed  over  the  other ;  he  was  caught  be- 
tween the  platforms,  and  narrowly  escaped  being  killed.  One 
of  his  ribs  was  broken. 

Nov.  13th.  John  Lines,  a  laboring  man  in  Killingly,  at- 
tempted to  cross  the  track  of  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Rail- 
road, immediately  in  front  of  an  approaching  train,  although 
cautioned  by  his  companions  not  to  do  so,  was  struck  by  the 
engine  and  killed. 

• 

December  13th.  Michael  Pierce,  an  employee  of  the  New 
London  Northern  Railroad  Company,  jumped  from  the  plat- 
form of  a  passenger  car  while  the  train  was  in  motion,  in  the 
evening,  at  Mansfield  depot,  and  was  considerably  bruised, 
but  recovered. 

Dec.  15th.  Samuel  Runnels,  a  brakeman  on  the  Norwich 
&  Worcester  Railroad,  while  a  train  was  passing  through 
Shetucket  bridge,  accidentally  injured  his  head,  but  recovered 
in  a  few  days. 

Dec.  26th.  Edward  Swain,  attempted  to  get  on  the  2.05 
P.  M.  express  train  from  New  Haven,  just  after  it  had  started 
from  Bridgeport  depot.  While  in  the  act  of  getting  on  the 
wrong  side  of  the  train,  he  struck  against  a  tree  standing 
near  the  track,  and  fell.  His  foot  was  badly  crushed.  He 
imputed  no  blame  to  any  one. 

Dec.  28th.  A  collision  occurred  on  the  New  London  North- 
ern Railroad,  near  Mohegan  station,  between  a  passenger  train 
of  this  road,  and  a  freight  train  of  the  Norwich  and  Worcester 
road,  which  runs  on  the  track  of  the  New  London  Northern 
Railroad  between  Norwich  and  New  London,  by  virtue  of  a 
lease. 

A  severe  snow  storm  had  on  that  and  the  previous  day 
prevailed,  and  it  had  drifted  to  such  an  extent  that  it  pre- 
vented the  trains  of  this  road  from  making  their  usual  time. 
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The  passenger  train  from  Palmer  being  so  much'  delayed  in 
arriving  at  New  London,  that  it  could  not  leave  on  its  return 
trip  until  4.40  P.  M.,  instead  of  1.50  P.  M.,  as  required  by 
the  time-table,  being  a  detention  of  two  hours  and  fifty  min- 
utes. The  collision  happened  at  5.1Q  P.  M.,  on  a  sharp 
curve,  about  two  miles  north  of  Montville  station.  Three 
persons  on  the  passenger  train  were  severely  injured  :  Mr.  I. 
Theodore  Webb,  of  Norwich,  Mrs.  Ann  0.  Donnell,  of  New 
London,  Miss  Jennie  E.  Rose,  of  Rockville,  slightly  injured, 
passengers  on  the  train  from  New  London,  and  George  Ting- 
ley,  expressman  on  the  train. 

L.  C.  Dean,  fireman  on  the  locomotive  of  the  freight  train, 
was  also  seriously  injured,  being  caught  in  the  wreck  and 
held  fast,  and  unable  to  move  himself  for  more  than  three 
hours. 


Dec.  29th.  Hon.  Erastus  C.  Scranton,  President  of  the  New 
York  &  New  Haven  Railroad,  was  on  the. 6.30  A.  M.  train  from 
New  Haven,  going  to  New  York.  At  Norwalk  he  left  the  train 
to  transact  some  business.  The  conductor,  when  ready,  suppos- 
ing Mr.  Scranton  was  on  board,  gave  the  usual  signal  to  start 
taking  his  usual  position  in  the  baggage  car,  looking  out  with 
the  baggage  master  to  see  that  all  was  right.  They  then  saw 
Mr.  Scranton  running  across  the  west  end  of  the  platform  of 
the  depot,  towards  the  train.  He  came  opposite  the  baggage 
car,  waited  for  the  second  passenger  car,  caught  hold  of  the 
rod  on  the  front  end  of  the  platform  with  both  hands,  and 
passed  out  of  the  conductor's  sight,  who  supposed  he  was 
safely  on  the  train,  and  turned  to  attend  to  his  duties,  when 
the  baggage  master  cried  out  "he  has  fallen  under  the  train." 
He  immediately  sprang  for  the  bell-rope  and  stopped  the 
train.  Nearly  every  car  passed  over  the  lower  extremity  of 
his  body,  crushing  it  terribly,  and  killing  him  almost  instant- 
ly. Had  he  stood  still  upon  coming  in  sight,  the  conductor 
would  have  stopped  the  train,  and  he  could  have  got  on  board 
with  safety. 
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January '1st,  1867.  Michael  Cantwell,  a  passenger  left 
New  London  on  the  train  for  Norwich,  but  was  seen  at  Mont- 
ville  station,  after  the  train  had  left,  intoxicated.  Said  he 
should  walk  to  Norwich.  Nothing  more  was  seen  of  him 
until  his  body  was  found  on  the  4th  inst.  He  was  undoubt- 
edly run  over  by  some  passing  train  and  killed. 

Jan.  5th.  David  Murphy,  on  the  track  of  the  Housatonic 
Railroad,  near  New  Milford,  was  run  over  by  a  night  train 
and  killed.  The  engineer  could  not  see  him  in  the  dark,  and 
no  censure  could  possibly  attach  to  any  one  but  himself.  A 
coroner's  jury  rendered  a  verdict,  "  while  under  the  influ- 
ence of  liquor  he  was  accidentally  run  over  by  the  cars  and 
killed." 

February  1st.  William  H.  Yance,  fireman  on  the  New 
York  and  New  Haven  Railroad  express  freight  train,  going 
towards  New  York,  shortly  after  leaving  Stamford,  one  of  the 
spring  hangers  of  the  locomotive  broke,  making  a  report  sim- 
ilar to  a  pistol.  Yance  being  frightened  ran  through  the  ten- 
der, and  in  attempting  to  jump  upon  the  first  freight  car  fell, 
was  run  over  by  the  train  and  instantly  killed. 

February  8th.  Patrick  Hestor,  a  laboring  man,  residing  in 
Stamford,  walked  from  that  place  on  the  track  of  the  New 
York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  towards  Coscob  Bridge,  in 
company  with  a  female.'  He  saw  a  train  coming  up  the  road, 
and  stepped  outside  'the  tracks.  A  down  train  approaching 
the  same  moment,  in  his  confusion  he  stepped  immediately 
in  front  of  the  locomotive,  was  struck  by  the  pilot,  and  thrown 
off  the  track.  His  ankle  was  crushed  and  broken.  He  also 
received  a  contusion  on  the  back  of  his  head.  Every  care 
was  taken  of  him,  but  he  died  in  a  few  days.  No  blame  could 
possibly  attach  to  the  engineer. 

February  19th.  John  Peters,  a  sailor,  said  to  be  a  Portu- 
guese, while  walking  with  two  others  down  the  track  of  the 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  on  the  wharf  in  New  Ha- 
ven, was  run  over  by  a  freight  car,  which  was  being  slowly 
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•  * 

backed  down  by  a  locomotive,  but  at  the  time  detached.  All 
but  Peters  stepped  off  the  track,  but  he  by  some  cause  was 
caught,  and  instantly  killed. 

March  2d.  James  Olmstead,  a  brakeman  on  an  express 
freight  train,  on  the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad,  was 
found  dead  on  the  bridge  at  Jewett  City.  His  head  was  cut, 
and  it  is  presumed  he  either  struck  the  bridge,  or  fell  from 
the  car  while  the  train  was  in  motion.

To  the  Honorable,  \ 

The  General  Assembly,         > 

May  Session,  1867.  ) 

The  business  of  Insurance  has  increased  with  the  growth 
of  towns,  cities  and  states.  With  this  growth,  and  with  new 
appliances  for  protection,  there  has  been  no  diminution  of  the 
hazards  to  property  and  life,  the  latter  of  which  is  the  last  to 
be  insured. 

The  extent  of  the  present  Insurance  upon  property  and 
life  is  unknown,  for  there  is  no  place  for  centralizing  the  facts, 
whereby  the  amounts  insured,  the  cost,  and  the  profit  and  loss 
accounts  are  collected.  And  it  is  not  likely  there  will  be 
such  a  place  until  Congress  shall  establish  a  Bureau  of  Insur- 
ance at  Washington. 

Such  a  Department  is  much  needed,  for  State  Departments 
are  local,  and  reciprocal,  and  retaliatory  in  their  character, 
and  represent  anything  but  a  national  interest ;  while  it  is  a 
fact  that  the  property  and  the  life  insurable  interest  in  the 
United  States,  far  exceeds  the  amount  involved  in  currency, 
the  whole  of  which  Congress  has  taken  control  of,  and  cur- 
rency, for  the  first  time,  has  become  uniform  in  its  value,  and 
equally  good  over  all  parts  of  the  country. 

Assuming  that  the  property  in  the  United  States,  liable  to 
be  destroyed  by  fire,  water  or  otherwise,  is  seeking  Insurance, 
and  that  a  small  percentage  of  life  is  also  seeking  Insurance, 
the  Insurance  interests  of  the  people  far  exceed  the  currency 
interest  and  consequently  is  as  deserving  (if  not  more  so)  of 
Congressional  action. 


It  is  hoped  that  State  Insurance  Departments  will  in  time 
be  discontinued,  and  that  the  public  will  have  the  benefit  of  a 
National  Bureau  at  Washington. 

To  a  limited  extent  progress  is  making  in  collecting  the 
statistics  of  Insurance  Companies,  as  is  evidenced  by  the 
reports  of  State  Departments,  and  if  this  system  must  be  con- 
continued  to  the  exclusion  of  a  national  system,  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  your  Commissioner  to  make  this  Department  more 
directly  available  to  the  people  and  applicable  to  the  whole 
country,  by  collecting  and  condensing  the  whole  business  of 
Insurance  in  the  United  States  so  far  as  public  documents 
will  supply  the  information,  and  thus  to  a  certain  extent  afford 
general  information  in  regard  to  the  whole  business  of  In- 
surance. 

The  State  Insurance  Departments  are  comparatively  new, 
and  not  one  of  them  appears  to  have  become  settled  in  its 
policy,  plans  and  purposes ;  therefore  Insurance  Companies 
and  the  people  are  still  anxious  to  learn  what  is  designed  and 
what  benefits  are  to  be  secured. 

The  Insurance  Department  of  Connecticut  relates  only  to 
such  companies  as  come,  or  desire  to  come,  into  this  State 
from  other  States,  and  where  they  come  into  this  State  they 
bring  upon  their  backs  their  own  laws- — therefore  an  Insur- 
ance Company  incorporated  by,  or  organized  under  the  laws 
of  another  State,  and  designing  to  transact  business  in  this 
State,  must  do  precisely  in  this  State  what  their  State  requires 
of  similar  Insurance  Companies  coming  from  this  State. 

It  is  upon  this  general  basis  that  this  report  is  sent  to  your 
honorable  body,  especially  as  the  law  which  created  the  De- 
partment requires  the  Commissioner  so  to  report. 

The  reciprocal  and  the  retaliatory  parts  of  the  laws  of  this 
State  requires  of  the  Commissioner  the  enforcement  of  as 
many  sets  of  laws  as  States  from  whence  come  Insurance 
Companies.  And  as  the  laws  of  these  States  are  constantly 
changing,  the  study  and  labor  involved  to  keep  up  with  the 
same  are  somewhat  oppressive,  and  would  be  more  so  than 
they  are  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  he  is  aided  by  Insurance 
Companies  of  this  State,  who  feel  the  effect  of  the  laws  of 
other  States. 


This  remark  leads  to  another,  to  the  effect,  that  it  is  very 
evident  and  clear  that  the  Insurance  Companies  of  this  State 
have  acquired  the  confidence  of  the  people  of  other  States  by 
reason  of  their  liberality  and  prompt  action,  and  that  the 
various  classes  of  Insurance  Companies  which  derive  their  ex- 
istence from  the  Legislatute  of  the  State  are  deserving  of  its 
fostering  care. 

Among  the  various  blank  forms  now  in  use  by  the  compa- 
nies of  other  States  are  two  from  the  State  of  New  York, 
designed  for  the  returns  of  the  several  classes  of  Insurance 
Companies ;  these  forms  are  more  extended  and  laborious 
than  practical  Insurance  men  deem  necessary  for  any  purpose 
connected  with  the  business  to  which  they  relate. 

Having  required  of  the  several  companies  now  transacting 
business  in  this  State  the  same  returns,  taxes,  &c,  which  are 
exacted  of  similar  companies  admitted  and  coming  from  this 
State,  and  your  Commissioner  believing  that  the  Legislature 
would  not  wish  to  expend  the  sum  necessary  to  print  as  a 
part  of  this  report  the  full  sheets  of  returns  required  and 
made,  they  have  been  condensed  into  balance  sheets  so  as  to 
exhibit  at  a  glance  the  relative  condition  of  each  company. 

LIFE  INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  21  Life  Insurance  Companies 
from  other  States  transacting  business  in  this  State. 

Of  these,  a  part  are  mutual,  having  no  stock  capital,  but  rest- 
ing entirely  upon  their  accumulations. 

The  others  have  each  a  stock  capital,  varying  from  $100,000 
to  $200,000,  as  set  forth  in  their  schedules. 

The  solvency  of  these  companies  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest 
consequence,  and  the  State  has  left  to  its  Commissioner  the 
mode  of  deciding  this  question. 

It  is  a  singular  fact  that  with  the  aid  of  over  130  interroga- 
tories in  use  by  another  State,  a  perfect  balance  sheet  of  a 
Life  Insurance  Company  can  not  be  made — that  is,  taking  the 
returns  as  they  stand  on  file  in  this  Department. 

This  is  owing  in  part  to  the  form  of  some  of  the  interroga- 
tories, so  that  they  are  not  understood  alike  by  the  several 
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companies,  and  in  part  because  more  than  one  enquiry  is  em- 
bodied in  the  same  question,  and  in  part  because  important 
and  material  questions  are  omitted. 

The  form  of  exhibit  contained  in  this  report  is  intended  to 
give  at  first  sight  the  condition  of  a  Life  Insurance  Company 
so  far  a*s  relates  to  its  assets,  liabilities  and  present  values, 
and  it  is  believed  by  your  Commissioner  that  this  is  all  that 
is  needful,  if  it  is  correctly  filled  up,  to  satisfy  the  public  and 
policy  holders  of  the  trustworthiness  of  the  institutions. 

It  is  desirable  for  a  public  officer  to  know  more  of  the  de- 
tails which  make  up  the  items,  but  so  far  as  the  public,  and 
policy  holders  are  concerned,  a  single  plain  balance  sheet, 
correctly  made,  will  impart  more  satisfactory  information  than 
pages  of  questions  and  answers,  a  majority  of  which  have  no 
direct  reference  to  the  solvency  of  the  companies. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  age  of  the  business  of  Life  Insur- 
ance, and  the  number  of  years  which  actuaries  and  public 
officers  have  had  an  oversight  of  the  business,  there  is  no 
harmony,  in  the  opinion  or  in  the  action,  prevailing.  And 
the  subject  is  handled  and  discussed  by  many  as  though  there 
were  mysterious  complications  in  the  u  Carlisle  Tables,"  and 
the  "  Expectations  of  Life,"  and  the  per  cent,  of  interest  on 
money. 

Nothing  is  more  simple  than  these  data  and  their  applica- 
tion to  Life  Insurance.  And  so  far  as  attempts  are  made  to 
mystify  and  complicate  Life  Insurance,  they  are  generally 
for  interested  motives. 

Practically,  in  Life  Insurance,  the  income  of  a  company  is 
its  reliance  for  the  payment  of  losses,  expenses,  and  accumu- 
lating the  means  of  perpetuating  its  own  existence.  Its  capi- 
tal, if  capital  it  has,  is  limited,  and  at  most  represents  only  a 
very  small  per  cent,  of  its  gross  liabilities. 

As  the  capital  of  an  Insurance  Company  is  not  increased 
with  its  liabilities,  they  overcome  that  seeming  defect  by  re- 
serving from  year  to  year  a  portion  of  the  receipts  of  the 
company,  and  this  "  Reserve,"  with  the  unexpended,  unap- 
propriated receipts  of  the  year,  are  placed  by  the  side  of  the 
capital  (if  capital  it  has)  and  treated  as  a  "  Reserve  Fund." 


This  "  Reserve  "  in  Life  Insurance  represents  the  deprecia- 
tion in  the  lives  of  the  insured  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  every 
year  the  insured  are  older  and  consequently  one  year  nearer 
death  and  a  call  upon  the  company  for  the  amount  insured. 

This  precise  manner  of  determining  the  amount  of  "  Re- 
serve' '■  required,  is  no  nearer  a  settlement  than  are  questions 
of  theology. 

In  answering  the  question,  as  to  how  much  "  Reserve  "  a 
company  must  have  to  be  solvent,  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
premiums  charged  are  based  upon  the  expectation  of  life  for 
each,  year  of  age  from  birth  to  the  last  expected  survivor. 
Not  that  each  one  will  attain  his  assigned  expectation  of  life, 
nor  that  he  will  die  on  attaining  it,  for  each  one  is  as  likely, 
proportionately,  to  exceed  his  expectation  as  he  is  to  fall  short 
of  it,  for  we  know  that  accidents  and  diseases  pay  no  respect 
to  the  age  of  their  victims. 

It  is  for  these  reasons,  among  others,  that  after  computing 
the  respective  "  Expectation  of  Life  "  to  each  age  of  life  and 
the  average  expectation  of  life  as  applied  to  the  whole  family, 
and  fixing  the  nett  cost  of  insuring  at  each  age,  there  is  added 
to  the  estimated  cost  a  large  per  cent,  to  cover  accidental  or 
premature  deaths,  pay  salaries,  rents,  commissions,  taxes, 
printing,  and  other  incidental  expenses  connected  with  the 
business. 

As  a  matter  of  course  computors  differ  in  their  views  as  to 
these  items  and  on  schemes  of  Life  Insurance,  consequently 
the  rates  of  premiums  charged  by  the  various  companies  also 
differ. 

In  some  companies  the  peculiar  policy  and  course  of  busi- 
ness adopted  leads  to  less  expenses,  to  a  lesser  mortality,  and 
therefore,  to  a  less  premium. 

Each  company  consequently  stands  upon  its  own  peculiar 
basis,  which,  if  carried  out,  entitles  the  company  to  be  re- 
garded as  solvent,  with  a  less  capital  and  a  less  reserve  than 
another  company  with  a  more  hazardous  class  of  insurers,  and 
perhaps  a  higher  rate  of  premium  and  more  capital. 

In  other  words,  resorting  to  a  Fire  Insurance  comparison, 
a  Fire  Insurance    Company  which   insures  only  detached 
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dwellings  can  do  so  and  be  solvent  on  a  scale  of  premiums 
which  if  adopted  for  general  use  on  all  risks  would  quickly 
bankrupt  a  large  company. 

It  is  for  these  and  other  reasons  that  this  Department  would 
be  slow  to  pass  judgment  upon  a  Life  Insurance  Company 
without  knowing  in  what  States  they  transact  their  business, 
what  extent  they  allow  the  insured  to  exceed  the  limits  of 
their  policies  with  or  without  extra  charge,  the  character  ot 
the  lives  insured,  and  the  future  premiums  expected  to  be 
paid  upon  their  policies  in  force,  for  these  facts  are  as  impor- 
tant to  be  known  and  considered  as  is  the  amount  qf  the 
present  assets  of  the  companies  in  hands. 

In  estimating  the  ability  of  a  Life  Insurance  Company  to 
meet  its  liabilities  it  is  quite  as  necessary,  and  just  as  appro- 
priate, to  estimate  the  value  of  their  expected  receipts  for 
premiums  maturing,  as  it  would  be  to  estimate  the  bills  re- 
ceivable of  a  merchant  in  estimating  his  ability  to  meet  his 
bills  payable. 

A  Life  Insurance  Company  adjusted  to  a  high  standard  of 
health  and  family  longevity,  with  low  cash  rates  of  premium, 
and  doing  business  only  in  old  and  healthy  States,  and  avoid- 
ing special  hazards,  is  deemed  by  your  Commissioner  to  be 
the  soundest  kind  of  a  Life  Insurance  Company,  especially  if 
its  constantly  increasing  reserve  over  losses  and  expenses 
runs  relatively  with  its  established  plan  c'f  business.  % 

But  such  an  institution,  like  a  miscellaneous  one,  with  high 
rates  of  premium  and  more  hazardous  lives,  and  a  large  re- 
serve, might  by  war,  or  by  an  epidemic,  lose  all  its  reserve. 
But  even  then  it  would  not  do  to  pronounce  such  a  company 
insolvent,  provided  on  estimating  the  value  of  the  future 
premiums  to  be  received,  it  should  appear  that  they  would  be 
sufficient  to  overcome  their  temporary  misfortune  and  provide 
from  year  to  year  for  their  maturing  liabilities. 

A  company  which  has  the  means  to  pay  its  debts  to  day,  and 
resources  for  each  to-morrow  as  it  arrives,  can  not  be  insolvent 
any  more  than  an  annuitant  would  be  insolvent  who  expended 
annually  the  full  amount  of  his  annuity.  But  much  less 
would  he  be  insolvent  if  he  laid  aside  each  year,  as  a  reserve, 


a  part  of  his  annuity  to  meet  extraordinary  expenses  or  un- 
foreseen losses. 

This  is  Life  Insurance.  And  this  Department  holds  that 
the  future  premiums  to  be  received  on  policies  are  the  bills 
receivable  of  the  company,  while  its  outstanding  policies  are 
its  bills  payable. 

Hence  if  you  desire  to  test  the  solvency  of  a  company  you 
resort  to  two  modes  of  computation,  which  being  done,  each 
operates  as  a  test  of  the  other  (striking  out  all  short  time 
policies). 

lst#  Carry  out  the  business  by  computation  to  the  natural 
termination  of  each  policy,  then  compute  the  amount  of  pre- 
miums expected  to  be  paid  on  each,  and  see  if  the  amount  to 
be  received,  added  to  the  present  "  Reserve,"  will  provide 
amply  for  the  amounts  insured,  and  liberal  expenses,  divi- 
dends, &c, 

2d.  Bring  to  an  immediate  settlement  each  policy  by  com- 
puting the  present  value  to  the  company  of  all  the  future 
premiums  expected  to  be  paid  on  each  policy,  and  compute 
the  present  value  to  the  insured,  of  their  respective  policies  or 
amounts  insured. 

If  on  making  these  computations  there  is  left  a  sufficient 
excess  in  the  premium  department,  in  the  first  case,  to  liqui- 
date all  the  liabilities  of  the  company,  and  in  the  second  place 
to  meet  expenses,  expected,  and  premature  losses,  &c,  then 
it  can  not  be  said  that  insolvency  has  arrived,  or  is  liable  to 
overtake  the  company. 

In  proof  of  these  general  statements  and  opinions  in  regard 
to  the  value  to  a  company  of  its  future  premiums  or  bills 
receivable,  your  Commissioner  gives  in  tabular  form,  only  the 
present  available  resources  of  each  Life  Insurance  Company 
reporting  to  this  Department  on  the  first  of  January,  1867, 
without  estimating  the  value  of  their  future  premiums 
receivable.

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By  the  foregoing  table  it  is  perfectly  obvious  that  not  one 
of  these  Life  Insurance  Companies  could  close  their  business 
on  the  first  of  January  last  and  pay  the  face  of  their  policies 
and  dividends.  The  most  favored  one  has  accumulated  only 
18  per  cent  on  the  amounts  insured  and  dividends. 

To  close  these  Institutions  therefore,  in  a  summary  manner 
would  be  ruin  to  them,  and  blast  the  expectations  of  the  in- 
sured. You  might  as  well  destroy  a  child  because  it  was  not 
a  man. 

To  let  them  go  on  would  (no  doubt)  be  to  enable  them  to 
collect  in  the  premiums  promised  to  be  paid,  year  by  year  in 
annual  succession,  pay  their  losses  and  expenses,  grant  new 
policies,  and  with  each  succeeding  year  grow  stronger  and 
stronger. 

But  for  these  considerations,  insolvency  would  be  pro- 
nounced upon  the  system  itself,  because  for  the  time  being, 
the  capitals  and  accumulations  are  less  than  their  amounts 
insured,  and  were  it  not  for  the  future  premiums  to  be  re- 
ceived, the  further  prosecution  of  the  business  would  be  use- 
less. 

And  here  it  is  proper  to  state  that  there  are  other  consid- 
erations involved  in  taking  official  action  against  a  Life  Insur- 
ance Company.  A  citizen  may  have  been  insured  and  have 
paid  his  premium  for  ten  or  fifteen  years  more  or  less.  To 
deprive  such  a  person  of  his  policy  after  paying  the  premium 
for  a  series  of  years  would  be  a  great  injury  ;  for  the  insured 
loses  not  only  what  he  has  paid,  but  to  get  insured  again  he 
is  required  to  pay  a  much  larger  premium  owing  to  his  in- 
creased age. 

The  above  and  other  important  considerations  makes  it  a 
very  serious  matter  for  an  official  to  deal  hastily  or  harshly 
with  a  Life  Insurance  Company.  Measures  to  check  their 
regular  business  or  to  wind  them  up  should  never  be  resorted 
to,  unless  the  value  of  the  future  premiums  expected  to  be 
paid  on  existing  policies,  and  the  present  means  of  the  Com- 
pany united,  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  expected  liabilities 
as  they  are  expected  to  mature. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  table  we  have  inxde,  that  no  Life 


Insurance  Company  can  be  considered  solvent  unless  the 
future  premiums  to  be  received,  are  made  to  offset  the  amount 
insured. 

The  assets  and  liabilities  of  a  Life  Insurance  Company  are 
founded  upon  calculations  based  upon  laws  of  average,  ascer- 
tained by  the  tabular  statistics  applied  to  large  communities. 

The  standard  most  commonly  adopted  in  England  and  by 
the  Courts  in  America,  is  the  u  Carlisle  table  "  made  up  by 
Dr.  Milne  from  statistics  from  the  town  of  Carlisle,  England  ; 
this  circumstance  gives  the  tables  their  name. 

This  table  gives  to  human  life  an  average  of  thirty-two 
years.  Not  that  all  will  attain  that  age  nor  that  all  will  die 
upon  attaining  it,  but  of  all  that  are  born,  some  die  at  birth 
and  so  on  up  to  all  ages,  even  up  to  ninety  or  one  hundred 
years.  Hence  it  is  that  to  each  age  of  life,  an  average  expec- 
tation of  additional  years  more  of  life  is  assigned,  and  on  an 
average,  may  be  expected  to  be  attained  ;  and  for  these  years 
an  annual  premium  may  be  established  to  be  paid  during  the 
life  of  the  party,  who  may  possibly  die  very  soon,  or  he  may 
live  far  beyond  the  number  of  years  assigned  him  by  these 
tables.  Again,  by  these  tables  a  person  aged  twenty-five 
years  is  assigned,  say  thirty-eight  years  more  to  live.  Not 
that  this  one  person  has  any  special  guarantee  for  living  that 
number  of  years,  but  that  of  a  congregated  mass  of  persons 
of  that  age  they  will  average  thirty-eight  more  years  of  life, 
and  such  persons  as  attain  that  age  become  sixty-three  years 
of  age,  and  all  who  then  survive  are  expected  to  live  say  13 
years  more  which  will  make  those  then  living,  say  seventy-six 
years  of  age,  and  they  are  expected  to  live  six  and  a  half 
years  more  which  brings  them  to  eighty-two  and  a  half  years, 
when  four  more  years  are  assigned  and  so  on  until  human 
life  is  lived  out  at  from  ninety-four  to  one  hundred  years  of 
age. 

For  each  age  of  life,  Insurance  Companies  have  a  fixed 
annual  premium,  which  premiums  on  Life  Policies  are  never 
increased.  In  some  cases  Life  Insurance  Companies,  by  a  re- 
turn of  part  of  past  premiums  as  profits,  lessen  for  any  one  or 
more  years  the  annual  premium,  but  they  reserve  the  right  to

collect  the  whole  if  they  have  occasion  to  require  it,  for  the 
reason  that  epidemics,  war  and  other  causes  may  render  it 
necessary  to  avail  themselves  of  the  right  to  collect  the  full 
payment  of  the  stated  annual  premiums. 

These  remarks  lead  to  a  consideration  of  profits  of  Life 
Insurance  Companies. 

For  the  most  part  Life  Insurance  Companies  are  running 
wild  in  the  pretences  of  profits  and  their  agents  and  solicitors 
in  many  cases  make  statements,  promises,  and  representa- 
tions which  if  considered  a  moment  would  induce  the  hearer 
to  withdraw  all  confidence  in  the  statements  of  the  Agents, 
and  all  faith  in  a  Company  which  would  permit  men  to  travel 
around  and  make  such  monstrous  promises. 

In  some  instances  Agents  promise  to  those  they  solicit  to 
insure  their  lives  "  a  dividend  of  fifty  per  cent  annually  on 
the  premiums  "  they  are  charged  annually  for  their  policies. 
Others  promise  less,  or  as  much  as  is  paid  by  other  Compan- 
ies. Hence  they  represent  the  subject  in  the  light  of  an  in- 
vestment for  gain  over  and  above  the  Insurance,  regardless  of 
the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  every  annual  premium  is  con- 
sumed, by  losses,  taxes,  salaries,  and  large  contingent  expen- 
ses which  must  include  the  commissions  to  Agents,  many 
of  whom  are  taking  25  per  cent  of  the  premiums  collected 
the  first  year  as  their  compensation. 

A  very  delusive  way  of  declaring  dividends  is  to  make  them 
on  the  basis  of  payment  without  interest  on  the  death  of  the 
insured.  For  instance,  a  person  thirty  years  old  having  been 
insured  a  year  or  two  is  considered  as  entitled  to  a  dividend 
of  $  10.00.  Instead  of  making  this  dividend  in  cash  or  its 
equivalent  the  Company  retains  it  and  makes  a  dividend 
payable  at  death  without  interest  say  for  $72.50,  because  the 
person  being  thirty  years  of  age  is  expected  to  live  thirty- 
four  years  more,  and  this  $10.00  will  increase  at  compound 
interest  during  that  time  to  $72.50.  So  that  companies  mak- 
ing such  dividends,  claim  to  make  enormous  dividends  ; 
when  in  fact  the  dividend  estimated  as  due  the  same  year  it 
is  declared,  would  be  $10.00  instead  of  $72.50. 

In   this   manner  the  largest  Insurance  Company  in  the 
United  States,  having  $120,276,580  of  liabilities  for  policies 
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in  force,  has  also  declared  dividends  amounting  to  $12,587,- 
850  yW  dollars,  while  their  entire  present  assets  amount 
to  only  $18,495,507  T%5<j  dollars. 

These  dividends  amounting  to  $12,587,851  j\%  dollars  are 
estimated  by  the  Company  in  their  report  to  this  Department 
as  worth  in  present  cash  value  but  $5,983,706  y\60-  dollars. 

This  practice  enables  agents  to  presume  upon  the  credulity 
of  those  who  do  not  understand  upon  what  principles  such 
dividends  are  declared. 

Without  estimating  the  future  premiums  to  be  received, 
this  Company  like  others  would  stand  insolvent,  for  its  pres- 
ent assets  show  an  ability  of  not  quite  14  per  cent  upon  the 
doWar  of  its  gross  liabilities. 

To  overcome  this  great  deficiency,  their  future  premiums 
must  be  treated  as  assets,  and  the  mode  of  doing  this  is  to 
ascertain  the  present  age  of  each  person  insured,  and  the  ex- 
pectation of  life  of  each  such  person,  and  then  ascertain  how 
much  these  annual  premiums  compounded  for  that  number 
of  years  would  amount  to. 

For  instance — A  is  insured  at  thirty  years  of  age  for  $1,000. 
His  annual  premium  is  $23.60  and  he  is  expected  to  live 
thirty-four  years  more.  This  $23.60  compounded  annually 
for  thirty-four  years  at  5  per  cent  amounts  to  $1,907.61  which 
is  the  gross  amount  the  Company  is  expected  to  receive  on 
that  Policy  for  $1,000,  and  so  proportionately  on  all  others. 
The  aggregate  of  all  these  valuations  represents  the  sum 
total  of  all  the  Company's  receipts  for  premiums  to  pay  losses 
and  expenses. 

Such  calculations  will  show  whether  the  balance  is  in  favor 
of  the  Company  or  not. 

We  say  therefore  to  estimate  the  present  condition  of  a 
Life  Insurance  Company,  their  liabilities  and  their.assets  must 
be  ascertained  and  reduced  to  present  values  or  to  future 
values.  And  their  assets  must  consist  of — means  in  hand — 
and  future  premiums  to  be  received.  For  without  the  aid  of 
this  last  sum,  they  could  not  pay  their  policies,  dividends  and 
expenses. 

If  then  the  premiums  are  determined  on  the  basis  of  an 
average  expectation  of  human  life,  at  each  age  of  life,  and,

further  on  the  basis  of  the  average  duration  of  life  as  applied 
to  the  whole,  then,  in  calculating  out  the  condition  of  a  Life 
Insurance  Company  three  modes  of  computation  are  feasible : 

FIRST  MODE. 

1st.     What  is  the  present  value  to  the  insured  of  Dr. 

the  amount  of  his  policy. 
What  is  the  present  value  to  the  insured  of 
all  the  dividends  outstanding. 

What  is  the  present  value  to  claimants  of 
all  other  liabilities. 
2nd    What  is  the  present  value  to  the  Company  Cr. 

of  the  present  assets  of  the  Company. 

What  is  the  present  value  to  the  Compa- 
ny of  the  future  premiums  expected  to 
be  paid  on  existing  policies. 

What  is  the  present  value  of  the  Company 
of  all  other  assets  receivable. 

SECOND  MODE. 

1st.     What  is  the  gross  amount  of  expected  pre-  Dr. 

miums  to  be  received  by  the  company  on 
existing  policies,  compounded  on  the 
basis,  say,  of  5  per  cent,  interest. 

What  will  the  present  assets  of  the  Com- 
pany amount  to  for  the  present  average 
expectation  of  life  of  the  present  insured. 

What  will  other  assets  receivable  amount  to 
for  the  same  period. 

2nd.     What  is   the  amount  of  life  policies  ?  or  Dr. 

policies  payable  on  the  death  of  the 
insured. 

What  is  the  amount  likely  to  be  paid  on 

short  term  policies. 
What  is  the  amount  likely  to  be  payable  on 

all  other  policies,  except  the  above. 
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THIRD  MODE. 

(Applied  only  to  Life  Policies.) 

1st.     What  is  the  average  age  of  all  the  insured. 

What  is  the   average  expectation  of  life  of 
such  a  person. 

What  is  the  average  amount  insured. 

What    is    the    average    annual    premium 
charged. 

Having  thus  reduced  all  life  policies  to  an  average  policy, 
apply  the  first  mode  to  this  policy  and  multiply  the  product 
by  the  number  of  policies  and  thus  get  the  gross  sums.  Then 
as  another  test  apply  the  second  mode  to  the  same  figures 
and  get  the  results,  and  so  on. 

In  case  the  three  modes  of  computation  produce  an  over- 
plus of  assets,  real  or  estimated,  so  as  to  afford  a  fair  margin 
for  premature  losses  and  expenses,  and  expected  losses  as 
based  upon  the  tables  of  expectation  of  life,  then  such  a  com- 
pany may  be  deemed  solvent  both  for  to  day  and  to-morrow. 

If  it  is  so  that  all  the  life  policies  can  be  reduced  to  one 
policy,  showing  the  whole  amount  insured  as  one  risk,  and 
the  whole  annual  premiums  receivable  as  applying  on  that 
one  policy,  and  the  average  expectation  of  life  of  the  whole 
reduced  to  one  life  or  one  policy,  and  the  computations  ap- 
plied show  a  surplus  on  the  credit  side,  then  why  not  adopt 
the  last  mode  in  estimating  the  condition  of  a  Life  Insurance 
Company  for  general  purposes. 

Its  simplicity  commends  it  to  Insurance  Companies  and 
State  Departments,  for  if  there  is  any  truth  in  Life  Insurance 
statistics  which  reduces  human  life  to  an  average  expectation 
of  life,  all  of  the  insured  for  life  in  any  one  company  may  by 
the  same  tables  have  the  expectation  of  life  ascertained,  and 
the  whole  figured  out  and  thereby  as  accurate  a  result  ob- 
tained as  by  a  seriatim  valuation,  which  involves  much  time, 
expense  and  annoyance. 

If  this  reasoning  is  correct,  such  demands  upon  Life  Insu- 
rance Companies  as  are  made  by  some  States,  requiring  a  seri- 
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ation  schedule  of  every  policy  ever  issued  &c,  are  mere'an- 
noyances  and  cannot  be  justified  on  any  principle.  Especially 
as  no  one  State  department  is  elaborate  enough  in  its  em- 
ployees to  make  any  practical  use  of  such  laborious  and  ex- 
pensive returns,  and  are  not  likely  to  be  able  to  do  so. 

Hereafter  this  Department  will  require  explicit  answers  to 
the  blanks  adpoted  for  reports  for  publication,  so  that  they 
shall  all  be  alike,  and  exhibit  in  a  condensed  form,  the  condi- 
tion of  each  company.
